said deputy sheriff so designated for the full amount of one month’s salary. 

That all laws and parts of law in conflict with this act are 
hereby expressly repealed, and this Act shall be in full force and effect from 
the date of its approval by the Governor.

Section 4: The County Treasurer of Walker County shall be paid an annual 
salary of $3,000.00; said payments to be made out of the General Fund of said 
county in twelve equal monthly installments. 

Section 2: Be it further enacted that said amending act be amended 
so that Section 2 of said amending act shall read as follows: Be it further 
enacted that Section 5 of said act be amended to read as follows: It shall 
be the duty of the County Treasurer to deposit all public funds in some 
bank in Walker County, Alabama, which is accepted and recognized by the 
Board of Revenue of said county or other like governing body of said 
County, as a legal depository. The County Treasurer shall arrange with said 
bank for the best obtainable interest on said deposits and the interest paid 
upon said deposits shall belong to Walker County and the Treasurer shall 
account far and he resnonsihle far same The Connty Treasurer chall aeciet 

“the Board of Revenue or other like governing body of said County, in pre- 
paring its annual budget. The County Treasurer shall make between the 
lst and the 10th of each month a duplicate monthly report showing all 
funds received by him the previous month and from what sources received, 
and showing all disbursements made by him and for what general purpose, 
and shall file one copy of the same with the Board of Revenue or like gov- 
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erning body and keep one copy of the same on file in his office which re- 
ports shall be public documents or records. The County Treasurer shall make 
a duplicate annual report showing in detail all monies received by him and 
from what sources and showing ali disbursements by him and for what 
same was paid and in said annual report shall list and show all the indebted- 
ness of the County as shown by his records whether bonds, warrants, or 
other indebtedness and shall designate for what the bond issue were made 
and for what the warrant issues were made and shall show the amount of 
interest each of said indebtedness bear, one copy to be filed with the Board 
of Revenue or like governing body and one copy to be kept on file by him, 
and each shall be public documents or records. It shall be the further duty 
of the County Treasurer of Walker County to audit the fee and commission 
reports each month of the Probate Judge, Sheriff, Circuit Clerk, Tax Collec- 
tor and Tax Assessor and to keep a record of all the fees and commissions 
paid in to the County Treasurer to the credit of the respective office making 
such payments into the County Treasury; to approve for payment all salary 
warrants authorized by law to be paid to the above named officers and their 
office personnel and to keep a record of such payments and charge same 
against the cost of running or operating each of said respective offices 
named above and that the increased compensation, here allowed said Treas- 
ues is in compensation for his added duties since said offices went on a 
salary. 

That for approving the salary warrants for said County officers and 
their help, semi-monthly, and for keeping record of same, and for making 
reports, and for assistance in the various added duties the said Treasurer 
shall be allowed one clerk to be paid not more than $400.00 annually out of 
the General Fund of Walker County, Alabama, and which said clerk shall 
be only a part time help and shall be employed only upon the authority or 
approval, first obtained in writing from the Chairman of the Board of Reve- 
nue of said County. 

Section 3: All laws or parts of laws in conflict herewith are repealed 
and this amendatory act shall be effective on approval by the Governor, 
or its otherwise becoming law.

Section 2. Any such employee of the City of Greenville, Alabama, who 
shall have attained the age of sixty-five years and who shall have been in 
the service of said city for as long as twenty five consecutive years, or 
who shall have been in the service thereof for as long as thirty years the 
last 15 years of which have been consecutive and the other 15 years for 
which credit is sought was in terms of not less than 5 consecutive years, 
upon making written application therefor to the city council or succeeding 
governing body of the City of Greenville, Alabama, shall be retired from 
said employment service for this City, and upon such retirement such re- 
tired employee shall be paid, and the City Council of Greenville or any 
succeeding governing body, shall order and direct the payment of such em- 
ployee monthly or otherwise during the remainder of his natural life, a 
sum equal to % of the highest monthly compensation paid to such employee 
from the funds of the City of Greenville during his or her service period. 
Provided no monthly pension or retiring allowance plan provided in this act 
shall amount to more than $150.00 per month to any such retired employee. 

Section 3. Upon recommendation of any employing official, or a ma- 
jority of the governing body of the City of Greenville, the city council or 
succeeding governing body, whether elective or appointive may, after giving 
30 days notice in writing to any employee who is eligible for retirement, 
and if after reasonable investigation of said city council or like governing 
body it is convinced that such city employee has become unable physically, 
mentally or otherwise to perform efficiently the duties assigned to him or 
her, the city council or like governing body may order such employee re- 
tired as is provided in Section 2 of this Act. 
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Section 4. Payments under this act to retired city employees shall be 
made in the same manner and at the same times and from the same funds 
as payments of salaries and compensations are made to regular active em- 
ployees of the Department in which such employee was employed by this 
City.

The retirement of any employee under the provision of this 
act shall be by resolution of the City Council or like governing body of the 
City of Greenville which shall be spread upon its minutes and a certified 
copy of such record shall be furnished to the employee so retired and such 
retirement shall remain in full force and effect throughout the natural lire of 
him or her so retired. 

Section 8. In case of any dispute arising out of or over the provisions 
of this act, or the interpretation of any of the provisions thereof, the deci- 
sion of the City Council or other like governing body shall be final and 
conclusive. 

Section 9. No part of any pension paid or subject to payment under 
the provisions of this act shall, before or after its payment to a beneficiary 
hereunder, be seized or held or be in any wise subject to garnishment or levy

for the school year 1946-1947 shall receive as his salary or com- 
pensation an amount at least 25% over and above the State Min- 
imum Program monthly salary schedule allotment for persons em- 
ployed in like or comparable positions and with like teacher train- 
ing and experience for the school year 1946-1947. 

Section 3. It shall be the duty of the State Superintendent of 
Education, as the Executive Officer of the State Board of Edu- 
cation, to allot in the Minimum Program to each employing board 
of education the amount necessary to pay the 25% increase in 
salaries herein provided for to the teachers employed by it. 

Section 4. That nothing herein contained shall be construed 
as preventing an employing board of education from contracting 
to pay a classroom teacher employed by it a greater increase in 
salary or compensation than the 25% increase herein provided for, 
if sufficient funds are available to such employing board of educa- 
tion, under existing laws, to pay a greater increase. 

Section 5. That this Act shall become effective upon the adop-

of injury the employee received average weekly earnings of less 
than five dollars per week, then he shall receive the full amount of 
such average weekly earnings per week. This compensation shall 
be paid during the time of such disability, not, however, beyond 
three hundred weeks. Payments are to be made at the intervals 
when the earnings were payable, as nearly as may be. 
“(B) Temporary Partial Disability. 

“1. In general. 

In all cases of temporary partial disability the compensation 
shall be fifty-five percent of the difference between the average 
weekly earnings of the workman at the time of the injury and the 
average weekly earnings he is able to earn in his partially disabled 
condition. This compensation shall be paid during the period of 
such disability, not, however, beyond three hundred weeks, pay- 
ments to be made at intervals when the earnings were payable, as 
nearly as may be, and subject to the same maximum as stated in 
subsection (A). 

“2. When partially disabled employee leaves first employment. 

If the injured employee who is receiving such compensation 
for temporary partial disability should leave the employment of 
the employer by whom he was employed at the time of the acci- 
dent for which such compensation is being paid, he shall, upon 
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securing employment elsewhere, give to such former employer 
an affidavit in writing containing the name of his new employer, 
the place of employment, and the amount of wages being received 
at such new employment, and until he gives such affidavit, the 
compensation for temporary partial disability shall cease. The em- 
ployer by whom such employee was employed at the time of the 
accident for which such compensation is being paid may also at 
any time demand of such employee additional affidavit in writing, 
containing the name of his employer, the place of his employment, 
and the amount of wages he is receiving, and if the employee, upon 
such demand, fails or refuses to make and furnish such affidavit, 
his right to compensation for temporary partial disability shall 
cease ulitil such affidavit is made and furnished. 

“(C) 1. Permanent Partial Disability. 

For permanent partial disability the compensation shall be 
based upon the extent of such disability. In cases included in the 
following schedule the compensation shall be fifty-five percent of 
the average weekly earnings, during the number of weeks set out 
in the following schedule: 

For the loss of a thumb, sixty weeks. 

For the loss of a first finger, commonly called index finger, 
forty-five weeks. 

For the loss of a second finger, thirty weeks . 

For the loss of a third finger, twenty weeks. 

For the loss of a fourth finger, commonly called little finger, 
fifteen weeks. 

The loss of the first phalange of the thumb, or of any finger, 
shall be considered as equal to the loss of one-half of such thumb, 
or finger, and compensation shall be paid at the prescribed rate 
during one-half of the time specified above for such thumb or 
finger. 

The loss of two or more phalanges shall be considered as the 
loss of the entire finger or thumb; but in no case shall the amount 
received for more thai onc finger exceed the amount provided in 
this schedule for the loss of a hand. 

For the loss of a great toe, thirty weeks. 

For the loss of any of the toes other than the great toe, ten 
weeks. 

The loss of the first phalange of any toe shall be considered to 
be equal to the loss of one-half of such toe, and compensation shall 
be paid at the prescribed rate during one-half the time prescribed 
above for such toe. 

The loss of two or more phalanges shall be considered as the 
loss of entire toe. 

For the loss of a hand, one hundred and fifty weeks. 

For the loss of an arm, two hundred weeks. 

For the loss of a foot, one hundred and twenty-five weeks. 

Amputations between the elbow and wrist shall be considered 
as the equivalent to the loss of a hand, and the amputation between

the knee and ankle shall be considered as the equivalent of the 
loss of a foot. 

For the loss of a leg, one hundred and seventy-five weeks. 

For the loss of an eye, one hundred weeks. 

For the complete and permanent loss of hearing in both ears, 
one hundred and fifty weeks. 

For the loss of. an eye and a leg, three hundred and fifty weeks. 

For the loss of an eye and one arm, three hundred and fifty 
weeks. 

For the loss of an eye and a hand, three hundred and twenty- 
five weeks. 

For the loss of an eye and a foot, three hundred weeks. 

For the loss of two arms, other than at the shoulder, four hun- 
dred weeks. 

For the loss of two hands, four hundred weeks. 

For the loss of two legs, four hundred weeks. 

For the loss of two feet, four hundred weeks. 

For the loss of one arm and the other hand, four hundred weeks. 

For the loss of one hand and one foot, four hundred weeks. 

For the loss of one leg and the other foot, four hundred weeks. 

For the loss of one hand and one leg, four hundred weeks. 

For the loss of one arm and one foot, four hundred weeks. 

For the loss of one arm and one leg, four hundred weeks. 

For serious disfigurement, not resulting from the loss of a mem- 
ber or other injury specifically compensated, materially affecting 
the employability of the injured person in the employment in 
which he was injured or other employment for which he is then 
qualified, fifty-five percent of the average weekly earnings for such 
period as the court may determine, not exceeding one hundred 
weeks. 

“2. Concurrent injuries. 

Where an employee sustains concurrent injuries resulting in 
concurrent disabilities, he shall receive compensation, only for the 
injury which entitles him to the largest amount of compensation, 
but this section shall not affect liability for the concurrent loss of 
more than one member for which members compensation is pro- 
vided in the specific schedule and in subsection (D). 

“3, Loss of use of a member. 

In all cases the permanent and total loss of the use of a metn- 
ber shall be considered as equivalent to the loss of that member, 
but in such cases the compensation in and by said schedule shall 
be in lieu of all other compensation. In case of permanent disa- 
bility, due to injury to a member resulting in less than total loss 
of use of such member, not otherwise compensated in this sched- 
ule, compensation shall be paid at the prescribed rate during that 
part of the time specified in the schedule for the total loss or total 
loss of use of the respective member, which the extent of the injury 
to the member bears to its total loss. 

“4, Employee refusing employment. 
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If an injured employee refuses employment suitable to his ca- 
pacity; offered to or procured for him, he shall not be entitled to 
any compensation at any time during the continuance of such re- 
fusal unless at any time in the opinion of the judge of the circuit 
court of the county of his residence, such refusal is justifiable. 

“5. Permanent partial maximum and minimum. 

All compensations provided in subsection (C) of this section 
for loss of members, or loss of use of members, are subject to the 
same limitations as to maximum and minimum as stated in subsec- 
tion (A). 

“6, All other permanent partial. 

In all other cases of permanent partial disability not above 
enumeraied, ihe compensation shall be fifty-five percent of the 
difference between the average weekly earnings of the workman 
at the time of the injury and the average weekly earnings he is 
able to earn in his partially disabled condition subject to the 
same maxigium as stated in subsection (A). 

“Y, Maximum time. 

Compensation shall continue during disability, not however, 
beyond three hundred weeks. 

“8. Affidavit of new employment. 

In case the injured employee leaves the services of the em- 
ployer for whom he was working at the time of the accident and 
accepts employment elsewhere, he shall make and furnish affidavit 
as to his new employment in the manner as required in subsection 
(B). 

“(D) 1. Permanent Total. 

For permanent total disability as defined in subsection (E) 
fifty-five percent of the average weekly earnings received at the 
time of the injury, subject to a maximum compensation of twenty- 
one dollars per week and a minimum compensation of five dollars 
per week; provided that if at the time of injury the employee was 
receiving earnings of less than five dollars per week, then he shall 
receive the tull amount of his earnings per week. This compeéiisa- 
tion shall be paid during such permanent total disability, not ex- 
ceeding five hundred and fifty weeks; but in no event shall the 
aggregate of such payments exceed $8,400; payment to be made 
at the intervals when the earnings were payable, as nearly as may 
be. Such payments, with the approval of the circuit judge, may be 
made monthly or quarterly. 

“2. Employee inmate of public institution. 

In case an employee, who is permanently and totally disabled 
becomes an inmate af a pithlic institution, then no compensation 
shall be payable unless he has wholly dependent on him for sup- 
port a person or persons named in sections 280 and 281 of this 
title, whose dependency shall be determined as if the employee 
were deceased, in which case the compensation provided for in this 
subsection shall be paid for the benefit of such person so depend- 
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ent, during dependency, in the manner ordered by the court, while 
the employee is an inmate in such institution. 
“(E) Permanent Total Disability Defined. 

The total and permanent loss of the sight of both eyes or the 
loss of both arms at the shoulder, or complete and permanent pa- 
ralysis or total and permanent loss of mental faculties, which to- 
tally incapacitates the employee from working at an occupation 
which brings him an income, shall constitute permanent total 
disability. - 

“1. Other second permanent injury. 

If an employee has a permanent disability or has previously 
sustained another injury than that in which he received a subse- 
quent permanent injury by accident such as is specified in the sec- 
tions herein defining permanent injury, he shall be entitled to com- 
pensation only for the degree of injury that would have resulted 
from the latter accident if the earlier disability or injury had not 
existed. 

“2. Certain second permanent injuries. 

If an employee has previously lost or lost the use of one eye, 
one leg, one arm, one foot, or one hand, and thereafter in the same 
employment or in the employment of another, he should receive 
additional injuries so as to proximately cause the loss or loss of 
use of both eyes, both legs, both arms, both feet, or both hands, 
said employee shall receive compensation equal to the amount pro- 
vided hereunder for one who has received a permanent total dis- 
ability, such compensation to be paid by the employer to the ex- 
tent that such employer would have to pay compensation for the 
degree of injury that would have resulted from the accident if the 
earlier disability or injury had not existed and the remainder of 
the amount of such compensation after the completion of such 
payments by the employer shall be paid by the Director of Indus- 
trial Relations as Trustee from any amounts from time to time 
standing to his account as such Trustee in the Second Injury 
Trust Fund. 

“3. Other permanent total disabilities. 

For permanent total disability other than as defined in subsec- 
tion (E) fifty-five percent of the average weekly earnings received 
at the time of injury subject to a maximum compensation of 
twenty-one dollars per week, and a minimum compensation of five 
dollars per week; but if at the time of the injury the employee was 
receiving earnings of less than five dollars per week, then he shall 
receive the full amount of his earnings per week. This compen- 
sation shall be paid during the period of such permanent disability 
not exceeding four hundred weeks; payments to be made at the 
intervals when the earnings were payable as nearly as may be. 
Such payments, with the consent of the circuit judge, may be made 
monthly or quarterly. 

“4, Benefits not concurrent; exception. 
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If an employee received an injury for which compensation is 
payable while he is still receiving or entitled to compensation for a 
previous injury in the same employment, he shall not at the same 
time be entitled to compensation for both injuries, unless the later 
injury be a permanent injury, such as specified in this section; but 
he shall be entitled to compensation for that injury and from the 
time of that injury which will cover the longest period and the 
largest amount payable under articles 1 and 2 of this chapter. 

“5. Second permanent injuries resulting in permanent total 
disability. 

If an employee received a permanent injury as specified in this 
section, after having sustained another permanent injury in the 
same employment, he shall be entitled to compensation for both 
injuries, but the total compensation shall be paid by extending the 
period and not by increasing the amount of weekly compensation, 
and in no case exceeding five hundred weeks. When the previous 
and subsequent injuries received in the same employment result 
in total disability, compensation shall be payable for permanent 
total disability, but payments made for the previous injury shall 
be deducted from the total payment of compensation due. 

“(F) Compensation for Death after Disability. 

In case a workman sustained an injury occasioned by an acci- 
dent arising out of and in the course of his employment and during 
the period of disability caused thereby death results proximately 
therefrom, all payments previously made as compensation for such 
injury shall be deducted from the compensation, if any, due on ac- 
count of death. 

“1. Hernia. 

In all claims for compensation for hernia resulting from injury 
by an accident arising out of and in the course of his employment, 
it must be definitely proved to the satisfaction of the court: 

(a) That there was an injury resuiting in hernia. 

(b) That the hernia appeared suddenly. 

(c) That it was accompanied by pain. 

(d) That the hernia immediately followed an accident. 

(e) That the hernia did not exist prior to the accident for 
which compensation is claimed. 

All hernia, inguinal, femoral or otherwise, so proved to be the 
result of an injury by accident arising out of and in the course of 
the employment shall be treated in a surgical manner by radical 
operation. In case the injured employee refuses to undergo the radi- 
cal operation for the cure of said hernia, no compensation will be 
allowed during the time such refusal continues. If, however, it is 
shuwii lat tlic ciiploy ce has some chronic disease, or is otherwise 
in such physical condition that the court considers it unsafe for 
the employee to undergo said operation, the employee shall be paid 
as otherwise provided in this chapter. 

“(G) Average Weekly Earnings Basis of Benefits. 
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Compensation hereunder shall be computed on the basis of the 
average weekly earnings. Average weekly earnings shall mean the 
earnings of the injured employee in the employment in which he 
was working at the time of the injury during the period of fifty- 
two weeks immediately preceding the date of the injury divided 
by fifty-two; but if the injured employee lost more than seven 
consecutive calendar days during such period although not in the 
same week, then the earnings for the remainder of such fifty-two 
weeks shall be divided by the number of weeks remaining after the 
time so lost has been deducted. Where the employment prior to 
the injury extended over a period of less than fifty-two weeks, the 
method of dividing the earnings during that period by the number 
of weeks and parts thereof which the employee earned wages shall 
be followed, provided results just and fair to both parties will 
thereby be obtained. Where by reason of the shortness of the time 
during which the employee has been in the employment of his em- 
ployer, or the casual nature or terms of the employment, it is im- 
practicable to compute the average weekly earnings as above de- 
fined, regard shall be had to the average weekly amount which 
during the fifty-two weeks prior to the injury was being earned 
by a person in the same grade, employed at the same work by the 
same employer, and if there is no such person so employed, by a 
person in the same grade employed in the same class of employ- 
ment in the same district. Wherever allowances of any character 
made to an employee in lieu of wages are specified as part of the 
wage contract, they shall be deemed a part of his earnings. 
“(H) Percentage Increase for Wife and Children. 

Wherever in this section there is a provision for fifty-five per- 
cent, such percent shall be increased five percent for a dependent 
wife and five percent for each dependent child of the employee 
under the age of eighteen years at the time of the injury to the 
employee until such percent shall reach a maximum of sixty-five 
percent. The increase in the above percent shall be paid only dur- 
ing the dependency of the dependent upon whom such increase is 
based.” 

Section 2. Section 283 of Title 26, 1940 Code of Alabama, be 
amended so as to read as follows: 

“8283. Death compensation.—In death cases, where the death 
results proximately from the accident within three years, compen- 
sation payable to dependents shall be computed on the following 
basis and shall be paid to the persons entitled thereto without ad- 
ministration, or to a guardian or such other person as the court 
may direct, for the use and benefit of the person entitled thereto. 
“A. Persons Entitled to Benefits. 

“1. If the deceased employee leaves dependent widow or 
widower and no dependent child, there shall be paid to the widow 
or widower forty percent of the average weekly earnings of the 
deceased. ; 
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“2. If the deceased employee leaves a dependent widow or 
dependent husband and one dependent child, there shall be paid 
to the widow or husband, for the benefit of herself or himself and 
such child, forty-five per cent of the average weekly earnings of the 
deceased. 

“3. If the deceased employee leaves a dependent widow or de- 
pendent husband and two dependent children, there shall be paid 
to the widow or husband for the benefit of herself or himself and 
such children, fifty-five percent of the average weekly earnings | 
of the deceased. 

“4, If the deceased employee leaves a dependent widow or 
dependent husband and three or more dependent children, there 
shall be paid to the widow or husband for the benefit of herself 
or himself and such children sixty-five percent of the average 
weekly earnings of the deceased. 

“5, In all cases where compensation is payable to a widow 
or husband for the benefit of herself or himself and dependent 
child or children, the court. shall at any time have the power to 
determine, in its discretion, what portion of the compensation shall 
be applied for the benefit of any such child or children and may 
order the same paid to a guardian. 

“6, If the deceased employee leaves a dependent child or de- 
pendent children and no dependent widow or dependent husband, 
there shall be paid, if only one child, thirty-five percent of the 
average weekly earnings of the deceased, and if more than one 
child, an additional ten percent of such average weekly carnings 
for each additional child, but not exceeding sixty-five percent of 
the average weekly earnings of the deceased. 

“yf the deceased employee leaves no widow or child or hus- 
band entitled to any payment hereunder, but leaves a parent or 
parents, either or both, of whom are wholly dependent on the de- 
ceased, there shall be paid, if only one parent, thirty-five percent 
of the average weekly earnings of the deceased, and if both parents, 
forty five percent of the averake weekly earnings of the deceased, 
to such parent or parents. 

“8. If the deceased employee leaves no widow or child or hus- 
band or parent entitled to any payment hereunder, but leaves a 
grandparent, brother, sister, mother-in-law or father-in-law, wholly 
dependent on him for support, there shall be paid to such depend- 
ent, if but one, twenty-five percent of the average weekly earnings 
of the deceased, or if more than one, thirty-five percent of the av- 
erfage weekly earnings of the deceased, divided between or among 
them, share and share alike. 

“9, Partial dependents shall be entitied to receive oniy that 
proportion of the benefits provided for total dependents, which the 
average amount of the earnings regularly contributed by the de- 
ceased employee to such partial dependent, at and for a reasonable 
time immediately prior to the injury, bore to the total income of 
the dependent during the same time. 
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“10. If the deceased employee leaves a dependent widow, or 
dependent husband, or dependent child, or dependent children, or 
two or more such dependents entitled to compensation, and the 
total compensation payable to all of such dependents is less than 
sixty-five percent of the average weekly earnings of the deceased 
employee and less than twenty-one dollars a week, and the de- 
ceased employee also leaves a parent or parents wholly dependent 
on him for support, then such parent or such parents if more than 
one, shall, in the manner provided in subsection (8) hereof, be paid 
such a percentage of the average weekly earnings of the deceased 
as is equal to the difference between sixty-five percent of the aver- 
age weekly earnings of the deceased and the percentage of such 
earnings payable to such widow or husband and such child or chil- 
dren as is or are left by such deceased employee; provided that the 
maximum weekly compensation payable to such parent or parents 
under this subsection shall not exceed the difference between 
twenty-one dollars and the weekly compensation payable to such 
widow, or husband and child or children, as is or are left by the 
deceased employee. m 

“11. If compensation is being paid under this article to any 
dependent, such compensation shall cease upon the death or mar- 
riage of such dependent, unless otherwise provided in this article. 

“Upon the cessation of compensation to or for any dependent, 
for any cause, the compensation of the remaining dependents en- 
titled to compensation shall, for the unexpired period during which 
their compensation is payable, be that which would have been pay- 
able to them had they been the only persons entitled to compen- 
sation at the time of the death of the deceased employee. 

“B. Maximum and Minimum Death Compensation. 

“The compensation payable in case of death to persons wholly 
dependent shall be subject to a maximum compensation of twenty- 
one dollars per week and a minimum of five dollars per week; but 
if at the time of injury the employee receives earnings of less than 
five dollars per week, then the compensation shall be the full 
amount of such earnings per week. The compensation payable to 
partial dependents shall be subject to a maximum of twenty-one 
dollars per week and a minimum of five dollars per week; but if the 
income loss of said partial dependent by such death is less than 
five dollars per week, then the dependents shall receive the full 
amount of their income loss. This compensation shall be paid dur- 
ing dependency, not exceeding four hundred weeks, payments to 
be made at the interval when the earnings were payable, as nearly 
as may be.” 

Section 3. Section 287 of Title 26, 1940 Code of Alabama, be 
amended so as to read as follows: 

“$287. Order in which total dependents take—Total depend- 
ents shall be entitled to take compensation in the order named in 
section 281 of this title until the percent of the average weekly 
earnings of the deceased during the time and as specified in section 
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283 of this title shall have been exhausted; but the total compen- 
sation to be paid to all total dependents of a deceased employee 
shall not exceed in the aggregate twenty-one dollars per week, ex- 
cept as otherwise provided herein.” 

Section 4. Section 301 of Title 26, 1940 Code of Alabama, be 
amended so as to read as follows: 

“$301. Employer may pay award to trustee and be discharged. 
—At any time after the amount of any award has been agreed 
upon by the parties, or found and ordered by the court, a sum equal 
to the present value of all future installments of compensation cal- 
culated on a four percent basis, may, where death or the nature 
of the injury renders the amount of future payments certain, by 
leave of court, be paid by the employer to any savings bank or 
trust company of this state, or any national bank doing business 
in this state to be approved and designated by the court, and such 
sum, together with all interest thereon, shall thereafter be held in 
trust for the employee or dependents of the employe, who shall 
have no further recourse against the employer. The payment of 
such sum by the employer, evidence by, the receipts in duplicate 
of the trustees, one of which shall be filed with the probate judge 
of the county in which the injury or death occurred, and the other 
filed with the clerk of the circuit court, shall operate as a satisfac- 
tion of said award as to the employer, and the trustee designated 
by the court shall be allowed to pay itself from said fund a reason- 
able compensation for acting as such trustee, which said com- 
pensation shall be fixed by the court in the decree making such 
designation. Payments from said fund shall be made by the trustee 
in the same amounts and at the same time as are herein required 
of the employer until said fund, after deducting trustee’s compen- 
sation as above provided, and interest shall be exhausted. In the 
appointment of the trustee, preference shall be given, in the dis- 
cretion of the court, to the choice of the injured employee or the 
dependents of the deceased employee as the case may be. In the 
event the right to receive compensation shouid ieriiiiiiate on ac- 
count of death, becoming of age, or marriage, or for any other 
cause as provided in this chapter, the balance remaining in said 
bank or trust company after such termination should be returned 
by them to the employer, his successor or assigns.” 

Section 5. This Act shall take effect sixty days after its ap- 
proval by the Governor or its otherwise becoming law. 

And the substitute was adopted.

Permanent Total” the figures $10,000 and substituting in lieu 
thereof the figures $6,000. 

By striking from Section 1, in the paragraph title “(E) Perma- 
nent Total Disability Defined” in the sub-paragraph titled “3. 
Other permanent total disabilities” the words twenty one dollars 
per week and substitute in lieu thereof the words twenty dollars 
per week. 

By striking from Section 2, in paragraph titled “B. Maximum 
and Minimum Death Compensation” the words twenty one dollars 
per week wherever said words appear in said paragraph, and sub- 
stitute in lieu thereof the words twenty dollars per week. 

By striking from Section 2, in the paragraph titled “B. Maxi- 
mum and Minimum Death Compensation” the word four hundred 
weeks, and substitute in lieum thereof the words three hundred 
weeks, 

By striking from Section 3, in paragraph titled “S 287, the 
words twenty five dollars per week and substitute in lieu thereof 
the word twenty dollars per week.

Number 661 of the Regular Session of the 1939 Legislature, ap- 
proved July 10, 1940. 
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Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. No part of the compensation payable under the 
Workmen’s Compensation Law shall be paid to attorneys for the 
claimant for legal services unless upon the application of a claim- 
ant to a judge of the circuit court such judge shall order or ap- 
prove of the employment of an attorney by the claimant, and in 
- such event the judge when awarding compensation shall after in- 
quiry and, if he deems it desirable, a full hearing thereon, fix the 
fee of the attorney for the claimant for his legal services in such 
amount as the judge shall deem reasonable, and the manner of its 
payment; but such fee shall not exceed fifteen per cent of the first 
one housand dollars and ten per cent of any sum in excess of one 
thousand dollars of the compensation awarded or paid. 

Section 2. In no case under the Workmen’s Compensation 
Law, except as otherwise provided therein, shall the compensation 
paid thereunder be more than twenty-one dollars per week, nor 
less than five dollars per week, and in no case shall the total 
amount of weekly payments exceed eight thousand four hundred 
dollars. 

Section 3. Where the amounts of compensation payable peri- 
odically under the Workmen’s Compensation Law have been 
agreed upon by the parties, and fixed by decision of the court; 
such periodic payments, upon agreement of the praties, may be 
commuted to one or more lump sum payments. Compensation due 
for death or permanent total disability, or for permanent partial 
disability resulting from total loss of hearing, or from the loss of 
an arm or hand, or a foot or a leg, or an eye, or of more than one 
such member, may be commuted only with the approval of the cir- 
cuit court. In making such commutations, the lump sum payments 
shall, in the aggregate, amount to a sum equal to the present value 
of all future installments of compensation calculated upon a four 
pér cent basis. The circuit court shall not approve any such com- 
mutation unless and until it appears and the court so finds that at 
least ten days prior to the date of such approval the department of 
industrial relations has been informed by the employer of his insur- 
ance carrier by registered mail of the details of the proposed com- 
mutation and of the time and place when the commutation will 
be presented to the court for its approval; any authorized repre- 
sentative of the department may appear at the hearing of such 
cause and shall have the right to offer evidence. 

Section 4. In addition to the compensation otherwise provided 
under the Workmen’s Compensation Law, the employer shall pay 
the actual cost of reasonably necessary medical and surgical treat- 
ment and attention, medicine, medical and surgical supplies, 
crutches and appartus, as may be obtained by the injured employee 
during the first six months of disability, or in case of death within 
said six months, obtained during the period occurring between the 
time of the injury and his death therefrom. The total liability of the 
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employer under this section shall not exceed the aggregate of three 
hundred and fifty dollars, and the pecuniary liability of the em- 
ployer for such services rendered the employee shall be limited to 
such charges as prevail for similar treatment in the community 
where the injured employee resides. In case an insurer of the em- 
ployee or a benefit association is liable for such medical, surgical 
and hospital service, or for a part thereof, or in case the employee 
is entitled to the same or a part thereof, from any source whatever 
by virtue of any agreement or understanding, or law, state or fed- 
eral, without any loss of benefit to the employee, the employer 
shall not be required in such case to pay any part of such expense, 
unless said benefits are insufficient to pay as much as said three 
hundred and fifty dollars, and in such event the employer shall be 
liable for the deficiency only. All cases ot dispute as to the neces- 
sity and value of such service shall be determined by the tribunal 
having jurisdiction of the claim of the injured employee for com- 
pensation. In addition to the medical and surgical treatment pro- 
vided during six months of disability, the employer may, if he so 
elects, furnish to the injured employee such medical and surgical 
treatment and attention, medical and surgical supplies, crutches 
and appartus for such time thereafter as he desires to furnish the 
same, and the employee shall accept the same; if the employer 
furnishes such medical and surgical attention and supplies during 
such six month period he shall not be liable under this section, 
except for such of said services and supplies as may, in an emer- 
gency, be procured by the employee elsewhere; in no event, how- 
ever, shall the total liability hereunder exceed three hundred and 
fifty dollars. The injured employee must submit himself to exam- 
ination by the employer’s physician at all reasonable times, if re- 
quested to do so by the employer but the employee shall have the 
right to have a physician of his own selection present at such ex- 
amination, in which case the employee shall be liable to such 
physician for his services. The employer shall pay for the services 
of the physician making the examination at the instance of the em- 
ployer. And in case of dispute as to the injury, the court, may, at 
the instance of either party, or of its own motion, appoint a neutral 
physician of good standing and ability to make an examination 
of the injured person and report his findings to the court, the ex- 
pense of which examination shall be borne equally by the parties. 
If the injured employee refuses to comply with any reasonable 
request for examination or refuses to submit to medical and sur- 
gical treatment and attention, or refuses to accept the medical 
service which the employer elects to furnish under the provisions 
of this chapier his rigli tu compensation shall be suspended, and 
no compensation shall be payable for the period of such refusal. 
Any physician whose services are furnished or paid for by the em- 
ployer, or any physician of the injured employee, who treats or 
makes or is present at any examination of an injured employee 
may be required to testify as to any knowledge by him in the 
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course of such treatment or examination as same related to the 
injury or disability arising therefrom. In all death claims where 
the cause of death is obscure or is disputed, any interested party 
may require an autopsy, the cost of which is to be borne by the 
party demanding the same. 

Section 5. All laws or parts of laws in conflict herewith are 
hereby repealed including expressly Sections 1, 6, 16 and 17, of 
Act Number 661 of the Regular Session of the 1939 Legislature, 
approved July 10, 1940. 

Section 6. This Act shall take effect sixty days after its ap- 
- proval by the Governor or its otherwise becoming law.

Your memorialist, the Legislature of Alabama, respectfully 
represents that it is not a fundamental right of any alien to enter 
the United States; it is a high privilege; that under present immi- 
gration laws approximately one hundred thirty thousand (130,000) 
aliens legally enter this country each year to establish pernament 
residence; more than that number enter illegally; that many of 
those entering this country do not desire work; they expect to be 
cared for; that many immigrants do not have the skills which are 
needed, and only a few with needed skills locate in areas where 
skills possessed are useful; that the housing shortage is acute, and 
there is no evidence that there will be sufficient shelter even for 
the natives of our country within the next five years; that our 
immigration laws are not selective, although other nations refuse 
to admit persons except on the basis of selection. 

WHEREFORE, Your memorialist urgently requests the Con- 
gress to give consideration to the enactment of legislation limiting 
the number of immigrants to the United States according to our 
needs and our ability to provide shelter, jobs, and security for 
them and ourselves.

To authorize Elmore County through its court of commissioners to 
borrow money in anticipation of taxes, to provide for issuance of warrants 
of certificates of indebtedness therefore, to limit the amount of such loans, 
the rate of interest thereon, to provide for the maturity thereof, the manner 
of execution, for registration, payment and cancellation, and priority of pay- 
ment out of taxes collected. 


Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Sec. 1. The County of Elmore, in this state, through its court of county 
commissioners, may borrow money in anticipation of taxes for the year in 
which such loans are made and issue certificates of indebtedness or war- 
rants covering such loans. 

Sec. 2. Any money borrowed under authority of this Act shall not be 
for a sum greater than one-half of the income from taxation of said county 
for the preceding year. 

Sec. 3. All warrants issued under authority of this Act shall be reg- 
istered in the order in which they are issued, and said court shall have set 
aside and apart out of the taxes of the current year a sufficient amount to 
repay said loan. Said warrants or certificates shall be paid in the order of 
their registration and entitled to priority of payment where said taxes have 
not been previously pledged according to law. 

Sec. 4. Said warrants or certificates shall mature not later than Feb- 
ruary the first of the year following their issuance, and shall not be re- 
newed. They shall bear interest at not exceeding six percentum per annum, 
and when paid shall be marked cancelled, which said cancellation shall be 
noted on the registration thereof and in the minutes of said court. 

Sec. 5. Said warrants or certificates shall be executed in the name of 
the county and signed by the Probate Judge and each member of the said 
court and shall have fixed thereto the seal of the said court. 

Sec. 6. In using the proceeds of said loans, the said County shall not 
be limited to expending the same in the same manner as the general fund 
may now be expended by law, but may use such proceeds in the same man- 
ner as the road and bridge fund is now used or for any other lawful purpose. 

Sec. 7. This act shall go into effect immediately upon its passage and 
approval.

SECTION 4. That during their continuance in office until the first 
Monday after the second Tuesday in January, 1949, the Chairman of the 
Board of Revenue shall be paid from the County Treasury or Gas Fund, a 
monthly salary of Two Hundred Fifty Dollars ($250.00), per month, and 
each other such member of the Board shall be paid a monthly salary of 
Eighty-Five Dollars ($85.00). No such member, including the Chairman, shall 
receive any compensation for or reimbursement for the expense of his serv- 
ices other than his salary, except as hereinafter otherwise provided. 

SECTION 5. That for the purposes of this Act and for future elections 
of members of the Board of Revenue of Jackson County, Alabama, said 
County is hereby divided into four subdivisions to be known as Districts and 
to be numbered one to four, inclusive. District Ne. 1 shall embrace and be 
composed of Precincts numbered 1, 3, 6, 7, 8, 9 and 10; District No. 2 shall 
embrace and be composed of Precincts numbered 13, 14, 15, 20, 21, 22, 32, 
35, 36 and 37, District No. 3 shall be embrace and be composed of Precincts 
numbered 4, 5, 11, 12, 24, 28, 29, 3U, 38 and 39; and District No. 4 shall ein- 
brace and be composed of Precincts numbered 16, 17, 18, 19, 23, 25, 26, 27, 
31, 33 and 34. 

SECTION 6. On and after the first Monday after the second Tuesday 
in January, 1949, the Board of Revenue shall consist of a Chairman and 
four associate members, all of whom shall be qualified voters of said County. 

SECTION 7. That, at the general election to be held in 1948, the 
members of said Board, including the Chairman, shall be elected by the 
qulaified voters of the entire county and the term of office of said Chairman 
and the members shall commence on the first Tuesday after the second 
Monday in January next succeeding their election and they shali hold office 
far a nerind of four vears and until their successors are elected and qualified. 

SECTION 8. The Chairman and each member o1 said Board of Keve- 
nue shall be nominated by the voters of the entire County who are author- 
ized to participate in any primary election, caucus, or convention, held or 
called by any political party for the nomination of said office, and their 
nomination by the qualified voters of the District, or of any subdivision of 
said County less than the whole County by any primary election, caucus, or 
convention is hereby prohibited. The Chairman of said Board shall be a 
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resident of the County continuously during his term of office, and each mem- 
ber of the Board shall be a resident of the District for which he is elected and 
shall reside in said District continuously during his term of office. 

SECTION 9. Each District shall be entitled to one associate member 
ay said Board, but the Chairman of said Board may reside anywhere in said 

ounty. 
3 SECTION 10. Should any vacancy occur in the said Board of Revenue, 
such vacancy shall be filled by appointment of the Governor, and the person 
so appointed shall hold office for the remainder of the term of the place 
which is vacant. 

SECTION 11. Such Chairman shall be paid from the County Treasury 
or Gas Fund, a monthly salary of Two Hundred Fifty Dollars ($250.00) and 
shall receive no other compensation or reimbursement for the expense of his 
service, except as specifically may be provided otherwise herein. Each other 
such member shall receive Ten Dollars ($10.00) for each day’s service not 
exceeding Forty Dollars ($40.00), per month, and reasonable travel expense 
at not more than Five cents (5c) per mile, incurred in attending regu- 
lar and special meetings of the Board of Revenue. 

SECTION 12. The Chairman and each member of the Board of Reve- 
nue, before entering upon the duties of his office, shall make and file with 
the Judge of Probate the statutory oath of his office and a bond with good 
and sufficient sureties, payable to Jackson County, and conditioned upon the 
faithful performance of the duties of his office. The bond of the Chairman 
is hereby fixed at Five Thousand Dollars ($5,000.00), and the bond of each 
member at Two Thousand Dollars ($2,000.00). 

SECTION 13. The Board of Revenue shall hold reguiar meetings on 
the fourth Monday in each month, remaining in session as many days as 
may be necessary, and may hold special meetings at the call of the Chair- 
man.

SECTION 14. Action in the name and under the authority of the 
Board of Revenue may be taken by a majority of the Board of Revenue 
present and voting at any regular or special meeting, provided at least a 
quorum is in attendance. A quorum shall consist of the Chairman and two 
other members or three members other than the Chairman. 

SECTION 15. It shall be the duty of the Board of Revenue to publish 
before the 15th day of each succeeding month, in some newspaper published 
in the County, an itemized statement of the receipts and disbursements of all 
funds of Jackson County, during each month, and the balance remaining 
in each fund at the close of each month. Such itemized statement shall show 
each item paid and shall indicate to whom and for what purpose each item 
was paid. The compensation paid for publication of such itemized statement 
shall not exceed 1%c per word. If the Board of Revenue shall refuse to pub- 
lish said itemized statement, each member thereof, including the Chairman, 
who votes against the publication, shall be subject to a penalty of Fifty 
Dollars ($50.00). If the Board of Revenue otherwise fails, without good 
cause, to publish the itemized statement, each member thereof, including 
the Chairman, must, on conviction, be fined not more than One Hundred 
Dollars ($100.00) for each such failure. Such penalties and fines shall be 
collected upon suit brought by the Circuit or County Solicitor in the name 
of the County. 

SECTION 16. The Chairman of the Board of Revenue is required to 
give his entire time and attention to the business of the Board of Revenue. 
He shall sign the minutes of the proceedings of the Board of Revenue and 
all warrants or orders for disbursement of moneys of the County drawn 
“on the County Treasurer, and he shall exercise and perform all other rights 
and duties in relation to the Board of Revenue and shall be liable to the 
same penalties in connection therewith as are now exercised by the Judge 
of Probate as provided under the general law of the State in relation to the 
Court of County Commissioners. 
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The Chairman shall see to the execution of all orders of the Board of 
Revenue and he shall, from time to time, inspect the roads and bridges of 
Jackson County, report the condition thereof to the Board of Revenue and 
the County Engineer, and generally advise with and make recommendations 
to said Board and Engineer; he shall attend to the securing of deeds to 
rights-of-ways, when ordered by the Board of Revenue, and shall see that 
the same are properly recorded and preserved, and for such services he shall’ 
be paid reasonable expenses approved by the Board of Revenue. 

SECTION 17. The Chairman of the Board of Revenue shall employ a 
clerk, who shall devote his entire time to the duties of his office and who 
shall also be the clerk of the Purchasing Agency for said County, and who 
shall receive a compensation to be fixed by the Board of Revenue. Such 
Chairman may, with the approval of the Board, employ such other clerical 
help and assistance as may be deemed necessary to the proper, efficient and 
economical operation of the office of the Chairman of the Board of Revenue, 
the compensation therefor to be fixed by said Board of Revenue. The clerk 
shaii enter the minutes of ali procecdiugs of the Board of Reveniie in a well 
bound book provided him for that purpose, which book shall be kept in the 
office of the Board of Revenue and shall be open to the inspection of citi- 
zens of Jackson County at all reasonable hours. The minutes of the proceed- 
ings of the Board of Revenue shall be recorded by the clerk in the minute 
book within five days from the adjournment of every regular or special 
meeting of the Board. The clerk shall present to the Board at each regular 
meeting a list of all claims which have been filed against the County. He 
shall also keep a complete record of all receipts and disbursements of all 
County funds and must be prepared at all times to show the exact financial 
condition of the County. 

SECTION 18. That all laws, or parts of law, in conflict with the provi- 
sions of this Act in so far as they relate to Jackson County be and they 
are hereby expressly repealed. 

SECTION 19. That if any paragraph, clause or part of this Act shall 
be declecee to be unconstitutional, it shall not affect any other part, or parts, 
hereof.

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


SECTION. 1. That the office of County Road Engineer for Jackson 
County, Alabama, is hereby created. 

SECTION 2. That said County Road Engineer shall be a thoroughly 
qualified and competent Civil Engineer, with at least three years practical 
experience in road building prior to his selection or appointment, and his 
qualifications shall meet and be the same as those required by the Licensing 
Board of Engineers of the State of Alabama. 

SECTION 3. That said County Road Engineer shall give his entire 
time and attention to the construction and maintenance of the Jackson 
County public roads, highways, bridges and ferries, and he shall have no 
other business, directly or indirectly, other than prescribed by the terms 
. this Act, and shall, during his term of office, reside in Jackson County, 

abama. 
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SECTION 4. That said County Road Engineer shall be elected to his 
office by the Board of Revenue of Jackson County, Alabama, from a nomi- 
nation made by the State Highway Director. If such nomination is not ac- 
ceptable to said Board of Revenue, the State Highway Director shall be re- 
quested to make additional nominations. If the State Highway Director re- 
fuses to make the nominations, the Board of Revenue may fill the position 
of County Road Engineer with any person that has the qualifications here- 
in set out. 

SECTION 5. Provided however, that the present County Engineer, 
H. L. Carter, shall hold over and become County Road Engineer under his 
present salary and compensation, unless the same be changed by agreement 
between the Board of Revenue of said County and the State Highway Di- 
rector, until the first Monday after the second Tuesday in January, 1949, 
unless sooner removed for cause, which said removal must have the ap- 
proval of the State Highway Director. 

SECTION 6. That it shall be the duty of said County Road Engineer 
(1) To employ, supervise and direct ali such assistants as are necessary to 
properly maintain and construct the public roads, highways, bridges and 
ferries of said County and he shall have authority to prescribe their duties 
and to discharge said employees for cause or when not needed; (2) To per- 
form such engineering and surveying service as may be required and to pre- 
pare and maintain the necessary maps and records; (3) To maintain the 
necessary accounting records to reflect the cost of the County Highway sys- 
tem; (4) To build or construct new roads, or change old roads, but only 
when ordered to do so by proper order of the Board of Revenue; (5) It 
shall be his further duty in so far as is feasible, to construct and maintain 
all County roads on the basis of the County as a unit, without regard to any 
district or beat lines. : 

SECTION 7. That said County Road Engineer is hereby designated as 
the person authorized to make written requisition upon the Purchasing 
Agency of Jackson County for all articles, materials, supplies and equip- 
ment necessary for the maintenance or construction of roads, bridges and 
ferries of said County.

No person employed by said Engineer shall be related 
to him, or to the Chairman, or any other member of the Board of Revenue,

SECTION 11. That said County Road Engineer shall receive a salary 
to be fixed by the Board of Revenue not to exceed the sum of Two Thou- 
sand Dollars ($2,000.00), per year, which shall be the County’s share of his 
salary, payable in equal monthly installments, out of the Road and Bridge 
or Gas Funds of said County. 

SECTION 12. Thai ine icius vi vilice of said County Koad Engineer 
(except as to the present Engineer, whose term is hereinabove fixed) shall 
be for two years and until his successor is elected and qualified, unless 
removed by the Board of Revenue for cause. Said County Road Engineer 
shall be eligible to succeed himself if re-nominated by the State Highway 
Director and re-elected by the Board of Revenue. Any vacancy in said office 
shall be filled by nomination by the State Highway Director and election 
by the Board of Revenue, as hereinabove provided. 
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Section 13. Before entering upon the duties of his office, the County 
Road Engineer shall make and enter into a surety bond of Five Thousand 
Dollars ($5,000.00), payable to Jackson County, for the faithful discharge 
and performance of the duties of his office, and for the faithful accounting 
of all moneys or property of said County, which may come into his posses- 
sion or custody; said bond to be made by a surety company authorized and 
qualified to do business in Alabama, and to be approved by the Chairman 
of the Board of Revenue; the premiums thereof to be paid by the County. 

SECTION 14. That said County Road Engineer shall be furnished an 
office at the Court House, or elsewhere at the County seat and all necessary 
office supplies, and shall be furnished all reasonable necessary transporta- 
tion in connection with the performance of his duties under this Act. 

That the County Road Engineer shall be the custodian 
of all road tools, machinery, supplies and equipment of Jackson County and 
shall be accountable at all times for the same; it shall be his duty to keep 
said road tools, machinery, supplies and equipment in a substantial ware- 
huose, except when in use for road work.

SUBSTITUTE FOR H. 587 
By Mr. Sadler: 
A BILL TO BE ENTITLED AN ACT 


To regulate tourist camps, motor courts and motels in counties 
having a population of four hundred thousand or more according 
to the last or any subsequent Federal census. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. The provisions of this act shall apply to and in 
counties having a populaiton of four hundred thousand (400,000) 
or more according to the last or any subsequent Federal census. 

Section 2. Every person conducting any tourist camp, motor 
court or motel shall at all times keep and maintain therein a regis- 
ter in which shall be inscribed with ink or indelible pencil the name 
and home address of each and every patron occupying a room 
therein. Such register shall be signed by each and every patron, 
and the proprietor of such tourist camp, motor court or motel, or 
his agent, shall thereupon write opposite such name so registered 
the license number and make of automobile in which such patron 
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traveled to such tourist camp, motor court or motel, the date and 
hour of arrival and the room or quarters rented or assigned to 
such patron. Until all of the aforesaid entries have been made in 
such register no patron shall occupy or be suffered or permitted 
to occupy privately any room in such tourist camp, motor court, 
or motel. When the patron of each room so rented shall quit and 
surrender the same it shall be the further duty of the proprietor 
of such tourist camp, motor court, or motel, or his agent, to enter 
the time of departure in such register opposite the name of such 
patron. The register of any tourist camp, motor court, or motel 
shall be open to inspection by the Circuit Solicitor or any Deputy 
Circuit Solicitor, or the County Solicitor, or any Deputy County 
Solicitor, or by the Sheriff or by the Chief Deputy Sheriff of the 
County. Such regisier stall also be open to inspection by any 
Deputy Sheriff of the County if such Deputy Sheriff presents to 
the owner, operator, manager, or person in charge of such tourist 
camp, motor court, or motel a notice in writing signed by the 
Sheriff and addressed to the owner, manager or operator thereof, 
demanding that such register be submitted for inspection to the 
Deputy named in said notice, which notice shall be dated not more 
than thirty days prior to the inspection. Deputy Sheriff as used 
herein shall include only Deputy Sheriffs who are subject to the 
Civil Service System of the County, if said County has a Civil 
Service System. 

Section 3. It shall be unlawful for the owner, manager or op- 
erator of a tourist camp, motor court, or motel, or for the agent or 
servant of any such owner, manager, or operator to let any room 
or quarters to any person for the purpose of adultery, fornication, 
or other illicit or illegal intercourse. 

Section 4. (A) It shall be unlawful for any person to let for 
sleeping or lodging purposes any room in any tourist camp, motor 
court or motel more than once between the hours of nine o’clock 
in the evening and six o’clock in the morning of the next day. 

(B) It shall be unlawful for any owner, manager or operator 
of a tourist camp, motor court ur muiel to rent any room or quar- 
ters for any period less than a twelve hour period. Each owner, 
manager or operator of a tourist camp, motor court or motel shall 
establish or prescribe rates for the rental of rooms or quarters, and 
the smallest period of rental established or prescribed shall be 
posted in a conspicious place in each room or quarters of said camp, 
motor court or motel. It shall be unlawful for any owner, manager 
or operator to charge any amount for the rental of a room or quar- 
ters other than the amount established, prescribed and posted. 

Section 5. Tt shall be unlawful for the owner, manager or op- 
erator of a tourist camp, motor court or motel to rent any room 
or quarters to any person unless all bed linen and towels have been 
changed since the last rental of said room or quarters and unless 
such rooms or quarters are in a clean and sanitary condition. 
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Section 6. Any person violating any provision of this act shall 
upon conviction be fined not less than $25.00 and not mcre than 
$500.00. 

Section 7. Violation of any provision of this act by any owner, 
operator or manager of any tourist camp, motor court or motel 
shall constitute grounds for the Circuit Solicitor or his deputy, or 
the County Solicitor or his deputy instituting proceedings in the 
name of the State in a court of equity for the revocation of the 
license of such owner, operator or manager. Every tourist camp, 
motor court, or motel shall be subject to inspection by the Health 
Officer of the County or his authorized agent. If such Health Of- 
ficer or his authorized agent, finds that the facilities of such tourist 
camp, motor court or motel do not comply in every respect with 
the laws of the State of Alabama regarding sanitation and with 
all other public health regulations applicable to tourist camps, 
motor courts, or motels, the Health Officer shall report such find- 
ings in writing to the Circuit Solicitor or County Solicitor; and 
violation of, or failure to comply with, the laws of the State of 
Alabama with respect to sanitation and with all other public health 
regulations applicable to tourist camps, motor courts or motels 
shall constitute grounds for the Circuit Solicitor or his deputy 
instituting proceedings in the name of the State in a court of equity 
for the revocation of the license of the owner, operator or man- 
ager of such tourist camp, motor court or motel. 

Section 8. The provisions of this act are separate, severable 
and independent. If any section, or part of a section is declared 
unconstitutional or invalid, the unconstitutionality or invalidity 
of such section. or part of a section shall not affect the constitu- 
tionality or validity of the other sections and parts of this act. 

Section 9. This act shall become effective upon its passage 
and approval by the Governor or upon its otherwise becoming a 
law.

three dollars a day for every day they serve, to be paid out of the 
county treasury on the certificate of the presiding judge showing 
that his service was necessary.

SUBSTITUTE FOR H. 595 AS AMENDED 
By Mr. Harris: 
A BILL TO BE ENTITLED AN ACT 


To further provide for the general revenue of Alabama; and to 
provide for the distribution of one-half of said revenue on a popu- 
lation basis among incorporated towns and cities of Alabama, and 
one-half thereof to the counties. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1: In addition to all other taxes of every kind now or 
hereafter imposed by law, and in addition to any marked-up price 
authorized or required by law, there is hereby levied and shali be 
collected a tax at the rate of eight per cent upon the selling price 
of all spiritous or vinous liquors sold by the Alabama Alcoholic 
Beverage Control Board. The tax hereby imposed shall be com- 
puted at the time the sale is made to the purchaser and shall be 
collected by the Board from said purchaser at the time the pur- 
chase price is paid. Provided, however, that if said tax shall not 
be five cents or a multiple of five cents it shall be adjusted up or 
down to the nearest multiple of five cents. 

Section 2: It shall be the duty of the Alabama Alcoholic 
Beverage Control Board to pay to the Treasurer at the end of 
each quarter the gross amount of tax here imposed and collected 
during said current quarter. 

Section 3: It shall be the duty of the Comptroller to distribute 
quarterly to all towns and cities of Alabama eligible to participate 
in state shared revenue one-half of the amount so collected and 
paid to the state Treasurer. Said distribution shall be apportioned 
to each city or town upon the basis of the ratio of the population 
of such city or town to the total population of all other incorpo- 
rated cities and towns eligible to receive state shared revenue. 

Section 4: It shall be the duty of the Comptroller to distribute 
pne-fourth of the amount so collected and paid to the State Treas- 
urer equally among the sixty-seven counties of the state, and to 
distribute one-fourth of said amount to the several counties of the 
state on a population basis, each county to receive that proportion 
of said one-fourth which its population bears to the total popula- 
tion of all of the counties of the state, said distribution to be made 
quarterly. The amounts received by the counties shall be paid in 
the general funds of the counties. 

Section 5: Population shall be ascertained for the purpose of 
distribution under this Act according to the last decennial Federal 
census next preceding the commencement of the calendar year for 
which quarterly distribution is to be made.

Section 1. In addition to all other taxes of every kind now 
imposed by law, there is levied and shall be collected a tax at the 
rate of (5) per cent upon the selling price of all spirituous or vinous 
liquors sold by the Alabama Alcoholic Beverage Control Board. 
The tax shall be paid by all persons purchasing spirituous cr vinous 
liquors from the Board regardless of the purpose for which the pur- 
chase is made. The tax shall be computed at the time the sale is 
made to the purchaser and shall be collected by the Board or its 
employees irom. ilie purchascr at the time the purchase price is 
paid provided, however, that if said tax shall not be five cents or 
a multiple of five cents it shall be adjusted up or down to the near- 
est multiple of five cents. The tax shall be collected not as a part 
of the purchase price in the form of a markup, but as a separate 
charge, and shall be made to appear so on the receipt given to the 
purchaser, and shall be so entered on the books of the liquor stores 
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and the Board. The proceeds of the tax shall be kept in separate 
accounts by the stores and the Board. 

Section 2. The tax collected each month shall be remitted to 
the State Treasurer by the Alabama Alcoholic Beverage Control 
Board not later than the tenth day of the following month and 
shall be distributed within thirty days after the close of each quar- 
ter. The proceeds of the tax are hereby appropriated for use of 
the Department of Public Welfare as follows: 1) for the State

1. The Justices of the Supreme Court are requested to give 
their written opinion on the following question: 
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A.) Does the action of the House of Representatives in adopt- 
ing the attached amendment to House Bill 595 on its passage 
violate the provisions of either Section 45 or 61 of the Constitution 
of Alabama?

Mr. Snodgrass offered the following amendment to the bill, 
S. 66: 


AMENDMENT TO SENATE BILL 66 


By Mr. Snodgrass: 

1) Amend the title of Senate Bill 66 to read as follows: “A 
BILL TO BE ENTITLED AN ACT. To provide for auditing 
periodically the books, accounts, vouchers, and records of public 
officers, agencies, and institutions: creating a Department of Ex- 
aminers of Public Accounts; abolishing the Division of Examiners 
of Public Accounts of the Department of Finance and transferring 
its functions, funds, books, records, furniture, fixtures, supplies, 
equipment, and personnel; and prescribing penaities for violations 
of this Act.” 

2) Amend Section 2 of Senate Bill 66 to read as follows: “Sec- 
tion 3. Chief Examiner. (a) The department shali be in charge of 
a Chief Examiner, who shall be appointed by the Governor for a 
term of seven years, first commencing on October 1, 1947. If a 
vacancy occurs in the office of Chief Examiner because of any rea- 
son, a successor shall be appointed by the Governor for a term of 
seven years commencing on the date the appointment is made. 
Every appointment of a Chief Examiner shall be subject to confir- 
mation by the Senate at the first session of the Legislature held 
thereafter; but this provision shall not affect the power of a Chief 
Examiner to act pending conlirmation or rejection. 

“(b) The first Chief Examiner shall be appointed by the Gov- 
ernor, and his name shall be submitted for confirmation by the 
Senate, at the present session of the Legislature. 

“(c) The Chief Examiner may be removed only through im- 
peachment by the Supreme Court, for any cause enumerated in 
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Section 178 of Title 41 of the 1940 Code; the proceedings shall be 
commenced and conducted in the manner prescribed by Sections 
182-186 of Title 41 of the 1940 Code.” - 

3) Amend Section 5 of Senate Bill 66 to read as follows: “Sec- 
tion 5. Oath and bond. The Chief Examiner, before entering upon 
the duties of his office, shall take and subscribe to the oath pre- 
scribed by Article XVI, Section 279 of the Constitution, and shall 
give bond for the faithful performance of his duties in the penal 
sum of twenty-five thousand dollars ($25,000). The oath and the 
bond, which must be approved by the Governor and paid for from 
funds available to the Department of Examiners of Public Ac- 
counts, shall be filed with the Secretary of State. The Chief Ex- 
aminer shall be a commissioned officer of the State.” 

4) Amend Section 8 of Senate Bill 66 to read as follows: 
“Section 8. Powers and duties. The Chief Examiner shall be the 
executive and administrative head of the department and shall have 
the power and duty to: 1) exercise general supervision of and 
make regulations for the government of the department; 2) pre- 
scribe uniform rules pertaining to investigations, examinations, 
audits, and departmental hearings; 3) supervise the fiscal affairs 
and responsibilities of the department; 4) prescribe the qualifica- 
tions of, appoint, remove, and fix the compensation of the officers 
and employees of the department, subject to the provisions of the 
Merit System Act and the rules and regulations issued pursuant 
thereto; 5) keep an accurate and complete record of all depart- 
mental proceedings, record and file all bonds, reports, and other 
documents, and assume responsibility for the custody and preser- 
vation of all papers and documents of the department; 6) make 
recommendations and an annual report to the Governor concerning 
the condition, operation, functioning, and findings of the depart- 
ment; 7) invoke any legal, equitable, or special remedy for the 
enforcement of orders or the provisions of this Act; 8) exercise 
any other power necessary to expedite the making of thorough and 
accurate audits of the accounts of all persons receiving or disburs- 
ing public funds; 9) examine and audit the books, accounts, and 
records of all State and county offices, officers, bureaus, boards, 
commissions, corporations, departments, and agencies; 10) pre- 
pare, except with respect to county boards of education, such book- 
keeping, accounting, and reporting systems, procedures, records, 
and forms as may be necessary to install a uniform system of ac- 
counting and reporting in the various State and county offices.” 

5) Amend subsection (c) of Section 9 of Senate Bill 66 to read 
as follows: “(c) Persons traveling on official business for the de- 
partment shall be reimbursed their actual expenses of transporta- 
tion and allowed traveling expenses in an amount to be fixed by 
the Governor at not less than four dollars ($4) nor more than five 
dollars ($5) per day. Persons who travel in privately owned ve- 
hicles shall receive in lieu of transportation expenses five cents 
(5¢) for each mile actually traveled.” 
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6) Delete Sections 15, 16, and 17 of Senate Bill 66 and renum- 
ber Sections 18, 19, 20, 21, 22, 23, and 24 as Sections 15, 16, 17, 18, 
19, 20, and 21, respectively. 

7) Amend Section 21, as numbered in 6), above, to read as 
follows: “Section 21. Effective dates. This Act shall become ef- 
fective October 1, 194%, except that, with respect to the appoint- 
ment and confirmation of a Chief Examiner, the Act shall become 
effective upon its passage.”

Section 1. That Section 7 of an act to create and establish in Mobile County, 
Alabama, a county wide Civil Service System (Local Acts 1939, page 298, ap- 
proved September 15, 1939) be and the same is hereby amended so as to read as 
ollows: 

“Section VII. Personnel Board: The Personnel Board shall consist of

“Section XI. Pay Plan. After consultation with Appointing Authorities 
and/or other officers, the Director shall prepare and recommend to the Board a 
Pay Plan for all employees in the Classified Service. Such Pay Plan shall 
include, for each class of positions, a minimum and a maximum rate not incon- 
sistent with such rate or rates as may otherwise in specific instances be fixed by 
law. In establishing such rates, the Director shall give consideration to the 
experience in recruiting for positions in the Classified Service, the prevailing 
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rates of pay for the services performed, and for comparable services in public 
and private employment, living costs, maintenance or other benefits received by 
employees, and the County’s and Cities’ financial condition and policies. Such 
Pay Plan shall take effect when approved by the Board. Amendments thereto 
may, from time to time, be made in the same manner and/or upon motion of the 
Board. Each employee in the Classified Service shall be paid initially at the 
minimum rate set forth in the Pay Plan for the Class of positions in which he is 
employed. Salary advancements within the minimum and maximum rate shall 
be made upon the joint approval of the Appointing Authority and the Director, 
and shall be based upon quality and quantity of work with due consideration to 
length of service. The governing body of Mobile County or of any City therein 
may adjust the plan within its respective jurisdiction by applying a uniform per- 
centage of increase or decrease to the whole plan and may thereafter make 
further adjustments in like manner to such extent .as its financial condition or 
other circumstances may warrant.

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


Levying an additional license tax upon sellers of malt or brewed beverages 
who are engaged in that business in Dallas County; providing for the assess- 
ment, collection, and payment of the proceeds of the tax; defining violations of 
the Act and prescribing penalties therefor. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


1. This Act shall apply in, and only in, Dallas County; it does not alter or 
repeal any statute, but i is in addition to and cumulative of laws now in effect. 

(a) As used in this Act, unless the context requires a different mean~- 
ing: “person” includes a firm, corporation, club partnership, company, trustee, 
agency, or association, or any agent, servant, employee, or officer thereof; 
“seller” means a person who is engaged in the business of selling, distributing, 
delivering, storing, or taking out of storage, malt or brewed beverages within the 
county; “malt or brewed beverages” includes beer lager beer, ale, porter, or 
similar termented miali liquor coulaining onc-half cf one per centum or more of 
alcohol by volume. ' 

(b) The rules of construction and interpretation of statutes contained in 
aes ‘of the 1940 Code shall apply in the construction and interpretation of 
this Act. 

3. Each seller of malt or brewed beverages shall pay a license tax to the 
county in an amount equal to one-twelfth of one cent on each fluid ounce or 
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fractional part thereof of malt or brewed beverages sold, distributed, delivered, 
stored, or taken out of storage within the county, unless an exemption is secured 
as provided by Section 6. The tax shall be in addition to all other taxes and 
licenses imposed by law. 

4. Each seller, except a seller who claims and obtains exemption under the 
provisions of Section 6, shall, on or before the fifteenth day of each month, file 
with the probate judge and the license inspector of the county, on forms to be 
prescribed and furnished by the probate judge a written statement, sworn to and 
subscribed by him, which shall show 1) the name and address of the seller; 2) 
each purchase or receipt of malt or brewed beverages made by him during the 
calendar month next preceding ; 3) the name and address of the distributor, seller, 
or other person from whom purchased, received, or procured; 4) the brands 
purchased or received; 5) the quantity of each brand; 6) the size and kind of 
containers of each brand; 7) the date or dates on which purchased, received, or 
procured; 8) the name and address of each distributor, seller, or other person to 
whom any malt or brewed beverages were sold distributed, or delivered; 9) the 
quantity of each brand sold, distributed, or delivered to each; 10) the size and 
kind of containers of each brand; 11) the date or dates on which sold, distributed 
or delivered. 

5. The license tax imposed by Section 3 shall be paid on or before the 
fifteenth day of each calendar month. The amount due shall be based on the 
sale, distribution, delivery, storage, and taking out of storage of malt or brewed 
beverages during the preceding calendar month. 

6. A seller purchasing malt or brewed beverages from any other seller who 
has paid the license tax imposed thereon by Section 3 is exempt from paying the 
tax upon his application to the probate judge. The application for exemption from 
the payment of the tax shall be made by the seller on or before the fifteenth day 
of each calendar month. The application, verified by the oath of the seller, shall 
show: 1) the name and address of the applicant; 2) each purchase, receipt or 
procurement of malt or brewed beverages made during the calendar month next 
preceding; 3) the name and address of the distributor, seller, or other person 
from whom purchased, received or procured; 4) the brand of the malt or brewed 
beverages; 5) the quantity of each brand; 6) the size and kind of containers of 
each brand; 7) the date or dates on which purchased, received, or procured; and 
8) the disposition thereof by the seller claiming the exemption. 

7. It is unlawful for any agent, servant, or employee of any seller who is 
delinquent in the payment of the license tax required by this Act to assist or carry 
on the business of the seller. Each day the agent, servant or employee of a 
delinquent seller engages in or assists in carrying on such business shall con- 
stitute a separate offense. 

8. (a) Each seller shall keep complete records of all purchases, sales, re- 
ceipts, inventories, and all other matters necessary to determine the correct 
amount of license tax for which he is liable. In the event a seller discontinues 
his business, he shall not dispose of his records without giving the probate judge 
and the license inspector thirty days’ notice in writing. 

(b) The seller’s records, books of accounts, bank deposit books, and bank 
statements shall be open during reasonable hours at the place of business of the 
seller, for inspection and examination by the probate judge, or his agent, and the 
license inspector. 

(c) In the event the amount of tax due by the seller cannot be accurately 
determined from the seller’s monthly report, or if the seller does not keep ade- 
quate records, or if he refuses to allow an examination of his records, the 
amount of tax due may be determined from any other information or data 
available, and the amount of the tax so determined shall be assessed against the 
seller. Notice of such assessment shall be given to the seller and a demand made 
for immediate payment. 

(d) No person shall divulge any information obtained by him in the course 
of an inspection and examination of the records of any seller, except to a person 
duly authorized by the county governing body, the judge of probate, the county 
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attorney, the license inspector or others connected with the administration of 
this Act, unless he is required to do so by an order of a competent court. 

9. The license tax imposed by this Act shall be paid to the probate judge, 
and the proceeds shall be deposited by him in the general fund of the county. 
For such services, the probate judge shall be entitled to a commission of two and 
one-half per cent (2% percent) of all taxes collected. 

10. A person who violates the provisions of this Act is guilty of a mis- 
demeanor; and each day his violation continues shall constitute a separate offense. 

11. No seller shall continue in business when he is in default in the payment 
of the tax imposed by that Act. In addition to other penalties, a delinquent tax- 
payer shall be liable for a penalty of twenty per cent of the amount found to be 
due by him. Penalties shall be paid into the general fund of the county. 

12. This Act shall not apply to acts or transactions in inter-state commerce; 
nor shall any provision hereof apply to any business conducted by or for the 
United States or any other government. 

iS. If any provision of this Act, or the application thereof to any person 
or circumstance, is held invalid or inoperative, the remainder of the Act and the 
application thereof to any other person or circumstance shall not be affected 
thereby. 

14. This Act shall become effective upon its passage and approval by the 
Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

To apply in, but only in, counties which have a population of 
400,000 inhabitants, or more, according to the last or any subsequent 
Federal Census; to fix, levy and to require the payment to such 
counties of a license tax, in addition to all other taxes or licenses 
now required by law, of two cents ($0.02) on each package of 
cigarettes containing not more than 20 cigarettes and ($0.02) for 
each additional 20 cigarettes or fractional part thereof in such 
package sold, stored, or received, for the purpose of distribution to 
any person, firm, corporation, club, or association within such 
counties, and to fix and levy a tax on smoking tobacco upon each 
package containing not more than 1% ounces .005 (%4 cent) each 
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package over 1% ounce and not exceeding 2 ounces $0.015 1% 
cents over 2 ounces and not exceeding 3 ounces $0.025 (2 % cents) 
over 8 ounces and not exceeding 4 ounces $.035 (3 % cents) and 
$0.01 (1 cent) additional for each ounce or fractional part thereof 
over 4 ounces; to provide for the payment of said tax by the pur- 
chase and sale of stamps to be affixed to each said package of 
cigarettes or smoking tobacco sold or distributed in such counties; 
to provide for the ascertainment, collection, payment and distri- 
bution of such license tax and for the enforcement of this act; to 
prescribe penalties and fix the punishment for the violation of any 
provisions of this act; and to repeal any existing ordinances or sta- 
tutes in conflict with the provisions of this act; to prohibit future 
license or excise taxes by municipalities; and to provide the effec- 
tive date of this act. 


Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. This act shall apply in, but only in, counties which 
have a population of 400,000 inhabitants, or more, according to the 
last or any subsequent Federal Census; this act shall not have the 
effect of altering or repealing in any wise any statute now in effect, 
but shall be in addition to and cumulative of all laws now in effect. 

Section 2. Unless the context clearly indicates a different 
meaning, the following words and phrases whenever used in this 
act shall have the meanings respectively ascribed to them in this 
Section. (a) The term “person” means and includes every natural 
person, firm, corporation, club, partnership, company, trustee, 
agency, or association, or any agent, servant, employee, or officer 
thereof, singular or plural. (b) The term “wholesale dealer” and 
“jobber” means and includes any person who sells or delivers within 
a county subject to the provisions of this act, at wholesale only, 
cigarettes or smoking tobacco to licensed retail dealers for the 
purpose of resale. (c) The term “retail dealer” means and includes 
every person, other than a wholesale dealer, who sells or delivers 
within a county subject ta the provisions of this act any cigarettes 
or smoking tobacco and all persons operating under a retail dealer’s 
license. (d) The term “dealer” means any wholesale or retail dealer 
as herein defined. (e) The term “storer” means any person who 
ships or causes to be shipped or-receives cigarettes or smoking 
tobacco in any county subject to the provisions of this act who 
stores the same in any manner and/or uses the same for any pur- 
pose other than for resale or reshipment outside a county subject

consideration, or any agreement therefor, including rewards, prizes, 
or premiums, of cigarettes or smoking tobacco given as a result of 
operation on punch boards, shooting galleries, and/or any other 
activity. (i) Smoking tobacco shall include granulated, plug cut, 
crimp cut, ready rubbed and other kinds and forms of tobacco 
prepared in such manner and form as to be suitable for smoking 
in a pipe or cigarette. 

The masculine gender shall include the feminine and neuter 
gender. Whenever the context requires, the plural shall include the 
singular, and the singular the plural. 

Section 3. In addition to all other taxes now imposed by law, 
every person who sells, stores, or delivers any cigarettes or smoking 
tobacco in any county subject to the provisions of this act, shall 
pay a license tax to the county, subject to the provisions of this 
act, and a license tax is hereby fixed, created and levied in the 
amount of two cents ($0.02) on each package of cigarettes contain- 
ing not more than 20 cigarettes and ($0.02) for each additional 20 
cigarettes or fractional part thereof is such package sold, stored, 
or received for the purpose of distribution or sale to any person? 
firm, corporation, club, or association within such county; and a 
license tax is hereby fixed, created and levied on smoking tobacco 
sold, stored, or received for the purpose of distribution or sale to any 
person, firm, corporation, club or association within such county, 
upon each package containing not more than 1 % ounces .005 (% 
cent), each package over 1 4% ounces and not exceeding 2 ounces 
$.015 (1% cents), over 2 ounces and not exceeding 3 ounces $.025 
(2% cents), over 3 ounces and not exceeding 4 ounces $.035 (31% 
cents) and $0.01 (1 cent) additional for each ounce or fractional 
part thereof over 4 ounces; provided, however, that when the ad- 
ditional license tax hereby required to be paid shall have been paid 
by a wholesaler or seller of cigarettes or smoking tobacco, such 
payment shall be sufficient, the intent being that such license tax 
hereby required to be paid shall be paid but once on each package 
of cigarettes or smoking tobacco. The tax levied by this act shall 
be paid through the use of stamps as herein provided. 

Section 4. The County Commission, Board of Revenue, or 
other governing body of said county, subject to the provisions of 
this act, is hereby authorized and directed to have prepared and 
purchase stamps suitable for denoting the tax on all cigarettes and 
smoking tobacco subject to this act. The stamps shall be delivered 
to the Probate Judge of said County, who shall keep on hand for 
sale an adequate quantity of stamps to be affixed to each package 
of cigarettes and smoking tobacco subject to the tax herein levied. 
Fach stamp shall have inscribed thereon the words “ (name 
of the particular county) County Tobacco Tax”, but such words 
need not be arranged in the foregoing order and may be abbreviated. 
Said stamps may be sold to wholesale dealers by the Probate 
Judge at the reduced price of ninety percent of the full amount 
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thereof, the reduced price from the full amount representing com- 
pensation to the wholesale dealer for the labor of affixing them to 
each package of cigarettes and smoking tobacco. All other persons 
except such wholesale dealers must pay the full amount of the 
stamps. 

Section 5. Before any cigarettes or smoking tobacco shall be 
sold or delivered within the limits of any county subject to the 
provisions of this act by any wholesaler or dealer, such whole- 
saler or dealer shall affix to each package of cigarettes and smoking 
tobacco a stamp or stamps obtained from the Probate Judge of 
the county in the amount set out in this act in payment of the 
license taxes imposed by this statute. Every dealer shall within 
one hour after the receipt of any cigarettes or smoking tobacco 
within said county, uniess sooner ofiered for sale, cause stamps 
in the requisite amount of the tax to be affixed as hereinabove 
stated and cause the same to be cancelled by writing or stamping 
across the face of each stamp a registered number furnished 
such dealer by the Probate Judge of such county. After such 
stamping has been begun it shall be continued with reasonable 
diligence by such dealer until all the unstamped cigarettes or smok- 
ing tobacco have been stamped and the stamps cancelled as herein 
provided, but no stamps required to be affixed to any package 
of cigarettes or smoking tobacco shall, after the same has been 
affixed as herein provided be again used in payment of any part of 
the tax levied under this statute. Such stamp shall be affixed to 
each individual package of cigarettes or smoking tobacco in such 
a manner that its removal will require continued applicaton of 
water or steam; and in such a way that the stamp will be torn in 
two or mutilated when such package is opened. 

Section 6. Every wholesale dealer shall at the time of selling 
and/or delivering any cigarettes or smoking tobacco into a county 
subject to the provisions of this act make a true duplicate invoice of 
the same which shall show full and complete details of the sale 
and/or delivery of such tobacco products and shall retain the same 
subject to the use and inspection of the license iuspector or his duly 
authorized deputy for the period of three years. Wholesale and retail 
dealers shall also keep a record of the purchase, sale, exchange, 
and/or receipt of all the aforesaid tobacco products and hold all 
books, records, cancelled checks and all other memoranda pertain- 
ing to such purchase, sale, exchange, and/or receipt for the period 
mentioned herein, subject to the inspection of the license inspector 
or his duly authorized deputy, who shall have the power and author- 
ity to enter upon the premises of any dealer and to examine such 
cigarettes or smoking tobacco books, records, and memoranda at 
all reasonable times. Any person who purchases and/or receives, 
in any manner whatsoever, any cigarettes or smoking tobacco 
which do not have affixed a stamp required by this statute shall 
within three (3) days after receipt of such cigarettes or smoking 
tobacco report the receipt and purchase of same to the license 
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inspector, giving the date of purchase or receipt, the name of the 
person or firm from whom ptirchased or received, and a list describ- 
ing the brand and quantity of cigarettes or smoking tobacco so 
purchased or received. Such report must be made by registered 
mail or in person. It shall be unlawful for any person to interfere 
or obstruct the license inspector or such deputy in the exercise of 
the power and authority conferred by this statute. 

Section 7%. Among others the following acts and omissions 
shall be unlawful: (a) It shall be unlawful for any person required 
by this statute to affix stamps to cigarettes or smoking tobacco 
to fail to affix such stamps or to cancel stamps in the manner or 
within the time required by this statute. (b) It shall be unlawful 
for any person to sell, offer for sale, or deliver within a county 
subject to the provisions of this act any cigarettes or smoking 
tobacco to which stamps have not been affixed and cancelled as 
provided by this statute. (c) It shall be unlawful for any person 
to have in his possession or under his control a package of cigarettes 
or smoking tobacco not properly stamped as required by this act 
for more than six hours after receipt of such cigarettes or smoking 
tobacco on the premises of such person, provided that this sub- 
section shall not apply to cigarettes or smoking tobacco in the 
possession of wholesale dealers or jobbers kept for the purpose of 
resale or reshipnent outside a county subject to the provisions of 
this act and which products are actually so resold or reshipped. 
(d) It shall be unlawful to manufacture, buy, sell, offer for sale, 
or possess, or to attempt any reproduction or counterfeit of the 
stamps provided for in this statute or to possess tools, implements, 
instruments, or materials of any kind necessary or appropriate to 
reproduce or counterfeit such stamps or to alter or cause to be 
altered any stamp herein provided for. (e) It shall be unlawful 
to remove from a package of cigarettes or smoking tobacco or 
otherwise prepare any stamp with intent to use or cause the same 
to be used after it has already been used; to buy, sell, or offer for 
sale, or give away any washed, removed, altered, or restored stamp 
to any person or to have in possession any such washed, or removed, 
or stores, or altered stamp or for the purpose of indicating the pay- 
ment of any tax hereunder, to reuse any tax stamp which has here- 
tofore been used for the payment of any tax provided in this act, 
or, except as to the Probate Judge to sell any stamp provided for 
herein. ({) It shall be unlawful to reuse or refill with cigarettes 
or smoking tobacco any package from which cigarettes or smoking 
tobacco theretofore tax paid have been removed. 

Section 8. (a) This statute shall not be construed to tax 
interstate commerce or any business of the United States Govern- 
ment or any branch or agency thereof. (b) This statute shall not 
be construed to apply to cigarettes or smoking tobacco stored by 
a wholesale dealer for the purpose of resale or reshipment outside 
a county subject to the provisions of this act which are actually so 
resold or reshipped. — 
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Section 9. The license tax required to be paid by this act 
through the purchase of tobacco stamps from the Probate Judge 
shall be received by him and shall be distributed by him as fol- 
lows: one-half of one percent of said tax first shall be paid to the 
Probate Judge to be paid by him to the General Treasury of the 
County for the collection and distribution of said tax, two and one- 
half percent of said tax shall then be paid to the license inspector 
for the enforcement of the provisions of this act and shall be paid 
by the license inspector to the General Treasury of the County; 
the remainder of said tax, after first deducting the three percent 
as above provided shali be distributed as follows: one-fourth shall 
be paid into the General Treasury of the County and three-fourths 
shall be distributed to the municipalities within the county, on a 
population basis, according to the last or any subsequent Federal 
Census.

of licenses. 

Section 11. Any person violating any of the provisions of 
this act, or doing any act made unlawful by the terms of this act, 
shall upon conviction, be punished by a fine of not more than Five 
Hundred Dollars ($500.00) and may also be sentenced to hard 
labor for the County for not exceeding six months, either or both.

Every person, firm, corporation, club, or associ- 
ation that sells or stores or receives for the purpose of distribution 
any articles containing tobacco enumerated in this act shall add 
the amount of the license or privilege tax levied and assessed 
herein to the price of the article, it being the purpose and intent of 
this provision that the tax levied is in fact a levy on the consumer 
with the person, firm, corporation, club, or association who sells 
or stores or receives for the purpose of distributing the articles 
enumerated herein acting merely as agent of the county for the 
collection of the tax. The dealer, storer, or distributor shall state 
the amount of the tax separately from the price of the article on 
all price display signs, sales or delivery slips, bills and statements 
which advertise or indicate the price of the article. It shall be un- 
lawful for any dealer, storer, or distributor engaged in or continu- 
ing within the county in the business for which the tax is herein 
required, to fail or refuse to add to the sales price and collect from 
the purchaser the amount due by the taxpayer on account of the 
tax herein provided or to refund or offer to refund all or any part 
of the amount collected or to absorb or advertise directly or in- 
directly the absorption of the tax or any portion thereof. Any 
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person, firm, corporation, club, or association violating any of 
the provisions of this Section shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and upon conviction shall be fined not more than one hundred 
dollars or imprisoned in the county jail for not more than sixty 
days, or by both such fine and imprisonment; each act in violation 
of this Section shall constitute a separate offense.

To apply in, and only in, counties which have a population of 
400,000 inhabitants, or more, according to the last or any sub- 
sequent Federal Census; and to require the payment to each 
such county of a license tax, in addition to all other taxes and 
licenses imposed or levied by law, of one cent on each gallon of 
gasoline sold, distributed, delivered, stored or taken out of 
storage within such county; and to define gasoline more com- 
prehensively than the ordinary import of such terms; and to 
provide for the ascertainment, collection, payment and distri- 
bution of such license tax and for the enactment of this act; 
and to prescribe penalties and fix punishment for the violation 
of any part of the provisions of this act; and to repeal all ordi- 
nances of any municipality within such county which imposes 
or levies any gasoline license tax based upon, or graduated by 
the number of gallons of gasoline; and to prohibit any such 
municipality from levying any additional license tax on gasoline 
based upon the number of gallons sold, distributed, stored, de- 
livered or withdrawn from storage; and to provide the effective 
date of this act. ; 


BE IT ENACTED BY: THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. This act shall apply in, and only in, counties which 
have a population of 400,000 inhabitants, or more, according to 
the last or any subsequent Federal Census; this act shall not have 
the effect of altering or repealing in any wise any statute now 
in effect, except all ordinances of any municipality within such 
counties which impose or levy any gasoline excise tax or license 
tax based upon or graduated by the number of gallons of gasoline 
sold, distributed, stored, delivered or withdrawn from storage, 
but shall be in addition to and cumulative to all laws now in effect. 

Section 2. When used in this act—(a) The term “person” 
means and includes every human being, firm, corporation, club, 
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partnership, company, trustee, agency, or association, and any 
agent, servant, employee, or officer thereof, singular and plural. 
(b) The term “distributor” and the term “seller” each shall mean 
and include any person, as the word “person” is herein defined, 
who is engaged in the business of selling, distributing, delivering, 
storing, or taking out of storage gasoline within the county, or 
who sells, delivers, stores or takes out of storage gasoline within 
the county. (c) The term “gasoline” means and shall include 
gasoline, naphtha and other liquid motor fuels or any device or 
substitute therefor, commonly used in internal combustion en- 
gines; provided, however, that nothing in this act shall be held 
to apply to those products known commercially as ‘‘kerosene oil”, 
“fuel oil”, or “crude oil” commonly used for lighting, heating or 
industrial purposes, except that the term gasoline shaii include 
“diesel oil’, “tractor fuel’, “gas oil”, “distillate” or “liquified gas” 
when sold, distributed, stored or withdrawn from storage in such 
counties for use in the operation of any motor vehicle upon the 
public highways, roads and streets of such counties. (d) The 
terms “county”, “such county” and “the county” shall mean any 
county within the State of Alabama which has a population of 
400,000 inhabitants or more according to the last or any subsequent 
Federal census (e) The masculine gender includes the feminine 
and neuter genders. 

Section 8. (a) Every distributor or seller of gasoline shall in 
addition to all other taxes and licenses imposed or levied by law, 
pay a license tax to the county equal to one cent on each gallon 
of gasoline by him sold, distributed, delivered, stored or taken out 
of storage within the county; provided, however, that where the 
additional license tax hereby required to be paid shal! have been 
paid by a distributor or seller of gasoline, such payment shall be 
sufficient, the intent being that such license tax hereby required 
to be paid shall be paid but once on the same identical gasoline; 
provided, however, that any distributor or seller, in order to be 
exempt under this provision, shall first comply with the provisions 
of subsection (b) of this section. Sellers and distributors of gaso- 
line shall pay the tax herein provided for on the basis of their , 
sales, withdrawals, and distributions. Provided further however 
that this tax shall not apply to gasoline which is withdrawn from 
storage within the county and delivered to point or points with-

to obtain such exemption such distributor or seller claiming such

seller during the calendar month next preceding, together with 
the name and address of the distributor, seller or other person 
from whom purchased, received or procured, the kind of such 
gasoline, the quantity of each kind of such gasoline, the date or 
dates on which purchased, received or procured; and which shall 
contain a detailed, itemized statement showing the name and ad- 
dress of each and every distributor or seller, or other person, to 
whom any gasoline is sold, distributed or delivered by such dis- 
tributor or seller, together with the qualtity of each kind of gaso- 
line sold, distributed or delivered to each, the date or dates on 
which sold, distributed or delivered, and the place or places at 
which delivered, including the name of any municipality of the 
county within the corporate limits of which delivered and the 
aggregate of quantities of each kind of gasoline delivered therein; 
and any distributor or seller failing, refusing or omitting to file 
such a statement as herein prescribed shall be guilty of a mis- 
demeanor, and each day that such default continues shall con- 
stitute a separate offense. (d) The license tax herein fixed and 
prescribed in subsection (a) of this section shall and must be 
paid by each person against whom the same is levied, or who is 
liable or subject to such license tax under the provisions hereof, 
on or before the 25th day of each calendar month, at the time of 
filing the statement required by subsection (c) of this section, 
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which license tax shall be based on the sale, distribution, delivery, 
storage and taking out of storage, of gasoline, during the calendar 
month next preceding; and any person failing, refusing or omitting 
to pay such license tax within the time herein prescribed shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and each day such default continues shall 
constitute a separate offense, and in addition to the other penalties 
herein provided for, there shall be added to such license tax a 
penalty of twenty per centum of the amount thereof for such delin- 
quency, said penalty to be paid to the Probate Judge and paid by 
him to the license inspector and by the License Inspector into the 
general fund of the county. 

Section 4. Every distributor and seller and every retail dealer 
of gasoline shall add the amount of the license tax levied and 
assessed herein to the price of the gasoline; it being the purpose 
and intent of this provision that the tax levied by this Act is in fact 
a levy upon the consumer, with the distributor, seller and retail 
dealer acting merely as agent of the country for the collection of 
the tax. Each distributor and seller (except the retail dealer) shall 
state the amount of the tax separately from the price of the gaso- 
line on all invoices or sales or delivery slips; and each retail dealer 
shall state the amount of the tax separately from the price of the 
gasoline on all display signs and advertisements which state or 
indicate the price of the gasoline. It shall be unlawful for any dis- 
tributor, seller, or retail dealer engaged in or continuing within 
such county in the business for which the license tax is required 
by this Act to fail or refuse to add to the sales price and collect 
from the purchaser the amount due by the taxpayer on account of 
the tax herein provided or to refund or offer to refund all or any 
part of the amount collected or to absorb or advertise directly or 
indirectly the absorption or rebate of the tax or any portion 
thereof. Any person, firm or corporation violating any of the pro-— 
visions of this section shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon 
conviction shall be fined not more than $100.00 or imprisoned in 
the county jail for not more than 30 days or by both such fine and 
imprisonment; each act in violation of this section shall constitute 
a separate offense. 

Section 5. (a) Every distributor, before engaging in the busi- 
ness of selling, distributing, or withdrawing from storage, gasoline 
in any county subject to the provisions of this act shall first make 
application to the Probate Judge, upon forms prepared by him, for 
a permit to engage in said business. At the time of filing such. 
application, the applicant must file with the Probate Judge a bond 
in the approximate sum of twice the average monthly tax esti- 
mated by the Provate Judge aud approved by the License Inspecior 
which will be due by the applicant. The bond shall be in such 
form and amount as may be approved by the Probate Judge, shall 
be executed by a surety company licensed and duly authorized to 
do business in Alabama, shall be payable to the county subject to 
the provisions of this act, and be conditioned upon the prompt filing 
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of true reports, and the payment by the applicant to the Probate 
Judge of the license tax herein fixed, provided, and levied on the 
sale, distribution or withdrawal from storage of gasoline on which 
a tax is herein imposed, together with all penalties and interest 
thereon, and generally upon faithful compliance with the provisions 
of this act.

bond furnished by any distributor, as above provided, shall be 
released and discharged from any and all liability to the county 
accruing on such bond after the expiration of sixty days from the 
date upon which surety shall have filed with the Probate Judge 
written request to be released and discharged, provided, however, 
that such request shall not operate to relieve, release or discharge 
such surety from any liability already accrued, or which shall 
accrue before the expiration of said sixty day period.

_ provided, the Probate Judge shall forthwith cancel the permit of 
said distributor. ; 

Section 6. (a) It shall be unlawful for any distributor, or 
seller, or any person having no place of business within the county 
to make any sale, distribution, or delivery of gasoline within the 
county without first having obtained a permit to do so from the 
Probate Judge of the county; and such person, distributor, or seller 
shall be liable for and subject to the license tax fixed and specified 
in Section 3 of this act. (b) Any: permit issued by the Probate 
Judge may be revoked by him at any time upon ten days’ written 
notice to the distributor if the distributor shall fail to comply with 
any of the provisions of this act, or to pay within the time required 
by law all taxes and penalties required to be paid by such distribu- 
tor. The permit herein authorized to be issued shall be a personal 
privilege, and shall not be transferable. (c) Any person who shall 
engage in the business, for which license tax is herein provided, 
without having a permit as herein required, shall forfeit all right 
to sell, distribute or withdraw from storage gasoline in any county 
subject to the provisions of this act for a period of six months. 
Each person engaging in the business of selling, distributing, or 
withdrawing from storage, gasoline without first obtaining and 
having a permit therefor as herein required shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor. 

Section 7. It shall be unlawful and shall constitute a mis- 
demeanor for any distributor or seller to engage or to continue in 
business as such distributor or seller at any time when he is in 
default in the payment of the license tax required to be paid by this 
act; and each day during which a distributor or seller, then in 
default of said license tax, shall engage in such business shall con- 
stitute a separate offense. 

Section 8. None of the provisions of this act shali be applied 
in such manner as to be violative of the commerce or other clause 
or clauses of the federal or state constitution. 

Section 9. It shall be unlawful for any person to act as agent, 
servant or employee for any distributor or seller who is delinquent 
in the payment of the license tax required by this act to be paid, in 
engaging in or assisting in carrying on the business for which the 
distributor or seller is required to pay such license tax, and each 
day such agent, servant or employee shall engage in or assist in 
carrying on such business shall constitute a separate offense. 

Section 10. (a) It shall be the duty of any person subject to 
the license tax imposed by this act to keep full and complete rec- 
ords of all purchases, sales, receipts, inventories and of all other 
matters from which the correct amount of license tax to which 
such person is subject may be ascertained; to preserve same for a 
period of at least two years; and in the event that such person 
shall discontinue his business, he shall not destroy or dispose of 
such records until he shall have given the Probate Judge and the 
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License Inspector of the county thirty days notice in writing of 
his intent to destroy or dispose of such records. The failure of such 
person to keep such records, or to preserve same as aforesaid, or 
his destruction or disposition of such records without giving such 
notice, shall constitute a misdemeanor. (b) Upon demand by the 
Probate Judge or his authorized deputy, auditor or representative 
or by the license inspector of the county, it shall be the duty of any 
such person subject to the license tax imposed by this act to furnish 
such demanding person, without delay, all such information as may 
be required for determination of the correct amount of license tax 
to which such person is subject, and to that end it shall be the duty 
of such person to submit to such demanding person, for inspection 
and examination, during reasonable hours, at such person’s place 
of business within the county, all books of account, invoices, 
papers, reports, memoranda containing entries showing the amount 
of purchases, sales, receipts, inventories, and any other information 
which the correct amount of license tax to which such person is 
subject may be determined including exhibition of bank deposit 
books and bank statements; and any person failing or refusing to 
submit such records for inspection and examination upon such 
demand, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor. (c) If any person 
subject to the provisions of this act does not have in such person’s 
control or possession within the county true and intelligible books 
of account, invoices, papers, reports or memoranda correctly show- 
ing the data and information necessary for determination of the 
correct amount of the license tax due, or if, having in such person’s 
possession or under such person’s control such books, invoices, 
papers, reports or memoranda, such person shall fail or refuse to 
submit and exhibit the same for inspection, and it shall be the duty 
of the license inspector or Probate Judge of the county to ascertain 
from such information and data as he may reasonably obtain, the 
correct amount of license tax due from such person, and to assess 
the same against such person and to give such person notice of said 
assessment and to demand of such person immediate payment to 
the Probate Judge of the amount of such license tax. If the 
amount of the license tax so ascertained and demanded is not paid 
within 10 days after receipt of notice of the assessment and demand 
for payment thereof, then, so long as said amount remains unpaid 
it shall be unlawful, and shall constitute a misdemeanor, for the 
person to engage in business as a distributor or seller, and each 
day’s engagement in such business shall consitute a separate of- 
fense. (d) It shall be unlawful for any person connected with the 
administration of this act to divulge any information obtained by 
him in the course of the inspection and examination of the books, 
invoices, reports, papers, or memoranda of the license taxpayer 
made pursuant to the provisions hereof, except to a person there- 
unto duly authorized by the governing body of a municipality of 
such county or to the Judge of Probate, the county attorney, the 
license inspector or. others connected with the administration of 
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this act, or unless required under proceedings or orders of any com- 
petent court. ; 

Section 11. It shall be unlawful for any person to knowingly 
or willfully make or exhibit any false written affidavit, certificate 
or statement as to the amount of stock on hand or volume of gross 
receipts, revenues or business done, or as to any other fact, and to 
file such affidavit or statement with or exhibit the same to the 
Probate Judge, the license inspector, or any employee of the 
county for the purpose of defrauding the county by avoiding the 
payment of the license tax required to be paid by this act. 

Section 12. The license taxes required to be paid by this act 
shall be paid to the Probate Judge of the county and by him into 
the aforesaid special county gasoline tax fund and shall be dis- 
tributed from such special fund as follows: To each municipality 
of the county within the corporate limits of which gasoline has been 
delivered according to report provided for in subsection (c) of 
Section 3 hereof, an amount equal to one cent on each gallon of 
gasoline shown by such report to have been delivered within the 
corporate limits thereof; and to the county treasury, the entire 
remainder, for application as hereinafter prescribed. Such distribu- 
tion shall be made on or before the 5th of the month following the 
month in which taxes are paid, and at the time of such distribution 
the Probate Judge shall deliver to the municipality of such county 
having the greatest population a copy of each report according to 
which distribution is made, the same to be subject to inspection by 
authorized representatives of all municipalities of the county. An 
authorized representative of any municipality of the county and the 
License Inspector shall have the right to inspect the records of the

his bond one cent on each gallon of such difference, but no suit for 
such recovery shall be instituted more than one year after the 
making of such report. License taxes hereinabove provided to be 
paid from said special county gasoline into the general treasury of 
the county shall be used solely and exclusively for construction, 
maintenance, improvement and supervision of public roads and 
bridges in the county. Neither the license inspector nor the Pro- 
bate Judge shall be entitled to any compensation for performance 
of any duty imposed upon him by this act. All expenses of ad- 
ministration of this act shall be paid out of the general treasury of 
the county. 

Section id. i, in any county in which this act is at any time 
operative, there be a Commissioner of Licenses, then, and in that 
event, all of the powers, authorities and duties which, by the terms 
of this act, are vested in or placed upon the Probate Judge, shall, 
in such county, be vested in and placed upon the Commissioner 
of Licenses; and such Commissioner of Licenses shall for all pur- 
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poses in and under this act stand in the place of the Probate Judge, 
and the term Commissioner of Licenses shall be deemed sub- 
stituted for the term Probate Judge wherever the latter term occurs 
in this act elsewhere than in this section. 

Section 14. Any person violating any of the provisions of this 
act, or doing any act made unlawful by the terms of this act, shall, 
upon conviction, be punished by a fine of not more than Five 
Hundred Dollars ($500.00) and may also be sentenced to hard 
labor for the county for not exceeding six months, either or both. 
It shall be the duty of the Probate Judge to receive the license tax 
herein levied and make distribution as herein provided. It shall 
be the duty of the License Inspector to enforce the provisions of 
this act, and to check the books, records, etc., of any person 
subject to the license tax imposed by this act, and, upon demand, 
to furnish the necessary report forms for the person subject to the 
license tax imposed by this act, on which to make his monthly 
report to the Probate Judge and the License Inspector and on 
which to make any necessary reports to the License Inspector, the 
expense of furnishing said forms to be paid for out of the general 
treasury of the county. 

Section 15. If, for any reason, any clause, sentence, subsec- 
tion, or section, or provision of this act. or the application thereof 
to any person or circumstance is held invalid or inoperative, the 
remainder of the act and the application thereof to any other per- 
son and circumstance shall not be affected thereby. 

Section 16. If, in the opinion of the Probate Judge a good and 
sufficient cause or reason is shown for any delinquency or violation 
by any person of any of the terms and provisions of this act any 
fine or penalty imposed on any such person for any such delin- 
quency or violation may be remitted by the Probate Judge, other- 
wise the penalty or fine shall be paid. 

Section 17. Subject to rules and regulations promulgated by 
the County Commission, Board of Revenue or like governing body 
of such county the Probate Judge shall issue to applicants therefor 
permits to purchase, store or use “diesel oil”, “tractor fuel”, “gas

An applicant for a permit under this section shall satisfy the Pro-

Section 18. Upon this act becoming effective or operative in 
any county, every then existing ordinance of every muncipality 
within such county which levies or imposes an excise or license tax 
or excise or license taxes based upon, or graduated by, the number 
of gallons of gasoline sold, distributed, stored, delivered or with- 
drawn from storage, shall be repealed and no municipality within 
such county shall have the power or authority to pass or re-enact

The Senate has concurred in and adopted the House amend- 
ment to the bill: 

S. 104. To authorize and require the suspension of operator’s 
license and registration certificate to operate a motor vehicle for 
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conviction of certain offenses and until operator shall have filed 
proof of ability to respond in damages as a condition precedent 
to future licensing or registration; to require the several courts or 
clerks thereof to furnish the director of public safety certified cop- 
ies of judgments of conviction of operators of motor vehicles and 
of judgments which have been unpaid for thirty days, and to re- 
quire the director in case of a nonresident to transmit a copy there- 
of to the appropriate officer in the state of such nonresident; to 
provide for the suspension of an operator’s license and registration 
certificate upon failure to satisfy a judgment and to require the 
satisfaction of the judgment and filing of proof of ability to respond 
in damages as a condition precedent to future licensing or regis- 
tration; te fix the terms and conditions under which judgment 
shall be regarded as satisfied and to authorize the payment of the

Mr. Pruitt offered the following substitute for the bill, H. 531: 


SUBSTITUTE FOR H. 531 
By Mr. Pruitt: 
A BILL TO BE ENTITLED AN ACT 


To regulate the use of State-owned passenger cars; making it 
unlawful to use a State-owned motor vehicle for personal conven- 
ience, pleasure or private business; limiting the number of State- 
owned passenger cars, and providing for the creation and oper- 
ation of a motor pool; assignment of passenger cars; maintenance, 
purchase, and sale of motor vehicles; establishment of property 
control; and prescribing penalties for violations. 


Be It Enacted By the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Unlawful use of State motor vehicles. It shall be 
unlawful for any person to use a State-owned motor vehicle for 
his personal convenience, pleasure or private business, 

Section 2. State Transportation Officer. The Real Property 
Agent of the State Department of Finance shall, in addition to his 
present duties, be charged with the duty of administering the pro- 
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visions of this Act. For convenience he shall be referred to in this 
Act as the State Transportation Officer. The State Transportation 
Officer may employ subordinate employees to assist in the per- 
formance of his duties, such subordinate employees to be paid 
from funds allocated for the operation of the State Department of 
Finance. All subordinate employees of the State Transportation 
Officer shall be employed under the provisions of the Merit Sys- 
tem Act. The annual salary of the State Transportation Officer 
shall be fixed by the State Personnel Board and shall be paid by 
the State Department of Finance from funds allocated for its 
operation. 
Section 8. Number of State-owned passenger cars limited. 


Within ten days after the passage o of this A et, and its approval by 


the Governor, “or its otherwise becoming a law, all passenger cars 
in possession of State agencies (which term as used in this Act in- 
cludes individuals, boards, commissions, committees, corporations, 
councils, departments, institutions and officers) shall be reported 
to the State Transportation Officer. Station wagons shall be con- 
sidered passenger carrying vehicles. The State Transportation Of- 
ficer shall immediately compile an inventory of all State-owned 
passenger cars and the several State agencies shall make written 
application to the State Transportation Officer stating their need 
for a State-owned passenger car. The State Transportation Officer 
shall then re-allocate and re-assign passenger cars among the sev- 
eral State agencies, this reassignment and reallocation shall be made 
according to the needs of said agencies. Within six (6) months 
after the passage of this Act the number of State-owned passenger 
cars, exclusive of the number used by the State Department of 
Public Safety, shall be reduced to three hundred and twenty-five 
(325) or less. Within twelve (12) months after the passage of this 
Act the number of State-owned passenger cars, exclusive of those 
assigned to the Department of Public Safety, shall be further re- 
duced by the State Transportation Officer to two hundred and

seventy-five (275) or less, which Humpcr shall be distributed as 


follows: 1) One (1) passenger car shall be assigned for the use 
of the Governor; 2) thirty (30) passenger cars shall be assigned 
to the motor pool provided in Section 6 of this Act; 38) such pas- 
senger cars as are required constantly in the performance of official 
duties, not to exceed two hundred and forty-four (244),@may be 
assigned at the discretion of the State Transporation Officer to 
the various State Agencies, provided that the terms of this Act 
shall not apply to elected officials, but shall apply to their several 
departmens. 

Section 4. Powers and duties of State Transportation Officer. 
The State Transportation Officer shall have the power, and it 
shall be his duty to supervise, regulate, assign, transfer and requi- 
sition all State-owned passenger cars and to promulgate rules and 
regulations governing the use, custody, storage, standardization, 
repair and maintenance of all State-owned motor vehicles, so as 
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to provide the State with the maximum transportation service at 
a miminum cost. 

Section 5. Custody records and markings. The State Trans- 
portation Officer shall establish, maintain and control proper ac- 
counting records of all motor vehicles in the following manner: 
1) For each motor vehicle now owned or hereafter acquired by 
the State there shall be prepared a proper control card showing the 
complete description, manufacturers serial number, motor number, 
cost price, date of purchase, custodial agency, and responsible 
officer or employee; 2) Each State-owned motor vehicle, except 
the Governor’s passenger car and a limited number of passenger 
cars used for criminal investigation work, shall be marked “State 
of Alabama No......” printed in legible letters at least four inches 
high on the panel of the right and left front doors and on the back 
of the vehicle. The license tags on all State-owned motor vehicles, 
including replacement tags, shall bear the letter “S”. 3) The re- 
sponsible person who has been assigned or entrusted with a State- 
owned motor vehicle shall sign the property control card, thereby 
acknowledging custodial responsibility; 4) Whenever a motor 
vehicle is transferred or ctherwise disposed of, the responsible 
person must notify the State Transportation Officer of the trans- 
action, in order that the property control cards will be accurately 
maintained; 5) Annually the State Transportation Officer shall 
conduct an inventory of State-owned motor vehicles, holding every 
person strictly accountable for each vehicle assigned to his custody. 

Section 6. Passenger car motor pool. The State Transpor- 
tation Officer shall create a motor pool in Montgomery not ex- 
ceeding thirty (30) passenger cars for official use by employees 
and officers of the State of Alabama, and shall provide central 
garage facilities where twenty-four hour service is maintained 
for the housing of motor pool cars. A passenger car shall be re- 
leased from the motor pool only upon the presentation of a written 
requisition, signed by the head of the agency requiring a passenger 
car, stating the purpose for which the passenger car is to be used. 
When said passenger car is released from said motor pool upon a 
requisition, the speedometer reading shall be recorded and when 
said passenger car is returned to the motor pool the speedometer 
reading shall be recorded and the State employee, officer or agent 
who used said passenger car shall make a sworn statement that 
said car was used for State business only. Each motor pool pas- 
senger car shall be checked into the garage each day at the end of 
working hours or upon completion of an official trip. The State 
Transportation Officer shall maintain a complete set of mileage, 
trip and service records for each car in the pool and shall be re- 
sponsible for the maintenance and repair of the passenger cars in 
the pool. The cost of the operation of said Motor Pool shall be 
paid from funds allocated to the State Department of Finance 
which said department shall be reimbursed for such funds so ex- 
pended, by the several State agencies using said passenger cars 
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and the same shall be apportioned among the several State 
agencies using the passenger cars of said Pool, on a mileage basis, 
based upon the number of miles each of the respective State 
agencies drives said cars. 

Section 7%. Assignment of passenger cars. The State Trans- 
portation Officer shall require those State agencies which are as- 
signed State-owned passenger cars in accordance with Section 3 
to keep a uniform set of mileage, trip, and service records for each 
passenger car assigned to their custody. Periodically the State 
Transportation Officer shall examine these records to ascertain 
whether all rules and regulations promulgated under the authority 
of this Act are being complied with. No passenger car, except 
especially adapted coupes equipped for the use of the Library Ser- 
vice Division of the Department of Archieves and History which 
shall be permanently allocated to that agency, shall be assigned 
to any State agency for longer than a period of six (6) months, 
and every six months the State Transportation Officer shall review 
the application for assignment to ascertain the need for continued 
assignment of a passenger car. 

Section 8. Purchases. The State Transportation Officer shall 
approve all requisitions and contracts for the purchase of passenger 
cars. No purchase of a State passenger car shall be approved by 
the State Transportation Officer unless made upon the basis of at 
least three sealed competitive bids, with invitations for bids posted 
on a bulletin board in the State Capitol and sent to prospective 
bidders at least ten calendar days before the final date for sub- 
mitting bids. Bids shall be opened publicly in the presence of the 
State Transportation Officer at the time and place stated in the 
invitations. When the public interest will be served thereby, the 
State Transportation Officer may direct the State Purchasing 
Agent to reject all bids and renogotiate the purchase. Except for 
the passenger car furnished the Governor, ail State-owned passen- 
ger cars shall be low priced cars. When, in his judgment, consider- 
ations of economy or convenience indicate the expediency thereof, 
the State Transportation Officer may requisition the State Purchas- 
ing Agent to negotiate contracts for the maintenance and repair 
of State-owned passenger cars. 

Section 9. Sales. The State Transportation Officer shall ap- 
prove all sales of all State-owned passenger cars. No sale of a 
State passenger car shall be approved by the State Transportation 
Officer unless made upon the basis of at least three sealed com- 
petitive bids, with invitations for bids posted on a bulletin board 
in the State Capitol and sent to prospective bidders at least ten 
calendar days belure ihe fiuai daic for submitting bide. Ride shall 
be opened publicly in the presence of the State Transportation 
Officer, When the public interest will be served thereby, the State 
Transportation Officer may direct the State Purchasing Agent to 
reject all bids and re-let the sale. In reducing the number of State- 
owned passenger cars to the number specified in Section 3 of this 
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Act, the State Transportation Officer shall retain the newest and 
best cars for State use, and the cars in excess of the limitations 
shall be sold at public sale, for cash, to the highest competitive 
bidders on the basis of sealed competitive bids an accordance with 
the above provisions. The proceeds from the sale of excess State 
passenger cars shall be returned to the fund from which said 
excess or Surplus car was purchased. 

Section 10. Audit. The records of the State Transportation 
Officer shall be audited at least once each year by the Chief Exam- 
iner of Public Accounts and a copy of the said audit, together with 
a report of the State Transportation Officer, shall be submitted to 
the Legislature for its consideration and approval at each regular 
session thereof. 

Section 11. Enforcement. The Director of the Department 
of Public Safety and the State Transportation Officer shall be re- 
sponsible for the enforcement of the provisions of this Act. 

Section 12. Penalties. Any person violating the provisions of 
this Act shall be guilty of a misdemeanor. Ii any person fails to 
comply with any rule or regulation made pursuant to this Act, the 
State Transportation Officer may order the State Comptroller to 
refuse to issue a warrant or warrants on account of transportation 
expenses incurred in the operation of any State-owned motor 
- vehicle. 

Section 138. Severability. If any section, clause, provision or 
portion of this Act shall be held invalid or unconstitutional by any 
court of competent jurisdiction such invalidity shall not affect 
any other section, clause, provision or portion of this Act which 
is not of itself invalid or unconstitutional, and it is now declared 
that the other parts or sections would have been enacted regard- 
less of any section or parts of sections which might be held invalid 
or unconstitutional. 

Section 14. Repealer. All laws or parts of laws in conflict 
with this Act are hereby repealed. 

Section 15. Effective date. This Act shall become effective 
upon its passage and approval by the Governor, or its otherwise 
becoming a law.

The Senate has passed the following House bills and returns 
same herewith to the House: 

H. 657%. To authorize the Court of County commissioners of 
Pickens County, Alabama, or other Governing Bodies of said Coun- 
ty, to pay a salary toa Deputy Sheriff, other than and in addition 
to the Chief Deputy Sheriff holding appointment from the Sheriff 
of a said County to pay a Salary to such other Deputy Sheriff of 
not more than $200.00 a month to be paid by monthly installment 
out of the Treasury of the County upon the Warrant of the Court 
of County Commissioners or the governing body of the said County.

That the salary or compensation of the sheriff of Etowah County, 
Alabama, shall be $5,000.00 per annum and the said $5,000.00 annual salary shall 
be paid out of the county treasury of Etowah County, Alabama, in equal monthly 
installments at the end of each month upon warrents drawn in the same manner 
as other officers and employees of Etowah County, Alabama. 

Section 2. That when this Act goes into effect said sheriff of Etowah 
County shall continue to collect all charges, fees, compensations, allowances, and 
reimbursements heretofore or hereafter authorized to be collected by him, or by 
any of his deputies or assistants acting under and by virture of their offices, and 
shall on the last day of each calendar month pay into the county treasury of 
Etowah County, Alabama, all such monies received, or collected, by him, or any 
of his deputies or assistants, during such month. 

Section 3. The Board of Revenue, or like governing body, of Etowah 
County, Alabama, is required, authorized and empowered to provide sufficient 
deputies, clerks, jailers, and other assistants, to the said sheriff to enable him to 
properly perform the duties of his office, and said Board of Revenue, or like 
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governing body, is authorized and empowered to fix the compensation to be paid 
to such deputies, clerks and assistants. The said sheriff shall have the right to 
discharge said deputies, clerks, and other assistants, at will. The salaries, or 
compensation, of said clerks, deputies and assistants, shall be paid in equal 
monthly installments out of the general fund of Etowah County upon separate 
warrants drawn in the same manner as other employees of Etowah County are 
paid. 

Section 4. The Board of Revenue, or other like governing body, of Etowah 
County shall provide said sheriff with necessary quarters, automobiles, acces- 
sories, gasoline, oil and repairs, books, stationery, office equipment, supplies, 
postage and other conveniences and equipment necessary for the proper and effi- 
cient conduct of the affairs of said office. 

Section 5. That all laws and parts of laws, both general and local as applied 
to Etowah County, Alabama, in conflict with the provisions of this Act, to the 
extent of such conflict be and the same are hereby repealed. 

Section 6. This Act shall become effective and operative immediately upon 
the proclamation of the Governor of the State of Aiabama declaring that the 
qualified electors of the State of Alabama have ratified the constitutional amend-

WAYS AND MEANS SUBSTITUTE FOR H. 170 
A BILL TO BE ENTITLED AN ACT 


To make provision for the creation and maintenance of a Sub- 
Agricultural Experiment Station for Horticultural Research 
in the Cullman County Horticultural Area for the purpose of 
finding out new scientific facts in regard to the production, 
processing, storage, use, and marketing of truck, fruit, and nut 
crops; the use of fertilizers; the adaptation and improvement of 
varieties of truck, fruit, and nut crops; the control of insect 
pests and plant diseases; and other similar horticultural prob- 
lems having for their object the development of a more perma- 
nent, more profitable and diversified horticulture; to designate 
the counties of the State constituting the Cullman County 
Horticultural Area; to provide for the location of said Sub- 
Agricultural Experiment Station for Horticultural Research;

Section 3. That the Director of the Agricultural Experiment 
Station and the Director of the Agricultural Extension Service of 
the Alabama Polytechnic Institute and the Director of Vocational 
Education of the Alabama Department of Education shall visit 
and study in detail the Cullman County Horticultural Area for the 
purpose of selecting a site for such Sub-Agricultural Experiment

Section 8. In the event any lands are approved by the Director 
of the Agricultural Experiment Station of the Alabama Poly- 
technic Institute as suitable for said Sub-Agricultural Experiment 
Station for Horticultural Research, and any county, city, or person 
is willing to pay the purchase price of said property that it may be 
devoted to stch public use and the person owning the same is 
unwilling to convey the same to the Alabama Polytechnic Institute 
at a reasonable purchase price, the Governor may proceed to have 
the same condemned for such public use in the name of the State 
of Alabama as provided in Chapter 1 of Title 19 of the Code of 
Alabama of 1940, provided, however, that no condemnation process 
herein authorized shall be begun until the county, city, or person 
undertaking to pay the purchase price shall have entered into an 
agreement, prepared by the Attorney General, to promptly pay all 
judgments, costs, and expenses of such condemnation proceedings 
and shall have given bond in some bonding company authorized to 
do business in the State of Alabama to faithfully and promptly 
execute the said agreement. The agreement for which provision 
is made in this Act shall be filed with the Governor and the bond 
required shall be filed herewith and be approved by the Governor. 

Section 9. That it is hereby declared to be the intention and 
purpose of the Legisltaure in passing this Act to have the Sub- 
Agricultural Experiment Station for Horticultural Research hereby 
created, conducted, maintained, and administered for the same 
purposes and in the same manner and by the same authorities as 
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are the Sub-Agricultural Experiment Stations created and main- 
tained pursuant to the provisions of an act entitled “An Act for 
the purpose of finding out new scientific facts in regard to the use 
of fertilizer for farm and truck crops, the adaptation and improve- 
ment of varieties of crops, the establishment and improvement of 
pastures, the production of feed and forage crops, the economic 
production and management of livestock; the production of fruits, 
vegetables, nuts and citrus fruit, the control of insect pests, plant 
and livestock diseases, and other similar important agricultural . 
and economic problems having for their object the development of 
a more permanent, more profitable and diversified agriculture, 
there is hereby created and provision made for the maintenance of 
Sub-Agricultural Experiment Stations, one upon each of the five 
main large soil type of the State as represented in the Tennessee 
Valley, the Sand Mountain Section, the Black Belt, the Wiregrass, 
and the Gulf Coast area; to create a commission to locate said sub- 
stations and to provide for its per diem and expenses; to provide 
for the carrying on of research work on Experimental Fields in 
different parts of the State; to make appropriations to the Board 
of Trustees of the Alabama Polytechnic Institute for carrying out 
the purpose of this Act; to provide for the administration and di- 
rection of this work; to authorize and empower county boards of 
revenue or county commissions, or other bodies having similar 
jurisdiction in the several counties of the State, individuals, firms,

A BILL TO BE ENTITLED AN ACT 


To provide for absentee voting in primary, general, and 
municipal elections: prescribing penalties for violations of the Act 
and repealing conflicting laws. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. The provisions of this Act shall apply to all pri- 
mary, general, and municipal electidns held in the State of 
Alabama. 
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Section 2. Any qualified elector of this State, whose name, at 
the time of any primary, general, or municipal election, appears 
on the official list of qualified voters in any county of the State, 
whose regular business or occupation regularly requires that he be 
absent from the county, and who may, at any primary, general, or 
municipal election held pursuant to law in this State, by reason of 
his regular business or occupation and in the performance of the 
duties thereof, be absent from the State, or from the county in 
which he is a qualified elector, may vote in such primary, general, 
or muncipal election in the manner and under the regulations 
hereinafter prescribed, with like effect as if he were casting his 
vote in person at his regular and proper voting place. 

Section 3. Not less than twenty-one days prior to the holding 
of any election to which this Act pertains, the otlicer charged with 
the printing and distribution of the official ballots and election 
supplies shall cause to be delivered, to the register in chancery of 
each county in which the election is held, a sufficient number of 
the absentee ballots and the envelopes hereinafter provided for and 
other necessary election supplies. In the event the register is a 
candidate in the election, he shall, immediately upon receipt of such 
ballots and envelopes and supplies, deliver the same to the person 
herein authorized to act in his stead. 

Section 4. In any election to which this Act pertains, when 
the register is a candidate for any office, he shall be disqualified 
from performing any of the duties in reference to the handling of 
absentee ballots which are herein imposed on him. The register 
shall, at least thirty days prior to the date of the election, certify 
his candidacy to the presiding judge of the county. Thereupon, 
the judge shall appoint a qualified elector of the county who is not 
a candidate in the election to perform the duties of the register. 
Any person so appointed shall have all the powers, duties, and 
responsibilities of the register under this Act and shail be desig- 
nated and known as an “absentee election manager’. 

Section 5, The official absentee ballots for any election to 
which the Act pertains shall be in the same form as the officiai 
regular ballots for the election, except that they shall bear printed 
thereon the words “Official Absentee Ballot” and except that there 
shall be printed thereon one of the affidavit forms herein required. 
Further, each absentee ballot shall be in duplicate, the intent of 
this provision being that every absentee voter under this Act shall 
submit two copies of his completed ballot, one original and one 
carbon.

Section 9. Any prospective absentee voter who meets the 
requirements prescribed in Section 2, above, may, not more than 
twenty days and not less than five days prior to the election at 
which he desires to vote, present himself before the register of the 
county wherein the election is to be held. If the name of the voter 
is on the official list of qualified voters of the county, and the 
register is satisfied that the voter is the person he claims to be, and 
a member of the party in which he claims to be a member, the reg- 
ister shall tender the voter the duplicate absentee ballot required 
for this Act, including necessary carbon paper, and the required 
envelopes, fist filling in the blanks in the upper left corners 
thereof. The official list of qualified voters herein referred to 
shal] be furnished the register by the probate judge at least twenty- 
one days before the election. 

Section 10. The voter shall mark his ballot and subscribe 
before the register to the affidavit hereinabove required. The reg- 
ister then shall complete the statement and affix his signature as 
prescribed in Section 6 or 7, above, and return the ballot to the 
voter. The original of the ballot then shall be sealed by the voter 
in the envelope marked “Original for County Election Officials” ; 
the carbon copy, sealed by the voter in the envelope marked “Car- 
bon Copy for Secretary of State”; both sealed envelopes shall be 
given to the register. At the close of each day, the envelopes for 
the Secretary of State shall be placed in a larger envelope by the 
register and mailed by registered mail on that day to the Secretary 
of State, State Capitol, Montgomery, Alabama.

Section 11. For every primary, general, or municipal election, 
there shall be appointed three managers, two clerks, and a return- 
ing officer, named and notified as are other election officials under 
the general laws of the State, who shall meet, at the regular time 
of closing of the election on that day, in the office of the judge of 
probate for the purpose or receiving, counting, and returning the 
ballots cast by absent voters. It is provided, however, that in 
counties with populations of 50,000 or more, there shall be ap- 
pointed three managers, two clerks, and one returning officer for 
each 200 absentee ballots, or fractions thereof, cast at the election. 
In such counties, the appointing board for the election shall meet 
in the office four days before the election, determine the number 
of officials to be appointed, and appoint and notify them as other 
election otticials are appointed and notilied. Ii is provided, furtlicr, 
that this Section shall not apply to municipal elections, in cities 
and towns of less than 10,000 inhabitants, which are held at a time 
different from a primary or general election. 

Section 12. On the morning of the day of the election, not 
later than the time set for closing of the polls, the register shall 
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deliver all ballots in sealed envelopes marked “Original for County 
Election Officials” to the election officials provided for in Section 
11. In counties with populations of 50,Q00 or more, the register 
shall deliver, as nearly as may be, an equal number of ballots to 
each set of officials appointed to receive, count, and return them. 
As regards cities and towns with popualtions of less than 10,000, 
in the case of municipal elections held at a time different from a 
primary or general election, such ballots shall be delivered to the 
election officers of the precincts of the respective voters. The 
ballots in sealed envelopes marked “Carbon for Secretary of State” 
shall each day as voted be properly packaged and labeled and sent 
by registered mail to the Secretary of State, State Capitol, Mont- 
gomery, Alabama. 

Section 13. The ballots delivered by the register to the elec- 
tion officials as provided by Section 12 shall be counted and dis- 
posed of and returns therefor made as regular ballots are counted 
and disposed of and returns therefor made under the general laws 
of the State. 

Section 14. The packages of ballots mailed by the register to 
the Secretary of State shall be retained by the Secretary of State 
for ninety days in boxes for each County and then, unless requested 
as provided below, destroyed without being opened. The package 
may be procured and opened, and the contents thereof used, in the 
event of an election contest, by the officials appointed to decide the 
contest, upon written request to the Secretary of State. In event 
of a contest, the ballots procured from the Secretary of State may 
be used in lieu of the original ballots cast at the election. 

Section 15. The register shall each day post at the county 
courthouse, on the regular bulletin or notice board, an accurate list 
of the names, residences, and polling places of voters voting 
absentee ballots on that day. Three days before the holding of any 
election, he shall post at the courthouse, on the regular bulletin or 
notice board, a complete list of the names, residences, and polling 
places of all voters voting absentee ballots in the election. At the 
time the register delivers the ballots to the election officials at the 
office of the judge of probate, he shall file a similar list of all voters 
voting absentee ballots with the probate judge, who shall keep the 
same for public inspection. A copy of the list filed with the judge 
of probate shall on the same day be sent by registered mail to the’ 
Secretary of State, and the Secretary of State shall keep the copy 
available for public inspection for 90 days, 

Section 16. The register shall, before the polls open at any 
election, cause to be delivered to the election officers of each 
polling place a list showing the name and address of every person 
whose name appears on the official list of qualified electors for 
such polling place who voted an absentee ballott in the election. 
The name of every such person shall be stricken from the list of 
qualified electors kept at the polling place, and the person shall not 
vote again. 
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Section 17. For his services under this Act during the twenty 
days prior to each election to which this Act pertains and for his 
services on the day of the election, the register, or person acting 
in his stead, shall be paid the sum of five dollars ($5) daily. Such 
payment shall be made from the county treasury, except in the case 
of a municipal election held at a time different from a primary or 
gencral election, in which event payment shall be from the city or 
town treasury. 

Section 18. In any municipal election that is held at a time 
different from a primary or general election, the duties with refer- 
ence to the handling of absentee ballots which are required in this 
Act to be performed by the register shall be performed by the 
mayor or other chief executive officer of the city or town holding 
the election. But, in the event the mayor or other chief executive 
officer of the city or town is a candidate in the election, his duties 
shall be performed by the clerk or other officer performing the 
duties of the clerk. In the event the clerk or other officer periorm- 
ing the duties of the clerk is also a candidate in the election, the 
governing body of the city or town shall appoint a qualified elector 
of the city or town to perform the duties. Any such city or town 
official or employee or person shall have all the powers, duties, 
and responsibilities of the register under this Act and shall be 
entitled to the compensation provided by Section 17, above.

oned. It shall be unlawful for any candidate to aid or assist; or to 
tell or suggest the name of any candidate to any person when he 
or she is voting his or her absentee ballot before the register. Any 
person who willfully aids any person unlawfully to vote an ab- 
sentee ballot, and any person who knowingly unlawfully votes an 
absentee ballot, and any voter who votes both an absentee and a 
regular ballot at any election, shall be similarly punished. 

Section 21. All laws and parls uf laws in conflict with this Act 
are repealed; Act 478, approved July 7, 1945, entitled “An Act To 
provide for absentee voting in primary, general, and municipal 
elections; and to prescribe penalties for the violation of any of the 
provisions of this Act”, and Section 8 of Title 17 of the 1940 Code 
of Alabama, are expressly repealed.

Gentlemen: 

I am returning to you, the body in which it originated, House 
Bill No. 640, without my approval. 

This is a local bill applicable to Jackson County, and the 
amendments which I will suggest herein are done with the con- 
sent and approval of the authors of this bill. 

I suggest the following amendments to House Bill No. 640: 

Amend House Bill No. 640 by striking Section 1 of said bill, 
and substituting in lieu thereof the following: 

Section 1. That Section 6 of an act approved July 10, 1940, 
entitled “An Act to establish a county court of Jackson County, 
Alabama; to define its jurisdiction and powers; to provide for its 
officers, their powers and duties and compensations; to provide 
that said court shall be open at all times for the trial of cases 
and transaction of business; to provide the rules and procedure 
of said court; to provide a fine and forfeiture fund for said court- 
to provide for the transfer of certain causes now or hereafter pend- 
ing in the Circuit Court and the Probate Court of Jackson County, 
Alabama, to the Jackson County Court; and to provide for the 
transfer of certain cases pending in said Jackson County Court to 
the equity side of the Circuit Court of Jackson County, Alabama”, 
be and the same is hereby amended so as to read as follows: Sec- 
tion 6. That the deputy solicitor appointed or elected for Jackson 
County Circuit Court shall represent the state in all criminal cases 
in said courts, as ex-officio solicitor of the Jackson County Court, 
and shall receive a salary of fifteen hundred dollars per annum, 
payable in equal monthly installments out of the county treasury 
at the end of each month, his signed receipt being required, and 
said salary or compensation shall be in lieu of all other salary or 
compensation now provided by law for said deputy solicitor for 
said county. For every conviction for a misdemeanor in the Jack- 
son County Court there shall be taxed and collected as a part of 
the costs and paid into the county treasury the same solicitor’s 
fees provided for conviction in such cases in the Circuit Court. 

Amend House Bill No. 640 by striking Section 2 of said bill, 
and substituting in lieu thereof the following: 

Section 2. That section 37 of said act be and the same is 
hereby amended so as to read as follows: Section 37. That in all 
cases in said Court a Stenographer’s fee of five dollars shall be 
charged and collected and by the clerk paid to the official Court 
Reporter appointed for said court; provided, however, that in cases 
where a money judgment is sought, in civil cases of less than one 
hundred dollars as determined by the complaint, and in cases 
where there is a judgment by default, there shall be charged as 
stenographer’s fee only two dollars and fifty cents; provided, 
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further, that in all criminal cases wherein the ‘defendant pleads 
guilty before any testimony has been taken, a stenographer’s fee 
of one dollar shall be charged and collected. 


This amendment is in conformity with Section 45 of Article 4 
of the Constitution of Alabama of 1901, and the adoption of the 
same will remove my objections to this bill.

A JOINT RESOLUTION 


By Messrs. Adams (Jefferson) and Roberts: 

H.J.R. 76. Proposing an amendment to the Constitution of 
Alabama; providing for the exercise by the people of the powers 
of initiative and referendum; ordering an election to be held on 
the proposed amendment, 
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BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


1. The following amendment to Section 44, Article IV of the 
Constitution of Alabama is proposed, to become valid as a part of 
the Constitution when approved by a majority of the qualified 
electors voting thereon and upon proclamation of the Governor. 

“Section 44. (a) The legislative power of this State shall be 
vested in a Legislature which shall consist of a Senate and a House 
of Representatives, but the people reserve to themselves the power 
to propose laws and amendments to the Constitution except acts 
for raising revenue, and except local option acts and acts relating 
to poll tax, and to adopt or reject the same at the polls independ- 
ently of the Legislature; and the people also reserve, for use at 
their own option, the power to adopt or reject any act, or section 
or part of any act, passed by the Legislature, except acts for rais- 
ing revenue, and except local option acts and acts relating to poll 
tax. The style of such laws shall be: “Be it enacted by the people 
of Alabama”. 

“(b) The first power reserved in subsection (a) is the initi- 
ative, under which twenty per cent of the qualified electors shall 
have the right to propose any measure except laws for raising 
revenue, and except local option acts and acts relating to the poll 
tax, and to propose any amendment to the Constitution of 
Alabama. 

“(c) The other power reserved to the people in subsection (a) 
is the referendum, under which twenty per cent of the qualified 
electors may order the submission to the people at the polls of any 
measure, or item, section, or part of any measure enacted by the 
Legislature, except acts for raising revenue and except local option 
laws and acts relating to the poll tax, except laws immediately 
necessary for the preservation of the public peace, health, or safety, 
or for the support and maintenance of the agencies of the State 
government and the State institutions. 

“(d) All petitions submitted under the power of the initiative 
shall be filed with the Secretary of State not less than four months 
preceding the date of the elections at which the measures so pro- 
posed are to be voted upon. All petitions submitted under the 
power of the referendum shall be filed with the Secretary of State 
not more than 180 days after the date of passage of the measure 
to whcih the referendum is applied. The filing of a referendum pe- 
tition against any item, section, or part of any measure shall not 
prevent the remainder of such measure from becoming operative. 

“(e) Any measure or amendment to the Constitution proposed 
under the initiative, and any measure to which the referendum is 
applied, shall be referred to a vote of the qualified electors, and 
shall become a law when approved by a majority of the votes cast 
thereon and upon proclamation of the Governor, and not other- 
wise. The veto power of the Governor, or the power of the Legis- 
lature, to repeal or amend, shall not extend to initiative or refer- 
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endum measures approved by a majority vote of the qualified 
electors. 

“(£) The whole number of votes cast for all candidates for 
Governor at the general election last preceding the filing of. any 
initiative or referendum petition shall be the basis on which the 
number of qualified electors required to sign such petition shall 
be computed. Every initiative or referendum petition shall be ad- 
dressed to the Secretary of State and shall contain the declaration 
of each petitioner, for himself, that he is a qualified elector of the 
State, his post office address, the street and number, if any, of his 
residence, and the date on which he signed such petition. Each 
sheet containing petitioners’ signatures shall be attached to a full 
and correct copy of the title and text of the measure proposed to 
be initiated or referred, and every sheet of every such petition cou- 
taining signatures shall be verified by the affidavit of the person 
who circulated said sheet or petition, setting forth that each of 
the names on said sheet was signed in the presence of the affiant 
and that in the belief of the affiant each signer was a qualified elec- 
tor of the State. Each section of the petition shall be filed with the 
probate judge of the county in which it originated, and within 
twenty days after the filing of such petition in his office, the pro- 
bate judge shall determine from the records of registration what 
number of qualified electors have signed the same. Upon the com- 
pletion of such examination, the probate judge shall forthwith 
attach to the petition his certificate showing the result of his ex- 
amination and shall forthwith transmit the petition, together with 
his certificate, to the Secretary of State. 

“(g) The text of all measures to be submitted for a vote of the 
people shall be published as proposed amendments to the Constitu- 
tion are published. Upon the presentation to the Secretary of 
State of a petition certified as herewith provided, the Secretary of 
State shall submit the proposal to the electors for their approval 
or rejection at the next succeeding general election or at a special 
election called by the Governor at his discretion. Elections on 
iniative and referendum proposals shall be held and conducted as 
elections on constitutional amendments. 

“ch) If two or more conflicting measures or amendments to 
the Constitution shall be approved by the people at the same elec- 
tion, the measure or amendment receiving the greater number of 
affirmative votes shall prevail in all particulars as to which there 
is conflict. Upon the completion of the canvass of the returns of 
any election held hereunder, the Governor shall forthwith issue 
a proclamation giving the whole number of votes cast for and 
against each measure ui piupuscd aimcndment and declaring sich 
measures or amendments as are approved by a majority of those 
voting thereon to be law. Any act, law, or amendment to the Con- 
stitution submitted to the people by either iniative or referendum 
petition and approved by a majority of the votes cast thereon shall 
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take effect five days after the date of the official declaration of 
the vote by the Governor. 

“(i) The provision of this section of the Constitution of Ala- 
bama shall be self-executing.” 

2. An election upon this proposed amendment is ordered to be 
held on the date of the first general election held after the final 
adjournment of the 1947 regular session of the Legislature of 
Alabama. Notice of the election and of the proposed amendment 
shall be given by a proclamation of the Governor published once 
a week for four successive weeks next preceding the day appointed 
‘for the election in sonfe newspaper in each county of the State. 
In every county in which there is no newspaper published, the 
notice shall be posted at each court house and post office. 


The above and foregoing H.J.R. 76, proposing an amendment 
to the Constitution, was read one time at length and teferred to 
the Standing Committee on Rules.

NOTICE OF PROPOSED LEGISLATION 
Notice is hereby given that at the present session of the Legislature 


of the State of Alabama, a bill will be introduced for passage, which in 
substance, will be substantially as follows: 
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A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To regulate commercial fishing in the Coosa River in Coosa County 
and to provide penalties for violations of the Act or rules and regulations 
promulgated under it. 


Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Any person, firm, co-partnership, association, or corporation 
engaged in the taking, killing, or capturing of commercial or non-game 
fish from the Coosa River in Coosa County may use in commercial fish- 
ing operations hoop and fyke nets, seines, gill nets, trammel nets, pound 
or trap nets, set lines, trotlines, and snaglines, and lawful fish traps. How- 
ever, all such nets, setlines, trotlines, snaglines, and fish traps shall con- 
form to the rules and regulations of the Deparimeni of Conservation 
covering them, which shall designate when, where, and how they may be 
used, and provided further that prior to using any such nets, seines, traps, 
or other commercial fishing devices, a person, firm, copartnership, asso- 
ciation, or corporation shall have first secured a license permitting the use 
of such fishing gear, such license to be issued in the manner prescribed 
by this Act, and shall have paid therefor the following sums: For hoop and 
fyke nets, one dollar for the first net and fifty cents for each additional 
net, for seines, two dollars and fifty cents for any seine not exceeding a 
length of one hundred lineal feet and a fee of one dollar and fifty cents for 
each additional one hundred lineal feet of seine or fraction thereof; for gill 
or trammel nets, ten dollars for any net not exceeding five hundecd lineal 
feet in length and five dollars for each additional five hundred lineal feet 
or fraction thereof; for pound or trap nets, one dollar and fifty cents for 
each net; the license for any lawful fish trap shall be ten dollars for each 
trap so used; for sctlines, trotlines, or snaglines, one dollar and fifty cents 
for each five hundred hooks or less or five hundred lineal feet of line used. 

Section 2. It shall be unlawful for any person, firm, copartnership, 
association, or corporation to use any of the fishing gear mentioned in Sec- 
tion 1 hereof in the Coosa River in Coosa County without marking its 
location by buoys or floats and identifying such nets and lines by showing 
the license number in plain figures upon the buoys or floats. The license 
number must be attached to ail seines and nets, and at least one such buoy 
shall bear the name and address of the owner. License numbers shall be 
attached to the stakes at the heart or pot of pound nets and to the lifting 
buoy of trap nets where the heart and pot are set below the surface of 
the water. 

Section 3. Each license issued under the provisions of this Act shall 
expire on September 30 of the year for which such license is issued. 

Section 4. The Judge of Probate of Coosa County, the commissioner 
of licenses, or any person not residing at the county seat duly authorized 
by the Director of Conservation, shall have authority to issue licenses, resi- 
dent or nonresident, to persons complying with the provisions of this Act, 
and to require the person to whom the license is issued to sign his name 
on the margin thereof. The person or persons issuing licenses shall keep 
in a book, or on specially prepared sheets to be furnished by the Director 
of Conservation, a correct and complete record of all licenses issued, which 
record siiaii remain ii Lis office and be open to inspection hy the public 
at all reasonable times. The judge of probate and other persons authorized 
and designated to issue licenses may retain fifteen cents out of the money 
received for each license issued, which amount shall be compensation for 
services rendered under the provisions of this Act, and the balance shall 
be remitted to the Director of Conservation on the first of each month. 
The judge of probate and all other duly authorized and designated persons 
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shall report to the Director of Conservation on the first day of each month 
the number and kind of licenses issued under this Act during the preceding 
month and the name and post office address of the person or persons to 
whom issued, giving opposite each name the serial number of the license 
so issued, and the amount of money remitted. Provided, that if any license 
is issued by the Director of Conservation or by the probate judge or other 
officer who is paid a salary for the performance of his duties as such of- 
ficer, he shall be required to remit the entire amount collected to the Director 
of Conservation. 

Section 5. The proceeds from the sale of licenses required by this Act 
and all other proceeds arising under this Act shall go to the Game, Fish & 
Seafoods Fund of the Department of Conservation and shall be used by the 
Department of Conservation for the administration of the Game, Fish & 
Seafoods Division except as may be otherwise provided by law. 

Section 6. Should any species of fish ‘designated by the laws of this 
State as game fish be taken from the Coosa River in Coosa County by 
the use of commercial fishing gear, such fish, without injury, shall be im- 
mediately returned to the waters from whence they were taken, and the 
possession by commercial fishermen of any of such fish shall constitute a 
violation of the provisions of this Act, and such possession by such com- 
mercial fishermen shall be prima facie evidence of the fact that such fish 
were taken by the use of commercial fishing gear. 

Section 7. Should any law enforcement officer of this State or em- 
ployee of the Department of Conservation discover commercial fishing gear 
being used in violation of the terms of this Act, he shall seize and hold the 
same, and in the event no one within a reasonable time claims seized com- 
mercial fishing gear and the owner thereof is unknown to the person find- 
ing the same, it shall be confiscated and shall become the property of the 
Game, Fish & Seafoods Division of the Department of Conservation, and 
shall be disposed of as ordered by the Director of Conservation. 

Section 8. Upon conviction of any person, firm, copartnership, asso- 
ciation, or corporation for the violation of any of the provisions of this 
Act, all licenses held by any such person, firm, copartnership, association, 
or corporation to fish commercially or operate or use commercial fishing 
gear in the Coosa River in Coosa County shall be rescinded and a new 
license for such fishing or the use of commercial fishing gear in the Coosa 
River in Coosa County shall be granted only at the discretion of the Ad- 
visory Board of the Department of Conservation. 

Section 9. It shall be unlawful to knowingly ship or transport or to 
knowingly receive for shipment or transportation any fish taken from the 
Coosa River in Coosa County in violation of the terms of this Act, and 
should such fish be knowingly shipped or transported or knowingly received 
for shipment or transportation, the same shall be seized and confiscated 
and upon confiscation shall become the property of the State of Alabama 
and shall be disposed of by the Department of Conservation in such a 
manner as shall seem proper. 

Section 10. The provisions of this Act licensing the use of setlines, 
trotlines, or snaglines shall not apply to anyone who shall fish in the Coosa 
River in Coosa County and who does not at any time use more than twenty 
hooks while engaged in such fishing, and shall not apply to State or Federal 
agencies conducting research on fresh water fish. 

Section 11. Any person, firm, copartnership, association, or corporation 
violating any of the provisions of this Act or rules and regulations based 
thereon shall be guilty of a misdemeanr and upon conviction shall be pun- 
ished by a fine of not less than twenty-five dollars nor more than one 
hundred dollars and the cost of prosecution; and. in addition thereto, all 
commercial fishing gear of whatsoever nature used in connection with the 
commission of such misdemeanor shall be seized and confiscated and shall 
become the property of the Game, Fish & Seafoods Division of the De- 
partment of Conservation and shall be disposed of as ordered by the Director 
of Conservation. 
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Section 12. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of 
it is declared unconstitutional or invalid, such declaration shall not affect 
the part which remains. 

Section 13. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this Act are 
repealed. 

Section 14. This Act shall become effective upon its passage and ap- 


proval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

To empower the governing body of Lauderdale County, Alabama, 
when authorized by a voie of ihe qualified electors of said County, to im- 
pose an excise tax of not.more than two cents per gallon for not longer 
than ten years, on persons, corporations, co-partnerships, companies, agen- 
cies or associations engaged in the business of selling, distributing, storing 
or withdrawing from storage, for any purpose whatever, gasoline or other 
liquid motor fuels or devices or substitutes therefor in said County; to pro- 
vide for the collection and payment of such tax and to provide the dis- 
tribution and use of the funds derived therefrom; to authorize the governing 
body of such county to make reasonable rules and regulations for the col- 
lection of such taxes, and to provide for enforcement of this Act and fix 
a penalty for the violation of any provision of this Act and of the rules and 
regulations prescribed by the governing body of such county for the col- 
lection of the said tax. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. The term ‘gasoline’ as used in this Act shall include gaso- 
line, naptha and other liquid motor fuels or any devices or substitutes there- 
for commonly used in internal combustion engines, provided that nothing 
contained in this Act shall apply to oil used for lighting or heating purposes. 
The term “person” means and includes every person, corporation, co-partner- 
ship, company, agency or association, singular or plural. The term ‘“dis- 
tributor” shall include any person who shall engage in the selling of gasoline 
as herein defined in Lauderdale County by wholesale, in domestic trade 
but shall not apply to any transaction by such distributor in interstate 
commerce. The term “retail dealer’ shail include any person herein defined 
as the distributor who is also engaged in the sale of gasoline as herein 
defined at any place in Lauderdale County in broken quantities. The term 
“storer” as used herein shall include any person who ships gasoline into 
Lauderdale County in tank quantities and stores the same and withdraws 
or uses same for any purpose. 

Section 2. The governing body of Lauderdale County, Alabama, when 
authorized and empowered by a vote of the qualified electors of the County 
as herein provided, may impose an excise tax of not exceeding two cents 
per gallon on persons, corporations, co-partnerships, companies, agencies or 
associations engaged in the business of selling, distributing, storing or with- 
drawing from storage far any purpose whatever gasoline or other liquid 
motor fuels or devices or substitutes therefor in Lauderdale County, Ala- 
bama, and to require every distributor, retail dealer or storer of gasoline as 
herein defined to pay an excise tax in such amount as the said governing 
body shall impose not exceeding two cents per gallon upon the selling, dis- 
tributing or withdrawing from storage for any use gasoline as herein de- 
fined in Lauderdale County, Alabama; provided that the excise tax author- 
ized to be levied by this Act shall not be levied for longer than ten years 
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at any one time, nor shall such tax be levied upon the sale of gasoline in 
interstate commerce, and provided further that if the excise tax imposed 
by the said governing body upon the sale of such gasoline shall have been 
paid by a distributor or by a retail dealer or storer, such payment shall be 
sufficient, the intention being that the tax shall not be paid but once. The 
excise tax imposed by the said governing body under this Act shall apply 
to persons, firms, corporations, dealers or distributors storing gasoline and 
distributing the same or allowing the same to be withdrawn from storage, 
whether such withdrawal be for sale or other use, provided that sellers 
of gasoline and its substitutes paying the tax herein provided may pay 
the same computed and paid on the basis of their sales as hereinafter re- 
quired, and storers and distributors shall compute and pay such tax on the 
basis of their withdrawals or distributions. The tax herein authorized to 
be imposed shall be in addition to any and all excise or other taxes imposed 
on gasoline, naptha and other liquid motor fuels or any device or substitute 
therefor, or on the business of selling, distributing, storing or withdrawing 
from storage for any purpose gasoline as herein defined by the State of 
Alabama or any other agency or subdivision of the State of Alabama. 

Section 3. On or before the 20th day of each month after a tax is 
imposed by authority of this Act, every person upon whom the excise tax 
is levied shall render to the governing body of such county on forms pre- 
scribed by such governing body a true and correct statement of all sales 
and withdrawals of gasoline made by him or them during the next preceding 
month, liable for payment of the excise tax imposed by said governing body 
under authority of this act, and shall furnish to said governing body such 
additional information as such governing may require upon blanks to be 
formulated and furnished by said governing body, and at the time of making 
such report shall pay to the said governing body an amount of money equal 
to the excise tax levied under authority of this Act. The statement herein 
required to be made by the distributor, stored or retail dealer shall be 
sworn to before some officer authorized to administer oaths, and any false 
statement sworn to shall constitute prejury, and upon conviction thereupon 
the person so convicted shall be punished as provided by the law for the 
crime of perjury. 

Section 4. All distributors, stores and retail dealers shall keep for less 
than two years within the State of Alabama at some certain place of office 
such books, documents or papers as will clearly show the amount of sale or 
withdrawals of gasoline made in Lauderdale County taxed under this Act. 

Section 5. Within thirty days after any tax shall have ‘been levied 
under authority of this Act every distributor, storer or retail dealer engaged 
in the sale or withdrawal of gasoline in Lauderdale County shall make a 
report on blanks furnished under Section Two hereof to the governing 
body of said County, showing the place and postoffice address at which 
he is engaged in the business of distributor or storer or retail dealer in 
gasoline within said County, which information shall be entered by the 
governing body of said County on a book kept for that purpose, and should 
such distributor, storer or retail dealer move his place of business from one 
business address to another, such distributor, storer or retail dealer shall 
within thirty days thereafter notify the said governing body of such re- 
moval, giving the former place and postoffice address and also the place 
and postoffice address to which his place of business has been removed. 
After the tax imposed under this Act has become effective, no person shall 
become a distributor, storer or seller of gasoline in said County until he 
shall have made such reports to the said governing body. 

Section 6. If any distributor, storer or retail dealer of gasoline in said 
County shall fail to make the reports or any of them as required in any 
provision of this Act, or shall fail to comply with any regulation adopted 
for the collection of said tax by the governing body of said County, within 
the time required for making such reports, or shall fail to pay the tax 
imposed within the time fixed for the payment thereof, such distributor, 
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storer, or retail dealer shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon convic- 
tion thereof shall be fined not less than $50.00 nor more than $300.00 for 
each offense.

Section 8. If any distributor, storer retail dealer in gasoline shall fail 
to make monthly reports or shall fail to pay the tax imposed under authority 
of this Act, the tax shall be deemed delinquent within the meaning of this 
Act and there shall be added to the amount of his tax a penalty of twenty- 
five (25%) per cent, provided if in the opinion of the governing body of the 
said County a good and sufficient cause or reason is shown for such 
delinquency, the penaity may be remitted. The said governing body shall 
be authorized and empowered to make returns for delinquent tax payers 
upon such information as it may reasonably obtain and add to that the 
penalty as prescribed by this Act. If any person shall be delinquent in 
the payment of any tax imposed under the authority of this Act, the govern- 
ing body of said County shall issue execution for the collection of the 
same, directed to any Sheriff of the State of Alabama, who shall proceed 
to collect the same in the manner now provided by law for the collection of 
delinquent taxes by the County Tax Collectors and make return of such 
execution to the governing body issuing the same. The tax herein authorized 
to be levied and the penalties herein, provided for shall be held as a debt 
payable to the County of Lauderdale by the person against whom the 
same shall have been imposed or against whom the penalties shall have 
accrued and all such taxes and penalties shall be a lien upon the property 
in said County and elsewhere in this State of the person against whom 
said tax shall have been imposed, and the penalties shall have accrued. 

Section 9. The acceptance of any amount paid for the excise tax im- 
posed under this Act shall not preclude the collection of the amount actually 
due. However, the amount actually paid shall constitute a credit against 
the amount actually due. 

Section 10. Any distributor, storer or dealer against whom shall be 
imposed any tax authorized by this Act who shall violate any provisions 
of this Act or shall fail to comply with any reasonable rule or regulation 
promulgated hereunder, may be restrained, and proper prosecution instituted 
in the name of said County by such counsel as the governing body of said 
County shall direct, from distributing, selling storing or withdrawing from 
storage any gasoline the sale or withdrawal of which is taxable until such 
person shall have complied with the provisions of this Act. 

Section 11. Each agent of any railroad company, bus or truck operator 
or other transportation company or agency operating in Lauderdale County 
shall report to the governing body of said County on the first day of Octo- 
ber, January, April and July of each year all shipments of gasoline as defined 
in this Act or substitute therefor handled by him or through the station or 
office at which he is an agent, and delivered to any person in Lauderdale 
County, Alabama, during the preceding three months, giving the names 
and address of the consignors and consignees shipping and receiving said 
gasoline or substitute therefor and the number of gallons or pounds con- 
tained in each and every chinment 

Section 12. Except as herein otherwise provided, the proceeds of any 
tax imposed under authority of this Act shall be used exclusively for the 
construction, surfacing and maintenance of public roads and bridges in 
Lauderdale County. 

Sec 13. Before any tax is levied under authority of this Act, the 
governing body of said County shall first submit the question as to whether 
or not such tax shall be levied, the length of time it shall run, not ex- 
ceeding ten years, and the rate of the tax, not exceeding two cents per 
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gallon, to the qualified electors of said County at an election, which said 
election shall be called in the following manner: The governing body of 
such County shall pass a resolution reciting that in the opinion of the said 
governing body it is in the interest of said County that such tax be levied 
for the purpose authorized in this Act and calling upon the Probate Judge, 
the Sheriff and the Circuit Clerk of said County to call an election for the 
purpose of submitting to the qualified electors the question as to whether 
or not the tax authorized hereunder shall be levied, stating the rate pro- 
posed and the time which the said tax shall run. Upon such certificate 
the Probate Judge, the Sheriff and Clerk of said County shall by pro- 
clamation call and election which proclamation shall be in substance as 
follows: “To the Electors of Lauderdale County, Alabama: The governing 
body of said County having passed a resolution reciting that it is to the 
interest of the County that an excise tax of not less than (stating the amount 
of said tax) cents be imposed on persons, corporations, copartnerships, 
Companies, agencies or associations engaged in the business of sell, dis- 
tributing, storing, or withdrawing from storage for any purpose whatever 
gasoline or other liquid motor fuels or devices or substitutes therefor in 
Lauderdale County, Alabama, for a period of (here insert the length of 
time tax should run), and which said resolution requests the undersigned 
officials to call an election to submit to the qualified electors the aforesaid 
proposition. Now, therefore, an election be and is hereby called to be held 
at the several polling places in Lauderdale County, Alabama, on the..............

XI. AGRICULTURE AND INDUSTRIES: 


For compensation of the Commissioner of Agriculture and In- 
dustries, for other salaries, and for other expenses of operating the 
Department of Agrciulture and Industries, the moneys in the Agri- 
cultural Fund as provided in Title 2, Article 4 of Chapter 1, of the 
1940 Code of Alabama. Said moneys shall be expended for the 
purpose and in the manner provided in said Title 2, Article 4, of 
Chapter 1. Provided, that all expenditures under this appropriation 
shall conform to the provisions of Article 3 of Chapter 4, Title 55, 
Code of Alabama 1940, and that the appropriation for each fiscal 
year ending September 30, 1948, and September 30, 1949, shall be 
limited to $600,000.00. An additional $150,000.00 may be made 
available upon approval of the Governor following an application 
to the Governor by the Commissioner of Agriculture, such con- 
tingent or provisional appropriation shall become available only 
for emergency conditions such as an outbreak or a threatened 
outbreak of a plant or animal disease requiring emergency meas- 
ures for control. For the payment of expenses and salaries incident 
to the operation of the Agriculture Center Board and the cost of 
operation and maintenance of the Agricultural Centers, there is 
hereby appropriated for cach of the fiscal years ending September 
30, 1948, and September 30, 1949, the sum of $25,000.00 to be paid 
out of monies in the Agricultural Fund as provided in Title 2, 
Article 4 of Chapter 1 of the 1940 Code of Alabama, and the ex- 
penditure shall conform to the provisions of Article 3, Chapter 4, 
Title 55, Code of Alabama 1940. 

For the payment of the expenses, salaries, operation and main- 
tenance of the Alabama State Markets Board, there is hereby ap- 
propriated for each of the fiscal years ending September 30, 1948 
and September 30, 1949 the sum of $20,000.00 to be paid out of 
monies in the Agricultural Fund as provided in Title 2, Article 4 of, 
Chapter 1 of the 1940 Code of Alabama, and the expenditures shall 
conform to the provisions of Article 3, Chapter 4, Title 55, Code 
of Alabama, 1940. 

For the purpose of supplementing the funds earmarked in the 
Building Commission Act of the 1945 Legislature for carrying out 
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the provisions of Act No. 282 of the 1945 Legislature, there is 
hereby appropriated out of the Agricultural Fund in the State 
Treasury the sum of two hundred and fifty thousand dollars 
($250,000.00), which appropriation shall be made available from 
time to time during the biennium, beginning October 1, 1947, and 
ending September 30, 1949, when, in the judgment of the Com- 
missioner of Agriculture, the condition of said fund will premit. 

For constructing and equipping additional regional facilities 
for housing livestock shows, agricultural and industrial displays 
and other exhibits the sum of one hundred thousand dollars ($100,- 
000.00) is appropriated to the use of the Agricultural Center Board. 
The appropriation herein made shall be paid out of the Agricultural 
Fund when released by the Commissioner of Agriculture and In- 
dustries with the approval of the State Board of Agriculture and 
Industries. It shall be used exclusively for the purpose of aiding 
counties and municipalities in constructing and equipping facili- 
ties suitable for housing livestock shows, agricultural and indus- 
trial displays, and other exhibits. Not more than fifty thousand 
dollars ($50,000.00) of the appropriation may be expended within 
the boundaries of any one county. The Agricultural Center Board 
shall not in any instance bear more than two-thirds of the total 
cost of constructing facilities; however, for the purposes of this 
Act, the cost of facilities shall not be deemed to include the cost 
of acquiring land. In computing the total cost of facilities, counties 
and municipalities may be allowed to include existing buildings 
and other structures and the equipment therein, but no such credit 
shall be allowed to exceed one-third of the total cost of the facili- 
ties contemplated. 

For awarding prizes or premiums at livestock shows, the sum 
of fifteen thousand ($15,000.00) is appropriated to the Agricultural 
Center Board annually for each fiscal year ending September 30, 
1948 and September 30, 1949. It is provided, however, that the Ag- 
ricultural Center Board shall not use any of the appropriation for 
awarding prizes or premiums except at shows sponsored by it and 
then only to match an equal amount provided for that purpose by 
subscriptions of private persons, firms, and corporations. 

For the use of the Wiregrass Experiment Station at Headland, 
there is appropriated from moneys in the Agricultural Fund the 
sum of twenty-five thousand dollars ($25,000.00) in each of the 
fiscal years ending September 30, 1948, and September 30, 1949, 
to be devoted to the payment of salaries and other expenses inci- 
dental to conducting experiments and research in developing 
methods of producing, harvesting, marketing, and processing pea- 
nuts and preventing damage to peanut crops. The sums hereby 
appropriated shall become available only when and if the Director 
of the Alabama Agricultural Experiment Station System certifies 
to the State Budget Officer that land, buildings, and equipment 
necessary for such experiments and research have been provided 
from other funds available to the Wiregrass Experiment Station. 
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For constructing, erecting, equipping, furnishing, operating and 
maintaining greenhouse laboratories for study and research in flo- 
riculture and ornamental horticulture the sum of twenty-eight 
thousand dollars ($28,000.00) for the fiscal year ending September 
30, 1948 and the sum of eight thousand dollars ($8,000.00) for the 
fiscal year ending September 30, 1949, is appropriated out of the 
Agricultural Fund for the use of the Alabama Experiment Station 
System of Alabama Polytechnic Institute, which appropriation 
shall be made available when, in the judgment of the Commissioner 
of Agriculture, the condition of said fund will permit. 


XII. ALABAMA REAL ESTATE COMMISSION: 


For compensation of commissioners, for salaries, and for other 
expenses incident to the duties of the commission, the Alabama 
Real Estate Fund as provided in Title 46, Section 300 of the 1940 
Alabama Code. Provided, that all expenditures under this appro- 
priation shall conform to the provisions of Article 3, of Chapter 4, 
Title 55, Code of Alabama 1940. 


XIII. ALABAMA PUBLIC SERVICE COMMISSION: 


For compensation of the President of the Commission, 
$5,100.00; for compensation of two associate commissioners at 
$4,500.00 each, $9,000.00; for salaries and other expenses, $135,- 
900.00; total, $150,000.00. Provided, that the appropriation to the 
Alabama Public Service Commission shall be payable only out of 
inspection and supervision fees paid by utilities and transportation 
companies, and such parts or percentage of fees and taxes paid by 
motor carriers or motor transportation companies as are now or 
may be set aside by law to be used by the Commission; but if said 
fees and taxes do not equal the total amount of $150,000.00, there 
shall not be paid out of the General Fund of the State any amount, 
but the appropriation for all said salaries and expenses of the Com- 
mission and its employees in such event shall be limited to the 
total amount of all said fees and taxes assigned to the Commis- 
sion’s said appropriation. In consideration ‘of the fact that inspec- 
tion and supervision fees of utilities and transportation companies, 
constituting the greater part of the funds made available for the 
salaries and expenses of the Commission and its employees, are 
payable on the calendar year basis and are payable on February 
first of each year, the State Treasurer shall hold in the State treas- 
ury at the end of each fiscal year on September 30th as much as 
$50,000.00 or such part of said sum of $50,000.00 out of such fees. 
and taxes assigned to this approupriation for the Commission, as 
may then be on hand, aud ihe same shall be paid out by the State 
Treasurer as provided by law for all such salaries and expenses of 
the Commission and its employees during the months of October, 
November, December, and January. Upon the close of business at 
the end of each fiscal year of the State, if the balance of the amount 
of such fees and taxes assigned to provide such appropriation for 
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the Commission, then on hand in the State treasury, exceeds said 
sum of $50,000.00, such excess shall be covered into the State 
treasury to the credit of the General Fund. 


XIV. DEPARTMENT OF CONSERVATION:

Provided, that all expenditures under this appropriation shall 
conform to the provisions of Article 3 of Chapter 4, Title 55, Code 
of Alabama 1940. 


XV. DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WELFARE: 


For the State Department of Public Welfare for old age assist- 
ance purposes, out of the proceeds from the levy of the one mill 
tax for the relief of needy Confederate veterans and their wives, 
all the surplus or residue thereof after the payment in full of the 
pensions to Confederate veterans and their wives and other charges 
against said fund set out in Title 49, Section 50 of the Code of 
Alabama 1940. In making this appropriation it is hereby declared 
to be the legislative policy that the Department of Public Welfare 
expend all the surplus or residue hereby appropriated and all 
moneys received by it from the Federal government for matching 
any or all funds expended for Confederate pensions or for matching 
the surplus or residue hereby appropriated, for old age assistance 
purposes exclusively, insofar as is possible under existing laws and 
the rules and regulations of the Federal government and of the 
Department of Public Welfare in regard thereto, before any part 
thereof may be expended for any other purposes by the Depart- 
ment of Public Welfare. 


XVI. DEPARTMENT OF CORRECTIONS AND 
INSTITUTIONS: 


For the salary of the Director of Corrections and Institutions, 
for other salaries, and for other expenses incident to the operation 
and maintenance of the convict system of Alabama, all receipts 
from its adminsitration and from labor of the convicts; and in ad- 
dition thereto such sum as shall be needed for the proper admin- 
istration, operation, and maintenance of the convict system of Ala- 
bama from General Fund appropriations. 
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XVII HIGHWAYS AND BRIDGES: 


For interest and sinking funds on outstanding highway bonds, 
so much of the gasoline taxes and motor vehicle licenses collected 
as may be necessary to pay same; and for the compensation of the 
State Highway Director, for maintenance and construction of roads 
and bridges, for salaries, and for other expenses of the Highway 
Department, the residue of gasoline taxes, motor vehicle licenses, 
and all other revenues coming in or accruing to the Highway De- 
partment by virtue of Federal aid. 


XVIII. PENSIONS: 


(1) For Confederate veterans and their widows: Such an 
amount as may be uecessary to pay all the pension allowed to Con- 
federate soldiers and sailors and their widows as now provided 
by law, out of the proceeds from the levy of the one mill tax for 
the relief of needy Confederate soldiers and sailors and their 
widows, and in the event the proceeds from said levy are insuffi- 
cient to pay same, such additional amount as may be necessary for 
the payment thereof. 

(2) Pension Commission: For salaries, $2,500.00; for other ex- 
penses, $1,000.00, total $3,500.00. Provided that the salaries and 
other expenses of the Pension Commission shall be paid out of the 
proceeds from the levy of the one mill tax for the relief of needy 
Confederate veterans and their widows. 


XIX. PUBLIC SCHOOL FUND: 


For the Public School Fund, the amounts appropriated from 
the General Fund and the Special Educational Trust Fund, to- 
gether with all funds derived from the levy of the special annual 
tax of thirty cents on each one hundred dollars ($100.00) of taxable 
property in this State for the support and maintenance of the pub- 
lic schools and from other funds mentioned and enumerated in 
Sections 257, 258, and 260 of the Constitution of 1901; provided, 
that not more than four per cent of all funds appropriated in this 
Section shall be used or expended otherwise than for the payment 
of teachers employed in such schools. 


XX. ALABAMA MILK CONTROL BOARD: 


For compensation, salaries, and expenses and operating costs 
of the Milk Control Board, the moneys in the Milk Control Board 
Fund to be used only for the purpose of the administration of the 
Milk Control Board; provided; that all expenditures under this ap- 
prcepriation shall conform to the provisions of Article 3, Chapter 4, 


Title 55, Code of Alabama 1940. 
XXI. DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC SAFETY: 


(1) For the salaries, expenses, and operating costs of the State 
Highway Patrol to be paid out of the Highway Patrol Fund as 
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authorized by Article 1 of Title 36 of the Code of Alabama 1940; 
provided, that all expenditures under this appropriation shall con- 
form to the provisions of Article 3, of Chapter 4, Title 55, of the 
Code of Alabama 1940, and that the appropriation for each year of 
the biennium shall be limited to $1,100.000.00. 

(2) For salaries and expenses incident to the operation of the 
Beverage enforcament Division of the Department of Public

SENATE MESSAGE 


On motion of Mr. White (Covington), the House non-con- 
curred in the Senate amendment to the bill, H. 79, said Senate 
amendment being as follows: 


SUBSTITUTE FOR HOUSE BILL 79 
A BILL TO BE ENTITLED AN ACT 


To make annual appropriations for the support, maintenance, 
and development of public education in Alabama for each of the 
fiscal years ending September 30, 1948, and September 30, 1949, 
including all schools, agencies, services, and institutions under the 
general or direct control or subject tu the rules and regulations 
of the State Board of Education, the Board of Trustees of Alabama 
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College, the Board of Trustees of the Alabama Polytechnic Insti- 
tute, the Board of Trustees of the University of Alabama 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. REVOLVING FUND. That there is hereby ap- 
propriated to the State Board of Education out of the State Treas- 
ury for each of the fiscal years ending September 30, 1948, and 
September 30, 1949, the sum of $100,000.00 to be known as the 
Revolving Fund, and to be expended to relieve emergency condi- 
tions that arise in connection with the operation of the public 
schools, or in otherwise aiding the public schools, in accordance 
with the provisions of statutes relating to the expenditures of such 
fund. 

Section 2. MINIMUM PROGRAM FUND. (a) That in ad- 
dition to all other funds appropriated for the public elementary 
and high schools of the State, there is hereby appropriated to the 
State Board of Education out of the State Treasury for each of 
the fiscal years ending September 30, 1948, and September 30, 1949, 
the sum of $38,000,000.00, conditional upon the ratification of the 
Income Tax Amendment which is to be submitted on August 26, 
1947, to be known as the Minimum Program Fund, which, in 
accordance with the statutes and regulations of the State Board 
of Education relating to the expenditures of such fund, shall 
be used for providing a minimum term of nine months and for 
the equalization of educational opportunity in the public schools 
of the State; and, that in no case shall a term of less than nine 
morths in tax districts be approved, except that the State Board 
of Education upon the recommendation of the State Superin- 
tendent of Education shall be authorized to make full allotments 
of funds to any school system for time actually taught if, in 
the judgment of the State Superintendent of Education and the 
State Board of Education, unusual conditions beyond the control 
of the local board of education in any school are such as to prevent 
the efficient operation of that school for the required nine months’ 
term; provided that of the amount herein appropriated for the 
Minimum Program Fund not less than the sum of $31,000,000.00, 
which shall include all monies earmarked for public school teachers 
salaries as provided in the Income Tax Amendment to be submit- 
ted on August 26, 1947 shall be expended only for the payment of 
teachers salaries for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1948, and 
not less than the sum of $32,000,000.00, which shall include all 
monies earmarked for public school teachers salaries as provided 
in the Income Tax Amendment to be submitted on August 26, 
1947, shall be expended only for payment of teachers salaries fur the 
fiscal year ending September 30, 1949. Provided further, that an 
amount equal to but not in excess of $325,000.00 per annum, or as 
much thereof as may be necessary of this appropriation, be used 
by the State Board of Education to provide sick leave payments 
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to teachers in the public elementary and high schools. The Min- 
imum Program Fund, which, in accordance with the statutes and 
or funds which may be designated by the Legislature as a part of 
the Minimum Program Fund. (b) That in addition to all other 
funds appropriated for the public elementary and high schools of 
the State, there is hereby appropriated to the State Board of Edu- 
cation out of the State Treasury for each of the fiscal years ending 
September 30, 1948, and September 30, 1949, the sum of $31,500,- 
000.00, provided the Income Tax Amendment which is to be sub- 
mitted on August 26, 1947, is not ratified, to be known as the Min- 
imum Program Fund, which, in accordance with the statutes and 
regulations of the State Board of Education relating to the expen- 
ditures of such fund, shall be used for providing a minimum term 
of nine months and for the equalization of educationai opportunity 
in the public schools of the State; and, that in no case shall a term 
of less than nine months in tax districts be approved, except that 
the State Board of Education upon the recommendation of the 
State Superintendent of Education shall be authorized to make 
full allotments of funds to any school system for time actually 
taught if, in the judgment of the State Superintendent of Educa- 
tion and the State Board of Education, unusual conditions beyond 
the control of the local board of education in any school are such 
as to prevent the efficient operation of that school for the required 
nine months’ minimum term: provided further that of the amount 
herein appropriated for the Minimum Program Fund not less than 
the sum of. $24,500,000.00 shall be expended only for the payment 
of teachers salaries for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1948, 
and not less than the sum of $25,500,000.00 shall be expended only 
for payment of teachers salaries for the fiscal year ending Septem- 
ber 30, 1949. Provided further, that an amount equal to but not in 
excess of $325,000.00 per annum, or as much thereof as may be 
necessary of this appropriation, be used by the State Board of Edu- 
cation to provide sick leave payments to teachers in the public ele- 
mentary and high schools. The Minimum Program Fund shall also 
include any other appropriations or fiitids which may be designated 
by the Legislature as a part of the Minimum Program Fund. 

Section 3. FREE TEXTBOOKS. That there-is hereby ap- 
propriated to the State Board of Education out of the State Treas- 
ury for each of the fiscal years ending September 30, 1948, and 
September 30, 1949, the sum of $325,000.00 to be expended for the 
purpose of furnishing free textbooks in the tax-supported public 
elementary schools of the State in accordance with the statutes and 
regulations of the State Board of Education in regard thereto. 

Section 4. ALABAMA COLLEGE. That there is hereby ap- 
propriated out of the State Treasury to Alabama College ior each 
of the fiscal years ending September 30, 1948, and September 30, 
1949, the sum of $450,000.00 as provided for in existing statutes 
(to be devoted to the same purposes and in the same proportions 
as provided in existing statutes). 
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Section 5. UNIVERSITY OF ALABAMA AND ALA- 
BAMA POLYTECHNIC INSTITUTE. That there is hereby 
appropriated out of the State Treasury to the University of Ala- 
bama and to Alabama Polytcehnic Institute (including the School 
of Forestry as provided by Act 294 of the 1945 Legislature) jointly 
for each of the fiscal years ending September 30, 1948, and Septem- 
ber 30, 1949, the sum of $3,200,000.00, to be devoted by these in- 
stitutions to the same purposes as provided in existing statutes, 
which sum is to be divided between the two institutions as follows: 

(a) The sum of $1,600,000.00 to be diveded equally between 
the two institutions. 

(b) The sum of $1,600,000.00 to be divided between the two 
institutions on the basis of the number of students who regularly 
enrolled for courses on the main campus of each institution (ex- 
clusive of extension and short-term courses) on or before the

NOMICS. (a) That, in order to aid in diffusing among the peo- 
ple of Alabama in the several counties thereof useful and practical 
information on subjects relating to agriculture and home. eco- 
nomics; to provide for the continuance and improvement of farm 
and home demonstration work; to provide for the training of men 
and women leaders; to provide for organizing clubs of farm peo- 
ple, including men, women, boys and girls, for the improvement 
of agriculture and farm home life; to promote the welfare of the 
rural districts by other forms of extention work in Agriculture and 
Home Economics; and to aid in securing for expenditure in Aia- 
bama the full amounts of federal funds appropriated conditionally 
to Alabama by the Congress of the United States, under the Act

ALABAMA POLYTECHNIC INSTITUTE FOR 
AGRICULTURE RESEARCH. (a) That there is hereby appro- 
priated out of the State Treasury for each of the fiscal years end- 
ing September 30, 1948, and September 30, 1949, to the Alabama: 
Agriculture Experiment Station of the Alabama Polytechnic In- 
stitute for the support of the work of the main station at Auburn, 
and for cooperative experiments with farmers, the sum of $200,- 
000.00. (b) That there is hereby appropriated out of the State 
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Treasury for each of the fiscal years ending September 30, 1948, 
and September 30, 1949, to the Tennessee Valley Branch Station 
located at Bell Mina in Limestone County, the sum of $12,500.00. 
(c) That there is hereby appropriated out of the State Treasury 
for each of the fiscal years ending September 30, 1948, and Sep- 
tember 30, 1949, to the Sand Mountain Branch Station located at 
Crossville in DeKalb County, the sum of $12,500.00. (d) That

out of the State Treasury for each of the fiscal years ending Sep- 
tember 30, 1948, and September 30, 1949, for the operation and 
maintenance of the Lower Coastal Plains Branch Station the sum 
of $14,900.00, conditional upon the establishment of the Lower 
Coastal Plains Branch Station in accordance with Act No. 222, 
Acts 1945, page 344. (j) That there is hereby appropriated out of 
the State Treasury for each of the fiscal years ending September 
30, 1948, and September 30, 1949, for the support of researches and 
experiments on experiment fields, the sum of $24,000.00. (k) That 
there is hereby appropriated out of the State Treasury for each of 
the fiscal years ending September 30, 1948, and September 30, 1949, 
to the Alabama Polytechnic Institute the sum of $10,000.00 to be 
used for maintenance and operation of the Central Artificial In- 
semination Unit. (1) That all research work and experiment con- 
_ templated by the spirit and purpose of this section shall be carried 
out under the supervision of the Director of the Agriculture Ex- 
periment Station and the President of the Alabama Polytechnic 
Institute, who shall make a complete report to the Board of Trus- 
tees of the Alabama Polytechnic Institute for each of the fiscal 
years ending September 30, 1948, and September 30, 1949. (m) 
That the funds provided in this section shall be used for the sup- 
port.of researches, experiments, and investigations bearing upon 
and relating to the production, marketing, manufacturing, use and 
distribution of agriculture crops and products; for the production, 
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marketing, and curing of all kinds of livestock and livestock prod- 
ucts that may be sold from or consumed on the farms of Alabama; 
for the production, culture, and use of pasture plants, for the es- 
tablishment, care, use, and management of pastures; for the testing 
of all kinds of hay, food, and forage crops, including those that 
may be used for lawns and other sod crop purposes; for the testing 
of varieties of crops, including soil adaption and improvement; for 
the testing of fertilizers and fertilizer materials on the various soils 
and for various crops; for the production, marketing, storage, and 
curing of fruit, nut, and vegetable crops; for the study of plant and 
animal disease, and insect pests; for researches and experiments 
dealing with forest production, management, and use; for re- 
searches dealing with soil erosion and problems arising from the 
waste of land due to soil erosion; for researches to discover new 
uses of land; for the provisions of necessary land, buildings, fenc-

H.J.R. 78. Proposing an amendment of Section 284, Article 
XVIII of the Constitution of Alabama as amended. 


BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF 
ALABAMA: 


1. The following amendment to Section 284, Article XVIII of 
the Constitution of Alabama, as amended (Amendment XXIV), 
is proposed, to become valid as a part of the Constitution when 
approved by a majority of the qualified electors voting thereon 
and upon proclamation of the Governor. 

“Section 284. (a) Amendments may be proposed to this con- 
stitution by the* legislature i in the manner following: ‘The proposed 
amendments shall be read in the house in which they originate on 
three several days, and, if upon the third reading three-fifths. of all 
the members elected to that house shall vote in favor thereof, the 
proposed amendments shall be sent to the other house, in which 
they shall likewise be read on three several days, and if upon the 
third reading three-fifths of all of the members elected to that 
house shall vote in favor of the proposed amendments, the legis- 
lature shall order an election upon such proposed amendments, to 
be held either at the geueral eicction next succeeding the session 
of the legislature at which the amendments are proposed or upon 
another day appointed by the legislature, not less than three 
months after the final adjournment of the session of the legislature 
at which the amendments were proposed. In the event the pro- 
posed amendment applies to any political subdivision or subdivi- 
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sions of the State less than the whole, the election shall be by the 
qualified electors of such subdivision or subdivisions; otherwise, 
the election shall be by the qualified electors of the whole State. 

(b) Notice of such election, together with the proposed amend- 
ments, shall be given by proclamation of the governor, which shall 
be published in such manner as the legislature shall direct, for at 
least four successive weeks next preceding the day appointed for 
such election. On the day so appointed an election shall be held for 
the vote of the qualified electors upon the proposed amendments. 
If such election be held on the day of the general election, the of- 
ficers of such general election shall open a poll for the vote of the 
qualified electors upon the proposed amendments; if it be held on 
a day other than that of the general election, officers for such elec- 
tion shall be appointed; and the election shall be held in all things 
in accordance with the law governing general elections. In all elec- 
tions upon such proposed amendments, the votes cast thereat shall 
be canvassed, tabulated and returns thereof be made to the secre- 
tary of state, and counted, in the same manner as in elections for 
representatives in the legislature; and if it shall thereupon appear 
that a majority of the qualified electors who voted at-such election 
upon the proposed amendments voted in favor of. the same, such 
amendments shall be valid to all intents and purposes as parts of 
this constitution. The result of such election shall be made known 
by proclamation of the governor. 

(c) Representation in the legislature shall be based upon popu- 
lation, and such basis of representation shall not be changed by 
constitutional amendments.” 

2. An election is ordered to be held upon the proposed amend- 
ment at the general election next succeeding the 1947 regular ses- 
sion of the Legislature of Alabama. Notice of the election and of 
the proposed amendment shall be given by proclamation of the 
Governor, which shall be published in some newspaper in every 
county for four successive weeks next preceding the day appointed 
for the election. In every county in which no newspaper is pub- 
lished, the notice shall be posted at each court house and post 
office. 

The above and foregoing H.J.R. 78, proposing an amendment 
to the Constitution, was read one time at length and referred to 
the Standing Committee on Rules.

A JOINT RESOLUTION 


H.J.R. 78. Proposing an amendment of Section 284, Article 
XVIII of the Constitution of Alabama as amended. 


BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LESISLATURE OF ALA- 
BAMA: ; 


‘1. The following amendment to Section 284, Article XVIII 
of the Constitution of Alabama, as amended (Amendment XXIV), 
is prupused, to become valid as a part of the Constitution when 
approved by a majority of the qualified electors voting thereon 
and upon proclamation of the Governor. 

“Section 284. (a) Amendments may be proposed to this cen- 
stitution by the legislature in the manner following: The pro- 
posed amendments shall be read in the house in which they origi- 
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nate on three several days, and, if upon the third reading three- 
fifths of all the members elected to that house shall vote in favor 
thereof, the proposed amendments shall be sent to the other house, 
in which they shall likewise be read on three several days, and if 
upon the third reading three-fifths of all of the members elected 
to that house shall vote in favor of the proposed amendments, the 
legislature shall order an election upcn such proposed amend- 
ments, to be held either at the general election next succeeding 
the session of the legislature at which the amendments are pro- 
_ posed or upon another day appointed by the legislature, not less 
than three months after the final adjournment of the session of 
the legislature at which the amendments were proposed. In the 
event the proposed amendment applies to any political subdivision 
or subdivisions of the States less than the whole, the election shall 
be by the qualified electors of such subdivision or subdivisions; 
otherwise, the election shall be by the qualified electors of the 
whole State. : 

(b) Notice of such election, together with the proposed 
amendments, shall be given by proclamation of the Governor, 
which shall be published in such manner as the legislature shall 
direct, for at least four successive weeks next preceeding the day 
appointed for such election. On the day so appointed an election 
shall be held for the vote of the qualified electors upon the pro- 
posed amendments. If such election be held on the day of the 
general election, the officers of such general election shall open a 
poll for the vote of the qualified electors upon the proposed amend- 
ments; if it be held on a day other than that of the general elec- 
tion, officers for such election shall be appointed; and the election 
shall be held in all things in accordance with the law governing 
general elections. In all elections upon such proposed amend- 
ments, the votes cast thereat shall be canvassed, tabulated and 
returns thereof be made to the secretary of state, and counted, in 
the same manner as in elections for representatives in the legisla- 
ture; and if it shall thereupon appear that a majority of the quali- 
fied electors who voted at such election upon the proposed amend- 
ments voted in favor of the same, such amendments shall be valid 
to all intents and purposes as parts of this constitution. The result 
of such election shall be made known by proclamation of the 
Governor. 

(c) Representation in the legislature shall be based upon 
population, and such basis of representation shall not be changed 
by constitutional amendments.” 

2. An election is ordered to be held upon the proposed amend- 
ment at the general election next succeeding the 1947 regular 
session of the Legislature of Alabama. Notice of the election and 
of the proposed amendment shall be given by proclamation of the 
Governor, which shall be published in some newspaper in every 
county for four successive weeks next preceding the day appointed 
for the election. In every county in which no newspaper is pub- 
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lished, the notice shall be posted at each court house and post 
office.

A TOINT MEMORIAL 


H.J.R. 50. Relating to Federal public assistance and social 
insurance legislation and public nursing homes for the chron- 
ically ill. 

To the President and the Congress of the United States of 

America: : 

Your memorialist respectfully represents that the 1946 amend- 
ments of the “Social Security Act,” although directed at the 
fundamental problem of financing the public assistance programs 
of the several States, are temporary; that the Federal government 
participates financially only in programs which alleviate the needs 
of the aged, the blind, and dependent children, thereby compelling 
other persons in need to rely entirely upon State and local funds; 
that some States are unable to provide sufficient funds to assure 
equitable treatment of all persons in need; that many persons are 
being cared for through public assistance programs because no 
social insurance system has been devised whereby they may make 
contributions for their own support during old age or periods of 
invalidity; that under the terms of the “Social Security Act,” no 
funds are available to public assistance recipients living in public 
institutions ; that the restrictions thus imposed serve to discourage 
efforts to convert almshouses into nursing homes or to establish 
oherwise public hospitals and infirmaries for the chronically ill. 


WHEREFORE YOUR MEMORIALIST, THE LECISLA- 
TURE OF ALABAMA, PRAYS: 


1. That the Congress will give immediate consideration to 
extension and liberation of the Federal public assistance program. 

2. That the Congress will enact legislation providing special 
Federal aid to low-income States through an equilization-grant 
formula that will enable such States to meet the public assistance 
needs not only of the aged, the blind, and dependent children but 
also of all other persons. 

3. That the Congress will give immediate consideration to a 
comprehensive basic national system of social insurance designed 
to close existing gaps in the coverage of both persons and risks 
and remove present inequities in the protection of workers and the 
financial burdens of employers. 
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4. That the Congress will give most earnest consideration to 
the enactment of legislation eliminating from the “Social Security 
Act” restrictions which prevent or discourage the developments 
within the several States of a comprehensive program of estab- 
lishing and maintaining public nursing homes and infirmaries for 
the chronically ill.

The county board of education shall exercise all the juris- 
diction, powers, and duties now or hereafter granted or conferred upon 
county boards of education by the laws of the state. The county board of 
education shall appoint the county superintendent of education for a term 
of not less than one year nor more than four years. and may remove him at 
any time for cause. The term of the county Superintendent of Education to 
be appointed under the provisions of this act shall comence with the expira- 
tion of the elective term of the present incumbent. 

Section 4. The member of the county board of education shall receive 
ten dollars a day and their actual travelling expenses incurred in attending 
meetings of the board, and transacting the business of the board, not to 
exceed pay for twelve days in any one year. 

Section 5. The Chairman of the board shall be elected at the general 
election in 1948 for a term of four years. The two associate members from

Levying in Tuscaloosa County, Alabama, additional special privilege or 
license taxes and excise taxes equalling fifty per centum of, and otherwise 
paralleling, with like provisions in Tuscaloosa County such State taxes as 
are levied by the State by Sections 752 through Section 811 and Articles 10 
and 11 of Chapter 20 of Title 51 of the Code of Alabama, and amendments 
thereto, except that only fifty per centum of the State levy is hereby made 
and is to be collected hereunder in Tuscaloosa County and providing for 
the collection thereof and providing that all such revenue arising from 
the levy herein made shall be used extensively for hospital purposes and 
maintenance, operation, construction and improvement of said public hospital 
being jointly operated by the City of Tuscaloosa and Tuscaloosa County, 
Alabama, known as the Druid City Hospital and the acquiring of a suitable 
site therefor; and providing that the City of Tuscaloosa and Tuscaloosa 
County may issue and sell revenue warrants, to be known as Druid City 
Hospital Revenue Warrants, for the sole purpose of constructing and im- 
proving said Druid City Hospital and the acquiring of a suitable site therefor, 
and that the City of Tuscaloosa and Tuscaloosa County may pledge not 
more than eighty (80%) per centum of the revenues to arise from the levies 
herein made for the payment of the principal and interest on said warrants 
for a period of not over thirty years, and provided that said warrants shall 
not be a general obligation of the City of Tuscaloosa or of Tuscaloosa 
County and shall not be charged to the Constitutional debt limit of the City 
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of Tuscaloosa or of Tuscaloosa County, and shall only be payable from the 
taxes levied hereby. 

WHEREAS, Tuscaloosa County and the City of Tuscaloosa are now 
jointly operating a hospital known as the Druid City Hospital in the City of 
Tuscaloosa for the treatment and care of human beings by and under a Hos- 
pital Board, as authorized by law, which said hospital is wholly inadequate 
to meet the needs of sick and suffering humanity in this area, and said 
hospital is in great need of enlargement, improvement and modernization 
and the acquiring of an adequate appropriate site therefor and the construc- 
tion of new buildings and the providing of suitable operating rooms, facili- 
ties, equipment and personnel, and neither the City of Tuscaloosa nor Tusca- 
loosa County has the funds to meet this great and growing humanitarian 
need; and, 

WHEREAS, the United States Government has recently passed a law 
whereby certain funds may be allocated in part for some or all of the pur- 
poses above mentioned with the proviso that the United States Government 
not furnish more than one-third of ihe cost thereof, and which funds are 
hedged around with various requirements and restrictions, and it may or 
may not be possible or desirable to comply with the requirements of the 
Federal Law and get these funds, but in any event it is imperative that funds 
be provided to meet the needs above mentioned, and to obtain suitable and 
adequate hospital facilities for this area; and, 

WHEREAS, many civic groups and interested public-spirited citizens 
in Tucaloosa County and in the City of Tuscaloosa and a special Citizens 
Hospital Committee have determined that a special sales tax and special use 
tax parallelling the State Sales Tax and State Use Tax levied by and under 
sections 752 through 811 and Articles 10 and 11 of Title 51 of the Code of 
Alabama, and amendments thereto, should be levied for the purpose of pro- 
viding such hospital facilities and equipment in the City of Tuscaloosa and

SECTION 1. In Tuscaloosa County, Alabama, there is hereby levied, 
in addition to all other taxes of every kind now imposed by law, and shali 
be collected as herein provided, a privilege or license tax against the person 
on account of the business activities and in the amount to be determined by 
the application of rates against gross saies, ui gross receipts, as the case 
may be as follows: (a) Upon every person, firm or corporation engaged, or 
continuing within Tuscaloosa County, Alabama, in business of selling at 
retail‘'any tangible personal property whatsoever, including merchandise and 
commodities of every kind and character (not including, however, bonds or 
other evidences of debt or stocks), an amount equal to one per cent of the 
gross proceeds of sales of the business except where a different amount is 
expressly provided herein. Provided, however, that any person engaging 
or continuing in business as a retailer and wholesaler or jobber shall pay 
the tax required on the gross proceeds of retail sales of such business at 
tre rates specified, when his books are kept so as to show separately the 
gress proceeds of sales of each business, and when his books are not so 
kept he shall pay the tax as a retailer, on the gross sales oi the business. (b) 
Upon every person, firm or corporation engaged, or continuing within Tus- 
caloosa County, Alabama, in the business of conducting, or operating places 
of amusement or entertainment, billiard and pool rooms, bowling alleys, 
amusement devices, musical devices, theatres, opera houses, moving pic- 
ture shows, vaudevilles, amusement parks, athletic contests, including wrest- 
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ling matches, prize fights, boxing and wrestling exhibitions, football and 
baseball games, (including athletic contests conducted by or under the aus- 
pices of any educational institution, or any athletic association thereof, or 
other association whether such institution or association be denominational, a 
state, county, or city school, or other institution, association or school), 
skating rinks, race tracks, golf courses, or any other place at which any 
exhibition, display, amusement or entertainment is offered to the public or 
place or places where an admission fee is charged, including public bathing 
places, public dance halls of every kind and description, conducted or carried 
on within Tuscaloosa County, Alabama, an amount equal to one per ‘cent 
of the gross receipts of any such business. (c) Upon every person, firm 
or corporation engaged or continuing within Tuscaloosa County, Alabama, 
in the business of selling any automotive vehicle, an amount equal to one- 
fourth of one per cent of the gross proceeds of the sale of said automotive 
vehicle. (d) The tax levied in. Section One hereof shall be subject to all 
the exemptions, definitions, proceedings rules, regulations, requirements, 
provisions, penalties, fines and punishments and deductions set out in 
Section 752 through Section 786 and Article Ten of Chapter 20 of Title 
51 of the Code of Alabama, and amendments thereof, except where in- 
applicable or where herein otherwise provided, all of which are adopted 
and made a part hereof by reference, including the provisions for the en- 
forcement and collection thereof. 

' SECTION 2: (a) In Tuscaloosa County, Alabama, an excise tax is 
hereby imposed on the storage, use or other consumption in Tuscaloosa 
County, Alabama, of tangible. personal property purchased at retail on or 
after effective date of this act. for storage, use or consumption in Tusca- 
loosa County, Alabama, at the rate of one per cent of the sales price of such 
property, except as provided in subsection (b) of this section. (b) In Tus- 
caloosa County, Alabama, an excise tax is hereby imposed on the storage, 
use or other consumption in Tuscaloosa County, Alabama, of any automo- 
tive -vehicle purchased at retail on or after the effective date of this Act, 
for storage, tse or other consumption in Tuscaloosa County, Alabama, at 
the rate of one-fourth of one per cent of the sales price of such automotive 
vehicle. Every person storing, using or otherwise consuming in Tuscaloosa 
County, Alabama, tangible personal property purchased at retail shall be 
liable for the tax imposed hereby, and the liability shall not be extinguished 
until the tax has been paid; provided, however that a receipt from a re- 
tailer maintaining a place of business in Tuscaloosa County, Alabama, show- 
ing the payment of said tax shall be sufficient to relieve the purchaser from 
further liability for a tax to which such receipt may refer. (c) The tax 
levied in Section Two hereof shail be subject to all the definitions, excep- 
tions, proceedings, requirements, rules, regulations, provisions, penalties, 
fines, and punishment and deductions set out in Section 787 through Sec- 
tion 811 and Article 11 of Chapter 20 of Title 51 of the Code of Alabama, 
and amendments thereto, except where inapplicable or where herein other- 
wise provided, all of which are adopted and made a part hereof by refer- 
ence, including the provisions for the enforcement and collection thereof. 

SECTION 3. The taxes as herein levied, together with the interest 
and penalties imposed by this act, shall be a lien upon the property of any 
person, firm or coorporation due said taxes under the provisions of this act, 
and all of the provisions of the revenue laws of the State of Alabama apply- 
ing to or with reference to the enforcement of liens for license taxes due 
the State of Alabama shall apply fully to the collection of the taxes herein 
levied, and Tuscaloosa County and the City of Tuscaloosa may jointly collect 
or enforce said taxes thereunder and in manner and form therein provided. 

SECTION 4. The taxes herein levied shall constitute a joint debt 
due Tuscaloosa County and the City of Tuscaloosa and may be collected 
by civil suit in addition to the methods provided by law or herein otherwise 
provided.

811 and Articles 10 and 11 of Chapter 20 of Title 51 of the Code of Alabama 
as to such taxes herein levied shall be made to the Probate Judge of Tusca- 
loosa County, Alabama, and as to the taxes herein levied the Probate Judge 
of Tuscaloosa County, Alabama, shall have and exercise the same powers, 
duties and obligations as are imposed on the Commissioner of Revenue of 
the State of Alabama by Section 752 through Section 811 and by Articles 10 
and 11 of Chapter 20 of Title 51 of the Code of Alabama, and amendments 
thereto, as to State taxes therein levied. 

SECTION 6: The taxes imposed hereby shall be in addition to all 
other licenses and taxes levied by law as a condition precedent to engage 
in any business taxable hereunder in Tuscaloosa County except as herein 
otherwise specifically provided. 

SECTION 7. The taxes hereii levied shal! be due and collectible at 
the times and manner and as set out in Section 752 through Section 811 and

directed to issue and sell interest-bearing warrants, to be known as Druid 
City Hospital Revenue Warrants, with principal and interest to be paid 
solely from the funds to be derived from the special taxes herein levied, 
the proceeds thereof to be used for the sole purpose of the construction, 
equipping and improvement of such public hospital in Tuscaloosa County 
to be jointly operated by Tuscaloosa County and the City of Tuscaloosa, 
and the acquiring of sites therefor, and not more than eighty per centum 
(80%) of said funds to be derived from the_special taxes herein levied may 
be pledged by the City of Tuscaloosa and Tuscaloosa County for the pay- 
ment of said warrants and interest thereon, with the proviso that said war- 
rants shall not be a general obligation of the City of Tuscaloosa or of 
Tuscaloosa County and shall not be charged to the Constitutional debt 
limit of the City of Tuscaloosa or of Tuscaloosa County; and provided that 
said warrants shall not be issued for a longer period than thirty years and 
not more than eighty per centum of the revenue to be derived from the taxes 
herein levied may be pledged for the payment of the principal and interest 
on said warrants. 

SECTION 9: Each taxpayer may comply with the provisions of this 
act by filing with the Probate Judge of Tuscaloosa County, a copy of the

H. R. 82. Requesting an advisory opinion of the Supreme 
Court of Alabama on the constitutionality of House Bill No. 388 
(by Mr. Coburn). 

WHEREAS the House of Representatives has pending before 
it House Bill No. 388 (by Mr. Coburn), which bill is a bill for a 
local act to be entitled: 

To create the Municipal Utilities Board of Muscle Shoals; to 
provide for its membership; to appoint the members to compose 
the original Board; to provide the qualifications of members of 
the Board; to provide the oath of office of members of the Board; 
to provide the term of office and method of election of members 
of the Board; to provide the method of impeaching and removing 
from office members of the Board; to provide the method of filling 
vacancies in the Board; to provide the compensation for the 
members of the Board; to provide for the organization of the 
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Board; to provide for the meetings of the Board; to provide for 
copies of the records of the Board to be certified by the Secre- 
tary to be competent evidence in all courts; to provide the author- 
ity and duties of the said Board; to provide for the management 
and control of the Municipal Electric Distribution System of the 
Town of Muscle Shoals by said Board; to provide for the employ- 
ment by the Board of managers, clerks, stenographers, attorneys, 
linemen, repairmen, and any other employees found necessary to 
be employed by said Board; to provide for official bonds of 
officers and employees of the Board handling money; to provide 
for the collection, deposit and distribution of funds received from

WHEREAS the published notice of intention to apply for the 
enactment of House Bill No. 388 and the bill as passed by the 
House included the following as Section 21 thereof: “Section 21. 
This Act shall go into effect immediately upon its passage and 
approval by the Governor or upon its becoming a law without his 
approval’, and 

WHEREAS the Senate has amended House Bill No. 388 as 
follows: 

2) Strike from Section 21 of House Bill 388 the following 
“This Act shall go into effect immediately upon its approval by 
the Governor or upon its becoming a law without his approval.” 
and substitute in lieu thereof 

“a) The provisions of this Act shall not become effective until 
approved by the electors of Muscle Shoals at a referendum election 
to be held at the time of the regular municipal election to be held 
on September 15, 1947. The chairman of the governing body of 
Muscle Shoals shall issue a proclamation stating the time of 
holding the election and the proposition to be submitted to the 
electurs, aud the proclamation shall be published one time at least 
ten (10) days prior to the election in a newspaper of general 
circulation in the city. 

b) On the ballots to be used at the election, the proposition 
shall be stated substantially as follows: “Shall Muscle Shoals 
adopt the provisions of Act....... of the 1947 Legislature approved 
the... day of —.--..- , 1947?

1. The Justices of the Supreme Court of Alabama are request- 
ed to give their written opinion on the following questions: 

a) Will the Senate’s amendment of Section 21 of House Bill 
No. 388 invalidate the Act under Section 106, Article IV of the 
Constitution if the House concurs in the Senate amendment and 
the Act is passed in every other respect in accordance with con- 
stitutional requirements? 

b) Will the Senate’s amendment of Section 21 of House Bill 
No. 388, if concurred in by the House, invalidate the Act under 
Section 44, Article IV of the Constitution? 

2. The Clerk of the House is directed to furnish to the 
justices of the Supreme Court a true copy of House Bill No. 388, 
together with the amendments thereto, upon their request.

SUBSTITUTE FOR HOUSE BILL NO. 795 
A BILL TO BE ENTITLED AN ACT 


To propose an amendment to the Constitution of Alabama 
which will authorize Jefferson County to issue sewerage bonds 
and to levy and collect sewerage service charges or rentals, to be 
a lien upon the property served, and which will otherwise provide 
for a sewerage system in Jefferson County. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. An amendment is hereby proposed to the Consti- 
tution of Alabama to read as follows: 

“JEFFERSON COUNTY SEWER AMENDMENT 

“In addition to any indebtedness now authorized, Jefferson 
County may become indebted and may issue bonds therefor in an 
amount not exceeding 3 per cent of the assessed valuation of the 
taxable property in said county in order to pay the expenses of 
constructing, improving, extending and repairing sewers and sew- 
erage treatment and disposal plants in said county. Said bonds 
shall be general obligations of Jefferson County but shall also be 
payable primarily from and accrued by a lien upon the sewer 
rentals or service charges, which shall be levied and collected in 
an amount sufficient to pay the principal of and interest on such 
bonds, replacements, extensions and improvements to, and the 
cost of operation and maintenance of, the sewers and sewerage 
treatment and disposal plants. Such sewer rentals or service 
charges shall be levied upon and collected from the persons and 
property whose sewerage is disposed of or treated by the sewers 
or the sewerage treatment or disposal plants and whether served 
by the part of the sewer system than being constructed, im- 
proved, or extended or by some other part of such system; and 
such charges or rentals shall be a personal obligation of the occu- 
pant of the property the sewerage from which is disposed of by 
such sewers or treated in such plants and shall also be a lien upon 
such property, enforceable by a sale thereof. 

“Before issuing any bonds or levying or collecting any such 
sewer service charges or rentals, the proposal shall first be sub- 
mitted to and approved by a majority of the voters of the county 
voting at an election to be called by the governing body thereof. 
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Notice of such election shall be given by publication once a week 
for four successive weeks immediately prior to such election in a 
newspaper published and of general circulation in Jefferson 
County. Such notice and the ballot shall set forth the purpose for 
which the bonds are proposed to be issued, the estimated cost of 
the proposed undertaking, the amount of bonds to be issued, the 
serial maturities thereof, and the maximum rate of interest such 
bonds are to bear, and a recital that the proposal includes the levy- 
ing of sewer service charges or rentals to be secured by liens upon 
the property served. Such elections shall in all respects not herein 
otherwise provided be conducted and the results thereof ascer- 
tained and declared in accordance with the law then in force relat- 
ing to county bond elections. If at any such election a majority 
- of the voters vote in favor of the proposed undertaking and the 
bonds, the bonds so voted may be issued at one time or from time 
to time as the governing body of the county shall deem advisable. 

“With the prior approval of the governing body of any incor- 
porated municipality therein, Jefferson County may take over, 
own, possess, control, expand, improve, maintain and. operate any 
sewers or sewerage treatment or disposal plants of such incor- 
porated municipality or, if such incorporated municipality has no 
sewers, Jefferson County may construct sewers therein. Such 
sewers and plants’ shall thereupon become a part of a combined 
and consolidated sewer system for Jefferson County. 

“The governing body of Jefferson County shall have full power 

and authority to manager, operate, control and administer the 
sewers and plants herein provided for and, to that end, may make 
any reasonable and nondiscriminatory rules and regulations fixing 
rates and charges, providing for the payment, collection and en- 
forcement thereof, and the protection of its property. Liens for 
sewer rentals dr service charges shall be foreclosed in such manner 
as may be provided by law for foreclosing municipal assessments 
for public improvements. This amendment is self-executing. 
_ “The authority to issue bonds shall cease December 31, 1958. 
The authority to levy and collect sewer charges and rentals shaii 
be limited to such charges as will pay the principal of and interest 
on the bonds and the reasonable expense of extending, improving, 
operating and maintaining said sewers and plants; and when the 
bonds shall have been paid off, service charges and rentals shall be 
accordingly reduced, it being the intent and purpose of this amend- 
ment that the expenses of needed improvements and extensions 
and maintenance and operation of the sewers and sewerage treat- 
ment and disposal plants and no other expenditures shall be paid 
from such seivice charges and rentals.” 

Section 2. An election is hereby ordered for the qualified 
electors of the State of Alabama upon the proposed amendment 
at the general election next succeeding the adjournment of the 
1947 regular session of the Legislature. Notice of the election, to- 
gether with the amendment, shall be given by proclamation of the 
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Governor, which shall be published in one newspaper in every 
county in the State of Alabama once a week for at least four suc- 
cessive weeks next preceding the day appointed for the election. 

Section 3. At the election, the qualified electors of the State 
of Alabama shall vote upon the amendment. On the ballots pro- 
vided for the election shall be printed: 

“Shall the following be adopted as an amendment to the Con- 
stitution of Alabama? 

‘JEFFERSON COUNTY SEWER AMENDMENT 

‘In addition to any indebtedness now authorized, Jefferson 
County may become indebted and may issue bonds therefor in an 
amount not exceeding 3 per cent of the assessed valuation of the 
taxable property in said county in order to pay the expenses of 
constructing, improving, extending and repairing sewers and sew- 
etage treatment and disposal plants in said county. Said bonds 
shall be general obligations of Jefferson County but shall also be 
payable primarily from and secured by a lien upon the sewer

By Mr. Stone: : 
A BILL TO BE ENTITLED AN ACT 


To create the Alabama World Trade Authority, and to provide for 
the appointment and term of the members thereof; to fix the 
powers and duties of the Authority; to create a Citizens World 
Trade Commission; and to make an appropriation for the main- 
tenance and operation of the Authority. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. Creation of Alabama World Trade Authority. 
There is hereby created the Alabama Worid Trade Authority io 
consist of the Governor, as Chairman, the Lieutenant-Governor 
as Vice-Chairman, the Speaker of the House of Representatives 
as Second Vice-Chairman, and one member of the Senate to be 
appointed by the Senate, and one member of the House of Repre- 
sentatives to be appointed by the House of Representatives. The 
terms of office of the members shall expire upon the expiration 
of the terms of their respective offices as Governor, Lieutenant- 
Governor or Legislator. In the event a vacancy occurs in a posi- 
tion held by a legislator while the Legislature is not in session, 
such vacancy shall be filled by appointment made by the Governor 
for the unexpired term. 

Section 2. The Authority shall meet upon call of the Governor 
or upon a request in writing for a meeting signed by not less than 
two members of the Authority. Notice of all meetings of the 
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Authority shall be given by the Secretary in such manner and 
under such rules and regulations as the Authority mjay prescribe. 

Three members of the Authority shall constitute a quorum for 
the transaction of business. 

The Authority at its first meeting, or as soon thereafter as prac- 
tical, shall appoint a secretary and treasurer, any one of which 
officers may be, or not be, a member of the Authority; and the 
Authority shall fix the compensation, if any, attached to said posi- 
tion; provided, however, that if a member of the Authority holds 
any one of such positions he shall receive no compensation. The 
Authority shall have the power to appoint such other employees 
and committees as may be necessary to enable the Authority to 
perform its functions. 

Section 3. The Authority shall be charged with the conversion 
of the Federal Government-loaned S. S. Frostburg Victory into an 
educational “floating fair” suitable for the exhibition in Latin 
American ports of those exportable industrial and agricultural 
products manufactured or processed within the State of Alabama, 
and with the operation of the S. S. Frostburg Victory while on the 
tour of Latin American ports. 

The Authority also shall sit as members of the hereinafter 
described Alabama Citizens World Trade Committee, of which the 
Governor shall serve as Chairman ex-officio, and shall represent 
the State of Alabama in the deliberations and planning of that 
body. 

Section 4. The Authority shall have the power to enter all 
contracts, including contracts with other State agencies, for the 
furtherance of its authorized purposes, 

Section 5. The Authority may accept and received gifts, de- 
vises and bequests. 

Section 6. The expenditures of the Authority, exclusive of 
gifts, shall be kept within the amounts appropriated for that pur- 
pose by the Legislature. All appropriations heretofore or hereafter 
made for salaries and other expenses of the Authority shall be 
expended only upon the approval of the Governor. The Authority 
may adopt rules and regulations for the transaction of its business 
and shall keep a record of its resolutions, transactions, findings and 
determinations. 

Section 7. Creation of the Alabama Citizens World Trade 
Commission. There is hereby created the Alabama Citizens World 
Trade Commiission, a coordinating agency of industrial, agricul- 
tural, and civic organization leaders, which shall stimulate and 
promote trade between the industrial and agricultural interests 
and enterprises of Alabama and the peoples of foreign countries; 
and shall provide exhibits and exhibitions of the products of Ala-

SENATE MESSAGE 
On motion of Mr. Stone, the House concurred in and adopted 


the Senate amendment to the bill, H. 97, said Senate amendment 
being as follows: 
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SUBSTITUTE FOR H. 97 
A BILL TO BE ENTITLED AN ACT 


To permit the catching of shrimp for use as bait during the closed 
season; to prescribe regulations under which such shrimp may 
be taken; to provide for the licensing of persons selling or 
offering for sale of such shrimp; and to provide penalties for 
the violation hereof. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. Nothing in the laws of the State of Alabama shall 
be so construed as to prevent any citizen thereof from taking or 
catching or attempting to catch or take any shrimp in any of the 
open waters of Mobile Bay below what is known as the Cochrane 
Bridge Causeway, without license therefor and within or without 
the closed season as declared by the Director of Conservation; 
provided that such shrimp shall be taken only in the manner 
herein set forth. 

Section 2. Such shrimp shall be taken or caught solely for 
bait; shall not be taken or caught by use of any net or trawl hav- 
ing a width of greater than 16 feet, or from any boat, by what- 
ever name called, which uses or has on board available for use, 
any mechanical motive power greater than what is commonly 
termed an outboard motor havin an O. B. C. horsepower rating 
of twenty-two (22); shall not be taken or caught in quantities 
greater than five (5) pounds for each person on or in said boat 
at such time, nor shall more than fifteen (15) pounds be caught 
by any boat regardless of the number of persons therein; nor shall 
more than five (5) pounds for each person, nor fifteen (15) pounds 
for each boat, whichever is the lesser be kept in possession at 
any time. Such shrimp shall not be sold, exchanged, bartered or 
otherwise disposed of for any purpose whatsoever except as pro- 
vided hereinafter. The above limitation as to type or size of boat 
or motive power shall not apply when trawling, done solely for 
the purpose of taking small croakers for use as bait, but it shall 
be unlawful for any boat from which such croakers are taken to 
have on board more than five (5) pounds of shrimp. 

Section 3. Such shrimp may be sold only when alive or with 
heads attached solely for use as bait, and may be sold only by 
persons who have previously purchased from the Department of 
Conservation a license which shall be known as “Live Shrimp 
Dealer’s License,’ and which such license the Deparimcut shall 
issue to bona fide applicants, and for which the Department shall 
charge not more than $7.50 per year. It shall be unlawful for any 
person other than a person to whom a “Live Shrimp Dealer’s 
License” shall have been issued to sell, exchange, barter, or other- 
wise dispose of live shrimp. That portion of Section 2 hereof re- 
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lating to quantity of such shrimp which may be legally caught or 
taken shall not apply to persons having a “Live Shrimp Dealer’s 
License.” 

Section 4. Violation of any of the provisions hereof shall be 
an offense against the State of Alabama, and violators shall, upon 
conviction be fined not less than One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars 
nor more than Five Hundred ($500.00) Dollars; and any licensee 
hereunder who shall be found guilty of violating any of the pro- 
visions hereof shall have such license revoked forthwith, and the 
Department of Conservation shall not thereafter issue another 
license to such licensee. 

Section 5. All laws or parts of laws in conflict herewith are 
hereby expressly repealed so far as they may be in conflict. 

Section 6. If any section, clause or sentence hereof shall be 
declared invalid or unconstitutional by any Court, it shall not 
affect the validity of any remaining portion, it being the expressed 
intent of the Legislature to enact such portions as are valid and 
constitutional. . 

Section 7. This Act shall become a law immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor or by its otherwise becom- 
ing a law.

NOTICE OF LOCAL BILL 


Notice is hereby given that a local bill affecting Mobile County will be 
introduced at the present session of the Legislature. The bill to be introduced 
is substantially as follows: 

Section 1: Whenever the prosecuting attorney of Mobile County shall 
present to the Governor his written application for a requisition for the re- 
turn to Mobile County of any person in another state to answer a criminal 
charge in Mobile County, and the Governor shall have granted such applica- 
tion and caused the demand to be issued as authorized by law, it shall be the 
duty of the Treasurer of Mobile County to pay to the sheriff of said county 
a sum reasonably sufficient to effect the extradition. Such sum shall include 
any and all expenses that the sheriff is entitled to receive from the State of 
Alabama in prosecuting said extradition. : 

Section 2: It shall be the duty of any governing body of Mobile County 
to set aside and allocate annually from the general fund of the county a sum 
reasonably sufficient to pay the expenses impressed in the preceding section 
which sum shall be kept at a level of not less than $500.00. The Treasurer 
shall disburse said allocated funds in the manner provided herein. 

Section 3: When the sheriff shall have received from the State of Ala- 
bama his expenses lawfully incurred in effecting said extradition, he shall 
immediately reimburse the county treasurer therewith and shall also pay any 
sum between the amount withdrawn and that received from the State, to the 
end that the entire advance made by the county for said extradition may be 
refunded. 

Section 4: After the State has paid the lawful expenses incurred in any 
extradition proceedings, and the sheriff fails forthwith to refund to the 
county the full amount paid to him by the county to cover such expense, it 
shall be the duty of the county treasurer to deduct from the sheriff’s next 
salary check a sum sufficient to make said repayment in full. The acceptance 
by the sheriff of any money from the county treasurer as an advancement 
for the purpose herein stated shall constitute the authority of the county 
treasurer to make said deduction. The sheriff and his official bond shall both 
be liable for said refund. 

Section 5: This Act shall take effect immediately on its lawful enact- 
ment.

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To provide for the County Board of Education of Butler County, Ala- 
bama, prescribing the election of members, their terms, compensation, powers, 
and duties. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. The Board of Education of Butler County, Alabama, shall 
consist of five members, a chairman and four associate members, who are 
qualified electors of the county. 

Section 2. One associate member shall be elected from each of the four 
commissioners districts constituted by Local Act No. 183, Local Acts, 1945, 
page 99. Associate members must reside within the district they represent, 
and they shall be nominated and elected by the qualified electors of the en- 
tire county. The Chairman of the board may reside anywhare in the county, 
and shall be nominated and elected by the qualified electors of the entire 
county. Except as otherwise hereinafter provided, the chairman and the as- 
sociate members shall be elected for terms of four years or until their suc- 
cessors are elected and qualified, their terms commencing on the second 
Tuesday in January immediately following their election. 

Section 3. The county board of education shall exercise all the juris- 
diction, powers, and duties now or hereafter granted or conferred upon 
county boards of education by the laws of the state. The county board of 
education shall appoint the county superintendent of education for a term of 
not less than one year nor more than four years, and may remove him at any 
time for cause. The term of the county Superintendent of Education to be 
appointed under the provisions of this act shall commence with the expiration 
of the elective term of the present incumbent.

Levying in Tuscaloosa County, Alabama, additional special privilege or

herein made shall be used exclusively for hospital purposes and maintenance, 
operation, construction and improvement of said public hospital being jointly 
operated by the City of Tuscaloosa and Tuscaloosa County, Alabama, known 
as the Druid City Hospital and the acquiring of a suitabie site therefor; and 
providing that the City of Tuscaloosa and Tuscaloosa County may issue and 
sell revenue warrants, to be known as Druid City Hospital Revenue War- 
rants, for the sole purpose of constructing and improving said Druid City 
Hospital and the acquiring of a suitable site therefor, and that the City of 
Tuscaloosa and Tuscaloosa County may pledge not more than eighty (80%) 
per centum of the revenues to arise from the levies herein made for the pay- 
ment of the principal and interest on said warrants for a period of not over 
thirty years, and provided that said warrants shall not be a general obliga- 
tion of the City of Tuscaloosa or of Tuscaloosa County and shall not be 
charged to the Constitutional debt limit of the City of Tuscaloosa or of 
Tuscaloosa County, and shall only be payable from the taxes levied hereby. 

WHEREAS, Tuscaloosa County and the City of Tuscaloosa are now 
jointly operating a hospital known as the Druid City Hospital in the City 
of Tuscaloosa for the treatment and care of human beings by and under a 
Hospital Board, as authorized by law, which said hospital is wholly inade- 
quate to meet the needs of sick and suffering humanity in this area, and said 
hospital is in great need of enlargement, improvement and modernization 
and the acquiring of an adequate appropriate site therefor and the construc- 
tion of new buildings and the providing of suitable operating rooms, facili- 
ties, equipment and personnel, and neither the City of Tuscaloosa nor Tus- 
caloosa County has the funds to meet this great and growing humanitarian 
need; and, 

WHEREAS, the United States Government has recently passed a law 
whereby certain funds may be allocated in part for some or all of the pur- 
poses ahove mentioned with the proviso that the United States Government 
not furnish more than one-third of the cost thereof, and which funds are 
hedged around with various requirements and restrictions, and it may or 
may not be possible or desirable to comply with the. requirements of the 
Federal Law and get these funds, but in any event it is imperative that funds 
be provided to meet the needs above mentioned, and to obtain suitable and 
adequate hospital facilities for this area; and, 

WHEREAS, many civic groups and interested public-spirited citizens 
in Tuscaloosa County and in the City of Tuscaloosa and a special Citizens 
Hospital Committee have determined that a special sales tax and special use 
tax parallelling the State Sales Tax and State Use Tax levied by and under 
sections 752 through 811 and Articles 10 and 11 of Title 51 of the Code of 
Alabama, and amendmente thereto, should be levied for the purpose of pro- 
viding such hospital facilities arid equipment in the City of ‘l'uscaloosa and

SECTION 1: In Tuscaloosa County, Alabama, there is hereby levied, 
in addition to all other taxes of every kind now imposed by law, and shal} be 
collected as herein provided, a privilege or license tax against the person on 
account of the business activities and in the amount to be determined by the 
application of rates against gross sales, or gross receipts, as the case may be, 
as follows: (a) Upon every person, firm or corporation engaged, or con- 
tinuing within Tuscaloosa County, Alabama, in business of selling at retail 
any tangible personal property whatsoever, including merchandise and com- 
modities of every kind and character, (not including, however, bonds or other 
evidences of debt or stocks), an amount equal to one per cent of the gross 
proceeds of sales of the business except where a different amount is ex- 
pressly provided herein. Provided, however, that any person engaging or con- 
tinuing in business as a retailer and wholesaler or jobber shall pay the tax 
required on the gross proceeds of retail sales of such business at the rates 
specified, when his books are kept so ag to show separately the gross proceeds 
of sales of each business, and when his books are not so kept he shall pay 
the tax as retailer, on the gross sales of the business. (b) Upon every person, 
firm or corporation engaged, or continuing within Tuscaloosa County, Ala- 
bama, in the business of conducting, or operating places of amusement or 
entertainment, billiard and pool rooms, bowling alleys, amusement devices, 
musical devices, theatres, opera houses, moving picture shows, vaudevilles, 
amusement parks, athletic contests, inclding wrestling matches, prize fights, 
boxing and wrestling exhibitions, football and baseball games, (including 
athletic contests conducted by or under the auspices of any educational insti- 
tution, or any athletic association thereof, or other association whether such 
institution or association be denominational, a state, county, or city school, 
or other institution, association or school), ‘skating rinks, race tracks, golf 
courses, or any other place at which any exhibition, display, amusement or 
entertainment is offered to the public or place or places where an admission 
fee is charged, including public bathing places, public dance halls of every 
kind and description, conducted or carried on within Tuscaloosa County, 
Alabama, an amount equal to one per cent of the gross receipts of any such 
business. (c) Upon every person, firm or corporation engaged or continuing 
within Tuscaloosa County, Alabama, in the business of selling any auto- 
motive vehicle, an amount equal to one-fourth of one per cent of the gross 
proceeds of the sale of said automotive vehicle. (d) The tax levied in Section 
One hereof shall be subject to all the exemptions, definitions, proceedings, 
rules, regulations, requirements, provisions, penalties, fines and punishments 
and deductions set out in Section 752 through Section 786 and Article Ten 
of Chapter 20 to Title 51 of the Code of Alabama, and amendments thereof, 
except where inapplicable or where herein otherwise provided, all of which 
are adopted and made a part hereof by reference, including the provisions 
for the enforcement and collection thereof. 

SECTION 2: (a) In Tuscaloosa County, Alabama, an excise tax is 
hereby imposed on the storage, use or other consumption in Tuscaloosa 
County, Alabama, of tangible personal property purchased at retail on or 
after effective date of this act, for storage, use or consumption in Tuscaloosa 
County, Alabama, at the rate of one per cent of the sales price of such 
property, except as provided in subsection (b) of this section. (b) In Tusca- 
loosa County, Alabama, an excise tax is hereby imposed on the storage, use 
or other consumption in Tuscaloosa County, Alabama, of any automotive 
vehicle purchased at retail on or after the effective date of this Act, for stor- 
age, use or other consumption in Tuscaloosa County, Alabama, at the rate 
of one-fourth of one per cent of the sales price of such automotive vehicle. 
Every person storing, using or otherwise consuming in Tuscaloosa County, 
Alabama, tangible personal property purchased at retail shall be liable for 
the tax imposed hereby, and the liability shall not be extinguished until the 
tax has been paid; provided, however, that a receipt from a retailer main- 
taining a place of business in Tuscaloosa County, Alabama, showing the pay- 
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ment of said tax shall be sufficient to relieve the purchaser from further lia- 
bility for a tax to which such receipt may refer. (c) The tax levied in Section 
Two hereof shall be subject to all the definitions, exceptions, proceedings, 
requirements, rules, regulations, provisions, penalties, fines, and punishment 
and deductions set out in Section 787 through Section 811 and Article 11 of 
Chapter 20 of Title 51 of the Code of Alabama, and amendments thereto, 
except where inapplicable or where herein otherwise provided, ali of which 
are adopted and made a part hereof by reference, including the provisions 
for the enforcement and collection thereof. 

SECTION 3: The taxes as herein levied, together with the interest 
and penalties imposed by this act, shall be a lien upon the property of any 
person, firm or corporation due said taxes under the provisions of this act, 
and all of the provisions of the revenue laws of the State of Alabama apply- 
ing to or with reference to the enforcement of liens for license taxes due the 
State of Alabama shall apply fully to the collection of the taxes herein levied, 
and Tuscaloosa County and the City of Tuscaloosa may jointly collect or 
enforce said taxes thereunder and in manner and torm therein provided. 

SECTION 4: The taxes herein levied shall constitute a joint debt due 
Tuscaloosa County and the City of Tuscaloosa and may be collected by civil 
suit in addition to the methods provided by law or herein otherwise provided. 

SECTION 5. The taxes herein levied shall be collected by, and paid to, 
the Probate Judge of Tuscaloosa County in his official capacity. All reports 
required to be made to the Commissioner of Revenue of the State of Ala- 
bama as to State Sales and Use Taxes under Section 752 through Section 811 
and Articles 10 and 11 of Chapter 20 of Title 51 of the Code of Alabama as 
to such taxes herein levied shall be made to the Probate Judge of Tuscaloosa 
County, Alabama, and as to the taxes herein levied the Probate Judge of 
Tuscaloosa County, Alabama, shall have and exercise the same powers, du- 
ties and obligations as are impased on the Commissioner of Revenue of the 
State of Alabama by Section 752 through Section 811 and by Articles 10 and 
11 of Chapter 20 of Title 51 of the Code of Alabama; and amendments there- 
to, as to State taxes therein levied. 

SECTION 6: The taxes imposed hereby shall be in addition to all 
other licenses and taxes levied by law as a condition precedent to engage 
in any business taxable hereunder in Tuscaloosa County except as herein 
otherwise specifically provided. 

SECTION 7: The taxes herein levied shall be due and collectible at 
the times and manner and as set out in Section 752 through Section 811 and

SECTION 8: All revenue arising from the taxes herein levied shall be 
used exclusively for hospital purposes and for solely the maintenance, opera- 
tion, construction and improvement of public hospital in Tuscaloosa County 
being operated jointly by the City of Tuscaloosa and Tuscaloosa County and 
the acquiring of sites therefor, and for no other purpose, and the City of 
Tuscaloosa and Tuscaloosa County are hereby authorized and directed to 
issue and sell interest-bearing warrants, to be known as Druid City Hos- 
pital Revenue Warrants, with principal and interest to be paid solely from 
the funds to be derived from the special taxes herein levied, the proceeds 
thereoi tu be used for ilic sole purpose of the construction, eqnippine and 
improvement of such public hospital in Tuscaloosa County to be jointly 
operated by Tuscaloosa County and the City of Tuscaloosa, and the ac- 
quiring of sites therefor, and not more than eighty per centum (80%) of said 
funds to be derived from the special taxes herein levied may be pledged by 
the City of Tuscaloosa and Tuscaloosa County for the payment of said war- 
rants and interest thereon, with the proviso that said warrants shall not be a 
general obligation of the City of Tuscaloosa or of Tuscaloosa County and 
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shall not be charged to the Constitutional debt limit of the City of Tusca- 
loosa or of Tuscaloosa County; and provided that said warrants shall not 
be issued for a longer period than thirty years and not more than eighty per 
centum of the revenue to be derived from the taxes herein levied may be 
pledged for the payment of the principal and interest on said warrants. 

SECTION 9: Each taxpaper may comply with the provision of this 
act by filing with the Probate Judge of Tuscaloosa County, a copy of the 
report made by him to the Commissioner of Revenue of the State of Ala- 
bama and paying to said Probate Judge of Tuscaloosa County a sum equal 
to fifty per centum of the amount due the State under Sections 752 through 
Section 811 and Articles 10 and 11 of Chapter 20 of Title 51 of the Code of 
Alabama and amendments thereto, without making other reports or payments. 

SECTION 10: All laws and parts of laws in conflict with any pro- 
vision of this Act are hereby repealed. 

SECTION 11: If any section, clause or provision of this act shall be, 
or declared to be, invalid, this shall not affect any other section, clause or 
provision hereof not in itself invalid.

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1 of Act 89, approved July 7, 1947, which fixes the compensation 
of the sheriff of Montgomery County and provides for help and assistants 
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and other expense in the office of the sheriff, is amended to read: “The sheriff 
of Montgomery County shall be paid an annual salary of four thousand dol- 
lars ($4,000) net, in lieu of all other compensation, fees, and emoulments, ex- 
cept as is otherwise provided in this Act, and the sheriff shall be allowed the 
sum of forty-six thousand and two hundred dollars ($46,200) per annum for 
help and assistants as follows: one chief deputy at thirty-six hundred ($3,600) 
per annum; eleven deputies at three thousand dollars ($3,000) per annum; 
one warden at three thousand and three hundred dollars ($3,300) per annum; 
two wardens at twenty-four hundred dollars ($2,400) per annum; and one 
attorney at one thousand and five hundred dollars ($1,500) per annum. In 
addition, the sheriff shall be allowed the further sum of twenty-five hundred 
dollars ($2,500) per annum, in equal monthly installments, for his ex officio 
services and for his attendance upon sessions of the juvenile court or courts 
of like jurisdiction in the county. The sheriff further shall be allowed his 
necessary expense in apprehending and returning prisoners from other states.

Sub. H. 221 by Mr. Stone: 


A BILL TO BE ENTITLED AN ACT 


To provide for a refund of a portion of the State tax paid on 
gasoline when the gasoline is used in propelling or operating trac- 
tors or boats used exclusively for agricultural and fishing pur- 
poses; prescribing a procedure for effecting refunds; authorizing 
the Commissioner of Revenue to issue permits and make rules and 
regulations to administer the Act; defining violations of the Act 
and prescribing penalties therefor. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. The purpose of this Act is to promote agriculture 
and fishing industry in Alabama, and to encourage and foster the 
progress of the farmers of this State by making it possible for them 
to use extensively mechanized equipment in competition with the 
farmers and agricultural and fishing interests of surrounding 
states. 

Section 2. As used in this Act, “refund gasoline” means gaso- 
line used as motor fuel for operating or propelling tractors and 
boats used exclusively for agricultural or fishing purposes. 

Section 3. Subject to the conditions set forth in this Act, a 
person who purchases gasoline as defined in Section 646 of Title 
51 of the 1940 Code in quantities of fifty gallons or more at any 
one time for use in operating or propelling tractors or boats used 
exclusively for agricultural or fishing purposes is entitled to a re- 
fund of five cents of the State excise tax paid on each gallon of 
gasoline so purchased and used. The right to receive a tax refund 
is not assignable. 

Section 4. A person who desires to use refund gasoline shall 
register the tractor or boat in which it is to be used at the time the 
tractor or boat is assessed for ad valorem taxation. Registration 
shall be by the tax assessor, who shall issue to the owner a ser- 
ially-numbered certificate upon which shall be written or printed 
the owner’s name and address, a full description of the tractor or 
boat, including the rated horsepower, make, model, and year of 
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manufacture, and the location and acreage of the farm upon which 
the tractor is to be used and the waters upon which the boat is to 
be used. Each tractor or boat owned or operated shall be separately 
registered on forms provided by the State Department of Revenue. 
Registration shall be under oath. No fee for registration shall be 
charged. 

Section 5. No person is entitled to a refund unless he is the 
holder of a registration certificate as provided in Section 4 and a 
refund gasoline user’s permit issued by the Commissioner of Rev- 
enue. The application for a user’s permit shall be sworn to by the 
applicant and contain a complete listing and description, including 
make, model, number, rated horsepower, and approximate per-hour 
fuel consumption of each tractor or boat for which the application 
is made; it shall also contain a description of the acreage to be 
tended by each tractor and such other information as the Commis- 
sioner of Revenue may require. Permits shall be issued for periods 
of six months: from February 1 to August 1 and from August 1 to 
February 1. Permits shall be serially numbered, and each shall bear 
the registration numbers of the tractors or boats for which it is 
issued. Every permit shall contain a statement of the number of 
gallons of gasoline allowed for the operation of each tractor or 
boat covered thereby. No fee for a permit shall be demanded or 
received. 

Section 6. Upon receipt of an application for a user’s permit, 
which shall be accompanied by the registration certificate or cer- 
tificates of the applicant, the Commissioner of Revenue shall de- 
termine the amount of gasoline that will be needed during the en- 
suing period. The determination of the commissioner shall be made 
on the basis of a table, or tables, which shall be prepared by the 
Department of Agricultural Engineering of Alabama Polytechnic 
Institute, showing the maximum belt and drawbar horsepower, 
maximum crop acreage, and average per-hour, per-day, and per- 
year fuel consumption of each make, model, size, and kind of trac- 
tor known to be on the market, The commissioner shall publish 
semi-annually in a newspaper in each county a list of the names of 
permit holders within the county and the amount of refund gaso- 
line allotted for each tractor and boat owned or operated by each. 

Section 7. Claims for tax refunds must be filed with the Com- 
missioner of Revenue, on forms to be prescribed by him, within six 
months from the date of purchase of the gasoline with respect to 
which the claim is made. Every claim shall be verified by the oath 
of the claimant and be supported by invoices of refund gasoline 
purchased. No refund shall be made unless the commissioner is 
satisfied that the gasoline with respect to which the reiund is 
claimed was used in a tractor, or tractors or boat, used exclusively 
in plowing, planting, harvesting, or processing agricultural prod- 
ucts on a farm or farms, owned, leased, or operated by the person 
making such claim or in fishing if used in a boat. Upon approval of 
a claim, the State Comptroller is authorized and directed to draw 
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a warrant for payment. There is appropriated of the proceeds of the 
State tax on gasoline so much thereof as may be necessary to make, 
from time to time, refunds as provided for in this Act. 

Section 8. The Commissioner of Revenue may make such rules 
and regulations as may be necessary to administer this Act; he 
may, after notice and hearing, suspend or revoke the user’s permit 
of any person who violates any provision of this Act or a rule or 
regulations promulgated in pursuance thereof. The commissioner 
and his specially authorized representative shall have power to ad- 
minister oaths, take depositions, and issue subpoenas to compel the 
attendance of witnesses and production of papers, books, or docu- 
ments necessary as evidence in connection with the administration 
of this Act. In case a person refuses to obey such subpoena, the 
commissioner or his representative may invoke the aid of any cir- 
cuit court in order that the testimony or evidence be produced. 
Upon proper showing, such court shall issue a subpoena or order 
requiring such person to appear before the commissioner of his 
representative and produce all evidence and give all testimony re- 
lating to the matter in issue. 

Section 9. Any person, firm, or corporation who shall fraud- 
ulently secure a refund, as herein provided, on any gasoline not used 
for agricultural purposes, or any person, firm, or corporation who 
shali violate any of the provisions of this Act or any of the rules 
and regulations promulgated by the Commissioner in pursuance 
with this Act shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and shall be pun- 
ishable by a fine of not less than fifty dollars nor more than one 
thousand dollars and may, also in addition thereto, at the discretion 
of the court, be sentenced to hard labor for the county for not more 
than six months. : 

Section 10. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any 
part of the Act is declared unconstitutional or invalid, such dec- 
laration shall not affect the remainder. 

Section 11. All laws in conflict with this Act are repealed to 
the extent of such conflict. 

Section 12. This Act shall become effective October 1, 194%.

THE STATE OF ALABAMA — JUDICIAL DEPARTMENT 
| THE SUPREME COURT OF ALABAMA 


The House of Representatives, 
State Capitol, 
Montgomery, Alabama. 


Gentlemen: 

Your inquiry set out above relates to the amendment of Section 
21 of Howse Bill 388, which bill is designated, as indicated by its 
title, to create a municipal utility board for Muscle Shoals, provide 
for its membership, and the details of the operation of said board in 
the management and operation of any water, gas or other utilities 
in the town of Muscle Shoals, as in the future may be acquired by 
said town. We see no occasion for a recital of the many details of 
this proposed Act either in the opinion or in the report as it will 
appear when published, 

Your inquiry, as previously indicated, relates solely to the 
amendment of Section 21 of said House Bill 388. This bill, as we 
understand from your inquiry, was a local bill and duly published. 
As originally framed and published, and as passed by the House, 
Section 21 of the Bill provides as follows: 

“This Act shall go into effect immediately upon its passage and 
approval by the Governor, or by its becoming a law without his ap- 
proval.” 

When the bill reached the Senate that body amended said 
House Bill 388 so as to strike from Section 21 the provision con- 
cerning the effective date of the Act, and substituted in lieu thereof 
the following:

til approved by the electors of Muscle Shoals at a referendum elec- 
tion to be held at the time of the regular municipal election to be 
held on September 15, 1947. The chairman of the governing body of 
Muscle Shoals shall issue a proclamation stating the time of hold- 
ing the election and the proposition to be submitted to the electors, 
and the proclamation shall be published one time at least ten (10) 
days prior to the election in a newspaper of general circulation in 
the city.

fo a) The oroavi see ns of this Act shall not become effective un- 
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c) Ifa majority of the votes at the election shall be “Yes,” the 
provisions of this Act shall be adopted by Muscle Shoals and shall 
become effective immediately. If a majority shall be “No,” the Act 
shall have no effect.’ ” 

Your inquiry, therefore, is whether or not this amendment by 
the Senate with reference to the effective date of the Act violates 
either Section 106, Article IV of the Constitution or Section 44, 
Article IV of the Constitution. 

As to Section 44, Article IV of the Constitution, it has long been 
the settled rule that the Legislature may pass a valid statute to 
take effect on the happening of a future event, and the statute will 
not on that account be held to be unconstitutional. This question 
was considered in Childers v. Shepherd, 142 Ala. 385, 39 So, 235, 

. wherein the following excerpt from that opinion is here directly in 
point: 

“A local law may be passed to take effect on the ratification of 
the same by the people of the county or district thereof.” 

It is clear enough, therefore, that the amendment in no manner 
‘conflicts with Section 44 of the Constitution. 

As to Section 106 of the Constitution, we have often observed 
that it is not to be given a narrow and literal construction which 
would destroy all power of amendment in the legislative process. 
Not being inclined to hamper legislation unnecessarily this court 
has held that the Constitution was not intended to interfere with 
the right of the Legislature to shape up and work out the details of 
local legislation—McCreless v. Tenn. Valley Bank, 208 Ala. 414, 
94 So. 722. And such details need not be embraced in the published 
notice.—State v. Allen, 219 Ala, 590, 123 So. 36. 

As previously observed, the amendment merely changed the ef- 
fective date of the Act from the date of its approval by the Gov- 
ernor, or otherwise becoming a law, to the date of its approval by 
the electors of the town. We are of the opinion that this was a mat- 
ter of detail which could be worked out by the Legislature in shap- 
ing the proposed legislation and that it in no manner offended 
Section 106 of the Constitution.

Ala. 200, 139 So. 481; Court of County Commissioners v. Lightner, 
225 Ala. 22, 141 So. 908; Tucker v. State ex rel. Poole, 231 Ala. 350, 
165 So. 249; Shades Valley Land Co. v. City of Homewood, 235 
Ala. 462, 179 So. 815; Leonard v. Lyons, 204 Ala, 615, 87 So. 99. In 
this connection perhaps the case of McCreless v. Tenn. Valley 
Bank, hereinabove cited is more nearly in point. See also State ex 
rel.

To prescribe the method of selecting commissioners for the 
Court of County Revenue for Franklin County and to fix their 
terms of office. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


§1. Before the general election in November, 1948, and every 
four years thereafter, the qualified electors of districts 1, 2, 3 and 
4 in Franklin County, separately by districts, shall nominate, by 
caucus, petition, mass meeting, convention, other assembly, or 
primary election, candidates to be voted on at the general election 
for commissioner of revenue of Franklin County. At the general 
election the electors of the entire county shall elect one member of 
the Court of County Revenues from each commissioner’s district 
for which. candidates are nominated as provided by this Section. 
Each commissioner must be an elector and resident of the district 
for which he is elected. 

§2. This Act shall not become effective unless a majority of 
the qualified electors voting in an election to be held in Franklin 
County on the date of the next general election shall vote to adopt 
the provisions of this Act. On the ballot to be used at the election, 
the question shall be: “Do you favor the adoption of the provisions 
of Act No. (H. 800 by Haynes), approved___.. , 19472” 
Only qualified electors of Franklin County shall be entitled to 
vote at such election, notice of which shall be given by the probate 
judge not less than ten days before the election is to be held.

HOUSE JOINT RESOLUTION NO. 90 


Providing for holding a convention to revise and amend the 
Constitution of the State of Alabama. 

WHEREAS, experience has shown that many of the provisions 
of our present Constitution, which was written forty six years ago, 
need amendinig, revising or repealing, which fact is evidenced by 
the numerous and increasing proposals made at each succeeding 
session of the Legislature to amend or revise some part thereof; and 

WHEREAS, it is the safest plan to revise the Constitution as a 
whole, rather than by piecemeal amendments, inasmuch as many 
of the provisions which must be revised, one of which is the suf- 
frage clause, should receive the deliberate and best thought of the 
State selected especially because oi their fitness to do such work; 
and 

WHEREAS, “All political power is inherent in the people, and 
all free governments are founded on their authority and instituted 
for their benefit,” and the right is theirs to make whatever changes 
in their government they deem wise and expedient; and 

WHEREAS, the peopie 01 Aiabaiua are au enlightened and pro- 
gressive people, and are fully competent to determine whether or 
not a constitutional convention should be called to revise and 
amend the present Constitution of the State; 

THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED by the House of Repre- 


sentatives, the Senate concurring, 
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Section 1. That on the first Tuesday alter the expiration of 
three months from and after the final adjournment of the present 
session of the Legislature, an election shall be held in the several 
counties of the State, for the purpose of determining whether or not 
a convention shall be held to revise and amend the Constitution of 
this State, and at that election the question of Convention or no 
Convention shall be submitted to a vote of the qualified electors of 
this State, and if a majority of the voters voting at said election 
shall approve of the holding of a convention for the purpose stated, 
said convention shall be held as hereinafter provided. 

Section 2. That at the election provided by the first section of 
this resolution, every qualified elector who approves of the holding 
of such convention shall declare the same by depositing his ballot 
at the voting place where he may be entitled to vote by making a 
cross mark before the words, “For Constitutional Convention” 
printed thereon, and every qualified voter of this State voting at 
said election, who disapproves of the holding of such convention, 
shall deposit his ballot, marked with a cross mark before the words, 
“Against Constitutional Convention” printed thereon. 

Section 3. The form of the ballots used in said election shall 
be substantially as follows:

Section 4. That except as herein otherwise provided, the gen- 
eral election laws shall in every respect apply to the election pro- 
vided for in section one of this resolution, and the votes cast at 
such election shall be canvassed, tabulated and returns made there- 


of to the secretary of State and counted in the same manner as in 
elections for representatives to the Legislature. 
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Section 5. The Governor must give notice by proclamation, 
published in three daily papers in different parts of the State, of 
the result of the election provided for in section one of this reso- 
lution. 

Section 6. That if said convention is called by a vote of the 
qualified electors, then at the General Election to be held on the 
first Tuesday after the first Monday in November, 1948, delegates 
to such convention shall be elected as follows: by the several coun- 
ties of this State, one for each county; by the several congressiona! 
districts of this State, seven at large from each such district; and 
from the State at large, four provided that not over three of such 
delegates from the State at large shall be elected from the same con- 
gressionai district, and provided further, that where there is more 
than one county in a congressional district, not over two of the 
delegates from the congressional district at large shall be elected 
from the same county. 

That all delegates shall be citizens of the State and qualified 
electors. No person shall be disqualified from being a delegate on 
account of the fact that he holds any office of honor under the 
State or Federal Government. 

Section 7. That all provisions of the law governing general 
elections shall apply to the election of delegates to the constitu- 
tional convention, and the votes cast at such election shall be can- 
vassed, tabulated, and returns thereof be made to the secretary of 
State and counted in the same manner as elections for representa- 
tives to the Legislature. The secretary of State shall, within ten 
days after receiving the returns of the election, furnish the elected 
delegates with certificates of election. 

Section 8. That on the first Tuesday after the expiration of 
three months from and after the final adjournment of the present 
session of the Legislature, the day on which the question of con- 
vention or no convention is submitted to the qualified electors of 
the State, there shall be held a primary election for the purpose of 
nomination of candidates for delegates to such convention being 
made by the different political parties. All laws governing primary 
elections shall apply to the primary election provided for in this 
section, and it shall, in all respects, be conducted as required by 
such laws. 

Section 9. Separate ballots shall be prepared and used for vot- 
ing on the question of “Convention or No Convention” and for 
the primary election for the nomination of candidates for delegates, 
and separate ballot boxes shall be provided, and separate returns 
inade for cach clection, The same officers shall serve in both elec- 
tions. 

Section 10. That if the holding of a constitutional convention 
be approved by a majority of those voting at such election the dele- 
gates elected thereto shall convene in the hall of the House of 
Representatives in the City of Montgomery, Alabama, on the second 
Tuesday in January, 1949, at twelve meridian of said day. The 
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Convention shall be called to order by the chief justice of the su- 
preme court, or in his absence by the senior member in service of 
the supreme court present, who shall call the convention to order 
and preside until it is organized, and the convention shall proceed 
to organize by election of a president and such other officers (who 
need not be delegates) as said convention may deem necessary for 
the proper performance of the duties of the convention. 

Section 11. That said convention shall remain in session until 
it shall, by careful revision and amendment of the present Consti- 
tution, frame and adopt a revised Constitution for this State, pro- 
vided, however, that such revised Constitution shall be adopted in 
due time to submit the same for adoption or rejection to the people 
at a special general election to be held in November, 1949. 

Section 12. That in case any dispute occurs as to the right of 
any person to sit in said convention as a delegate thereto, the ques- 
tion shall be decided by said convention, which shall be the exclu- 
sive judge of the election, qualification and returns of its own 
members. Any person desiring to contest the election of a person 
certified as being elected a delegate to said convention, may do so 
in the same manner as the election of a member of the House of 
Representatives of the Legislature is contested, and by giving the 
same bond, and testimony shall be taken in the same method. 

Section 13. That the delegates to said convention shall be sup- 
plied with stationery and the use of books, statutes, reports, and 
documents the same as members of the Legislature. The officers 
of said convention shall receive the same compensation, payable out 
of the treasury of the State, as corresponding officers of the House 
of Representatives are by law allowed. The said delegates shall 
receive for their services the same per diem, expenses and mileage 
from the treasury of this State as is allowed to members of the 
Legislature. These payments shall be made on the certificates of 
the president and secretary or clerk of the convention, to the audi- 
tor of the State, as payment of the compensation, expenses and mile- 
age to members of the Legislature is by law directed to be made; 
provided, that per diem compensation shall not be allowed or paid 
to any member of the convention for a longer time than ninety 
days. 

Section 14. That if an epidemic or pestilence prevail at the 
place for the assembling of such convention at the time appointed, 
the governor may convene same to any other city or town in this 
State, which shall be free from disease; and said convention, at its 
discretion, may adjourn to any other city or town in this State in 
case an epidemic or pestilance occur during the session at the place 
where it may be assembled. 

Section 15. That before entering upon the discharge of his du- 
ties as a member of said convention under this resolution, each 
delegate shall, before a judge of the circuit or supreme court or 
court of appeals of this State, take the following oath: “I do sol- 
emnly swear that I will support the Constitution of the United 
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States, and I will honestly and faithfully perform the duties which 
are now to desolve on me as a delegate of this convention, so help 
me God.” 

Section 16. That it shall be the duty of said convention to 
cause to be filed with the secretary of State, within one week after 
its adjournment, certified by the hand of the president and secre- 
tary or clerk, a clean and correct copy of the Constitution which 
said convention may adopt. Said convention shall cause a correct 
journal of its proceedings to be kept, and cause the same, certified 
by the hand of the president and secretary or clerk, to be filed on its 
adjournment with the secretary of State. 

Section 17. That in the event of the framing of the Constitu- 
tion hy said convention, it shall he the duty of the governor, within 
one week after the filing of the same with the secretary of State, 
to issue his proclamation, which proclamation shall contain a copy 
of the proposed Constitution, to make known the fact that such 
Constitution has been framed; and thereby require an election to be 
held in the several counties of this State, in the same manner and 
by the same officer as general elections are required to he held for 
the purpose of submitting to the qualified voters of this State for 
ratification or rejection of said Constitution. This election shall be 
held on the first Tuesday after the first Monday in November, 1949. 

Section 18. The Constitutional convention shall, by ordinance, 
provide for the regulation of the election submitting the proposed 
Constitution for the approval or rejection by the qualified electors 
of the State. 

Section 19. Ii said Constitution is ratified by a majority of the 
qualified electors voting at such election, the said new Constitu- 
tion so ratified shall go into effect at twelve o’clock meridian, De- 
cember 31st, 1949, as the Constitution of the State of Alabama. 

Section 20. It shall be the duty of the governor, immediately 
after issuing his proclamation as required by section seventeen of 
this resolution, to cause such proclamation to be published in three 


, daily papers in different paris of the State, oice a week ior iour 
successive weeks. 

Section 21. In addition to the notice required in section twenty 
of this resolution, the proclamation of the governor containing the 
proposed Constitution shall be printed on good strong paper and 
be posted near every voting place and post office, and one other 
public place, in every precinct in the county, by the sheriff of the 
county, at least thirty days before the election. 

Section 22. The Governor may also, if in his opinion it is ex- 
pedient for the purpose of advising the people as to the provisions 
of the proposed Constitution, have published, at the expense of the 
State, a pamphlet containing the proposed Constitution, which 
pamphlet may also contain paralled the present Constitution. Such 
document, if published, shall be furnished to the officers of the 
State for free distribution to the people of the State, and shall be 
furnished free of charge to any citizen on request.

Substitute for H. 356: 
A BILL TO BE ENTITLED AN ACT 


To amend Section 25 of Title 26 of the Code of Alabama 1940, 
as amended by an Act of the 1945 Legislature entitled an Act “To 
amend Section 25, Title 26 of the Code of Alabama 1940,” approved 
July 6, 1945. 


Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. That Section 25, Title 26 of the Code of Alabama 
1940, as amended by an Act of the 1945 Legislature entitled “An 
Act to amend Section 25, Title 26 of the Code of Alabama 1940” be 
amended so as to read as follows: 

“Section 25. Division of the department of industrial relations. 
—The Director of Industrial Relations, with the approval of the 
governor, may establish such division or divisions as may, in his 
discretion, be necessary or desirable for the administration or en- 
forcement of any law or any rule or regulations with which the 
department of industrial relations is charged or the performance 
of any of its functions or duties. Each division in the department 
of industrial relations shall be headed by and be under the direction 
supervision, and control of an officer who shall be designated as the 
chief of such division. All chiefs of divisions shall be appointed by 
the director of industrial relations, subject to the provisions of the 
merit system. Before entering upon the discharge of their duties, 
such chiefs of divisions shall take the constitutional oath of office. 
Each of such officers shall devote his full time to his official duties 
and shall hold no other lucrative position while serving as such. 
The salary of the chief of the Division of Safety and Inspection 
shall be approved by the Governor not to exceed $5,000.00 per an- 
num. It is one of the purposes of this chapter to co-ordinate, in one 
division of the department of industrial relations, unemployment 
compensation and employment service. Unemployment compensa- 
tion and employment service shall be in one division of the depart- 
ment of industrial relations under the direction of the chief of said 
division. Within said division, but subordinate to the chief thereof, 
there shall be a full-time salaried director of unemployment com- 
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pensation and a full time salaried director of employment service; 
the salaries of said chief and directors shall be paid solely from 
Federal grants and shall be comparable to those paid similar offi- 
cers in comparable states notwithstanding any limitation or maxi- 
mum in any other law.” 

Section 2. That all laws and parts of laws, general or special, 
in conflict herewith are hereby repealed. 

Section 3. This Act shall take effect upon its passage and ap- 
proval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

Notice is hereby given that the undersigned intend to apply to the 
Legislature and the Governor of Alabama requesting the enactment into law 
of a bill substantially as follows, to-wit: 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To provide authority for the government and control by civil service 
regulations of the Police and Fire Departments in Florence, Alabama; to 
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‘provide for a civil service board in said City and to fix its duties, authorities, 
powers and compensations. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


J. Police and Fire Departments under civil service: The Board of 
Commissioners of the City of Florence is authorized and empowered at any 
time subsequent to the enactment of this staute to put into force and effect 
an ordinance or ordinances governing the Police and Fire Departments of 
said City as provided in this act: but this act shall have no effect excepting 
as an authority for the City of Florence to take such action. The Police 
Department and the Fire Department and all officers and members of said 
Departments, in Florence, Alabama, including the chiefs of said Departments, 
shall be governed by civil service regulations under the direction and super- 
vision of a board as hereinafter provided, and all persons who may hereafter 
be elected or appointed as officers or members of such Departments, or 
either of them, or who may hereafter be employed in either of said Depart- 
ments as members thereof, shall thereafter remain and continue in their 
respective employments of said City during good behavior, efficiency, and 
obedience to such reasonable rules and regulations as may, from time to 
time, be prescribed by the civil service board, which is herein provided for, 
and as is hereafter provided. Nothing herein contained shall be construed to 
prevent or preclude the removal of any officer or member of either of said 
Departments by the civil service board in the manner hereafter prescribed. 

2. Definitions: With reference to the Police Department the following 
definition shall apply as used herein: The word “patrolman” as used herein 
shall mean and apply to all motorcycle officers, drivers of automobiles used 
by the Police Department, and all other members of the Police Department 
below the grade of sergeant but shall not include detectives. The word 
“officer” as used herein shall mean and apply to all members of the Police 
Department of the grade of sergeant, detective, captain, assistant chief of 
police, and the chief of police. The words “members of the Police Depart- 
ment” shall mean and include all officers, patrolmen, and detectives, and 
wardens, if detailed to warden’s duty from the ranks of patrolman or 
officers. With reference to the Fire Department the following definitions 
shall apply as used herein: The words “members of the Fire Department,” 
or “members of the Fire Departments’, as used here in shall mean and 
include the chief of the Fire Department, assistant chief of the Fire Depart- 
ment, captains, lieutenants, engineers, assistant engineers, and firemen and 
all others who are regularly carried on the pay roll of such Fire Departments 
except hostlers and helpers; and in addition to those sepecifically named 
hereinbefore as members of said Departments, such others as such board 
may find and designate to properly be such members, respectively. 

3. Selection of board: In each year the Board of Commissioners of the 
City of Florence, Alabama, shall appoint one person as the successor to the 
member of said civil service board whose term shall expire that year. Such 
person so appointed shall hold office for a term of three years from and 
including the first Tuesday after the first Monday of April of said year and 
until his successor shall be appointed and qualify for office. Appointments to 
fill vacancies on said board shall be for the unexnired term. Any member of 
said board whose term shall expire shall be eligible to reappointment. Two 
members of said board shall constitute a quorum. No person shall be eligible 
to be a member of said civil service board who shall not, at the time of his 
appointment, be over twenty-five years of age and an actual resident in and 
a qualified voter of such City. No person shall be eligible to be a member 
of said board who holds any office of profit under the City, County, or State. 

4. Board to make rules and regulations: The civil service board shalt 
make rules and regulations to carry out the purpose of this article, and for 
examinations, appointments and removals in accordance with its provisions 
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and the board may, from time to time, make changes in the existing rules. 
The chief of police and the chief of the Fire Department shall, from the 
membership of their respective Departments, recommend for promotion such 
Person or persons as the occasion may call for to fill any vacancy or vacan- 
cies that may occur in said respective departments, and all such vacancies 
shall be filled and all such promotions shall be made by the civil service 
board. The board may make rules and regulations relating to the eligibility 
for promotion. The chief of the Police Department and the chief of the Fire 
Department shall have authority in their respective Departments to demote 
any member of the respective Departments by and with the consent and 
approval of the civil service board, provided, however, that upon written 
demand filed with the civil service board within five days from the date of 
the order of demotion the person whom it is proposed to demote shall be 
given a public hearing by the civil service board before any order of de- 
motion shall be final. The chief of the Police Department and the chief of 
the Fire Department shall have authority to suspend any member of their 
respective Departments pending the hearing by the civil service board. in 
the event any vacancy shall occur in the office of chief of the Police Depart- 
ment or chief of the Fire Department such vacancy shall be filled by the 
civil service board. In the event there is a reduction in the number of fire- 
men or policemen employed by such City, the man last employed shall be 
the first to be dropped, and so on in succession; provided that the number 
of patrolmen in the Police Department who are qualified as motocycle 
patrolmen shall not thereby be reduced below the number which may from 
time to time be determined by the Board of Commissioners of such City as 
needed for motorcycle patrolmen; provided, further, that the number of men 
in the Fire Department who are qualified as mechanics shall not thereby be 
reduced below the number which may from time to time be determined by 
the Board of Commissioners of such City as needed for mechanics in said 
Department. The civil service board may at any time, upon the request of 
the governing authority of the City of Florence, shown by resolution, dis- 
charge from his employment the Chief of Tolice and the Chief of the Fire 
Department or any member of either the Police or Fire Departments. 

5. Application: All applicants for a place or position on the Police 
Force or Fire Department, as the case may be, shall file their application 
in writing with the civil service board, said applications to be on the blank 
forms furnished by the board, and all applicants must be subject to examina- 
tion, which shall be public, competitive, and open to all citizens of the 
United States, with specified limitations as to age, residence, health, habits, 
and moral character. Such examinations shall be practical in their character, 
and shall relate to those matters which will fairly test the relative capacity 
of the persons examined iv iutelligently discharge the duties of the position 
to which they aspire. 

6. Examinations: The board shall control all examinations, and when- 
ever an examination is to take place, shall conduct such examination. Every 
applicant for examination shall pay to the City Clerk the sum of one dollar 
and fifty cents, and the receipt therefor shall be attached to his application. 

7. Appointment: The Chief of Police as far as such Police Department 
be concerned, and the Chief of the Fire Department, as far as such Fire 
Department be concerned shall notify the civil service board of vacancies in 
the ranks of patrolmen or firemen, respectively, and the board shall furnish 
the respective chiefs with the name and address, or names and addresses, of 
the candidate or candidates standing highest on the eligible list, and, same 
‘shall receive the appointment or appointments to fill such vacaucy or vacan 
cies. All appointments shall be on probation for a period of six months from 
date of appointment. Before the expiration of the period of probation, the 
chiefs of the Fire and Police Departments, respectively, may, by and with the 
consent of the board, discharge any probationer in his respective Department 
upon assigning in writing his reasons therefor to the board. If a probationer 
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be not discharged before the expiration of his probation, his appointment 
shall be deemed complete. 

8. Emergency appointments: The civil service board may, in an 
emergency, or in cases where it deems proper, authorize the chief of police 
to appoint for temporary service such number of police officers as in the 
opinion of the Board of Commissioners of such City the existing conditions 
demand. All officers so appointed shall be furnished with badges said badge 
to be different in size and design from the regulation badges used by the 
regular members of the police and detective force, and must have the words 
“special officer” across the face of them in large letters. The chief of 
police shall furnish the board with the names and addresses of all persons 
to whom he has issued special badges, and at the expiration of their appoint- 
ment shall cause all such badges to be taken up. It shall be unlawful for any 
person to have in his possession any such commission or any badge of a 
police officer of such City unless same has been issued to him by the civil 
service board. 

9. Violations: It shall be a violation of the provisions of this article 
for any official, officer or other person to issue, give or lend one of the 
regulation police or detective badges to any person other than a regularly 
employed police officer or detective of the City. 

10. Election of chairman: The civil service board shall elect one of their 
members as chairman who shall hold office as such chairman at the peasure 
of the board. The civil service board shall hold regular meetings on the 
third Mondays in January, April, July and October for the transaction of 
business and may hold special, adjourned or call meetings at any time. All 
meetings of the board shall be held in the City Hall unless otherwise 
provided by said board. 

11. Minutes to be kept: The civil service board shall keep minutes of 
their meetings and records of all business transacted by them at eack and 
every meeting. All such minutes and records shall be open for inspection 
at all times by the chief of police, chief of the fire department, and any 
member of City Commission or other governing body of such City in which 
same may exist. 

12. Compensation: The compensation of the civil service board shall be 
ten dollars for each member for each meeting attended, not to exceed for 
each member one hundred dollars per annum. The president and Board of 
City Commissionres, or other governing body of such City shall provide for 
the salaries and expenses of the civil service board, and shall provide in the 
annual budget of all Cities coming within the provisions of this article an 
estimated appropriation sufficient to cover the salaries and expenses of such 
board. 

13. Political recommendations: No recommendation by any officer or 
official, whether said officer or official be a City, County, State or National 
Officer or Official, shall be considered by any person concerned in any 
examination or appointment under this article, except as to the general moral 
character of the applicant. 

14. Violations: Any person in the service of the City by appointment 
under civil service rules who shall willfully, or through culpable negligence, 
violate any of the provisions of this article, and who shall be found guilty 
after a trial before the civil service board shall be dismissed from the service 
of the City, and shall not be subject to reappointment for two years. Any . 
officer or employee of the City other than those holding office under the 
civil service rules, who shall wilfully or through culpable negligence, violate 
any of the provisions of this article, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and 
on conviction shall be fined in a sum not less than fiftv dollars. nor more 
than five hundred dollars, unless same be otherwise provided therein, and 
the office so held by such person, bv force of such conviction, shall be 
rendered vacant, and such person shall not again be allowed to hold any 
office or place of employment under the City thereafter for two years. 
Any other person who shall wilfully, or through culpable negligence violate 
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any of the provisions of this article shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
shall on conviction be punished by a fine in the sum of not less than fifty 
dollars and not exceeding five hundred dollars. 

15. Application to present members: Every member of the Police De- 
partment and every member of the Fire Department in all cities coming 
within the provisions of this article, who was such member on the day upon 
which this Code goes into effect shall retain his position without examina- 
tion, and be subject to all the conditions and benefits of this subdivision. 

16. Ineligibles: No person shall be eligible to take the civil service 
examination or to appointment as a member of either the Police or Fire 
Departments in cities coming within the provisions of this article who is not 
a citizen of the United States or who has ever been convicted of a felony, 
or who does not possess a good moral character.

To authorize the City of Florence, Alabama, to establish a City Em- 
ployees Retirement Fund and to provide for such fund and its sources, 
management, and administration; to provide for a board of trustees for such 
fund and their duties, power, and authority; to provide for the retirement 
and/or retinstatement of active or retired members of such departments and 
payment of benefits provided for; to provide for payment of said trsutees; to 
provide for appeals from rulings of the Board of Trustees. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. The City of Florence, Alabama, is authorized to enact and 
enforce ordinances for all purposes and along the lines herein specified. 

In connection with the organized departments and paid employees of the 
City of Florence a board of trustees of a City employees retirement fund may 
be appointed; and a fund may be created for the benefit of the persons herein 
named to he raised as herein provided. 

Section 2. The City board of trustees shall be composed of that member 
of the governing body of the City of Florence who has supervision over the 
police and fire departments of said City and who shall be chairman of said 
Board of Trustees, and the other member of the City board shall be the 
head of the police department and the head of the fire department of the said 
City; and all of the said trustees shall serve without compensation. 

Section 3. Said board of trustees, with the approval of the governing 
body of each of such cities, shall have the power and authority to appoint a 
secretary-treasurer of said board who shall serve at the pleasure of said 
board and who shall receive as compensation for his services not to exceed 
the sum of twenty-five dollars per month and to be paid on the first day of 
each month by warrant drawn in like manner as other warrants on such 
fund. Said secretary-treasurer of said board of trustees is hereby made, and 
it shall be his duty to be, the custodian of all moneys belonging to the City 
employee’s retirement fund, and all moneys or other property belonging to 
any similar fund now being maintained in such cities shall be promptly 
paid to him. The said secretary-treasurer shall also be custodian of all 
securities and things of value belonging to such fund. Said secretary-treasurer 
shall before taking office, make bond in a sum to be fixed from time to time 
by resolutions of the governing body of any such city, to be approved by the 
chairman of said board of trustees in such amount as said board of trustees 
shall require in a surety company authorized to do business in Alabama for 
the faithful performance of the duties imposed upon him under this sub- 
division, and for the faithful accounting for all moneys, securities, and things 
of value as such treasurer of such fund, and he shall keep a separate account 
thereof, which shall at all times show the true condition of such fund. Upon 
the resignation or removal from office of such secretary-treasurer he shall 
surrender and deliver up to his successor all bonds, securities, and all un- 
expended moneys or other properties which may have come into his hands 
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as treasurer of such fund. It shall be the duty of the secretary-treasurer of 
said board to keep, in a book provided for that purpose, a full and complete 
record of all proceedings of the board of trustees, and he shall perform such 
other duties as may be assigned to him by the board of trustees. 

Section 4. The said board of trusteees of the city employee’s retirement 
fund is hereby declared to be the trustee of said City employee’s retirement 
fund, and shall have the exclusive management and control thereof, and all 
matters legitimately connected therewith; and said board of trustees shall 
have the power to adopt and enforce such rules and regulations as may be 
necessary to enable it to effectively and properly carry into execution the 
purposes for which it was organized, and to enable it to properly manage 
and conduct the business and affairs entrusted to it, provided such rules and 
regulations shall in no wise contravene the provisions of this subdivision, but 
shall be in conformity thereto. The board of trustees shall hear and decide all 
applications for pensions or relief under this subdivision and its decisions 
shall be final except for an appeal as hereinafter provided. The said board 
of trustees shall meet whenever the chairman of said board of trustees shall 
call a meeting of the same. 

Section 5. The said City employee’s retirement fund shall consist of the 
following, namely: (a) All of the money, securities and things of value be- 
longing to any similar fund now being maintained in each of such cities; (b) 
of all monéys or properties that may be given or donated to said fund by 
any person, firm, association or corporation for the uses and purposes for 
which said fund is created; and said board may take by gift, grant, devise 
or bequest any money, personal property, real estate, or any interest therein 
or any right of property, for the benefit of said fund; (c) two per cent of the 
monthly salaries of each member of such City emplovee fund. which shall 
be paid by the ciiy clerk of such cities to the secretary-treasurer of said 
board of trustees on the first day of each month and two per cent of such 
salaries deducted from said salaries paid such member (d) all the proceeds 
of public entertainment held by members of the fire department or members 
of the police department or said employees. 

Section 6. The board of trustees of the City employees retirement fund, 
may at any time, with the approval of the governing body of each of such 
cities, after considering the probable demands upon such fund in the near 
future, determine what portion of such fund may be safely withdrawn for 
investment for revenue purposes, and having determined what portion 
theerof shall be so withdrawn for that purpose, said board of trustees shall 
then determine in what manner such investment shall be made, and all pro- 
ceedings of said board of trustees relating thereto shall be entered at length 
upon its records. Such investment shall only be by purchase of the interest 
bearing bonds of the Uniied States of America, or the State of Alabama, or 
any bonds lawfully issued by such city, or in any bond, stock, security, in- 
vestment or deposit which is guaranteed by the United States government 
or any of its instrumntalities, provided not over twenty-five per cent of such 
fund may be invested in the bonds of any such city. All income from such 
investments shall be and become a part of said City employee’s retirement 
fund. All such securities shall be deposited with the secretary-treasurer of 
said board of trustees, and shall be subject to the management and control 
of said board of trustees of the City employee’s retirement fund. 

Section 7. The said board of trustees of the City employee’s retirement 
fund shall make a monthly report to the board of commissioners or other 
governing hodv of each of such cities of the condition of such City employee’s 
retirement fund; and shall cause an annuai report iv be published during 
the first week of January of each year in a newspaper published in such 
city and of general circulation therein. 

Section 8. All moneys ordered to be paid from such City employee's 
retirement fund shall be paid by the secretary-treasurer of such fund only 
upon warrants signed by the chairman of such hoard of trustees and counte- 
signed by one associate member of such board of trustees'and by the secre- 
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tary-treasurer; and no warrant shall be drawn on such fund except by order of 
the said board of trustees, which shall be duly and regularly entered in the 
record of the proceedings of the said board of trustees. 

Section 9. No portion of the said City employee’s retirement fund shall, 
before or after its order for distribution by the said board of trustees to the 
person or persons entitled thereto, be held, seized, taken, subjected to, detain- 
ed, or levied upon, by virtue of any attachment, garnishment, execution, in- 
junction, writ, order, decree or any other process whatsoever, issued out 
of or by any court of this state, for the payment or satisfaction, in whole or 
in part, of any debt, damage, demand, claim, judgment or decree, against any 
beneficiary of such fund; but shall be exempt therefrom that said fund shall 
be sacredly kept, held and distributed for the purposes named, and for no 
other purpose whatsoever. 

Section 10. If at any time there shall not be sufficient money in such 
City employee’s retirement fund to pay each person entitled to the benefit 
thereof the full amount per month as herein provided, then an equal percent- 
age of such monthly payment or payments shall be made to each beneficiary 
until the said fund shall be replenished to warrant the payment in full to each 
of the said beneficiaries. 

Section 11. Any department member or any employee who is a member 
of said fund may be retired when he has attained the age of sixty-five years 
and when he has been in service for twenty years. No employee may be 
rtired until ordinances under this law have been in effect for as much as two 
years. 

Section 12, Said board of trustees shall have the power and authority 
and it is hereby made mandatory that it shall retire from service of the City 
any member thereof upon attaining the age of sixty-five years without re- 
gard to the length of service of such member; and upon such retirement, 
the said board of trustees shall direct the payment to such retired member, 
monthly, from such fund, the amount hereinafter provided for his particular 
position, office, salary, or class of work. Provided that the mandatory feature 
of this section shall not, for two years from the enactment of an ordinance 
hereunder, apply to the present members of the City employees. 

Section 13. If any member of such City employee fund become or be 
found to be physically or mentally permanently disabled for service in said 
department so as to render his retirement from such service necessary, said 
board of trustees shall retire such disabled member from service in such 
department and upon such retirement, said board of trustees shall order the 
payment to such disabled member, monthly, from such fund, the amount 
hereinafter provided for his particular position, office, salary, or class of 
work, If such retirement shall come within the first five years of the employ- 
ment amount; and in the third five years, three-fifths of a full retirement 
amount; in the second five years he shall be paid two-fifths of a full retire- 
ment amount; nad in the third five years, three-fifths of a full retirement 
amount; and in the fourth five years four-fifths of a full retirement amount, 
and thereafter a full retirement amount. 

Section 14. Alf retirement pay provided for is and shall be fixed as 
stated in the following table of pensions, unless the pay is otherwise provided, 
namely: All employees of a class up to and including those of the first class 
shall upon retirement as provided herein receive sixty dollars per month 
each. All higher salaried members, upon retirement as provided herein, shall 
receive sixty dollars per months each plus ten per cent of the amount of the 
difference between their respective salaries and the salary of a first class 
employee. Provided that no pensioner shall receive more than seventy-five 
dollars per month. 

Section 15. After any member of such City employees shall be re- 
tired upon pension by reason of disability, the said board of trustees shall 
have the right, at any time, to cause such retired member to be brought 
before it and examined by the city physician or other competent physicians 
or surgeons, to be selected by it, and also to examine other witnesses for the 
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purpose of discovering whether such disability yet continues, and whether 
such retired member should be continued on the pension roll, but such 
retired member shall remain upon the pension roll until reinstated in the 
active service of such City employ. Such retired member shall be entitled to 
notice, and to be present at the hearing of any such evidence, shall-be permit- 
ted to propound any questions pertinent or relevant to such matter, and shall 
also have the right to introduce upon his own behalf any competent evidence 
he may see fit. All witnesses so produced shall be examined under oath; and 
any member of such board of trustees is hereby authorized and empowered to 
administer such oath to such witnesses. 

_, Section 16. If any employee of the City is discharged from or for any 
reason leaves the employment before he becomes entitled to any of the 
benefits provided for, he shall forfeit all right to such beenfits and to any 
moneys that may have been paid into said fund by or for him. 

Section 17. To be entitled to benefits hereunder a City employee or the 
widow, child, or widowed mother of such employee shall be required to be a 
bona fide resident of the county in which such cities are located and upon 
such person ceasing to be such bona fide resident of such county all benefits 
to him shall cease. 

Section 18. There shall be kept by the secretary-treasurer of the board 
of trustees a book to be known as the list of retired City employes. Such 
books shall also give a full and complete history and record of the action of 
the said Board of Trustees in retiring any and all persons hereunder, showing 
the names, date of entering the service of such department, date of retire- 
ment, and the reason for such retirement, if any. 

Section 19. Said board of trustees shall be authorized to pay out of such 
fund all reasonable and necessary expenses including costs of bond herein 
provided for ihai may be incurred by it in and about the performance of its 
duties and in and about the management and administration of such fund; 
provided that in no event shall the members of said board of trustees re- 
ceive any salary or compensation for their service out of said fund. 

Section 20. Within ten days after any final decision of the Board of 
Trustees any party may appeal from the decision of such Board to the 
Board of Commissioners of the City of Florence, or their governing body. 
The hearing shall be de novo and the decision of the board shall be final.

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA:

“Section 212. At the same time that the judge or jury investi- 
gates the degree of mental defectiveness of the person adjudged 
insane, the judge shall request the county department of public

welfare to make an investigation of the financial circumstances of 
the person. The county department of public welfare shall make 
the investigation and report its findings in writing to the judge. 
If the investigation establishes the fact that the person has not 
sufficient means to defray the expense of hospitalization, the judge 
shall so state in the certificate, and the expenses of the patient shall 
be paid by the State in the manner provided by law. 

“Section 214. The judge of probate may, on his own motion, 
and shall at any time it is brought to his attention that a patient 
is financially able to pay for his hospitalization, request the county 
department of public welfare to make an investigation of the 
financial circumstances of the patient. The county department of 
public welfare shall make the investigation and report its findings 
in writing to the judge of probate. If the report establishes the 
fact that the patient is financially able to pay for hospitalization, 
the judge of probate shall contract with the responsible parties 
under the proper bond for the support of such patient. The super- 
intendent may allow payments for the support of a paying patient 
to be made on the first day of each month in advance, in lieu of 
quarterly payments. Provided, however, that should a patient or 
patients previously admitted as paying patients be unable to pay 
the reasonable expenses of his or her care as a paying patient, then 
such patients shall be transferred to the status of an indigent pa- 
tient, and the expenses of his or her care shall be paid by the 
State in the manner provided by law.”

A BILL TO BE ENTITLED AN ACT 


Relating to and regulating contracts for public works; and to re- 
peal Chapter 1, Title 50, of the Code of Alabama 1940, Sections 
1 to 15, inclusive. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1 ADVERTISEMENTS FOR RIDS AND 
AWARDS—Before entering into any contract for a public im- 
provement, the awarding authority shall advertise for sealed bids 
for two consecutive weeks in a newspaper of general circulation 
in the county or counties in which the improvement or undertak- 
ing, or some part thereof, is to be made; the awarding authority 
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may also advertise in such other publication as it may deem ad- 
visable. Such, notices shall state that plans and specifications for 
the improvement are on file in the office of the authority, and the 
time and place in which bids will be received and opened. All bids 
shall be opened publicly at the advertised time and place. 

Section 2. DEPOSIT TO OBTAIN PROPOSAL, PLANS 
AND SPECIFICATIONS—Proposal, plans and_ specifications 
may be obtained only upon payment of a deposit, the amount of 
said deposit to be determined by the awarding authority. This 
deposit will be returned to all bona fide bidders who return said 
plans and specifications to the awarding authority within ten days 
following the bidding date. The actual cost of printing the pro- 
posal, plans and specifications may be charged to all persons tak- 
ing out those documents but not presenting a bona fide bid. 

Section 3. BIDDER MUST FILE CHECK OR BID BOND 
—The bidder shall be required to file with his bid either (1) a 
certified check payable to the awarding authority for an amount 
not less than five per cent of the estimated cost, but in no event 
more than ten thousand dollars; or (2) a bid bond payable to the 
awarding authority in an amount not less than ten per cent of the 
bid. Such bid guarantees as herein provided shall constitute all 
of the qualifications or guaranty to be required of contractors as 
prerequisites to bidding for public works, except as required by the 
State Licensing Board for General Contractors and the prequali- 
fication as required by the Highway Department. 

Section 4. RETURN OF PROPOSAL GUARANTIES—AIIL 
proposal guaranties, except those of the three lowest bidders, will 
be returned immediately after proposals have been checked, tab- 
ulated and the relation of the proposals established. The proposal 
guaranty of the three lowest bidders will be returned as soon as 
the contract bonds and the contract of the successful bidder have 
been properly executed and approved. When the award is deferred 
for a period of time longer than fifteen (15) days after the opening 
of the proposals, all proposal guaranties except that of the success- 
ful bidder will be returned. Should no award be made within 
thirty (30) days after the opening of the proposals, all proposals 
will be rejected, and all guaranties returned, unless the successful 
bidder agrees in writing to a stimpulated extension in time for 
consideration of his bid, in which case the awarding authority may, 
at its discretion, permit the successful bidder to substitute a satis- 
factory bidder’s bond for a certified check submitted with his pro- 
posal as a proposal guaranty. 

Section 5. AWARD OF CONTRACT—The contract will be 
awarded to the lowest responsible bidder complying with condi- 
tions of the invitation for bids, provided his bid is responsible and 
it is to the interest of the awarding authority to accept it. The 
bidder to whom the award is made will be notified by telegram or 
letter at the earliest possible date. Should the successful bidder 
fail or refuse to sign the contract or make bond as hereinafter 
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provided, the awarding authority may award the contract to the 
second lowest responsible bidder. Should the second lowest bidder 
fail or refuse to sign the contract or make bond as hereinafter pro- 
vided, the awarding authority may award the contract to the third 
lowest responsible bidder. Should no bids be received at the time 
stated in the advertisement for bids, or if in the opinion of the 
awarding authority, the acceptance of any bid or bids shall not be 
for the best interest of the awarding authority, or if in the opinion 
of the awarding authority, the acceptance of any further bids shall 
not be for the best interest of the awarding authority, the awarding 
authority may direct that the work shall be done by force account 
under its direction and control. Should the awarding authority 
determine that said work is to be done by force account it shall 
have prepared an itemized estimaic of total cost which shall be 
filed, with a complete set of plans and specifications, with the 
Division of Examiners of Public Accounts, to become part of the 
Examiners permanent records. No work shall be started within 
fifteen (15) days after the estimate of cost, plans and specifica- 
tions are filed with the Examiner of Accounts. Upon completion 
of any force account work undertaken by any awarding authority, 
the final total cost together with an itemized list of cost of any and 
all changes made in the original plans and specifications must be 
subinitted to the Division of Examiners of Public Accounts for his 
permanent record. Upon the approval of the awarding authority, 
its duly authorized officer or officers may, when proceeding upon 
the basis of force account, let any subdivision or unit of work by 
contract upon advertisement for bids, award of contract, etc., as 
hereinbefore provided. No provision in this section shall be inter- 
preted as precluding the use of convict labor by the State High- 
way Department. 

Section 6. ERRORS IN BID—In case of error in the exten- 
sion of prices the unit price will govern. In case of discrepancy 
between the prices shown in the figures and in words the words 
will govern. 

Section 7% CON’FRACT AND BOND —The bidder to whom 
award is made must, when required, enter into written contract 
on the form included in the Proposal, Plans and Specifications, 
with satisfactory security in the amount required by law, within 
the period specified, or, if no period be specified, within ten days 
after the prescribed forms have been presented to him for signa- 
tur. Should extenuating circumstances prevail, the awarding au- 
thority may grant an extension in time not exceeding five days 
for the return of the contract and contract bond. 

Scction 8. APPROVAL OF CONTRACT—The awarding 
authority shall approve the contractor’s bond and complete the 
execution of the contract within ten days after its presentation 
by the contractor, unless the successful contractor agrees in writ- 
ing to a longer period. 
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Section 9. PROCEED ORDER—A Proceed Order shall be 
issued by the awarding authority within fifteen (15) days after 
final execution of the contract by the awarding authority unless 
both parties agree in writing to a stipulated extension in time for 
issuance of Proceed Order. 

Section 10. FAILURE TO EXECUTE CONTRACT—(a) 
Should the successful bidder or bidders to whom the contract is 
awarded fail to execute a contract and file acceptable contract 
security within the period noted in Section 7, the proposal guar- 
anty shall be forfeited to the State of Alabama and the same shall 
be the property of the State. In the event of the death of the low 
bidder (if an individual and not a partnership or corporation) be- 
tween the date of award of the contract and the ten days allowed in 
Section 7 for furnishing of contract security, the awarding author- 
ity may return the proposal guaranty to his estate. 

(b) Failure by the awarding authority to complete the execu- 
tion of a contract and to issue a Proceed Order as required in 
Sections 8 and 9 hereof shall be just cause, unless both parties 
agree in writing to a stipulated extension in time for issuance of 
Proceed Order, for the cancellation of the contractor’s bid and con- 
tract without forfeiture of certified check or bond. 

Section 11. PAYMENTS TO CONTRACTORS—(a) Unless 
otherwise provided in the specifications, partial payments will be 
made as the work progresses at the end of each calendar month, 
or as soon thereafter as practicable, on estimates made arid ap- 
proved by the awarding authority. In preparing estimates the 
material delivered on the site and preparatory work done may be 
taken into consideration. 

(b) In making such partial payments there shall be retained 
not more than ten per cent on contracts for the construction of 
buildings, or similar structures, and not more than seven and 
one-half per cent on the construction of highways and bridges, or 
similar structures, on the estimated amount of work done and the 
value of materials stored on the site until final completion and . 
acceptance of all work covered by the contract. When mainte- 
nance periods are included in the contract such period shall be 
considered a component part of the contract. Provided, however, 
that on completion and acceptance of each separate building, ves- 
sel, public work, or other division of the contract, on which a price 
is stated separately in the contract or can be separately ascertained, 
payment may be made in full, including retained percentage there- 
of, less authorized deductions.

(c) All material and work covered by partial payments made 
shall thereupon become the sole property of the awarding author-

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materials and work upon which payments have been made or the 
restoration of any damaged work, or as a. waiver of the right of 
the awarding authority to require the fulfillment of all the terms 
of the contract. 

(d) Upon completion and acceptance of all work required, the 
amount due the contractor under the terms of the contract will 
be paid upon the presentation of a properly executed and duly cer- 
tified voucher therefor, after the contractor shall have furnished 
the awarding authority with a release, if required, of all claims 
against the awarding authority arising under and by virtue of the 
contract, other than such claims, if any, as may be specifically 
excepted by the contractor from the operation of the release in 
stated amounis to be set forth therein, and. presentation of proof 
of advertisement as provided by law. Nothing in this section shaii 
be interpreted to conflict with the rules and regulations of the 
Public Roads Administration. 

Section 12. RULES AND REGULATIONS—For the pur- 
pose of carrying into effect the terms of this chapter and insuring 
to the State the award of all contracts to competent and responsible 
bidders, the awarding authorities shall be empowered to prepare 
and promulgate such rules and regulations as may be deemed 
proper, not inconsistent with the terms of this chapter.

Upon the approval of the awarding 
authority, its duly authorized officer or otticers may, wihicn piu- 
ceeding upon the basis of force account, let any subdivision or 
unit of work by contract upon avertisement for bids and award 
of contract, following the procedure hereinbefore provided. No 
provision of this section shall be interpreted as prceluding the use 
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of convict labor by the State Highway Department. This section 
shall not apply to routine maintenance and repair’ jobs done by 
maintenance men regular employees of the awarding authority. 

Section 6. ERRORS IN BID—In case of error in the extension 
of prices in the proposal on unit price contracts or items, the unit 
price will govern, unless it appears to be the intention to give a 
quantity discount. In case of discrepancy between the prices 
shown in the figures and in words the words will govern. 

Section 7 CONTRACT AND BOND—The bidder to whom 
award is made must, when required, enter into written contract 
on the form included in the proposal, plans and specifications, and 
furnish a performance bond executed by a surety company duly 
authorized and qualified to make such bonds in the State of Ala- 
bama, in the amount of the contract price, within the period speci- 
fied, or, if no period be specified, within ten days after the pre- 
scribed forms have been presented to him for signatute. Should 
extenuating circumstances prevail, the awarding authority may 
grant an extension in time not exceeding five days for the return 
of the contract and contract bond. 

Section 8. APPROVAL OF CONTRACT—The awarding au- 
thority shall approve the contractors bond and complete the ex- 
ecution of the contract within ten days after its presentation by 
the contractor, unless the successful contractor agrees in writing 
to a longer period. 

Section 9. PROCEED ORDER—A Proceed Order shall be 
issued by the awarding authority within fifteen (15) days after 
final execution of the contract by the awarding authority unless 
both parties agree in writing to a stipulated extension in time for 
the issuance of a Proceed Order. 

Section 10. FAILURE TO EXECUTE CONTRACT—(a) 
Should the successful bidder or bidders to whom a contract is 
awarded fail to execute a contract and furnish acceptable contract 
security required by law within the period as set forth in Section 
%, the awarding authority shall retain from the proposal guaranty 
if it be a certified check or recover from the principal or the sure- 
ties if the guaranty be a bid bond the difference between the 
amount of the contract as awarded and the amount of the proposal 
of the next bidder. If no other bids are received, the full amount 
of the proposal guaranty shall be so retained or recovered as liqui- 
dated damages for such default. Any sums so retained or recov- 
ered shall be the property of the awarding authority. In the event 
of the death of the low bidder (if an individual and not a partner- 
ship or corporation) between the date of the opening of bids and 
the ten days following the date of award of contract, as allowed 
in Section 7 for furnishing of contract security, the awarding au- 
thority shall return the proposal guaranty intact to the estate of 
the deceased low bidder. 

(b) Failure by the awarding authority to complete the execu- 
tion of a contract and to issue a Proceed Order as required in 
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Sections 8 and 9 hereof shall be just cause, unless both parties 
agree in writing to a stipulated extension in time for issuance of 
a Proceed Order, for the withdrawal of the contractor’s bid and 
contract without forfeiture of certified check or bond. 

Section 11. PAYMENTS TO CONTRACTORS—(a) Unless 
otherwise provided in the specifications, partial payments will be 
made as the work progresses at the end of each calendar month, 
or as soon thereafter as practicable, on estimates made and ap- 
proved by the awarding authority. In preparing estimates the 
material delivered on the site and preparatory work done may be 
taken into consideration. 

(b) In making such partial payments there shall be retained 
not more than ten per cent on contracts for the construction of 
buildings, or similar structures, and not more than seven aiid oiic- 
half per cent on the construction of highways and bridges, or 
similar strictures, on the estimated amount of work done and the 
value of materials stored on the site until final completion and 
acceptance of all work covered by the contract. When mainte- 
nance periods are included in the contract such period. shall be con- 
sidered a component part of the contract. Provided, however, that 
on completion and acceptance of each separate building, public 
work, or other division of the contract, on which a price is stated 
separately in the cuutiract cr can be separately ascertained, pay- 
ment may be made in full, including the retained percentage there- 
of, less authorized deductions. Nothing in this section shall, how- 
ever, be interpreted to require the awarding authority to make 
full payment on an item of work. when such item of work is an 
integral part of a complete improvement. 

(c) All material and work by partial payments made shall 
thereupon become the sole property of the awarding authority, but 
this provision shall not be construed as relieving the contractor 
from the sole responsibility tor the care and protcction of mate- 
rials and work upon which payments have been made or the resto- 
ration of any damaged work, or as a waiver of the right of the 
awarding authority to require the fultiiiment of aii ihe terms of 
the contract. 

(d) Upon completion and acceptance of all work required, 
the amount due the contractor under the terms of the contract 
shall be paid upon the presentation of a properly executed and 
duly certified voucher therefor, after the contractor shall have 
furnished the awarding authority with a release, if required, of all 
claims against the awarding authority arising under and by virtue 
of the contract, other than such claims, if any, as may be specific- 
ally excepted Ly ic contractor from the operation of the release 
in stated amounts to be set forth therein and the presentation 
of proof of advertisement as provided by law. Nothing in this 
section shall be interpreted to conflict with the rules and regula- 
tions of the Public Roads Administration. 
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Section 12. RULES AND REGULATIONS—For the pur- 
pose of carrying into effect the terms of this chapter and insuring 
_ to the State the award of all contracts to competent and respon- 

sible bidders, the awarding authorities shall be empowered to pre- 
pare and promulgate such reasonable rules and regulations as may 
be deemed proper, not inconsistent with the terms of this act. Be- 
fore any such rules and regulations become effective the awarding 
authority shall first hold a public hearing at which any interested 
party may present a protest, argument or statement relating to the 
proposed rules and regulations. The awarding authority shall con- 
sider such protests, arguments, and statements before making 
such rules and regulations final and effective. Notice of such hear- 
‘ing and the text of the rules and regulations shall be published 
in a daily newspaper published in the City of Montgomery. Copies 
of all such rules and regulations shall be furnished to all interested 
parties, and a copy shall be filed in the office of the Secretary of 
State. 

Section 13. DEFINITIONS—The term “person” in this chap- 
ter shall include natural persons, partnerships and corporations. 
The term “awarding authority” shall include the State Highway 
Department, the State Building Commission, the State Docks 
Commission, the State Board of Education and all the State agen- 
cies of the State of Alabama, but shall not include any county 
board of education or other county or municipal officers or board. 
The term “public improvement” shall include public buildings, 
structures, sewers, waterworks, roads, bridges, underpasses and 
viaducts, docks, as well as any other improvement to be required, 
constructed, or maintained by the awarding authority. 

Section 14. That Chapter 1, Title 50, of the Code of Alabama 
1940, Sections 1 to 15, inclusive, be and the same are hereby re- 
pealed, this Act being instended as a substitute therefor. Chapter 
2, Title 50, of the Code of Alabama 1940, relating to bonds and 
advertising the completion of contracts shall remain in full force 
and effect, except insofar as additional requirements for a per- 
formance bond are provided in Section 7 hereof. 

Section 15. All laws and parts of laws, rules, regulations and 
requirements in conflict herewith are hereby expressly repealed. 

Section 16. This Act shall take effect upon its passage and 
approval by the Governor, or its otherwise becoming a law.

A BILL TO BE ENTITLED AN ACT 


To amend Sections 194 and 221 of Title 26, 1940 Code of Ala- 
bama; to amend Sections 191, 214 and 248 of Title 26 of the 
Code of Alabama 1940, as amended by Act Number 310 of the 
1943 Legislature; to amend Sections 185, 204 and 213 ot Title 
26 of the Code of Alabama 1940, as amended by Act Number 
310 of the 1943 Legislature and further amended by Act Num- 
ber 283 of the 1945 Legislature; to amend Section 197, Title 
26 of the Code of Alabama 1940, as amended by Act Number 
283 of the 1945 Legislature; to repeal Section 210 of Title 26 
of the 1940 Code and Section 212 ot ‘litle 26 of the i940 Code 
as amended by Act Number 310 of the 1943 Legislature; and 
to repeal all laws or parts thereof in conflict herewith; (relat- 
ing to Unemployment Compensation). 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. Section 194 of Title 26, 1940 Code of Alabama, is 
amended to read as follows: 

“Section 194. Benefit year—‘‘Benefii year,” as used in this 
chapter, with respect to any individual means the fifty-two con- 
secutive week-period beginning with the first day of the first week 
with respect to which an individual who is unemployed first files 
a valid claim for benefits, and thereafter the fifty-two consecutive 
week period beginning with the first day of the first week with 
respect to which the individual next files a valid claim for bene- 
fits, after the termination of his last preceding benefit year. Any | 
claim made in accordance with Section 215 of this title shall be 
deemed to be a ‘valid claim’ for the purposes of this section if the 
individual has earned the wages for insured work required under 
Section 213(¢) of this title. A benefit year shall be deemed estab- 
lished only if the individual shall be in an unemployed status after 
registering himself for work in each of at least two weeks within 
the first nine weeks after filing an initial valid claim.” 

Section 2. Section 221 of Title 26, Code of Alabami, is amend- 
ed to read as follows: 

“Section 221. Court Review—Within ten days after the de- 
cision of the Board of Appeals has become final, any party to the 
proceeding including the director who claims to be aggrieved by 
the decision may secure a judicial review thereof by filing a notice 
ot appeal in the Circuit Cuwi of ihe county of the residence of 
the claimant. In such action the notice of appeal need not be veri- 
fied, but shall state the grounds upon which a review is sought. A 
copy shall be served upon the director or upon such person as the 
director may designate (and for the purpose hereof, mailing a copy. 
addressed to the director at Montgomery by registered mail shall 
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be deemed service on the director), and such service shall be 
deemed completed service on all parties, but there shall be left 
with the parties so served as many copies of the notice of appeal 
as there are defendants, and the director shall forthwith mail one 
copy to each defendant. The director shall cause to be certified 
and filed in the said court all documents and papers introduced 
in evidence before the board of appeals or appeals tribunal together 
with the findings of fact and the decision of the Board of Appeals 
or the appeals tribunal, as the case may be. No Circuit Court shall 
permit an appeal from a decision allowing or disallowing a claftm 
for benefits unless the decision sought to be reviewed is that of 
an appeals tribunal or of the Board of Appeals and unless the per- 
son filing such appeal has exhausted his administrative rentedies 
as provided by this chapter. In the Circuit Court the issues in 
any such appeal shall be based on the grounds specified in the 
notice of appeal, and, unless an answer is filed, any matter there- 
tofore raised in defense as shown by the certified record below. 
Unless the base period wages, the weekly benefit amount, or the 
duration of benefits is at issue, the decree of the judge, if in favor 
of the claimant, shall be in the form of an order to compute and 
pay. Trial in the Circuit Court shall be de novo. Actions under 
this chapter shall be tried by any judge of the Circuit Court to 
whom application is made at any location in said circuit, and shall 
be given precedence over all other civil cases except cases arising 
under chapter 5 of this title. An appeal may be taken from the de- 
cision of the Circuit Court in the same manner as is provided in 
civil cases, except that such appeal must be taken within thirty 
days after the final ruling of the Circuit Court. It shall not be 
necessaty in any judicial proceeding, under this section, to enter 
exceptions to the rulings of the Board of Appeals or the appeals 
tribunals, as the case may be, and no bond shall be required before 
entering such appeal.” 

Section 3. Section 191, Title 26 of the Code of Alabama 1940, 
as amended by an Act of the 1943 Legislature entitled an Act “To 
Amend Sections 185, 187, 191, 204, 209, 212, 213, 214, 216, 224, 
225, 227, 283 and 248 of Title 26, Code of Alabama 1940, and to 
repeal all of Section 226, of Title 26, Code of Alabama 1940, and 
to repeal all laws and parts of laws in conflict herewith,” approved 
June 28, 1943, is amended to read as follows: 

“Section 191. Wages—‘Wages,’ as used in this chapter means 
every form of remuneration paid (or received) for personal serv- 
ices, including the case value of any remuneration paid in any 
medium other than cash, provided, however, that (except with re- 
spect to Sections 206, 208 of this title) the term ‘wages’ shall not 
include”: 

“(a) That part of the remuneration in any calendar year 
which, after remuneration equal to three thousand dollars has been 
paid to an individual by an employer during such calendar year; 

“(b) The amount of any payment made to, or on behalf of, 
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an employee under a plan or system established by an employer 
which makes provision for his employees generally or for a class 
or classes of his employees (including any amyount paid by an 
employer for insurance or annuities, or into a fund, to provide for 
any such payment), on account of retirement, or sickness or acci- 
dent disability, or medical and hospitalization expenses in connec- 
tion with sickness or accident disability, or death, provided the 
employee has not the option to receive, instead of provision for 
such death benefit, any part of such payment or, if such death 
benefit is insured, any part of the premiums (or contributions to 
premiums) paid by his employer, and has not the right, under 
the provisions of the plan or system or policy of insurance pro- 
viding for such death benefit, to assign such benefit, or to receive 
a cash consideration in lieu of such benetit either upon his wiih- 
drawal from the plan or system providing for such benefit or upon 
termination of such plan or system or policy of insurance or of 
his employment with such employer; 

“(c) The payment by an employer (without deduction from 
the remuneration of the employee) of the tax imposed upon an em- 
ployee under Article 3 of this chapter; or of the tax imposed by 
Section 1400 of the Internal Revenue Code as amended, or 

“(d) Dismissal payments which the employer is not legally 
required to imakc; 

“(e) Gratuities received by an individual from persons other 
than employing unit.” 

Section 4. Section 214, Title 26 of the 1940 Core of Alabama, 
as amended by an Act of the 1943 Legislature entitled “An Act 
to amend Sections 185, 187 191, 204, 209, 212, 213, 214, 216, 224, 
225, 227, 233 and 248 of Title 26, Code of Alabama 1940, and to 
repeal all of Section 226 of Title 26, Code of Alabama 1940, and to 
repeal all laws and parts of laws in conflict herewith,” approved 
June 28, 1943, is amended to read as follows: 

“Section 214. Disqualification for Benefits—An individual 
shall be disqualified for benefits for total or partial unemployment: 

“(a) For any week in which his totai or partial unempioy- 
ment is directly due to a labor dispute still in active progress in 
the establishment in which he is or was last employed; for the 
purposes of this section only, the term ‘labor dispute’ includes any 
controversy concerning terms, tenure or conditions of employ- 
ment, or concerning the association or representation of persons 
in negotiating, fixing, maintaining, changing, or seeking to arrange 
terms or conditions of employment, regardless of whether the dis- 
putants stand in the proximate relation of employer and employee. 
‘This definition shall not relate to a disnute between an individual 
worker and his employer. 

“(b) If he has left his work voluntarily without good cause 
connected with such work. But he shall not be disqualified if the 
director finds upon reasonable proof that: 

(1) He was forced to leave work because he was sick or dis- 
abled and so notified his employer that he was sick or disabled, 
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and returned to that employer and offered himself for work when 
he recovered; or 

(2) He left his employment and immediately took another 
job and thereafter was employed on said other job for not less 
than thirteen (13) consecutive weeks. 

“(c) (1) If he has been discharged or removed from his 
work for a dishonest or criminal act committed in connection with 
his work or materially affecting his work or for an act endangering 
the safety of others or for actual or threatened deliberate miscon- 
duct. 

(2) If he has been discharged for misconduct connected with 
his work (other than acts mentioned in subsection (1) of this sub- 
division). 

(3) If he has been suspended as a disciplinary measure con- 
nected with his work, or for misconduct connected with his work. 

“(d) (1) When an individual is disqualified for benefits 
under subsections b or c (1) of this section, he shall not thereafter 
be entitled to any benefits under this chapter on account of wages 
paid to him before such disqualification by the employer by whom 
he was employed at the time of the happening for which he is so 
disqualified, and, provided further, that for the purposes of the 
experience rating provisions of Section 204 of this title no portion 
of such wages shall be determined to be employee’s or employer’s 
benefit wages for any benefit year or base period. 

(2) When an individual is disqualified for benefits under 
subsections c (2) or c (8) of this section, he shall be subject to 
cancellation of benefit rights for the first four compensable weeks 
after the commission of such disqualifying act during each of 
which four weeks he shall be otherwise eligible and qualified for 
benefits. 

(3) When an individual is disqualified for benefits under sub- 
section (e) of this section, he shall be subject to cancellation of 
benefit rights for the first eight compensable weeks after the com- 
mission of such disqualifying act during each of which eight weeks 
he shall be otherwise eligible and qualified for benefits. 

“(e) If he fails, without good cause, either to apply for or to 
accept available suitable work or to return to his customary self- 
employment when so directed by the director, or when he is noti- 
fied of suitable work or it is offerd him! through a state employ- 
ment office or the United States Employment Service, or directly 
or by written notice or offer to any such employment office or 
empolyment service by an employer by whom the individual was 
formerly employed. 

(1) In determining whether or not any work is suitable for 
an individual, the director shall consider the degree of risk in- 
volved to his health, safety, and morals, his physical fitness, and 
prior training, his experience and prior earnings, his length of un- 
employment and prospects for securing local work in his custo- 
mary occupation, and the distance of the available work from his 
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residence; provided that no work or employment shall be deemed 
unsuitable because of its distance from the individual’s residence, 
if such work or employment is in the same or substantially the 
same locality as was his last previous regular place of employ- 
ment and if the employee left such employment voluntarily with- 
out good cause connected with such employment. 

(2) Notwithstanding any other provisions of this chapter, no 
work shall be deemed suitable and benefits shall not be denied 
under this chapter to any otherwise eligible individual for refus- 
ing to accept new work under any of the following conditions: 

a. If the position offered is vacant due directly to a strike, 
lock out, or other labor dispute; 

b. If the wages, hours, or other conditions of the work offered 
are substantially less favorable to the individual than those pre- 
vailing for similar work in the locality ; 

c. If as a condition of being employed the individual would 
be required to join a company union, or to resign from or refrain 
from joining any bona fide labor organization. 

“(f) For any week with respect to which he is receiving or 
has received remuneration in the form of wages in lieu of notice, 
or a dismissal or separation allowance. 

“(g) For any week with respect to which or a part of which 
he has received or is seeking unemployment benefits under this 
chapter of any other state or of the United States; provided, that 
if the appropriate agency of such other state or of the United 
States finally determines that he is not entitled to such unemploy- 
ment benefits this disqualification shall not apply. 

“ch) For any week with respect to which he has received or 
is receiving any payment by way of compensation for the loss of 
wages through an employee pension plan; provided, however, that 
if such remuneration is less than the benefits which would other- 
wise be due under this chapter, he shall be entitled to receive for 
such week, if otherwise eligible, benefits reduced by the amount 
of siich remuneration. 

“(i) If he has left his most recent work for the purpose of 
attending or if he is a student regularly attending an established 
educational institution during the school term or customary vaca- 
tion periods within the school term. 

“(j) In any week with respect to which he has received or is 
receiving remuneration in the form of 

(1) Compensation under the Workmen’s Compensation Law 
of Alabama or of any other state or under a similar law of the 
United States; 

(2) Payments in the iurm of a primary insurance henefit 
under Title II of the Social Security Act, as amended, or similar 
payments under any act of Congress or the law of any State. 

Provided that if such workmen’s compensation or primary in- 
surance payments are less than the benefits which would otherwise 
be due under this chapter, he shall be entitled to receive for such 
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week, if otherwise eligible, benefits reduced by the amount of 
such payments. 

“(k) For any week that such individual is engaged or em- 
ployed by the Works Progress Administration, the National Youth 
Administration or any Federal or State unit, agency, or instru- 
mentality in charge of public works, assistance through public 
employment, or work relief. 

“(1) For any week in which he is self-employed.” 

Section 5. Section 248, Title 26 of the 1940 Code of Alabama, 
as amended by an Act of the 1943 Legislature entitled “An Act 
to amend Sections 185, 187, 191, 204, 209, 212, 213, 214, 216, 224, 
225, 227, 233 and 248 of Title 26, Code of Alabama 1940, and to 
repeal all of Section 226 of Title 26, Code of Alabama 1940, and to 
repeal all laws and parts of laws in conflict herewith,” approved 
June 28, 1943, is amended to read as follows: 

“Section 248. Unemployment Compensation Administration 
Fund—(a) There shall be in the treasury a special fund to be 
known as the unemployment compensation administration fund. 
All moneys which are deposited or paid into this fund are hereby 
appropriated and made available to the director. All moneys in 
this fund shall be expended solely for the purpose of defraying 
the cost of the administration of this chapter, and for no other 
purpose whatsoever. The fund shall consist of all moneys appro- 
priated by this State, and all moneys received from the United 
States of America, or any agency thereof, including the Social 
Security Board, the Railroad Retirement Board, or from any other 
source, for such purpose. All moneys in this fund shall be de- 
posited, administered, and disbursed in the same manner and under 
the same conditions and requirements as is provided by law for 
other special funds in the treasury. Any balances in this fund shail 
not lapse at any time, but shall be continuously available to the 
director for expenditure consistent with this chapter. The treas- 
urer shall give a separate and additional bond conditioned upon the 
faithful performance of his duties in connection with the unem- 
ployment compensation administration fund in an amount to be 
fixed by the director and in a form prescribed by law or approved 
by the attorney general. The premiums for such bond of the 
treasurer and the premiums for the bond given by the treasurer 
of the unemployment compensation fund under Section 198 of this 
title shall be paid from moneys in the unemployment compensa- 
tion administration fund. 

“(b) In the event both Section 303 (a) (5) of Title III of 
the Social Security Act and Section 1603 (a) (4) of the Federal 
Internal Revenue Code are amended by Congress to permit the 
director to use money collected under this chapter in substitution 
for grants under Title III of the Social Security Act to finance the 
administration of this chapter, there shall be available to the di- 
rector without further appropriation such necessary portion of - 
moneys collected under this chapter, limited in any year to 38% 
of subject employers’ payrolls for the previous calendar year. The 
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director with the approval of the Governor, shall determine such 
amount annually and the treasurer shall thereupon transfer such 
amounts from the Unemployment Compensation Fund to the 
Unemployment Compensation Administration Fund. 

“(c) All money received after June 30, 1941, from the Social 
Security Board under Title III of the Social Security Act, or any 
unencumbered balances in the unemployment compensation ad- 
ministration fund as of that date, or any moneys granted after that 
date to this State pursuant to the provisions of the Wagner-Peyser 
Act, or any moneys made available by the State or its political 
subdivisions and matched by such moneys granted to this State 
pursuant to the provisions of the Wagner-Peyser Act shall be ex- 
pended solely for the purposes and in the amounts found necessary 
by the Social Security Board ior ihe proper and efficient adminis- 
tration of this chapter. If any of such moneys are found by the 
Social Security Board, because of any action or contingency, to 
have been lost or been expended for the purposes other than or 
in amounts in execess of those found necessary by the Social Se- 
curity Board for the proper administration of this chapter, it is the 
policy of this State that such moneys shall be replaced by moneys 
appropriated for such purpose from the general funds of this State 
to the unemployment compensation administration fund for ex- 
penditure as provided in Subsection (a) of this section. Upon 
receipt of such a finding by the Social Security Board, the director 
shall promptly report the amount required for such replacement 
to the Governor and the Governor shall at the earliest opportunity, 
submit to the Legislature a request for the appropriation of such 
amount. This subsection shall not be construed to relieve this 
State of its obligation with respect to funds received prior to July 
1, 1941, pursuant to the provisions of Title III of the Social Se- 
curity Act; provided, however, that funds which have been ex- 
pended by the director or his predecessors in office, in accordance 
with a budget approved by the Sacial Security Board, or its suc- 
cessors, and in accordance with the general standards and limita- 
tions promulgated by the Suciai Sccurity Board or its successors, 
prior to such expenditure (where proposed expenditures have not 
been specifically disapproved by the Social Security Board or its 
successors) shall not be deemed to require replacement. 

“(d) There is hereby established in the unemployment com- 
pensation administration fund a separate special account to be 
called the unemployment compensation extraordinary administra- 
tive cost account, which shall consist of all interest and penalties 
earned or collected pursuant to this chapter together with all fines 
and forfeitures collected pursuant to prosecutions for the violation 
thereof, said account shall be used for and is hereby appivpiiaied 
without lapse to be used for transfer to the clearing account for 
the payment of refunds or adjustment of interest and penalties 
and for the payment of the costs (not to exceed $25,000 in any one 
fiscal year) of administration of this chapter, and shall be de- 
posited administered and disbursed in the same manner and under 
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the same conditions and requirements as is provided by law for 
other special funds in the treasury: Provided, however, That the 
amount thereof shall not be available for any purpose which would 
cause a diminution of any grant from the United States of Amer- 
ica, and further Provided, That the use of the monies in said spe- 
cial account shall in no way be construed as a waiver by this State 
of the right to receive a grant for the purposes for which said ac- 
count may be used or otherwise. Any remainder in said account 
in excess of $5,000 at the end of any fiscal year shall automatic- 
ally be transferred to the unemployment compensation fund.”

or more employees, provided, that such employment in a calendar 
year shall make a newly subject employer subject for all purposes 
as of January 1 of the calendar year in which such employment 
occurs. 

(b) Any employing unit which, having become an employer 
under this chapter, has got under Sections 224 and 225 of this title 
ceased to be an employer subject to this chapter; or 

(c) For the effective period of its election pursuant to Section 
225 hereof any other employing unit which has elected to become 
fully subject to this chapter. 

(d) Any employing unit (whether or not an employing unit 
at the time of acquisition) which acquires the organization, trade 
or business or substantially all the assets thereof of another which 
at the time of such acquisition was an employer subject to this 
chapter. 
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(e) Any employing unit which acquires the organization, 
trade, or business, or substantially all the assets thereof of an- 
other employing unit (not an employer subject to this chapter) 
and which, if the employment record of such employing unit sub- 
sequent to such acquisition together with the employment record 
of the acquired unit prior to such acquisition, both within the same 
calendar year, would be sufficient to constitute an employing unit 
an employer subject to this chapter. 

(f) Effective January 1, 1946, any individual or employing 
unit engaged in employment in this State subject for either the 
current or preceding calendar year to the pay roll tax imposed by 
Section 1600 of the Federal Internal Revenue Code. 

(g) Upon an election effected pursuant to Section 225 of this 
chapter, the Siaie of Alabama, or any one or more of the several 
counties, municipal corporations, public bodies and institutions 
thereof.” 

Section 7%. That Section 204 of Title 26, Code of Alabama 1940, 
as amended by an Act of the 1943 Legislature entitled an Act

“a. For each twelve-month period beginning on the first day 
of April, 1941 through 1946, for the fifteenth-month period begin- 
ning on the first day of April, 1947, for the twelve-month period 
beginning on the first day of July, 1948 and for each twelve- 
month period beginning on the first day of July thereafter, each 
employer whose employees or former employees if otherwise elig- 
ible for benefits could have qualified at any time throughout the 
three most recent calendar years for benefits based on wages re- 
ceived from him shall be entitled to rates for employer and em- 
ployee as determined by the unempioyment cumpeusaiiuu fuiid’s

“b. The employee s benefit wages shall be determined as 
follows: 
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(1) When, in any benefit year an employee was first paid 
benefits after December 31, 1937, and before July 1, 1943, for total 
or partial unemployment, his wages for employment after Decem- 
ber 1, 1936, during the then base period as defined for such bene- 
fit year by the Alabama Unemployment Compensation Law in 
effect with respect to such benefit year and with respect to which 
benefits were then paid, shall be the employee’s benefit wages. 

(2) When, in any benefit year during which an employee has 
not been paid any benefits prior to July 1, 1943, such employee is 
paid benefits after June 30, 1943, for the second compensable week 
of total or partial unemployment, his wages during his base pe- 
riod shall be the employee’s benefit wages. 

(3) As to any employee who is a “maritime worker” wages of 
such employee during a base period shall be multiplied by a frac- 
tion, the numerator of which is his average quarterly earnings in 
his base period and the denominator of which is his highest 
quarter in his base period. 

(4) When, in the determination of an employee’s benefit 
wages, wages have been included once in an employee’s benefit 
wages for one benefit year or in an employee’s wages for one base 
period such wages shall not thereafter be included again in his 
benefit wages for any other benefit year or in his wages for any 
other base period respectively. 

“c. The employer’s benefit wages for a given calendar year 
shall be the total of the benefit wages received from him by all 
of his employees or former employees who receive their second 
benefit payment of a given benefit year in such calendar year; 
provided, however, that the employer’s benefit wages for the cal- 
endar years, or part thereof, prior to July 1, 1943, shall be the 
total of the benefit wages received from him by all of his em- 
ployees or former employees who received their first benefit pay- 
ment of a given benefit year in such calendar year. The director 
shall analyze the benefit payments made in and the employee and 
employer benefit wages for the calendar years 1938, 1939 and 1940, 
and for each calendar year thereafter and determine each employ- 
er’s benefit wages for all such calendar years respectively. 

“d. The benefit wage percentage of each employer for a given 
calendar year shall be a percentage determined by dividing the 
total of his benefit wages for the three most recent preceding 
calendar years by that part of his total taxable pay roll for the 
same three years, with respect to which contributions have been 
paid on or before January 31 of the calendar year for which the 
benefit wage percentage is being determined. 

“e, From the total amount of benefits paid from the unem- 
ployment compensation trust fund during each calendar year there 
shall be subtracted all amounts credited to the fund during each 
calendar year other than employer’s and employees’ contribu- 
tions, and the remainder shall be termed the ‘amount required for 
the fund’ for each such calendar year. The ‘State experience 
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factor’ for each calendar year shall be a percentage determined by 
dividing the total of the amounts required for the fund for the 
three most recent calendar years by the State-wide total of benefit 
wages of all employers for the three most recent calendar years 
and by adjusting to the next higher multiple of one per cent 
(1.0%). The State experience factor shall be determined annually 
prior to the 15th day of March of the calendar year for which the 
determination is made. For the calendar years 1948 and thereafter 
the State experience factor shall be determined annually prior to 
the 15th day of June of the calendar year for which the determi- 
nation is made. 

“f. The contribution rates for each employer and his em- 
ployees effective for each twelve-month period beginning with 
the first day of April 1941 through 1946, for the fifteen-month 
period beginning with the first day of April 1947, for the tweive- 
month period beginning with the first day of July, 1948, and for 
each twelve-month period beginning with the first day of July 
thereafter as provided in Subsection (a) of this section shall be 
determined by the director and the director shall notify each such 
employer of the State experience factor, his benefit wage percent- 
age, his contribution rate, and his employees’ contribution rate not 


less than fifteen days before each such first day of April, or the 
first dav of July, as hereinhefore nrovided, Such cantribution rates

shall be determined from the following table and shall be the rates, 
as indicated for employers and employees respectively, appearing at 
the bottom of the lowest numbered column in which there appears, 
on the same horizon line in which is found in the column, headed 
‘State Experience Factor,’ the State erie vente factor for the then 
benefit wage percentage for the then calendar year.

“eg. Contribution rates for each employer and his employees 
determine pursuant to Subsection F of this section shall neverthe- 
less be subject to increase as hereinafter provided. ; 

(1) The “benefits pay roll ratio” of the State for each calen- 
dar year shall be determined by dividing the total benefits paid 
from the unemployment compensation fund within such year by 
the Statewide total of taxable pay rolls (with respect to which 
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contributions have been paid on or before January 31 of such 
year) of all employers for the calendar year immediately preced- 
ing the calendar year within which such benefits have been paid 
and by adjusting the quotient to the nearest multiple of one 
thousandth. 

(2) The “minimum normal amount” of the unemployment 
compensation fund for each year shall be one and one-half times 
the amount determined by multiplying the highest State-wide 
total of taxable pay rolls (with respect to which contributions 
have been paid on or before January 31 of such year) of all em- 
ployers for any of the three most recent preceding calendar years 
by the highest benefits pay roll ratio for any of the ten most 
recent preceding calendar years. 

(3) Whenever at the end of any calendar year the benefits 
paid from the unemployment compensation fund within the three- 
year period including and ended with said calendar year and the 
contributions paid within such three-year period have been in such 
amounts that the fund becomes greater than the minimum normal 
amount for the calendar year immediately succeeding such three- 
year period, the director shqll on or before March 15 of said im- 
mediately succeeding calendar year through 1947 and on or before 
June 15 of said immediately succeeding calendar year thereafter 
so deciare, and effective for the twelve-month period beginning 
with the first day of April, or the first day of July as hereinbetore 
provided, of said immediately succeeding calendar year the con- 
tribution rates for each employer and his employees shal! be de- 
termined by the director from the table in Subsection (f) of this 
section on the basis of each employer’s benefit wage percentage 
tor the said imincdiately succeeding calendar year and the State 
experience factor as determined for the said immediately succeed- 
ing calendar year as provided in Subsection (e) of this section. 

(4) If at the end ot any caiendar year after December 31, 
1940, the benefits paid from the unemployment compensation fund 
within the three-year period including and ended with said cal- 
endar year and the contributions paid within such three-year pe- 
riod have been in such amounts that the fund becomes less than 
the minimum normal amount for the calendar year immediately 
succeeding such three-year period, the director shall on or before 
March 15 of said immediately succeeding calendar year through 
1947 and on or before June 15 of said immediately succeeding 
calendar year thereafter so declare. To be effective for the twelve- 
month period beginning with the first day of April of said im- 
mediately succeeding calendar year as hereinbefore provided, the 
contribution saics for cach emplover and his employees shall be 
determined by the director from the table in subsection £ ot this 
section on the basis of each employer’s benefit wage percentage 
for the said immediately succeeding calendar year and an increased 
state experience factor to be computed by multiplying the state 
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experience factor for the said immediately succeeding calendar 
year by two. 

(5) The director shall notify each employer of such declara- 
tion and change in state experience factor, of his benefit wage 
percentage, his contribution rate, and his employer’s contribution 
rate not less than fifteen days before each such first day of April, 
or not less than fifteen days before each such first day of July as 
hereinbefore provided. 

(6) Notwithstanding any other provisions of this chapter, if 
the Federal Unemployment Tax Act is amended to permit em- 
ployers a maximum credit under that law of one hundred per cent 
(100%) of the employer’s total liability thereunder by virtue of the 
payment of contributions to a State Unemployment Compensation 
fund, each employer’s contribution rate under this chapter begin- 
ning with the first day of the next calendar quarter thereafter 
shall be that as determined by the table appearing in subsection 
F of this section plus three-tenths of one per cent (0.3%) of his 
total taxable payroll; provided, however, no employer’s contribu- 
tion rate under this chapter shall exceed three per cent (3%) of 
his total taxable payroll.” 

“H. Any employer may apply to the director for and shall be 
entitled to a review as to the determination of his benefit wage 
percentage, and his contribution rate as fixed by his benefit wage 
percentage, provided such application is filed within 60 days of the 
date of the mailing by the director to the employer of the notice of 
such determination. Pending such review such employer shall 
withhold and transmit employee contributions and make all con- 
tribution payments otherwise required by this chapter at contribu- 
tion rates fixed by the determination sought to be reviewed and 
resulting overpayments or underpayments of contributions by 
the employer shall, upon any redetermination, be adjusted or re- 
funded pursuant to section 243 of this title. Any employer may 
within 30 days after the date of mailing by the director to such em- 
ployer of notice of the ruling of the director upon such application 
for review appeal such ruling to the circuit court of any county 
wherein the employer is engaged in doing business, upon such 
terms and upon giving such security for costs as the court may 
upon application prescribe. Trial in that court shall be de novo 
with respect to his benefit wage percentage. Any redetermination 
of benefit wage percentage, whether by the director or the court on 
appeal, shall not be effective as to an employee contribution rate 
before the calendar quarter first beginning after such redetermina- 
tion. 

“I, Transfer of experience to successor-in-interest. 

(1) For the purpose of this section whenever any employing 
unit not already an employer subject to this chapter succeeds to or 
acquires the organization, trade or business, or substantially all 
the assets of another employing unit and which acquired employ- 
ing unit at the time of such acquisition was an employer subject 
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to this chapter and such predecessor-employer ceases business 
operations, the experience record of the predecessor-employer will 
be deemed the experience record of the successor-employer for 
the purpose of determining the successor-employer’s contribution 
rates for employer and employees as provided in subsection F of 
this section. 

(2) Whenever any employing unit already an employer sub- 
ject to this chapter succeeds to or acquires the organization, trade 
or business, or substantially all the assets of another employing 
unit which at the time of such acquisition was an employer sub- 
ject to this chapter and the predecessor-employer ceases business 
operations, the experience record of the predecessor-employer will 
he combined with the experience record of the successor-employer 
and on the basis of such combined experience ihe succcssor- 
employer’s contribution rates for employer and employees will be 
redetermined as provided in subsection F of this section for the 
remainder of the rate year to become effective as of the beginning 
of the calendar quarter next following the calendar quarter during 
which the director is so notified. The successor-employer’s rates 
thereafter will be determined on the basis of such combined ex- 
perience. 

A predecessor- -employer whose experience record has been 
acyuired by a successor-employer as provided in paragraph (1) 


transferred experience for the determination of contribution rates 
if and when he again becomes an employer subject to this chapter 
unless such transferred experience is acquired as provided in 
paragraphs (1) and (2) of this subsection I. 

Nothing herein contained shall be construed to authorize or 
require the retroactive modification of contribution rates or the 
granting of refunds. 

“J. In the event that for any year, the law of Alabama is not 
certified as provided in section 1602 (b) of the Internal Revenue 
Code of the United States, as amended, or as the same may be 
amended, the contribution rate of each eiiiployer and of his em- 
ployees for such year shall be as provided in sections 201 and 202 
of this title, provided that in such event an employer shall be 
deemed to have discharged his duty as to withholding and trans- 
miting additional amounts so required of his employees for such 
year if he withholds and transmits to the fund such additional 
amounts from each of his employees who were in his employ dur- 
ing such year and to whom, within two months after the date of 
the ruling on such question of certification, he pays wages, such 
additional amounts not to exceed the wages so paid.”

“Section 213. Benefit Eligibility Conditions. An unemployed 
individual shall be eligible to receive benefits with respect to any 
week only if the director finds that 

“A. He has made a claim for benefits with respect to such 
week in accordancce with such regulations as the director may 
prescribe. 

“B. He has registered for work at, and thereafter continued to 
report at, an employment office in accordance with such regula- 
tions as the director may prescribe, except that the director may, 
by regulation waive, or alter either or both of the requirements of 
this section as to individuals attached to regular jobs and as to 
such other type of cases or situations with respect to which he 
finds that compliance with such requirements would be oppressive, 
or would be inconsistent with the purposes of this chapter. 

“C. He is ready, willing and able to take suitable work. 

A woman shall be presumed not to be able to work and not 
available for work if she quits or is required to terminate her em- 
ployment because of pregnancy, provided, in any event, that no 
woman shall be deemed to be able to work and available for work 
for any week during the three-month period immediately before 
the expected birth of her child, and for any week during the three- 
month period immediately following the birth of her child, in 
either of which cases the director may require the production of 
doctor’s certificates to establish such dates. 

“D. He has been totally unemployed for a waiting period of 
one week (and for the purposes of this section two weeks of 
partial unemployment, whether or not consecutive, shall be deemed 
to be equivalent to one week of total unemployment). No week 
shall be counted as a week of unemployment for the purposes of 
this subsection :— 

(1) If benefits have been paid with respect thereto. 

(2) Unless the individual was otherwise eligible for benefits 
with respect thereto as provided in articles 4 and 5 of this chapter. 

(8) Unless it ocurs within the benefit year which includes the 
week with respect to which he claims payment of benefits, provid- 
ed that this requirement shall not interrupt the payment of benefits. 
for consecutive weeks of unemployment. 
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“FE. He has during his base period earned wages for insured 
work equal to not less than the amount appearing in Column C 
of the table in section 207 of this title on the same horizontal 
line on which in Column B of that table appears his weekly benefit 
amount. 

“FE. During the three weeks immediately preceding the week 
of unemployment the individual has worked less than one hundred 
and sixty hours in employment and has earned total wages with 
respect to employment less than one hundred and twenty dollars, 
This paragraph shall not apply unless the facts are made known to 
the Director within the time and in the manner prescribed by 
regulations of the Director.” ,

SUBSTITUTE FOR HOUSE BILL NO. 497 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


Providing for the regulation and licensing of private business 
schools and classes in the State of Alabama; defining the schools 
and classes to be included under the Act; creating a Board of 
Governors for Alabama Business Colleges and conferring duties 
upon them; fixing a license fee to be charged each private business 
school and providing for the use and expenditure of such fees; 
prescribing the manner of applying for such license; providing 
penalties for certain violations and providing for the right of appeal. 


Be It Enacted By The Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Definitions 
The following words and phrases of this Act shall have the 
meanings ascribed to them: 
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a. “Private business school” shall mean a school maintained 
or classes conducted for the purpose of offering instruction, for a 
consideration, profit, or tuition, the purpose of which is to prepare 
an individual to pursue a recognized profitable occupation in com- 
mercial pursuits and business phases of other occupations for 
which graduation from a degree-granting institution of college 
grade is not required. 

b. “Annual” shall refer to the fiscal school year from Septem- 
ber 1 to the following August 31, inclusive. 

c. “Board” shall mean the Board ef Governors for Alabama 
Business Colleges. 

Section 2. Exclusions from Act 

The mandatory provisions of this Act shall not include schools 
maintained or classes conducted by firms or erganizations for their 
own employees where no fee or tuition is charged and shall not 
include schools owned and operated by bona fide religious. or 
eleemosynary institutions, or by the State of Alabama or any 
political subdivision thereof. 

Section 3. Exempted Schools May Come within this Act 

Schools or classes exempted under Section 2 of this Act may 
choose to apply for a license under this Act, and upon the approval 
and issuance of such a license, they shall be subject to the pro- 
visions of this Act. 

Section 4. Creation of Board of Governors for Alabama Busi- 
ness Colleges, its Powers. 

The provisions of this Act shall be administered by a Board of 
Governors for Alabama Business Colleges. This Board shall con- 
sist of seven members, who shall be elected for a term of one 
year by a majority vote of the private business schools subject to 
the provisions of this Act. Each business college shall have one 
vote. The first Board shall be elected at a meeting to be held in the 
State Capitol in Montgomery thirty days after the effective date 
of this Act at two o’clock P. M., at which meeting each business 
college shall be entitled to one representative to vote for it. There- 
after the nomination of, balloting for, and election of members of 
the Board shall be at a meeting of which all private business 
schools shall be given at least ten days notice or by mail as the 
Board may by regulation entered on its minutes prescribe. The 
Board shall elect from its membership a Chairman and a Secretary 
and Treasurer, whose duties shall be those customarily accompany- 
ing such offices. The Treasurer shall give bond, in the sum of 
$2,000, with good and sufficient sureties to be approved by the 
Board, conditioned upon his faithfully accounting for all moneys 
coming into his possession. 

Section 5. Rules and Regulations. The Board shall have the 
power to make and to enforce such rules and regulations as are 
necessary to effectuate the purposes of this Act. Prior to the pro- 
promulgation of any such rules or regulations, the Board, after 
reasonable notice to the licensed private business schools of this 
state, shall hold hearing on such proposed rules or regulations, 
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which hearing shall be open to the private business schools of 
this state, and to all other interested in attending. 

Section 6. Financing the Operation of this Act. 

No funds shall be appropriated by the State for the purpose of 
carrying out the provisions of this Act. License fees shall be due 
and payable annually as hereinafter provided. All funds collected 
from the operation of this Act shall be paid to the Treasurer of the 
Board for the purpose of carrying out the provisions of this Act. 
Such moneys shall be expended only upon order of the Board. No 
member of the Board or officer of the Board shall receive any 
funds of the Board, except travel expense to meetings. The Board 
shall have the authority to, and be charged with the responsibility 
of, recommending to the Legislature, proposed changes in the 
amount to be paid for private business schooi licenses, if and when 
the necessity therefor arises, so that funds may be available for the 
necessary expenses of conducting inspections, processing reports, 
and caring for such additional matters as may be needed to dis- 
charge the provisions of this Act. 

Section 7. Effective Date of License Requirement. 

Effective one hundred and twenty (120) days after the enact- 
ment of this Act, no private business school or classes shall con- 
tinue in operation or shall be established within the State of Ala- 
bama unless there is first secured from the Board a license issued © 
in such form as the Board may direct. Licenses issued shall be 
operative for one year from date of issue and shall be renewed an- 
nually. 

Section 8. Information Reditired « on Application for License. 

Before any license is originally issued, or thereafter renewed, 
an application shall be made to the Board on a form prepared and 
furnished by the Board. Such application shall require information 
showing: (1) The title or name of the school or classes, together 
with the names of the proprietors and directing officers thereof; 
(2) The specific courses of instruction offered ; oy The place or 
places where such instruction will be given; (4) A Jisting of the 
equipment available for instruction; (5) The qualification of in- 
structors and supervisors for each specified course; (6) The 
Financial resources, available to equip and maintain the school 
or classes; a willingness to provide a surety company bond if the 
Board shall require it for protecting the contractual rights of 
students; (7) Such additional information as the Board may deem 
necessary to enable it to determine the adquacy of the program of 
instruction offered and matters pertaining thereto. 

Section 9. Supplementary licenses. 

Aay license jesued shall he restricted to the courses specifically 
indicated in the application for a license. The holder of a license 
shall file such supplementary application as may be directed by 
the Board for approval of any additional courses which it may. 
desire to offer instruction during the effetcive period of the license. 

Section 10. License Fee. Each application for an original 
license shall be accompanied by a license fee in the sum of 
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twenty-five dollars ($25) in cash or certified check, payable to 
the Board of Governors for Alabama Business Colleges. Each 
application for renewal of a license shall be accompanied by a 
license fee in the sum of twenty-five dollars ($25) likewise in cash 
or certified check payable to the Board of Governors for Alabama 
Business Colleges. No fee shall be payable for a supplementary 
application for the approval of additional courses of instruction. 
No license fee or part of a license fee shall be refunded in the event 
any license is refused or revoked. This license fee is in addition to 
any other license provided by law. 

Section 11. Hearing on License Application. Court Appeal. 
If an application for a license is not approved, the applicant may 
request and be entitled to a hearing before the Board. If denied 
a license by the Board, the applicant may, within 30 days of such 
action, file an appeal to the Circuit Court of the County, where 
the business school of such licensee is located, or if an out-of-state, 
private business school, to the Circuit Court of Montgomery 
County. The Court shall review the record and have jurisdiction 
to make any order which the Board could make. 

Section 12. Additional License requirements. No private busi- 
ness school or class shall be granted a license or be permitted to 
continue to operate under a license unless: 

' a, It shall permit the Board or its agents to inspect the school 
or classes at any reasonable time the Board or its agents may deem 
it necessary or advisable to do so. 

b. It shall prominently display the current and approved 
license where it may be inspected by students, the public, and 
designated officials or agents of the Board. 

c. The advertising and representations made by and for the 
school or classes on the part of any school officer, employee, or 
contractual agent, shall be free from misrepresentation or fraud. 

d. The premises, equipment and conditions of the school or 
classes shall be in accordance with standards of public safety as 
provided by the laws of the State of Alabama in respect to fire 
regulations and sanitary conditions. 

Section 138. Out of State School, Correspondence Schools, 
within Act. 

Any private business school located outside the limits of the 
State of Alabama but doing business within the State of Alabama 
or conducting correspondence courses or soliciting pupils within the 
State of Alabama shall be subject to the provisions of this Act and 
shall be required to take out a license under this Act. Any such 
school or correspondence school shall be subject to the regulations 
of the Board, and liable to penalty for violation thereof, to the 
same extent as are private business schools locted within the State. 

Section 14. Improper Solicitation of Pupils Forbidden. 

No private business school shall, in its advertising or in the 
solicitation of pupils, directly, or by implication, guarantee its 
pupils jobs upon the completion of their training, nor shall any 
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private business school offer any type of scholarship to prospective 
pupils, except a bona fide scholarship providing an actual credit 
on established and published tuition prices and the terms of which 
shall be set forth in writing, in an effort to secure their enrollment. 
When engaged in the solicitation of prospective pupils, no private 
business school shall make any false or misleading statements of 
any kind whatsoever. 

Section 15. Incorporation not to remove a School from this 
Act. 

No private business school operating within the State of Ala- 
bama or doing business within the limits of the State of Alabama 
shall be exempted from liability under the provisions of this Act 
by reason of its filing incorporation papers under the laws of the 
State of Alabama, or any other state, creating the schooi into a 
non-profit eleemosynary educational institution. 

Section 16. Revocation of License. 

A license issued under the provisions of this Act may be re- 
voked or suspended by the Board for cause, provided that the 
license is permitted to be heard by the Board, either personally, by 
counsel or both, and provided also that a written copy of the 
cause is furnished him by registered mail ten days in advance of 
the date set for the hearing, said notice to contain the date, time, 
and place ot the hearing. Any licenscc aggrieved by the action of 
the Board in revoking or suspending a license or by any other 
action of the Board may, within 30 days from such action, file an 
appeal to the Circuit Court of the County where the licensee’s 
business school is located or, if an out-of-state business school then 
in the Circuit Court of Montgomery County. The Court shall 
review the record and have jurisdiction to make any order which 
the Board could make. 

Section 17. Operation without a license a misdemeanor. 

Any person who, or corporation which, violates the provisions 
of this Act requiring a license to operate a private business school 
or classes, cr who violotes any provisions of Section 14 thereof, 
or does other prohibited acts, shall, upon conviction, be guiity of 
a misedeamor and be subject to a fine of not less than fifty dollars 
nor more than five hundred dollars ($500) or imprisoned in the 
county jail for not exceeding ninety days, or both. Any person 
who, or corporation which, makes any false statement in order to 
obtain a license or operates, or attempts to operate a private busi- 
ness school or classes without a license or under an expired, re- 
voked or suspended license shall, upon being found guilty, be 
subjected to the same penalties. 

Section 18. List of Schvuvis. 

The board shall publish and revise annually a list of schools 
licensed under the provision of this Act. 

Section 19. Severability Clause. Should any phrases, sen- 
tences, clauses or sections of this Act be held unconstitutional or 
invalid for any reason, the other phrases, sentences, clauses and 
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sections of this Act shall not be affected by such holding, it being 
the intent of the Legislature that such phrases, sentences, clauses 
and sections would have been adopted without the void or uncon- 
stitutional phrases, sentences, clauses or sections. 

Section 20. This Act shall take effect upon its passage and 
approval by the Governor or its otherwise becoming a law.

package of cigarettes containing not more than 20 cigarettes and 
($0.02) for each additional 20 cigarettes or fractional part thereof 
in such package sold, stored, or received, for the purpose of dis- 
tribution to any person, firm, corporation, club, or association 
within such counties, and to fix and levy a tax on smoking tobacco 
upon each package containing not more than 1% ounces .005 
(1% cent) each package over 14% ounce and not exceeding 2 ounces 
$0.015 (1% cents) over 2 ounces and not exceeding three ounces 
$0.025 (244 cents) over 3 ounces and not exceeding 4 ounces $.035 
(3% cents) and $0.01 (1 cent) additional for each ounce or frac- 
tional part thereof over 4 ounces; to provide for the payment of 
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said tax by the purchase and sale of stamps to be affixed to each 
said package to cigarettes or smoking tobacco sold or distributed 
in such counties; to provide for the ascertainment, collection, pay- 
ment and distribution of such licsen tax and for the enforcement 
of this act; to prescribe penalties and fix the punishment for the 
violation of any provisions of this act; and to repeal any existing 
ordinances or statutes in conflict with the provisions of this act;

SENATE MESSAGE 


On motion of Mr. Adams (Jefferson), the House concurred in 
and adopted the Senate amendment to the bill, H. 701, said Senate 
amendment being as follows: 

Amend H. 701 by changing Section 6 to read as follows: 

Section 6. Every wholesale dealer shall at the time of selling 
and/or delivering any cigarettes or smoking tobacco into a county 
subject to the provisions of this act make a true duplicate invoice 
of the same which shall show full and complete details of the sale 
and/or delivery of such tobacco products and shall retain the same 
subject to the use and inspection of the license inspector or his 
duly authorized deputy for a period of three years. Wholesale and 
retail dealers shall also keep a record of the purchase, sale, ex- 
change, and/or receipt of all the aforesaid tobacco products and 
hold all books, records, cancelled checks and all other memoranda 
pertaining to such purchase, sale, exchange, and/or receipt for the 
period mentioned herein subject to the inspection of the license 
inspector or his duly authorized deputy and for any authorized 
representative of any municipality in the county, who shall have 
the power and authority to enter upon the premises of any dealer 
and to examine such cigarettes or smoking tobacco, books, records 
and memoranda at all reasonable times. Any person who pur- 
chases and/or receives, in any manner whatsoever, any cigarettes 
or smoking tobacco which do not have affixed a stamp required 
by this statute shall within three (3) days after receipt of such 
cigarettes or smoking tobacco report the receipt and purchase of 
same to the license inspector, giving the date of purchase or re- 
ceipt, the name of the person or firm from whom purchased or 
received, and a list describing the brand and quantity of cigarettes 
or smoking tobacco so purchased or received. Such report must 
be made by registered mail or in person. It shall be unlawful for 
any person to interfere or obstruct the license inspector or such 
deputy or any authorized municipal representative in the exercise 
of the power and authority conferred by this statute. 

Amend H. 701 as amended by changing Section 8 to read as 
follows: 
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Section 8. (a) None of the provisions of this act shall be 
applied in such manner as to be violations of the commerce or 
other clauses of the Federal or State Constitution. (b) This 
statute shall not be construced to apply to cigarettes or smoking 
tobacco stored by a wholesale dealer for the purpose of resale or 
reshipment outside a county subject to the provisions of this act 
which are actually so resold or reshipped. 

Amend H. 701 as amended by changing Section 13 to read as 
follows:

Notice is hereby given that the following local bill will be introduced 
in the 1947 session of the Legislature: 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To establish a Court of Common Pleas for Autauga County, Alabama; 
to define its. jurisdiction and powers; to provide for its officers, their pow- 
ers and duties and compensations; to provide that said Court shall be open 
at all times for the trial of cases and transaction of business; to provide the 
rules and procedure of said Court; to provide a fine and forfeiture fund 
for said Court; and to abolish the Civil and Criminal Court of Autauga 
County, Alabama, and the County Court of Autauga County, Alabama. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. That there is hereby created and established in Autauga 
County, Alabama, an inferior court to be known as and called the Court of 
Common Pleas of Autauga County, which said Court shall have and exercise 
civil and criminal jurisdiction as hereinafter provided. 

Section Z. Thai ihe said Couri ol Coitiion ricas shail be heid at ihe 
Court House of Autauga County, and shall be open at all times for the 
trial of cases and the transaction of business. That said Court shall have 
original civil jurisdiction in all civil matters of which justices of the peace of 
Autauga County have jurisdiction under the general laws of the State of 
Alabama, concurrently with the several justices of the peace in said County; 
and in addition thereto, the said court shall have jurisdiction, concurrently 
with the Circuit Coyrt of Autauga County, Alabama, of all matters, suits 
and actions at law which are in amount more than the jurisdiction of the 
justices of the peace, and less than the sum of $1000.01, and when the value 
of the property sued for in a suit in detinue is less than $1000.01, provided, 
however, that the said court shall not have and exercise civil jurisdiction 
of actions of libel, slander, assault and battery or ejectment or actions in 
the nature of ejectment; and the said court shall have original jurisdiction, 
concurrent with the Circuit Court of Autauga County, Alabama, of all mis- 
demeanors committed in Autauga County. Alabama; and it shall have pre- 
liminary jurisdiction of all felonies, concurrent with the several justices of 
the peace of said county, and in addition thereto, said court shall have and 
exercise original and exclusive jurisdiction in all juvenile and non-support 
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cases arising in said county under Titles 13 and 34 of the Code of Alabama 
1940 and amendments and additions thereto, and shall have all of the powers 
therein conferred on the Probate Courts. Affidavits may be taken and war- 
rants issued by justices of the peace in the respective precincts of the said 
county where such justices of the peace have jurisdiction to issue such war- 
rants returnable to the said court hereby created. The jurisdiction, both 
civil and criminal, of the said Court of Common Pleas of Autauga County 
as hereinabove provided. shall be coextensive with the county. ; 

Section 3. The Judge of said court shall have been a resident of Au- 
tauga County for at least five years and a qualified elector thereof at the 
time of his election or appointment and shall reside in said county during 
his continuance in office. He shall be at least thirty- five years of age, shall 
be learned in the law and duly licensed to practice law in this State, and 
shall not during his term of office act as attorney in any case or matter that 
has previously been in or is in this court, but may practice in all other 
matters and all other courts. This Act shall become a law and be in full 
force and effect immediately upon its passage and approval or its otherwise 
becoming a law, but it shall not affect the term of office of the present Judge 
of the Civil and Criminal Court of Autauga County, or his successor in 
office, and he, or his successor shall be the judge of the Court created by this 
Act, and the said present Judge of the said Civil and Criminal Court of 
Autauga County or his successor in office shall hold office as Judge of the 
court created and established herein until the first Monday after the second 
Tuesday in January, 1949, and until his successor is elected and qualified as 
now required by law. or as provided in this Act, and shall perform the 
duties, and receive the compensations as herein provided for the Judge of 
this Court. 

Section 4. That the term of office of the Judge of this court, who 
shall be elected by the qualified electors of Autauga County, Alabama, at 
the general election for State and County officers in the year 1948 shail be 
for six years from the first Monday after the second Tuesday in January, 
1949, and every six years thereafter and until his successor is elected or ap- 
pointed and qualified. Upon the passage and approval of this Act, or its 
otherwise becoming a law, the Governor shall issue commission to the per- 
son who is Judge of the Civil and Criminal Court of Autauga County. at 
the time this Act becomes a law, as Judge of the Court of Common Pleas 
of Autauga County. as herein provided: and after the election of the Judge 
of this Court as herein provided the Governor shall likewise issue to him 
a commission, as such Judge. Before entering upon the duties of his office, 
the Judge of this Court shall take the oath of office in the form required 
by law to be taken by Judges of the Circuit Court of this State and he 
shall be removed from office for the same causes and in the same manner 
as is now or may be hereafter provided for removal of Circuit Judges; and 
shall give bond in such penal sum as may be prescribed by the Board of 
Revenue or Commissioners Court of Autauga County, Alabama, payable 
and conditioned as are official bonds required of county officials, to be taken 
and approved by the Judge of Probate of Autauga County. and recorded in 
the Probate Office of Autauga County. Alabama. and upon said bond there 
shall be the same liabilities and remedies as upon bonds of other county 
officials. The premium on said bond shall be paid out of the general fund 
of Autauga County. In the event of the vacancy caused by the resignation, 
removal or death of said Judge, or for other causes, the Governor shall fill 
the same by appointment and the person so appointed shall hold office as 
provided for in Section 158 of the Constitution of this State. In case the 
Judge of said Court shall be unable at any time to discharge the duties of 
his office by reason of sickness. disqualiciations or other causes, the judge 
shall make or cause to be made by the Clerk thereof. an order, when the 
facts warrant it, setting forth the reasons of his inability to sit in said Court 
and the said order shall be filed in this Court. Thereupon the Clerk of this 
Court shall designate and appoint in writing, which appointment shall be 
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filed in this Court, some practicing attorney of the County who is learned 
in the law. as Special Judge thereof, and the person so designated and 
appointed shall perform all of the duties and exercise all of the powers and 
authority of the Judge of this Court. and shall hold said office until the 
regular Judge thereof shall resume his duties: the said Special Judge shall 
receive for his compensation Five Dollars ($5.00) for each day he serves as 
such Judge of this Court payable in the same manner and from the same 
funds as the compensation of the regular Judge is paid. The regular Judge 
of this Court shall have authority to administer oaths, and take acknowl- 
edgements and affidavits in all cases, and to solemnize marriages the same 
as circuit Tudges of this State. and shall have power to issue search war- 
rants, writs of habeas corpus, prohibition, certiorari, quo warranto, and all 
other special and extraordinary writs. 

Section 5. The Judge of this Court shall receive a salary of not less 
than Eighteen Hundred Dollars ($1800.00) nor more than Twenty-Four 
Hundied Dollars ($2400.00) per annum, said salary shall be determined by 
the Board of Revenue or Commissioners Court of Auiauga County, Ala- 
bama. payable in equal monthly installments out of the general fund of 
Autauga County, Alabama, upon the warrant of the Probate Judge of Au- 
tauga County, Alabama, which he is hereby authorized and directed to issue 
monthly. and which warrants shall be a preferred claim against said general 
fund. 

Section 6. The Judge of said Court shall adopt a seal for said Court 
oe shall be kept in the custody and control of the Clerk of the said 

ourt. 

Section 7, That the deputy Solicitor or County Solicitor for Autauga 
omy shall prosecute for the State all criminal cases in said Court created 
by this act. 

Section 8. The Sheriff of Autauga County shall. in person. or by 
deputy, be required to attend upon said Court, to preserve order and execute 
all writs or process issued therefrom and to perform such other duties in 
all respects as he is required by law to perform in the Circuit Court of 
Autauga County; and for such services of attending said Court the Sheriff 
shall receive the sum of Three Dollars per day payable out of the general 
fund: and for all services rendered by him, other than attendance upon the 
Court hereinabove provided for, he shall receive the same costs and fees as 
are allowed by law for similar services performed and done in the Circuit 
Courts. 

Section 9. The Clerk of the Circuit Court of Autauga County, Ala- 
bama. shall act and ‘be Clerk of the Court of Common Pleas of Autauga 
County. The Clerk of said Court, before entering upon the duties of his 
office, shall give bond in such penai suii as may be prescribed by the Court 
of County Commissioners or Board of Revenue of Autauga County. Ala- 
bama. payable and conditioned as are official bonds required by Clerks of 
the Circuit Court, to be taken and approved by the members of the Board 
of Revenue or Commissioners Court of Autauga County, Alabama. Said 
bond shall be recorded in the office of the Tudge of Probate of Autauga 
County, Alabama. Upon such bonds there shall be the same liabilities and 
remedies as upon bonds of the Clerks of the Circuit Court of the State. 
The premium of said bond shall be paid out of the general fund of Autauga 
County. Alahama. 

Section 10. The Clerk of the said Court shall issue and sign all sum- 
wus, subpeenas, writs. executions, and other processes, under the authority 
of this Court; keep and file the books and dockets and papers in relation to, 
and the records of all suits which have been determined in this court, and to 
issue all writs of execution, scire facias. writs of error, or other process on the 
judgment of the Court; keep all papers, books, dockets, and records belonging 
to this office with care and securitv: the papers filed and arranged. numbered 
and labeled, so as to be of easy reference: and to allow parties to inspect the 
records free of charge. He shall attend Court during the sessions thereof, 
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with all papers belonging to the session, so filed as to be of easy reference; 
keep direct and reverse indices of all record books in this office, which must 
always be in good and substantial books. but he is not required to prepare 
any new indices where those already in the office are sufficient; and to per- 
form any other duties which are now or later required by Jaw of the Clerk 
to perform. The Clerk of said Court shall keep a docket of all civil cases in 
which must be entered all civil actions brought in said Court, the names of 
the parties, the character of the action, the name of the attorney by whom 
brought, and the Sheriff’s return, and in which must be entered all judg- 
ments and orders of the Judge of said Court. The Clerk shall also keep a 
criminal docket in which must be entered all criminal cases in their order, 
showing the nature of the offense, the return of the Sheriff, the amount of 
the bail, and the orders and judgments showing the disposition of all cases. 
The Clerk shall keep in said dockets, both civil and criminal, the names of 
all witnesses subpoenaed, the date of such subpoena and the Sheriff’s return 
thereon. The Clerk shall show on said dockets every execution that has 
been issued and the date thereof, the amount of the costs, and all other mat- 
ters that may be necessary to keep a complete record of all proceedings had 
in said Court. All the records and files of said Court shall be open to the 
public for inspection free of charge. The Board of Revenue or Commission- 
ers Court of Autauga County. Alabama. shall furnish the Clerk with all 
necessary stationary. books, office furniture. equipment, typewriter, tele- 
phone, postage and any other office supplies or equipment which might be 
needed to carry on the work of the Court. 

Section 11. The Clerk shall receive the same fees, commissions and 
costs as are now or hereafter allowed by law to the Clerks of the Circuit 
Courts of this State, also he shall receive, as ex-officio fees, for ex-officio 
duties performed as Clerk of the Court of Common Pleas of Autauga County, 
the same amount which he is paid in the Circuit Court of Autauga ounty. 
This fee shall be governed by Title 11, Paragraph 24, Code of 1940, as amend- 
ed. Said sum shall be paid in Twelve monthly payments payable out of the 
general fund of Autauga County. Alabama. 

Section 12. There shall be taxed in each criminal case a solicitor’s fee 
in the amount as is now provided for solicitor’s Fees in the Circuit Courts 
of this State and when so taxed and collected by the Clerk, shall be paid 
to County Treasurer in the same manner as remittances are made in the 
Circuit Court. There shall be no Solicitor’s fee taxed when the defendant 
pleads guilty to any offense which is under the jurisdiction of the Justice of 
the peace of this State, or any highway case or violation under the game and 
fish laws. All cases which are tried will be taxed with the solicitor fee as 
specified in the Code of Alabama, 1940, Title 11, Paragraph 85. Witnesses 
shall be entitled to the same fees and mileage as are now allowed by law for 
witnesses in the Circuit Court of said County, and shall be paid from the 
fine and forfeiture fund of said County. For each case placed on the docket 
of this Court there shall be taxed as part of the cost a trial tax in the 
amount of Three ($3.00) Dollars; and such tax shall be collected as part of 
the cost in each case and the Clerk of the Court shall remit such amount so 
collected to the County Treasurer each month. The Clerk shall be paid the 
same commission for collecting and remitting this tax as is allowed in the 
Circuit Court. It shall be the duty of the Clerk of the Court to tax and 
collect in each Civil and each criminal case, the same costs and fees for 
services of the Clerk, the Solicitor, the Sheriff, and the witnesses as are now, 
or hereafter, allowed by law to be taxed, charged and collected in the Circuit 
Courts of this State, except as otherwise provided herein, which he shall dis- 
burse as provided in the Circuit Courts of Alabama. That all fines, forfeitures 
and fees collected by the Clerk of this Court shall be paid by him to the 
paleo Treasurer, in the same manner as in the Circuit court of Autauga 

ounty. . 

The same laws governing payment of fines and forfeitures of the 

Circuit Courts of this State shall prevail in this Court, that is to say, the 
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laws as set forth in Title 15, Paragraphs 392 through Paragraphs 397, code 
of Alabama 1940, except as otherwise herein provided. The County Treasurer 
of Autauga County is hereby authorized, at any time, to transfer from the 
Fine and Forfeiture fund to the General fund of Autauga County, such 
amount which shall be in excess of an amount sufficient to pay all registered 
and outstanding claims against said fund and an additional sum of Three 
Thousand ($3,000.00) Dollars. 

Section 13. The Sheriff and Clerk of said Court shall, in all cases 
in which the defendant is found not guilty, or the case nol prossed, or prose~ 
cution withdrawn, receive their fees out of the fine and forfeiture fund of 
Autauga County, Alabama. In Bastardy, Juvenile, Non Support and peace 
proceeding cases, the Sheriff and Clerk shall be paid their fees and costs 
out of the Fine and Forfeiture Fund of Autauga County. And in any case 
where the fees for the Clerk and Sheriff are not specifically provided for 
ails fees shall be paid out of the Fine and Forfeiture Fund of Autauga 
LOUNtY "a 

Section 14. The Clerk of this Court shall issue certificates of judg- 
ments of said Court, in the same form as is now provided by law for issuance 
of certificates of judgments from the Circuit Courts, for which he shall be 
allowed the same fees as are now allowed in the Circuit Courts. The owner 
of any judgment renderd by said Court may file in the office of the Judge 
of Probate of any County in this State such certificate of judgment issued 
by the Clerk as hereinabove provided, under the same procedure and in the 
same manner as is now or may hereafter be provided for filing certificates 
of judgments rendered by the Circuit Courts of this State; and when so 
filed such judgments shall be a lien in the County where filed on all pro- 
perty of the defendant which is subject to levy and sale under execution. 
The filing of such certificate of judgment shaii be notice to all persons of the 
existence of the lien thereby created. Such lien shall continue for ten years 
from the date of such judgment and no insoivency proceedings or declara- 
tion of insolvency shall affect or impair such lien, except bankruptcy pro- 
ceedings instituted within four months after the filing of the certificate as 
provided by law. Execution may be issued at any time within ten years from 
the date of such judgment, whether execution has been previously issued or 
not.

Section 15. That all prosecutions for misdemeanors may be instituted 
in said court by making affidavit before the Judge or Solicitor; and that in 
all preliminary proceedings in prosecutions for felonies begun in said Court, 
the same may be instituted by affidavit before the Judge or Solicitors, And 
when the Defendant is arrested on affidavit and warrant charging a misde- 
meanor the said case shall go to the docket for trial and be tried as though 
the defendant had been indicted by a Grand Jury, except as hereinafter pro- 
vided, provided further, that the defendant shall not be put upon trial in 
any cause within five days of his arrest, except with his consent. The Judge 
af said Court shall have the right and authority to issue all processes re- 
turnable into his court that are not especially provided to be issued by the 
Clerk of said Court, but he shall not prepare any summons and complaints, 
garnishments, detinue attachments, papers or other right of processes issuing 
out of said Court. 

Section 16. That all criminal cases in said Court shall be tried by the 
Judge thereof without a jiurv, and the accused shall not have the right to 
demand a trial by jury, but in all trials of criminal cases in said Court, the 
Judge shall determine both the law and the facts without the intervention 
of a jury, and in cases of conviction the defendant shall have the right to 
appeal to the Circuit Court as provided for in Section 326 of Title 13 of the 
Code of 1940, except that appeal bonds shall be approved by the Clerk of the 
Court, and a jury trial may there be had on the demand of the defendant, 
made at the time of taking the appeal. 
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Section 17. A party aggrieved or desiring to bring a charge of mis- 
demeanor before this Court may, upon applying to the Judge of Solicitor for 
a warrant of arrest and upon making affidavit in writing that he has prob- 
able cause for believing and does believe, that an offense (designate the mis- 
demeanor by name, or by some other phrase which in common parlance 
designate it) has been committed on the person or property, or as the case 
may be, of A. B. (naming the person injured, or as the case may be), then 
the Judge or Solicitor of said Court shall examine the affiant under oath, 
and other witnesses if he so desires, touching the offense charged in the 
affidavit, and if the Judge or Solicitor has probable cause for believing that 
the offense alleged in the affidavit has been committed he shall issue his 
warrant of arrest as hereinabove provided. When there is an objection to 
the validity or sufficiency of any affidavit, complaint or warrant pending in 
this Court or when a defect appears in any of same the Solicitor or other 
person prosecuting for the State shall have the right to amend any or all 
the papers to which the objection is directed, or where such defect appears; 
or the Solicitor may instead of amending the papers, make a brief state- 
ment of the cause of complaint signed by him which may be substantially in 
the form provided in Section 259 of Title 155 of the Code of 1940 and may 
be amended as herein provided. Thereupon the Court shall proceed to try 
the case either upon the original papers, or the original as amended, or 
upon the statement or statements filed by the Solicitor or other person 
prosecuting for the State. 

Section 18. That all proceedings in said Court as to judgment for fine 
and costs, confession of judgment and executions thereon, sentence to jail 
and/or hard labor for fine and costs, and as additional punishment, bail, con- 
ditional judgments, forfeitures, judgments, final and alias warrants of arrest, 
shall be the same in said Court of Common Pleas of Autauga County as are 
now, or may hereafter be, provided for by law in the Circuit Courts; and 
conditional judgments may be set aside therein, reduced or made absolute, 
and the same orders and judgments may be made and taken in such matters 
as could be made or taken in the Circuit Courts; and the same procedure 
shall be followed, except as otherwise provided by this Act. 

Section 19. The trial of all criminal appeals from this Court in the 
Circuit Court shall be de novo, and without any indictment or presentment 
by the Grand Jury; but the Solicitor shall make a brief statement of the 
cause of complaint signed by him, in substantially the form prescribed by 
Section 259 of Title 15 of the Code of 1940 or the trial may proceed upon 
the original affidavit or complaint; ,on the trial of such appeal the Court 
shall be governed by the same rules as to evidence, practice, find of the jury 
and punishment as if the case had originated in that Court. 

Section 20. That all general laws relating to misdemeanors, now in 
force or that mayhereafter be enacted, shall apply to and extend to this 
Court, unless the contrary be expressly provided or limited by said laws so 
enacted. 

Section 21. That in all civil actions in this Court, the pleadings and 
process and the time for filing pleadings shall conform to and be governed 
by the statute and rules obtaining in the Circuit Court of Autauga County, 
Alabama. 

Section 22. That in all civil matters in this Court the trial of the same 
shall in afl respects be governed by the same rule of pleading, evidence. 
procedure and practice as now prevail or govern in the Circuit Courts of 
this State except as hereinafter provided. Provided that a party litigant after 
served with statutory interrogatories shall be required to answer the same 
within thirty days, and upon his failure to do so shall be subject to the same 
pains and penalties as is now provided by law for failure to answer inter- 
rogatories propounded in the Circuit Court. And provided, further, that 
any party desiring to appeal from any judgment rendered in this Court, 
except from judgments for the possession of real estate, may give security 
for the cost of the appeal in the form of an appeal bond in an amount to be 
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fixed and approved by the Clerk; provided that if the party appealing desires 
to have the judgment superseded, when the judgment is for the payment of 
money or for the recovery or possession of personal property he may do so 
by giving a supersedeas bond with good and sufficient security or surety in 
such an amount as herein provided payable to the adverse party and ap- 
proved by the Clerk with the condition that if he fail in the appeal he will 
pay such judgment as the Circuit Court may render in the premises and all 
such cost and damage as any party aggrieved may sustain by reason of the 
wrongful appeal and suspension of the execution of the judgment, which said 
appeal bond and security or surety for Court cost and supersedeas bonds 
be filed with and approved by the Clerk within ten days from the date of the 
rendition of said judgment; which said supersedeas bond shall be in an 
amount double the amount of the judgment and costs of Court, if a judg- 
ment for the payment of money; .and in an_ amount double the value of the 
personal property recovered in the suit and Court costs if a judgment for the 
recovery of or possession of personal property. Provided futher that any 
party desiring to appeal from any judgment rendered in this Court for the 
possession of real estate may do so and that said appeal shall be governed 
in all respects, including time allowed within which to take the appeal, amount 
and condition of appeal bond and in all other respects, by the general laws of 
this State relating to appeals in such cases from judgments of justices of the 
peace courts. Provided further that notice of all appeals in civil cases from 
this Court shall be given the adverse party in such manner and for such time 
as is prescribed by the geneal laws of this State relating to notice of appeals 
from judgments rendered in justice of the peace courts.

Section 7. That the sheriff of Choctaw County shall receive the sum 
of $2.00 per day for attendance upon the Inferior Court of Choctaw County, 
payable out of the county treasury on the warrant of the judge of said court, 
and for other services rendered by him, other than attendance upon said 
‘court, he shall receive the same costs, fees, and compensation as are al- 
lowed by law for similar services performed by sheriffs in the county courts 
of this State, which costs, fees and compensation shall be paid in like manner.

Section 201. QUALIFICATION OF BAIL—The qualifica- 
tions of bail are, that each must be a resident of this siaie and a 
householder and freeholder therein, and that each must be worth, 
exclusive of property exempt from execution, the amount ex- 
pressed in the undertaking, provided however that each person, 
engaged in the business of making bonds and charging therefor, 
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except corporations qualified to do a bonding business in this 
state, shall in addition to all other requirements of. this section, 
be required as a part of the qualifications of bail, to furnish a 
bond with a corporate surety authorized to act as surety on bonds 
in this State, in the amount of Five Thousand dollars to be ap- 
proved by the Probate Judge of the county in which such per- 
son is to engage in the business of making bail or appearance 
bonds, said bond to be conditioned to guarantee the payment of 
all sums of money that may be due to the State of Alabama or 
any political subdivision thereof by virtue of any judgment abso- 
lute being rendered against said person or persons as surety on 
said bond or bonds; and in lieu of posting said surety bond with 
the Probate Judge, there may be posted with the Probate Judge 
negotiable bonds of the United States of America, or of any State 
of the United States, or of any municipality thereof, to the market 
value of the aforesaid amount, and the Probate Judge shall be au- 
thorized to sell so much of said negotiable bonds as is necessray 
to satisfy any unsatisfied judgment against the depositor on ac- 
count of bond forfeiture and final judgment thereon. When the 
depositor ceases being surety on any bail or appearance bonds 
and has no unsatisfied judgments against him on account of bond 
forfeiture and makes a statement to the Probate Judge that he de- 
sires to quit the bonding business, then the Probate.Judge shall 
cancel the said Surety bond or return the unused negotiable bonds 
to said depositor. In the event the said bail bondsman becomes 
surety on more than $20,000 of bail or appearance bonds regularly, 
the sheriff may require the said bondsman to increase his surety 
bond or negotiable bond deposit with the Probate Judge in an 
amount of $1,000.00 for each $4,000.00 of bail bonds he is surety 
on regularly above said $20,000.00. The Court, magistrate, or 
officer, in taking bail, may allow more than two persons to justify 
severally as bail in amounts less than that expressed in the under- 
taking, provided the whole be equivalent to two sufficient bails;

Gentlemen: 


I am herewith returning to you, the body in which this bill 
originated, House Bill No. 531, without my approval. 


The bill as passed, in my opinion, is impractical and will cause 
a great deal of confusion, especially to the men on different 
jobs in the field. It will necessitate creating new jobs for people 
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to enforce and administer this act, most especailly the operation 
and maintenance of the motor pool; it will create a disinterested 
attitude on the part of the drivers of the state vehicles and will 
cause a lack of personal interest in the maintenance and upkeep 
of the vehicles used by the state employees. It will also cause a 
needless delay in hours in sending to a pool for a car and receiving ° 
and returning the vehicle after use, and this wasted time will be 
at the expense of the taxpayer. 


The bill limits the number of state-owned vehicles and in so 
doing will necessitate a great many employees, whose duties re- 
quire that they use automobiles, to use their own and if they 
haven’t a personal vehicle they would be forced to purchase one, 
aiid under present conditions it is almost impossible to buy a new 


a situation that would hamper and cut down the efficiency in the 
different departments of the State. 


Further, in my opinion, the bill reposes too much authority 
in one sub-ordinate to regulate and control the use of a car out 
of any department or out of the motor pool. There is no as- 
surance that the transportation officer would know or appréciate 
the departments’ requirements on the number of vehicles, or 
the time they would be used, or the trips they would make, and 
the powers conferred upon him under this bill would give him 
the authority to refuse a car to a department head when requisi- 
tioned if in his opinion he didn’t need it. 


I am attaching hereto a copy of an Executive Order recently 
issued. It has been my intention since I was elected Governor 
to carry out the purposes of this bill, and I believe the Executive 
Order accomplishes that purpose, and such Executive Order can 
be amended from time to time to take care of any unforeseen 
cmieipeicy or condition that might arise.

Vehicles for Personnel

THE FOLLOWING ORDER IS HEREBY ISSUED: 


No. 1. All motor vehicles owned by the State of Alabama and 
used for passenger service shall have an identification number as- 
signed thereto by the Director of Finance and shall bear on the 
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front door of each side and upon the back thereof, the seal of 
the State of Alabama, not to exceed in size 15 inches in diameter, 
and immediately thereunder there shall be painted thereon “State 
of Alabama for Official Use Only,” also the department to which 
the vehicle has been assigned for use and the number of the ve- 
hicle. Such printing to be bold and clearly legible at a distance. 
The seals and printing shall be uniform, and the Director of 
Finance is hereby authorized to procure, through the Purchasing 
Department, sufficient number of seals and paint, and shall dis- 
tribute same to each official, department, bureau, board, agency 
or institution upon request, and the cost of same shall be paid 
by such department, board, agency, etc., upon such distribution 
according to the amount they request. 


No. 2. All motor vehicles owned by the State of Alabama 
and used for passenger service shall be assigned in writing by 
the head of the department to the employee in that department 
on each occasion that such vehicle is used on official business 
and at the completion of the trip the vehicle shall be returned 
to the department, and a record of the mileage of each such ve- 
hicle shall be kept by the official, department, bureau, board, 
agency, etc., and such recorded mileage on each such vehicle shall 
be reported in writing to the Director of Finance on the first 
and fifteenth day of each month. Any employee operating a 
State-owned vehicle for passenger service shall record the speedom- 
eter reading of the vehicle at the commencement of his usage 
and at the termination thereof, and submit same to the official, 
department head, bureau, agency, institution, etc., on each occa- 
sion of his usage; and each department, bureau, board, agency, 
etc., using more than two such cars shall maintain its own trans- 
portation pool of same. 


No. 3. No State-owned vehicle used for passenger service shall 
be used in any manner by an individual, whether within or with- 
out the service of the State, for any reason other than the conduct 
of official State business, and any violation of this order shall 
be deemed a violation of the provisions of the Merit System Act 
relating to improper behavior and suspensions therefor. 


No. 4. The automobiles used in the State service by the fol- 
lowing officials, departments, and employees are exempt from the 
operation of this order: 


A. Highway Patrol cars used in the enforcement service. 


B. Cars used by the Special Investigators, or Investigators of 
the Public Service Commission. 


C. Car used by Administrator of ABC Board. 
D. Cars used by the Governor’s office. 
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E. One car used by any elected or constitutional officer or 
the head of any department or institution within the State 
of Alabama.

District Two shall comprise precincts 2, 3, 4, 5 and 17; District Three 
shall comprise precincts 8, 9, 10 and 12; District Four shall comprise 
Say 13, 14 and 18; and District Five shall comprise precincts 11, 
15 and 16. 
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Section 3. (a) The members of the Marion County Board of Revenue 
shall be elected at the general election in 1950, and every four years there- 
after; they shall hold office for four years from the first Monday after 
the second Tuesday in January following their election, and until their 
successors are elected and qualified. Members shall be nominated and 
elected by the electors of the respective districts. Every candidate for 
office shall designate in the announcement of his candidacy the number 
of the place for which he is a candidate, and the ballots shall be numbered 
accordingly. 

(b) The four persons holding office as members of the Court of 
County Commissioners on the effective date of this Act shall continue to 
hold office and shall be members of the Marion County Board of Revenue 
until the terms for which they were elected shall have expired; and, upon 
Passage of this Act, the Governor shall appoint a qualified person as a 
member of the Board to represent District Five, who shall hold office 
until the first Monday after the second Tuesday in January, 1949.

Section 1, In addition to all other duties imposed upon him by law, 
the Chairman of the Board of Revenue of DeKalb County, Alabama, shail 
be, ex-officio, County Purchasing Agent, whose duty it shall be: (1) to pur- 
chase all personal property except emergency purchases as provided in 
Act No. 255, Local Acts, 1939, p. 147, for the County and each department, 
officer and agency thereof; (2) to make and supervise the execution of: 
all contracts and leases for the use or acquisition of any property; (3) 
to maintain a perpetual inventory of all furniture, fixtures, supplies, materials, 
equipment and other personal property on hand and undistributed; (4) 
to fix standards of quality and quantity and to develop standard specifi- 
cations for all personal property required by the county; (5) and to main- 
tain records as to prices and sources of supply. 

Section 2. In addition to all other duties imposed by law, each associ- 
ate member of the Board of Revenue of DeKalb County, Alabama, shall, 
for his district, perform the following duties: (1) make periodic inspections 
of all roads where the same cross railroads and report to the Board at each 
regular meeting thereof the result of such inspections; (2) make and keep 
a perpetual inventory of all supplies, materials, equipment and property 
under his control; (3) make and keep detailed records showing the gaso- 
line consumption of each piece of machinery and equipment over which 
he has control; (4) make and keep detailed record concerning the expenses

Section 3. For the performance of the duties imposed by this Act, the 
Chairman of the Board shall receive an additional one hundred dollars 
($100) monthly and each associate member of the Board shall receive an 
additional seventy-five dollars ($75) monthly. 

Section 4. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part 
of this Act is declared to be unconstitutional or invalid, such declaration 
shall not affect the part which remains.

Notice is hereby given of intention to apply to the present regular 
session of the State Legislature of Alabama which convened in May, 1947, 
for the passage of a local act to be applicable in Etowah County, Alabama, 
which local act is in substance as follows: 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To create and establish the county court of Etowah County, Alabama; 
to define its jurisdiction and powers; to invest it with the powers and juris- 
diction in civil and criminal cases heretofore exercised by justice of the 
peace courts; and the county court; to invest it with the powers and jurisdic- 
tion in criminal cases; non-support cases and juvenile cases heretofore 
exercised by the Probate Judge of Etowah County, Alabama; to abolish 
the offices of justices of the peace and notaries public ex officio justices 
of the peace in precincts 1, 26 and 29; to provide for the judge and officers 
of said court, their powers, duties, tenure and compensation; to prescribe 
rules of procedure for said court and to provide for the execution of the 
processes of said court and the operation thereof. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. That there is hereby created and established in and for 
the County of Etowah, State of Alabama, a court which shall be known as 
and called County Court of Etowah County, which said court is hereby 
invested with jurisdiction over misdemeanors committed in said county of 
‘bastardy and peace proceedings arising in said county, and preliminary 
jurisdiction of all felonies committed in said county. In addition thereto, 
the said court shall have and exercise original and exclusive jurisdiction 
in all juvenile and non-support cases arising in said county under Titles 13 
and 14 of the Code of Alabama of 1940, and amendments thereto, and shall 
have all of the powers therein conferred on the probate judge of said county 
in such cases. In all civil cases, otherwise cognizable in justice of the 
peace courts, arising in Precincts Nos. 1, 26 and 29 of said county, or 
when the defendants reside in said precincts, said court shall have and 
exercise the exclusive authority, jurisdiction and powers which are now 
conferred, or which may be conferred by law, upon justice of the peace 
courts, and in all other precincts of said county said court shall have con- 
current jurisdiction with the respective justices of the peace thereof. Said 
court herein created is hereby vested with all the power, authority, and 
jurisdiction now held or exercised by the present county court and juvenile 
court, and in all cases pending in said courts shall be transferred to the 
court created by this act, which latter court shall have jurisdiction of said 
cases. 

Section 2. The judge of said court shall have been a resident of Etowah 
County, Alabama, for at least one year next preceding his election or ap- 
pointment, a qualified elector of said county at least 25 years of age, and 
learned in the law. The first judge of said court shall be elected at the 
general election to be held in November, 1948, in the manner and method 
prescribed by law for the election of other county officers and shall hold 
office from the first Monday after the second Tuesday in January, 1949, 
until the first Monday after the second Tuesday in January, 1953, or until 
his successor is elected and qualified. His successor shall take office on 
said latter date and shall be elected by the qualified voters of Etowah 
County, Alabama, at the general election held for state and county officers 
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in the year 1952, and at the general election every four years thereafter. 
All vacancies in the office of judge of said court shall be filled in the man- 
ner prescribed for the filling of vacancies in the office of circuit judge. The 
judge of said court shall not engage in the practice of law. 

Section 3. The judge of said court shall receive a salary of forty-five 
hundred dollars per annum payable monthly from the county treasury, upon 
his warrant drawn upon the county treasurer. He shall, before entering 
upon the duties of said office, take the oath of office in the form and man- 
ner required by law to be taken by judges of the circuit courts of Alabama, 
which said oath shall be recorded in the office of the judge of probate of 
Etowah County, Alabama, and a commission shall be issued to him by the 
state as provided by law for other county officers. Said judge may be 
removed from office for the causes and in the manner provided by law for 
removal of judges of the circuit courts. He may punish for contempt in 
. such cases where justice of the peace courts may punish for contempt, by 
a fine noi exceeding six dollars and by imprisonment in the county 
jail not exceeding six hours, one or both, at his discretion. The said judge 
shall have the right to issue and sign his name any process or other paper 
of said court. 

Section 4. The circuit clerk of Etowah County, Alabama, shall be ex 
officio clerk of the county court of Etowah County, and all duties per- 
formed by or required of the said clerk shall be by virtue of his being 
clerk of the circuit court. The clerk shall issue processes of said court, keep 
a docket of the proceedings of said court, both civil and criminal, certify 
all appeals and certioraries, shall have the power and authority to take 
affidavits and issue search warrants and warrants of arrest thereon, making 
same returnable to the said county court. The fees and costs allowed by 
law in civil cases to justices of the peace, constables, sheriffs and wit- 
nesses for services in the justice of the peace courts shall be taxed 
and collected as provided by faw in each civil case. In all criminal cases 
the fees and costs authorized by law to be taxed in the county courts of the 
state shall be taxed and collected in each criminal case tried or docketed 
in said court. In addition thereto, there shall be taxed and collected 
for the use of the county in each case both civil and criminal docketed a 
trial fee of one dollar. The said clerk shall be entitled to receive and retain 
as his compensation in criminal cases the same costs, fees and commis- 
sions allowed by law to clerks of the circuit court for like duties and serv- 
ices, and onc half of all justice fees, other than the one dollar trial tax, 
coliected in all civil cases. The fees 2ceruing ta sheriffs, constables, wit- 
nesses and justices of the peace, when collected, shall be paid direct to 
those entitled thereto, and all other fees and costs, except those the clerk 
is entitled to retain as his compensation, shaii be paid miouthly by the said 
clerk to the county treasurer. All fines, forfeitures and other monies collected 
by the clerk for the State of Alabama shall be paid monthly by the said 
clerk to the state treasurer. All fines and forfeitures collected for the county 
fine and forfeiture fund shall be paid into said fund monthly. The clerk 
shall have the right to appoint an assistant clerk at his own expense who 
shall be authorized to act in the name of the clerk and for whose acts 
the clerk shall be responsible. 

Section 5. At the time of election of the judges of said court and each 
four years thereafter there shall be elected in the same manner a constable 
who shall be the constable of said court and shall execute all civil processes 
from or issued hy said court and make due return thereof. Said constable 
must be a qualified elector and a resident of precinct 1, precinct Zo or pre- 
cinct 29 and shall hold office for the same term for which the judge of 
said court holds office. All processes issued out of said court shall be 
addressed to any lawful officer of Etowah County, Alabama. The sheriff 
shall execute all criminal processes of said court and shall be required 
to attend on said court on criminal trial days for which he shall be paid as 
provided by law in county courts. In cases of sickness or other absence 
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of the constable, or whenever requested to do so by the judge, the 
sheriff of his deputy shall be required to serve all processes of said court, 
receiving the legal fees therefor for his service. 

Section 6. In the event of sickness or necessary absence of the judge 
of said court, the presiding judge of the circuit court of Etowah County 
shall appoint a special judge to hold court during the absence of the 
regular judge, whose compensation shall be at the same rate as herein 
provided for the regular judge, and paid on his warrant drawn on the 
county treasury, provided that the regular judge of said court shall receive 
no compensation after a continuous absence of thirty days or more. 

Section 7, It shall be the duty of the deputy solicitor for Etowah 
County to prosecute criminal cases in said court, and the same solicitor’s 
fees shall be taxed in misdemeanor cases in said court and in the same 
manner as is taxed by general law for solicitors in similar cases in the 
circuit and county courts of the state. All solicitor’s fees, when collected 
shall be paid into the county treasury as other costs. It shall be the duty of 
the deputy solicitor for Etowah County to attend and prosecute all juvenile 
and non-support cases arising in said county and such proceedings. 

Section 8. It shall be the duty of the board of revenue or other govern- 
ing body of said county to provide proper offices in the courthouse for 
said court, and to provide for the necessary accommodation therefor, and 
to provide said court with all necessary blanks, stationery, docket books, 
typewriter, phone and othe articles and supplies which may be reasonably 
necessary for said court. 

Section 9. The rules and regulations governing justices of the peace 
courts shall apply as near as possible in all civil cases and the rules 
and regulations governing county courts shall apply as near as pos- 
sible in all criminal cases, except as herein otherwise provided. All 
parties against whom judgments have been rendered shall have 
ten days within which to effect appeals to the circuit court, such 
appeals to be perfected in the manner prescribed by law for appeals from 
justice of peace courts. In all civil cases the judge may, at his descretion, 
set aside judgments on motion of either party within five days after such 
judgment is granted. In civil cases when an execution has been issued 
within twelve months after the rendition of judgment and has not been 
returned satisfied, an alias execution may be issued thereon at any time 
within six years from date of such judgment without a revival of the 
judgment. When a certificate of judgment has been filed in the office of 
the probate court within twelve months from the date of its rendition, 
execution may issue thereon at any time within six years from the date 
of said judgment, whether execution has been previously issued or not, 
and such recorded judgment shall be a lien on the property of the de- 
fendant as provided by law in the circuit courts. 

Warrants may be issued by justices of the peace in said county return- 
able to said court for any indictable offense, and peace and bastardy pro- 
ceedings and non-support cases. 

Section 10. On the first Monday after the second Tuesday in January, 
+1949, the offices of justices of the peace and notaries public ex officio 
judges of the peace for Precincts 1, 26 and 29 of said county are hereby 
abolished. The offices of constable for said precincts are hereby abolished 
at the same time. 

Section 11. Upon the termination of the offices of notaries public 
ex officio justice of the peace and justices of the peace as provided in the 
foregoing section, said officers shall forthwith transfer all pending cases, 
and dockets, records, and all other papers pertaining to their offices to 
the clrek of the court created by this statute.

“The government and administration of Jefferson County may 
be combined or consolidated with those of the City of Birmingham 
separately or with those of the City of Birmingham and any other 
municipal corporation or corporations in said County.

“Such plan of consolidation may make separate provision for 
an urban area. The urban area shall consist of all areas within 
the corporate limits of any municipal corporation cr corporations 
which become a part of such consolidated or combined or separated 
government, and the Legislature may make provision for future 
additions. 

“Such combined or consolidated or separated government may 
levy and collect taxes not exceeding the limitations and in accord- 
ance with the provisions of Section 215 of this Constitution; except 
that such government may levy and collect additional taxes within _ 
the duly constituted urban area not exceeding the limitations and 
in accordance with the prcvisions of the Eighth Amendment to this 
Constitution for the City of Birmingham. Such additional taxes 
collected in the urban area may be expended only for services and 
facilities furnished within, or debts incurred with respect to, the 
urban area. Nothing herein shall be construed as altering the pro- 
visions of Section 269 or the Third Amendment to this Constituticn 
relating to additional county and district school taxes. 

“No such combined or consolidated or separated government 
shall ever become indebted beyond the limitaticn set forth in Sec- 
tion 224 of this Constitution except for indebtedness authorized by 
any amendment to this Constitution for sewer bonds for Jefferson 
County; and except that additional indebtedness may be incurred 
for the purpose of prcviding services or facilities for the urban 
area within the limitations provided by Section 225 of this Con- 
stitution for cities having a population of 6,000 or more; and for 
the purpose of applying such limitation the urban area shall be 
regarded as within the corpcrate limits of a city having a popu- 
lation of 6,000 or more. No taxes collected from the territory 
outside of the urban area shall be used to pay any such additional 
urban area indebtedness, and the proceeds of such indebtedness 
shall be expended cnly for services and facilities in the urban 
area. Nothing contained in this amendment shall be construed 
to prevent the funding or refunding of indebtedness. 

“Only qualified electors residing within the urban area shall 
vote at any election for the issuance of urban area bonds or the 
levying of additional urban area taxes. 
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“All cther provisions of this Constitution relating either to 
counties or municipal corporations shall, unless in conflict with 
the provisions of this amendment, apply to any such combined or 
consolidated or separated government.” 

Section 2. An election is hereby ordered for the qualified elec- 
tors of the State of Alabama upon the proposed amendment at 
the general election next succeeding the adjournment of the 1947 
regular session cf the Legislature. Notice of the election, together 
with said proposed amendment, shall be given by proclamation of 
the Governor, which shall be published in one newspaper in every 
county in the State of Alabama once a week for at least four suc- 
cessive weeks next preceding the day appointed for such election. 

Section 38. At such election, the qualified electcurs of the State 
of Alabama shall vote upon the amendment. On the ballots pro- 
vided for the election shall be printed: 

“Shall the following be adopted as an amendment to the Con- 
stitution of Alabama? 

“JEFFERSON COUNTY CONSOLIDATION AMENDMENT 

“The government and administration of Jefferson County may 
be combined or consdlidated with those of the City of Birmingham 
separately or with those of the City of Birmingham and any other 
municipal corporation or corporations in said County. The City 
cf Birmingham may be set apart as the governmental and adminis- 
trative unit to perform both city and county functions and duties 
within its corporate limits, but in such event said City shall not 
be regarded as a new county within the meaning of Section 198 
of this Constitution.

The choice of each electcr shall be indicated by a cross mark made 
by him opposite the word expressing his desire. 

Section 4. The officials for the election shall be appointed and 
the election shall be held in all ways in accordance with laws gov- 
erning general elections. Votes upon the amendment cast at the 
election shall be canvassed and tabulated and the returns thereof

shall be made to the Secretary cf State and counted in the same 
manner as in elections for Representatives in the Legislature; and, 
if it shall thereupon appear that a majority of the qualified electors.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. When any circuit solicitor of Alabama has probable 
cause for believing that a humicide or a sexual crime has been 
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committed in his circuit, he is authorized to incur such expense 
as he may deem reasonable necessary to ascertain the facts con- 
cerning the alleged crime and the identity of the guilty agent. He 
may order disinterment of a human body and an autopsy thereon, 
and may incur expenses incident thereto; he may direct medical 
examinations of any complaining victim who, in his judgment, 
is not financially able to bear the expense; and he may command 
the services of an expert residing within the State in aid of the 
investigation. 

Section 2. When in the opinion of the circuit solicitor, the evi- 
dence of any medical or other expert as a witness for the State 
is needed before the grand jury for proper presentation of a charge 
fur the commission of a homicide or sexual crime, or before any 
court of competent jurisdiction for the triai of any such charge, 
whether the trial be a habeas corpus proceeding or a preliminary 
or nisi prius trial, such circuit solicitor is authorized and em- 
powered to command the services of such expert residing within 
the State. The expert, except the State Toxologist and his deputy, 
shall be paid a reasonable professional fee for his services in aid of 
such prosecution plus his reasonable transportation and subsistence.

Section 3. It shall be the duty of the circuit solicitor personally 
to make field investigations concerning the commission of homi- 
cides, sexual crimes, and other felonies which he has probable 
cause to believe have been committed in his circuit or any other 
circuit to which he has been lawfully assigned, and he shall be 
entitled to receive the sum cf $100.00 monthly, to be paid out 
of the Treasury or warrant of the State Comptroller, without the

Section 4. If the Attorney General of Alabama shall approve 
all other expenses and fees pursuant to the authority herein ex-

and of people in need of hospital treatment and care in said Druid City Hos- 
pital, which hospital shall be a non-profit institution operated mainly for 
charity; to provide that said Druid City Hospital Board shall supersede all 
other boards and shall have, take and exercise complete possession, dominion, 
charge, control and direction of all the assets, property, personnel and income 
of said hospital and may maintain suits for the recovery of all debts and obli- 
gations to, and property of, said Druid City Hospital and to provide for the 
repeal of laws contrary hereto and the effective date hereof. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


SECTION 1: That there is hereby created a Hospital Board in Tusca- — 
loosa County, Alabama, to be known as the Druid City Hospital Board, which 
Hospital Board is empowered to contract and be contracted with, and to ac- 
quire suitable sites therefor and to build, construct, equip, alter, change, main- 
tain, operate and supervise a pubiic geiieral hospital! owned, and to be own- 
ed, jointly by the County of Tuscaloosa, Alabama, and the City of Tuscaloosa, 
Alabama, to be known as the Druid City Hospital, including the Druid City 
Hospital now being operated and maintained, for the reception, treatment and 
care of the sick, wounded and infirm and of people in need of hospital treat- 
ment and care. Said Druid City Hospital Board shall make such rules and 
regulations as are necessary or desirable for the proper operation of said hos- 
pital and the admission and conduct of doctors, physicians and surgeons, pa- 
tients and others in said hospital and fix and regulate the duties and conduct 
of its officers, agents and employees and determine the number and remunera- 
tion thereof. Monthly reports of its operations and financial standing and 
affairs shall he duly made to the Druid City Hospital Board. 

SECTION 2: The Druid City Hospital Board hereby creaicd shall be 
‘composed of nine members, two of whom shall be appointed by the governing 
body of Tuscaloosa County, two of whom shall be appointed by the governing 
body of the City of Tuscaloosa, two of whom shall be appointed by the Tusca- 
loosa County Medical Society from among their membership, one of whom 
shall be appointed by the governing body of the City of Northport, and one 
of them shall be appointed by each Circuit Judge of Tuscaloosa County, and 
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all of whom shall be qualified electors of Tuscaloosa County. Such members 
of said Hospital Board shall be appointed immediately after this act becomes 
a law, and those first appointed by the governing bodies of the City of Tusca- 
loosa and the City of Northport shall serve for a period of one year from the 
first day of the first month after this law becomes effective, those first ap- 
pointed by the governing body of Tuscaloosa County and the Presiding Judge 
of the Circuit Court of Tuscaloosa County shalf serve for a period of two 
years from the first day of the first month after this law becomes effective 
and those first appointed by the Tuscaloosa County Medical Society and any 
other Judge of the Circuit Court of Tuscaloosa County shall serve for a pe- 
riod of three years from the first day of the first month after this law becomes 
effective, and each of their successors shall serve for aperiod of three years 
from the expiration of the terms above fixed so that the terms of three mem- 
bers of said Board shall expire each year, and each member shall serve until 
his successor is duly appointed and qualifies. The term of each member of 
said Druid City Hospital Board shall thereafter be three years. The authori- 
ties hereinabove designated to appoint such members shall appoint the succes- 
sors of each member upon the expiration of his term. 

The members of such Druid City Hospital Board shall serve without com- 
pensation and shall be chosen because of their character and fitness, and no 
person shall be appointed or elected to this Hospital Board who is in any 
way subject to the authority of the Hospital Board or who is a member of the 
Governing Board of the City of Tuscaloosa or of Tuscaloosa County or em- 
ployed by them. In the event of a vacancy in the membership of said Hos- 
pital Board created hereby the appointing authority originally appointing such 
member who has ceased to be a member shall fill such vacancy for the un- 
expired term. The Druid City Hospital Board hereby created shall meet 
monthly on the first Thursday in each month and at sucn other times as the 
board may direct. No motion or resolution shall be adopted without the con- 
currence of the majority of the whole board. The rules generally adopted by 
deliberative bodies for their government shall be observed by said Druid City 
Hospital Board unless said Hospital Board shall determine otherwise. 

SECTION 3: The Druid City Hospital Board hereby created shall on 
the first day of the first month after this act becomes law supersede any and 
all other Boards heretofore appointed or elected for the government or control 
of said Druid City Hospital, now being operated jointly by the City of Tusca- 
loosa and Tuscaloosa County, and the Hospital Board created hereby shall im- 
mediately thereafter take, exercise and have complete possession, dominion, 
charge, control and direction of all the assets, property, personnel and income 
of said Druid City Hospital now being operated jointly by the City of Tusca- 
loosa and Tuscaloosa County, as well as any other hospital erected or main- 
tained by said Druid City Hospital Board, and said Hospital Board hereby 
created may maintain suits for the recovery of all debts and obligations due 
to, and property and other assets of, said Druid City Hospital, and the pro-. 
eee enren and do all other things necessary to operate and maintain said 

ospital, 

SECTION 4: It is the aim of this act to provide a Hospital Board of 
patriotic citizens actuated by humanitarian outlook and interest who shall 
serve for the common good without compensation and at the same time to 
create a Hospital Board so selected as to be as free as possible from politics 
and selfish interests who will maintain and operate ample and suitable hos- 
pital facilities for the sick and suffering in a scientific and economical way, 
and all appointing authorities will bear this in mind in the choice and selection 
of members of the Druid City Hospital Board. 

SECTION 5: The Hospital Board hereby created may form an Execu- 
tive Committee and Building Committee and direct, authorize and empower 
said Executive Committee and Building Committee to do and perform such 
acts as said Hospital Board may determine toward the construction of a new 
hospital and the acquiring of sites therefor and to act for said Hospital Board 
as to any other matters and things it may determine and may confer such 
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powers and authority on said Executive Committee or Building Committee as 
said Druid City Hospital Board may determine from time to time to confer 
and the powers and authority and duty of said Executive Committee or Build- 
ing Committee may from time to time be restricted, altered, changed or en- 
larged as the Druid City Hospital Board may determine. Other committees | 
may be also created and their duties, power, and authority defined and fixed 
by said Hospital Board from'time to time. Said Hospital Board hereby cre- 
ated is also authorized to hire and engage a suitable number of employees, 
nurses, architects and others to construct, maintain and operate said hospital. 

SECTION 6: .That said Druid City Hospital shall ever be operated and 
maintained as a non-profit public general hospital where needy people who 
are unable to pay for hospitalization, as well as those who are able to pay 
therefor, may have and receive medical and hospital care, attention and treat- 
ment, and said hospital shall never be operated for gain or profit, and those 
who are able to pay shall pay reasonable charges and fees for care, attention 
and treatment in said hospital; provided that all amounts received from pay 
patients shall be applied to defraying the expenses and costs of the operation 
and maintenance of said Druid City Hospital and that neither the City of 
Tuscaloosa nor Tuscaloosa County shall ever get or receive.or have inure to 
ae any profit or gain from said hospital or the operation or maintenance 
thereof, 

Section 7: That said Druid City Hospital Board hereby created shall re- 
ceive and may receipt for all taxes levied or collected for said Druid City 
Hospital and may accept charitable gifts and trusts to be used for the chari- 
table hospital purposes hereinabove fixed. 

SECTION 8: That in addition to charity patients provided for by the 
Hospital Board other indigent patients in Tuscaloosa County needing hospital- 
ization may be admitted to said Druid City Hospital upon certificate issued by 
either the governing body of Tuscaloosa County or of the City of Tuscaloosa 
with the further proviso that said City of Tuscaloosa or County of Tuscaloosa 
so issuing said certificate shall be required to pay all hospital fees and charges 
for such patients as may be admitted to such hospital on their respective cer- 
tificates and shall make due appropriation therefor. 

SECTION 9: That after said Hospital Board is appointed, as herein 
provided, it shall elect one of its members as Chairman, another as Vice- 
Chairman and another as Secretary, and shall do this annually thereafter and 
whenever a vacancy occurs. It shall be the duty of the Chairman, and in the 
absence of the Chairman of the Vice-Chairman, to preside at all meetings of 
said Hospital Board, and to call the Hospital Board together when requested 
by a majority of the members thereof, and when in his discretion he deems it 
necessary or advisable and to do and perform such other duties as may be 
prescribed by said Hospital Board, 

SECTION 10: Said Hospital Board created hereby is authorized and 
-empowered to adopt reasonable rules and regulations for the conduct of said 
hospital and of the patients, student nurses, nurses, doctors, employees and 
all others therein, and to fix and determine and prescribe who shall be per- 
mitted to nurse and prescribe and treat and care for patients in said hospital 
and practice as nurses, doctors, physicians and surgeons in said. Druid City 
Hospital, and said Board is authorized and empowered to conduct nurses 
training and to train nurses in said Druid City Hospital and to select and su- 
pervise selection of those to be admitted and trained therein and thereto, and 
is authorized to employ all managers, supervisors, nurses and others to carry 
on the operation of, and to operate, said hospital and to fix their hours, du- 
ties, tenure and compensation and terminate their empluymeni, aud do all 
other things needful to carry on a general hospital in Tuscaloosa County for 
the care and treatment of human beings. 

SECTION 11: That a member of said Hospital Board may be removed 
from office for the same causes and by the same procedure as provided by law 
for the removal or impeachment of members of the governing body of the 
City of Tuscaloosa. 
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SECTION 12: All personal property, accounts receivable, monies, bonds, 
mortgages, choses in action and other assets now held by the City of Tusca- 
loosa or by Tuscaloosa County for hospital purposes shall forthwith pass to 
the Druid City Hospital Board created hereby. All real estate now owned 
or hereafter acquired by the City of Tuscaloosa County for hospital purposes 
may be sold by the City of Tuscaloosa or by the County of Tuscaloosa, when 
requested in writing by the Druid City Hospital Board created hereby to do 
so, and the Governing Board of the City of Tuscaloosa and the Governing 
Board of Tuscaloosa County are authorized and empowered to sell and convey, 
and to make and execute good and sufficient title to, any such real estate now 
or hereafter held by either of them for hospital purposes, with the proviso 
that the full proceeds therefrom shall be used for hospital purposes under the 
direction and control of the Druid City Hospital Board created hereby, but 
no purchaser of said real estate shall be obligated or required to trace said 
funds or to see that said purchase price therefor is used for hospital purposes. 

SECTION 13: The City of Tuscaloosa and the County of Tuscaloosa 
are hereby authorized to contribute and make appropriations to the Druid City 
Hospital to be operated by the Druid City Hospital Board herein created. 

SECTION 14: The Druid City Hospital Board created hereby is hereby 
authorized to do all things necessary to qualify said Druid City Hospital as 
a member of recognized national hospital associations and to meet the re- 
quirements of the American Medical Association or other standard rating and 
inspection agencies for hospitals and for this purpose may carry on necessary 
training programs and otherwise so operate and maintain said hospital as to 
qualify said Druid City Hospital as a Grade “A” general hospital. 

SECTION 15: The Druid City Hospital Board hereby created is, and is 
to be, taken, treated and construed as, an agency of Tuscaloosa County and 
the City of Tuscaloosa to construct, equip, carry on, maintain and operate a 
general public hospital mainly for charity in manner and form permitted and 
authorized by law, and the Druid City Hospital Board created hereby shall 
have all the immunities, powers, rights and authority inhering in, or conferred 
upon, hospitals operated by the several counties of Alabama under the law of 
Alabama. Certain State and Federal Legislation with reference to hospitals 
has already been passed, and other legislation or programs are, and are to be, 
projected, providing for State and Federal aid to hospitals, and for the creation 
or establishment of county and regional hospitals in Alabama, and the Druid 
City Hospital Board created hereby, if they determine it desirable so to do, 
are hereby authorized and empowered to accept such aid, or any part thereof, 
and to qualify the Druid City Hospital as one of such hospitals, either on a 
county or regional basis, or both, and is specifically authorized and empowered 
to do all things necessary'to qualify said Druid City Hospital under said laws 
and under such programs. 

SECTION 16: If any section, clause or provision of this Act shall be, 
or declared to be, invalid, this shall not affect any other section, clause or 
provision hereof not in itself invalid. 

Section 17: That this Act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or otherwise becoming law.

An appointing au- 
thority may dismiss an employee holding permanent status when- 
ever he considers the good of the service will be served thereby, 
far reasnns stated in writing. served on the affected employee, 
and a copy furnished to the director, which action shall become a 
public record. The dismissed employee may within ten days after 
notice, appeal from the action of the appointing authority by filing 
with the Board and the appointing authority a written answer to 
the charges. The Board must after investigation order a public 
hearing and if the charges are proved unwarranted, order the re- 
instatement of the employee under such conditions as the board 
may determine. In addition to removal by an appointing authority, 
an employee may be removed or disciplined in the following man- 
ner. Charges may be filed by any officcr, citizen or taxpayer of 
the state w vith the director who shall within five days cause a copy 
to be served upon the person complained against and shall set a 
day not more than twenty days afier such charges have been 
served on such employee for a public hearing of such charges. 
This hearing may be before the director, a special agent appointed 
for the purpose by the director, or the Board itself. If before the 
director or a special agent, the director or special agent shall take 
testimony offered in support and denial of such charges and from 
the same submit to the board, within five days, a finding of facts 
and law involved and a recommended decision. The board at its 
next regular or special meeting shall consider said report and 
modify, alter, set aside or affirm said report and certify its find- 
ings to the appointing authority who shall forthwith put the same 
into effect. If the board hears said charges directly or requires 
the transcribing and submission of the testimony taken before the 
director or special agent, it shall make up and file its own findings 
and decision.

of dismissal) ; and any employee who is sentenced to dismissal, or 
ordered dismissed, by the Personnel Board, may appeal from such 
sentence or order to the Circuit Court. No appeal shall be allowed 
unless within five days from the announcement of the decision of 
the Board, such appeal is perfected in the manner hereinafter pro- 
vided. The appeal shall be perfected by filing with the Director 
of Personnel a statement in writing signed by the party appealing 
to the effect that said party appeals from the decision or order of 
the Personnel Board to the Circuit Court, which statement shall 
be filed within five days from the announcement of the decision 
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or order of the Personnel Board; provided, further, that an em- 
ployee taking an appeal shall file with the Clerk of the Circuit 
Court security for cost in an amount approved by an judge of said 
Circuit Court, which security for cost may consist of a cash.de- 
posit or a bond executed by said employee and a surety or sureties 
approved by the said Circuit Clerk. Such security for cost shall 
be filed by the employee within five days from the announcement 
of the decision or order of the Board. Within five days from the 
filing of such statement, the Director of Personnel shall forward 
to the Circuit Clerk the original or copies of charges preferred 
and the answer filed to said charges. In the event copies of said 
charges and answer are forwarded to the Circuit Clerk, instead of 
the originals, the Director of Personnel shall certify that said 
copies are true and correct copies of the originals. Upon receipt 
of said papers the Circuit Clerk shall present the same to the 
Presiding Judge of the Circuit Court, or to the Circuit Judge sit- 
ting in place of the Presiding Judge, if the regular Presiding Judge 
be absent; and the Presiding Judge, or the Circuit Judge sitting 
in his absence, shall assign the case so appeailed to three Circuit 
Judges of said Circuit who shall jointly hear and try the charges 
de novo. The trial in the Circuit Court shall be confined to the 
issues raised by the charges and answer tried by the Personnel 
Board, and forwarded to the Circuit Clerk by the Director of Per- 
sonnel. ‘he Presiding Judge, or the Circuit Judge sitting in his 
absence, in the order assigning such case for trial shall designate 
as the Presiding Trial Judge one of the three Circuit Judges to 
whom it is assigned. The Circuit Clerk shall present said case to 
the presiding trial judge so designated; and the presiding trial 
judge shall set the case for trial at a date deemed appropriate by 
him, not more than ten days subsequent to the date said case is 
presented to said Presiding Trial Judges provided, however, the 
case may be continued to some later date if there be good cause 
for continuance. The opinion of the majority of the three judges 
to whom said case is assigned shall be determinative of said case 
on trial de novo, in the event the decision is not unanimous. The 
decision of said Judges shall be final, and there shall be no appeal 
therefrom to any appellate Court of Alabama. Either party on 
said appeal shall have the right to subpoena witnesses who shall 
be entitled to usual fees provided for witnesses subpoenaed to 
Circuit Court.

The costs of said appeal shall be taxed 
against the unsuccessful party. If any employee shall wilfully re- 
fuse or fail to appear before any court or judge, any legislative 
committee, or any officer, board or body authorized to conduct 
any hearing or inquiry, or having appeared shall refuse to testify 
or answer any question relating to the affairs of government or 
the conduct of any officer or employee on the ground that his 
testimony or answers would tend to incriminate him, or shall 
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refuse to waive immunity from prosecution on account of any 
matter about which he may be asked to testify at any such hearing 
or inquiry, he shall forfeit his position and shall not be eligible 
for appointment to any position under the jurisdiction of the act.

The qualifications of the County Superin- 
tendent of Education shall be that he must be a qualified elector of the county

“Notice is hereby given of intention to apply for the passage of a local 
law for Cullman County at the 1947 regular session of the legislature of Ala- 
bama which convened on the first Tuesday in May, The subject of which 
local law is as follows:” 

Relating to Cullman County; providing further for the establishment, 
construction and maintenance of public roads and bridges in Cullman County; 
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abolishing the Board of Revenue and the office of Road and Bridge Commis- 
sioner of Cullman County and creating a Board of County Commissioners in 
lieu thereof; and providing for the appointment of a County Engineer. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. The governing body of Cullman County shall be known as the 
Board of County Commissioners, which body is hereby created in lieu of the 
Board of Revenue of Cullman County established by Act No. 357, Local Acts 
of 1939, Page 244, which became a law on September 14, 1939, under Section 
125 of the Constitution, and the office of Road and Bridge Commissioner of 
Cullman County created by Act No. 30, Local Acts of 1939, Page 13, approved 
February 15, 1939. The Board of Revenue of Cullman County is hereby 
abolished as of the expiration of the present terms of office of the incumbent 
chairman and associate members thereof, and the office of Road and Bridge 
Commissioner of Cullman County is hereby abolished effective immediately. 
Until the expiration of the present terms of the incumbent chairman and 
associate members of the Board of Revenue of Cullman County, they shall 
continue to exercise all of the duties and powers conferred upon them by law 
which are not in conflict with the provisions of this Act, and thereafter all 
such duties and powers shall be exercised by the Board of County Commis- 
sioners hereby created. 

Section 2. The Board of County Commissioners shall be a court of rec- 
ord; it shall have all the jurisdiction, power, and authority of courts of county 
commissioners; and, except as herein otherwise provided, it shall have the 
same jurisdiction and authority and perform the same duties as the abolished 
Board of Revenue and the abolished office of Road and Bridge Commis- 
sioner. . 

Section 3. The Board of County Commissioners shall be composed of a 
chairman and four associate commissioners, all of whom shall be elected by 
the qualified electors of Cullman County at the general election to be held in 
November, 1948, and every four years thereafter. The chairman and the as- 
sociate members each shall be qualified electors of and reside in the county; 
each associate member shall be a resident of the district which he represents. 
The chairman and each commissioner shall hold office for four years from the 
first Monday after the second Tuesday in January following his election, 
and until his successor is elected and qualified. Immediately after the ef- 
fective date of this act, the Governor shall appoint a chairman and four as- 
toner commissioners to hold office until their successors are elected in 

Section 4. For the purpose of this Act, Cullman County shall be divided 
into five road districts, and the associate commissioners shall be residents of, 
nominated by, appointed for, and shall represent districts; the chairman shall 
represent District No. 1, but he shall be nominated and elected by the voters 
of the county at large. District No. 1 shall be composed of beats one, thirty, 
and thirty-three; District No. 2 shall be composed of beats eighteen, nineteen, 
twenty, twenty-one, twenty-two, twenty-three, twenty-eight and thirty-two; 
District No. 3 shall be composed of beats two, three, four, five, six, twenty- 
four, twenty-five, twenty-seven and thirty-one; District No. 4 shall be com- 
posed of beats seven, eight, nine, ten, eleven, twelve, and twenty-six; Dis- 
trict No. 5 shall be composed of beats thirteen, fourteen, fifteen, sixteen, 
seventeen and twenty-nine. 

Section 5. (a) with respect to the establishment, construction, repair, 
and maintenance, or the changing qr discontinuance of roads and bridges, the 
chairman and associate commissioners each shall have power, and it shall be 
his duty: 

(1) To prepare and submit a budget to the Board, at its first meeting 
of October in each year, for work and construction to be done in his district 
in the ensuing year. 
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(2) To employ and discharge county road-and-bridge employees for his 
district; however, he shall not have authority to discharge any employee ex- 
cept for cause, and any discharged employee shall have the right to appeal his 
discharge to the Board. 

(3) To keep and maintain necessary time books for making payrolls, 
which shall be submitted to the chairman for approval and payment. 

(4\ Ta renort to the Board at each of its meeting days, and eive 4 a writ- 


supervision. 

(5) To issue purchase orders for emergency purchases, not to exceed 
fifty dollars ($50) in amount in any one month, from an order book to be kept 
and held by him, said orders to be made out in triplicate, the original to be 
forwarded to the seller, the duplicate to be turned into the Board each month 
and the triplicate to remain in the order book. When the order book is ex- 
hausted, it shall be turned over to the chairman, who shall keep it for the next 
audit. All other purchases shall be made and ordered at a regular or special 
meeting of the Board with a majority present in open court. In making pur- 
chases, it shall be the duty of the Board to cooperate with the Division of 
Purchases aud Stores of the State Department of Finance and to comply with 
the requirements of Section 106 of Title 55 of the 1940 Code regarding the 
making of reports of purchases for the county. 

(b) With the office of the County Engineer, the Board of County Com- 
missioners shall plan the establishment, construction, repair, and maintenance, 
or the changing or discontinuance of roads and bridges, wherever possible 
and practicable without regard to disrict or beat, lines or boundaries. 

(c) In addition to the foregoing, the chairman shall make up all pay- 
rolls and shall have general superintendence and control of the county’s shops. 
The chairman and each associate commissioner shall be provided a pick-up 
truck at the expense of the county for his official use in and about the trans- 
action of the county business. 

Section 6. The Board shall employ a county engineer and fix his salary 
and term of employment. The engineer shall hold no other office or employ- 
ment and shall devote his entire time to the duties of his office. He shall be 
qualified to practice engineering and surveying in Alabama and shall have 
had not less than three years’ experience in the construction and maintenance 
of highways. The engineer shall be required to execute bond with good and 
sufficient sureties in the sum of five thousand dollars ($5000), which bond 
shall be payable to Cullman County and be conditioned as other official 
bonds. 

Section 7. The chairman of the board shall receive an annual salary of 
three thousand six hundred dollars ($3,600), payable in equal monthly in- 
stallments from the general fund of the county. Each associate commis- 
sioner shall receive an annual salary of two thousand four hundred dollars 
($2,400), pavable in equal monthly installments out of the general fund of the 
county. Salaries paid to the chairman and cuuiiiissioner shall be in lien of 
all other compensation for the performance of their duties. 

Section 8. Regular meetings of the board shall be held on the first and 
third Mondays in each month, and any three members shall constitute a 
quorum for the transaction of business. 

Section 9. All laws or parts of laws in conflict with this Act are re- 
pealed. 

Section 10. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of it is 
declared unconstitutional or invalid, such declaration shall not affect the part 
which remains. 

Section 11. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its passage 
and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

To provide for the appointment of the County Superintendent of Educa- 
tion of Geneva County, Alabama, by the County Board of Education, pre- 
scribing his qualifications and providing for his term of office, salary, powers, 
duties and removal. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. The County Board of Education of Geneva County, Alabama, 
shall appoint the county superintendent of education for a term of four years 
commencing quadrennially on July first. To be eligible for appointment to 
the office of county superintendent of education a person must hold at least 
an Alabama Class B Superintendent-Principal certificate or a Class C Superin- 
tendent certificate. The salary of the superintendent of education shall be 
fixed by the county board of education at an amount not less than two thou- 
sand dollars ($2,000) nor more than three thousand six hundred dollars ($3,- 
600) per year. The county board of education may remove the superintendent 
of education at any time for immoralty, misconduct in office, incompetency, 
willful neglect of duty, or when the best interests of the schools require it. 

Section 2. The superintendent of education shall be the chief executive 
officer of the county school system, and he shall be charged with the same 
duties and shall exercise the same powers as are now or as may hereafter be 
provided by the general laws of the State. 

Section 3. In-the event of a vacancy in the office of county superintend- 
ent of education, the county board of education shall appoint a successor to 
fill the balance of the unexpired term. The term of the first superintendent of 
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education appointed under this Act shall commence ‘on July 1, 1951, and the 
terms of office shall expire quadrennially on June 30 thereafter. 

Section 4. All laws and parts of laws in conflict with the provisions of 
this Act are hereby repealed.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


That Article 2, Chapter 67, Title 14, Code of Alabama, shall be 
amended to read as follows: 

Section 387, State Toxicologist— 

There shall be a State Toxicologist who, in the event of a va- 
cancy, shall be appointed by the Attorney General from three 
names submitted by the Director of the Personnel Department as 
the best qualified applicants in accordance with the job specifica- 
tions provided for this position. Minimum qualifications shall re- 
quire thorough knowledge of the physical and chemical sciences; 
skill in the use of scientific precision instruments used in medico- 
legal examinations; Knowledge of-criminal law, court procedure, 
and presentation of medico-legal evidence, ability to work with 
people, good judgment, recognized integrity, and good physical 
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condition. The office of the State Toxicologist shall be known as 
the Department of Toxicology and Criminal Investigation, and the 
State Toxicologist shall be the Director of such Department. 

Section 388. Duties— 

The duties of the State Toxicologist shall be to make such 
investigations of deaths and crimes as are ordered by the Gov- 
ernor, the attorney general, any circuit judge, or any circuit so- 
licitor in the State of Alabama; and the State Toxicologist shall 
cooperate with the coroners, sheriffs and other police officers in 
Alabama in their investigations of crimes and deaths from un- . 

“natural causes; and the State Toxicologist shall within his dis- 
cretion visit the scene of any crime in this state for the purpose 
of securing evidence for the State of Alabama. It shall be the fur- 
ther duty of the State Toxicologist to cooperate with the com- 
missioner of Agriculture and Industries and the state veterinarian 
in their investigations of deaths of domestic animals in cases of 
suspected criminal poisoning of such animals. It shall be the fur- 
ther duty of the State Toxicologist to appoint, subject to the pro- 
visions of the Merit System Aci, such stenographic, laboratory, 
and investigative assistants as are neccessary to carry out the pro- 
visions of this chapter. The State Toxicologist shall perform such 
other duties as are prescribed by the governor or the attorney 
general of Alabama. The State Toxicologist and his designated 
assistants shall exercise the same police authority as any deputy 
sheriff or highway patrolman in the State of Alabama. The State 
Toxicologist and his designated assistants when so directed by 
the attorney general, or any circuit solicitor, shall proceed to ex-

The State Toxicologist with the approval of the attorney general,

Section 390. Salary— 

The salary of the State Toxicologist shall be five thousand dol- 
lars per annum, payable as the salaries of other state officers are 
paid. The State Toxicologist shall be furnished with an office and 
laboratory at the expense of the state, and shall also be allowed 
all necessary expenses for the equipment and conduct of his office 
and laboratory, including stenographic and laboratory assistance, 
and such expenses as may be incurred from traveling within or 
without the State for the purpose of carrying out the provisions 
of this chapter.

I am returning to you, the body in which it originated, House 


Bill No. 634, without approval. 


This is a general bill, and the amendment which I will suggest 
herein is done with the full knowledge, consent and approval of the 
author of this bill. 

I suggest the following amendments to House Bill No. 634, 

Amend the title by striking therefrom the word “repeal” where 
the same appears therein immediately before the words and figures 
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“Section 15A” and substituting in lieu thereof the word “amend”. 

Amend the body of said Act by striking therefrom Section 1A 
as the same now appears therein and by substituting in lieu thereof 
Section 1A with reference to Section 15A, approved July 1, 1943, 
and known as the “Farm to Market Road Act of 1943”, to read as 
follows: 

“At any time the provisions of this act shall operate to prevent 
the State Highway Department from matching any and all avail- 
able Federal Funds, the Highway Director, with the approval of 
the Governor, may discontinue the operation of this State-County 
Program until such time as it can be resumed without impairment 
of matching or acquiring all Federal Funds by the State Highway 
Department. In the event the Highway Director, with the approval 
of the Governor, should discontinue or suspend the operation of the 
State-County Program under this Section, all contracts made be- 
tween the State and any county prior to execution of said order, 
shall remain unimpaired and unabridged until the completion of 
such contract, including payment of all funds due to any county 
by reason of a contract between such county and the State exe- 
cuted prior to the order cancelling said program.” 

The adoption of these amendments will remove my objection 
to this bill.

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BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. The Court of County Commissioners of Marion County is 
hereby abolished. The governing body of Marion County shall be the 
Marion County Board of Revenue. It shall be a court of record composed 
of five members. Said Board shall elect one of their members as Chairman 
and said Chairman shall not vote except break a tie. The Marion County 
Board of Revenue is hereby invested with all the powers, duties, jurisdiction, 
and authority conferred by law on Courts of County Commissioners. 

Section 2. For the purposes of this Act, Marion County is divided 
into five districts, which districts shall be designated by numbers and the 
places on the Board shall be numbered to correspond to the numbers of the 
districts. District One shall comprise precincts 1, 6, 7 and 19; District Two 
shall comprise precinct 2, 3, 4, 5, and 17; District Three shall comprise pre-- 
cincts 8, 9, 10. and 12; District Four shall comprise precincts 13, 14, and 18; 
and District Five shall comprise precincts 11, 15, and 16. 

Section 3. (a) The members of the Marion County Board of Revenue 
shall be elected at the general election in 1950, and every four years there- 
after; they shall hold office for four years from the first Monday after the 
second Tuesday in January following their election, and until their succes- 
sors are elected and qualified. Members shall be nominated and elected by 
the electors of the respective districts. Every candidate for office shall 
designate in the announcement of his candidacy the number of the place for 
which he is a candidate, and the ballots shall be numbered accordingly. 

(b) The four persons holding office as members of the Court of 
County Commissioners on the effective date of this Act shall be members 
of the Marion County Board of Revenue until the terms for which they 
were elected shall have expired; and, upon passage of this Act, the Governor 
shall appoint a qualified person as a member of the Board to represent 
District Five, who shall hold office until the first Monday after the second 
Tuesday in January, 1949, 

(c) At the general election in 1948, three members of the Board shall 
be elected as successors to the two commissioners whose terms expire in 
January, 1949, and to the member of the Board appointed pursuant to Sub- 
section (b). Such members shall hold office for two years from the first 
Monday after the second Tuesday in January following their election, and 
until their successors are elected and qualified as provided in Subsection (a). 

Section 4. Regular meetings of the Marion County Board of Revenue 
shall be held on the second and third Mondays in each month; no session 
of the Board shall continue longer than two days unless a longer session is 
necessary to prevent impeding the progress of a state audit. Each member 
of the Board shall be paid a monthly salary of $150.00. This salary shall 
be the only remuneration, compensation and allowance for the performance 
of their duties. Said Board members shall not receive any per diem, 
mileage allowance or any other expense allowance in and guise or form, 
it being the express intention of this Act to limit said Board members to 
the salary provided for herein. Four members of the Board shall con- 
stitute a quorum for the transaction of business. 

Section 5. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of 
the Act is declared to be unconstitutional or invalid, such declaration shall 
not affect the remainder. 

Section 6. This Act shall become effective upon its approval by the

divisions of land of and in the unincorporated territories of such 
counties. 


Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. DEFINITIONS. For the purposes of this Act 
certain terms are defined as provided in this Section. Wherever 
appropriate, the singular includes the plural and the plural in- 
cludes the singular. “Governing body” means the chief legisla- 
tive body cof a county. “Municipality,” “municipalities” or “mu- 
nicipal” includes or relates to cities and other incorporated po- 
litical subdivisions. “Council” means the chief legislative body of 
a municipality, whether designated council, commission, board of 
aldermen, or by other title. “Subdivision” means the division 
of a lot, tract, or parcel or land into two or more lots, plats, sites, 
tracts, or other divisions of land for the purpose, whether immedi- 
ate or future, of sale or of building development. It includes re- 
subdivision and, when appropriate to the context, relates to the 
process of subdividing or to land or territory subdivided. “Any 
county” or “County” means any county having a population of 


census. This Act shall apply only in such counties having a popu- 
lation of 400,000 or more according to the last or any subsequent 
Federal census. 


TITLE 1—COUNTY PLANNING AND PLANNING 
COMMISSIONS 


Section 2. GRANT OF POWER TO COUNTIES: | Any 
county having a population of 400,000 or more, according to the 
last or any subsequent Federal census, is hereby empowered to 
make, adopt, amend, extend, add to, and carry out a County 
Master Plan as provided in this Act and create by ordinance or 
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resolution a County Planning Commission with the powers, du- 
ties and functions herein set forth. For the purposes of this Act, 
“County Planning Commission” shall include planning commis- 
sion and/or commission. 

Section 3. PERSONNEL OF THE COMMISSION: The 
commission shall consist of fifteen members; three designated and 
twelve appointed members. The designated members shall be— 
one a member of the county governing body designated by it; 
one shall be the county engineer or the county highway engineer; 
one shall be a member of the county board of health designated 
by said board; the terms of such designated members shall corre- 
spond to their respective official tenures. The terms of appointed 
members shall be four years, except that the terms of nine of the 
members first appointed shall be—three for one year—three for 
two years—three for three years; with all such short first term ap- 
pointees being eligible for reappointment at the expiration of 
such one, two, and three year terms. The designated members 
_ Shall be agreed to and approved by the governing body cf the 
county, and all other members shall be appointed by said gov- 
erning body. All members of the commission shall serve as such 
without compensation; and no appointed member shall hold any 
public elective office. The members of the commission shall be 
residents of the county. The county governing body shall pro- 
vide for the filling of any vacancy in the membership of the com- 
mission for the unexpired term and for the removal of a member 
for nonperformance of duty or misconduct. 

Section 4. ORGANIZATION AND RULES: The commis- 
sion shall elect its chairman from among the appointed members 
and create and fill such other office as it may determine. The 
term of the chairman shall be for one year with eligibility for re- 
election. The commission shall hold at least one regular meeting 
in each month.* It shall adopt rules fur the transaction of busi- 
ness and shall keep a record of its resolutions, transactions, find- 
ings, and determinations, which record shall be a public record. 

Section 5. STAFF AND FINANCES: The commission may 
employ such staff as it may deem necessary to carry on its work, 
said staff to be subject to the provisions of the civil service act 
in force in such county. The cemmission may also contract for 
the services of planning and other experts and pay such other 
expenses as may be deemed necessary for carrying out the pow- 
ers herein conferred and the duties and functions herein prescribed, 
but not in excess of such sums, exclusive of gifts, as shall be ap- 
propriated by the governing body of such county for such pur- 
poses. The county governing body is hereby authorized to ap- 
propriate such funds to the County Planning Commission as it 
deems advisable; and to furnish the equipment and accummoda- 
tions necessary for its work. 

Section 6. GENERAL POWERS AND DUTIES AND 
FUNCTIONS: It shall be the duty and function of the commis- 
sion to make a master plan and to adopt such master plan as the 
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official master plan for the development of the unincorporated 
territory of the county; such master plan may include the plan- 
ning of incorporated areas to the extent to which, in the com- 
mission’s judgment, such areas are related to the planning of un- 
incorporated territory of the county. The chief legislative body 
of any municipality may desiguatc the County Planning Commis- 
sion of the county in which such municipality is located, as the 
planning commission of such municipality, and thereafter the 
County Planning Commission shall have the same powers regard- 
ing the planning of the municipality, and its plans and regulations 
shall have the same legal status as are given to official municipal 
planning commissions and plans in Sections: 786-808 of the Code 
of Alabama, as amended. The master plan shall not be deemed 
the official master plan cr part of the official master plan of any 
municipality unless adopted by the municipal planning commis- 
sion and/or governing body thereof. Such master plan, with the 
accompanying maps, plats, charts, and descriptive and explana- 
tory matter, shall show the planning commissions recommenda- 
tions for the development of the territory cuvered by the plan, and 
may include, among other things, the general location, character 
and extent of roads, viaducts, bridges, waterways and water- 
fronts, boulevards, parkways, squares, parks, aviation fields, and 
other public ways, grounds and open spaces; the general location 
of public buildings and other public property; the general location 
and extent of public utilities and terminals, whether publicly or 
privately owned or operated, for water, light, sanitation, trans- 
portation, communication, power and other purposes; also the re- 
moval, relocation, widening, narrowing, vacating, abandonment, 
change of use, or the extension of any of the foregoing ways, 
grounds, open spaces, buildings, property, utilities and terminals; 
the general character, location and extent of community centers, 
town sites, or housing developments; the general location and ex- 
tent of forests, agricultural areas, and open-development areas for 
purposes of conservation, food and water supply, sanitary and drain- 
age facilities, or the protection of urban and nonurban develop-, 
ment; a land classification and utilizatiun program and zoning 
plan for the regulation and restriction of the height, number of 
stories, and size of buildings and other structures; the percentage 
of lot that may be occupied, the size of yards, courts, and other 
open spaces, the density of population, the lccation and use of 
buildings and structures, and the use, conditions of use, or the 
occupancy of land for trade, industry, residence, recreation, agri- 
culture, grazing, water conservation, forestry, or other purposes; 
the establishment of setback lines fur buildings and other struc- 
tures along the streets and roads. As the work of making the 
whole master plan progresses, the commission may, from time 
to time, adopt and publish a part or parts thereof, any such part 
to cover one or more major sections or divisions of the county 
or one or more aforesaid functional matters to be included in the 
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plan. The commission may from time to time amend, extend, or 
add to the master plan. 

Section 7% PURPOSES IN VIEW: In the preparation of 
such master plan, the commission shall make careful and com- 
prehensive surveys and studies of present conditions and future 
growth of such county with due regard to ts relation to neighbor- 
ing territory. The master plan shall be made with general pur- 
pose of guiding and accomplishing a coordinated, adjusted, and 
harmonious development of the county which will, in accordance 
with present and future needs and resources, best promote health, 
safety, morals, order, convenience, prosperity, and general wel- 
fare, as well as efficiency and economy in the process of de- 
velopment; including, among other things, such distribution of 
population and of the uses of land for urbanization, trade, in- 
dustry, habitation, recreation, agriculture, forestry, and other pur- 
poses, as will tend to create conditions favorable to health, safety, 
transportation, prosperity, civic activities, and recreational, edu- 
cational, and cultural opportunities; will tend to reduce the waste 
of physical, financial, or human resources which result from 
either excessive congestion or excessive scattering of population; 
and will tend toward an efficient and economic utilization, con- 
servation, and production of the supply of food and water, and 
of drainage, sanitary, and other facilities and resources. 

Section 8. PROCEDURE OF COMMISSION: The commis- 
sion may adopt the master plan as a whole by a single resolu- 
tion or may, by successive resolutions, adopt successive parts of the 
plan as provided in Section 6 hereof, and may adopt any amend- 
ment or extension thereof or addition thereto. Before the adop- 
tion of the plan or any such part, amendment, extension, or ad- 
dition, the commission shall hold at least one public hearing 
thereon, notice of time and place of which shall be given by one 
publication in a newspaper of general circulation in the county. 
The adoption of the plan or of any such part, amendment, ex- 
tension, or addition shall be by resolution carried by the affirmative 
votes of a majority of the members of the commission, and such 
resolution shall refer expressly to the maps and descriptive and 
and other matter intended by the commission to form the whole 
or part of the plan, and the action taken shall be recorded on the 
map and plan book and descriptive matter by the identifying sig- 
nature of the chairman and/or secretary of the commission. An 
attested copy of the plan or part thereof shall be certified to the 
governing body of the county, tu the Judge of Probate, and to 
the planning commissions of each municipality within the county. 

Section 9. LEGAL STATUS OF OFFICIAL MASTER 
PLAN: Whenever the commission shall have adopted a master 
plan as the official master plan of the county or of one or more 
major sections or districts thereof, no public utility facility, whether 
publicly or privately owned, no public park or other recreation 
area, no public building or other public structure, no public road, 
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and no other public works shall be authorized or constructed in 
the unincorporated territory of the county or in such planned 
section and district, until the location, character, and extent there- 
of shall have been submitted to and approved by the commission, 
which shall be guided by the provisions of the official master 
plan in making its decisions; provided, nuwevei, that in casé of 
disapproval, the commission shall communicate its reasons to the 
governing body, which shall have the power to overrule the dis- 
approval by a recorded vote of not less than a majority of its 
entire membership; provided further, however, that if the public 
utility facility public park or other public recreation area, public 
building or other structure, public road, or other public work be 
one the authorization or financing of which does not, under the 
law of charter provisions governing same, fall within the province 
of said county governing body. then the submission to the plan- 
ning commission shall be by the board, commission or body having 
such jurisdiction, and the planning commission’s disapproval may 
be overruled by said board, commission, or body by a vote of 
not less than a majority of its membership. The acceptance, wid- 
ening, removal, extension, relocation, narrowing, vacation, aband- 
onment, change of use, acquisition of land for, sale or lease of 
any public utility facility, whether publicly or privately owned, 
public park or other public recreation area, public building or other 
public structure, public road or cther public works, shall be sub- 
ject to similar submission and approval, and the failure to approve 
may be similarly overruled. The failure of the commission to act 
within sixty days from and after the date of official submission 
shall be deemed approval. 

Section 10. MISCELLANEOUS POWERS AND DUTIES 
OF THE COMMISSION: The commission shall have power tu 
promote public interest in and understanding of the master plan 
and to that end may publish and distribute copies of the plan or 
any part thereof or any report relative thereto and may employ 
such other means of publicity and education as it may determine. 
The commission shall have the power and duty to promote the 
cooperation of planning commissions of municipalities within the 
county and the coordination of the plans of such municipalitics 
with the county plan. Members of the commission and of its 
staff, when duly authorized by the commission, may attend plan- 
ning conferences or meetings of planning institutes or hearings 
upon pending legislation, and the commission may, by resolu- 
tion, spread upon its minutes, pay the reasonable traveling expenses 
incident tc such attendance. The commission shall, from time 
to time, recommend to the appropriate public officials prorgams 
for public structures and improvements and for the financing there- 
of. It shall be part of its duties to consult and advise with pub- 
lic officials and agencies, public utility companies, civic, educa- 
tional, professional, and other organizations, and with citizens 
with relation to the protecting or carrying out of the plan. The

commission shall have the right to accept and use gifts for the 
exercise of its functions. All public officials shall, upon request, 
furnish to the commission, within a reasonable time, such avail- 
able information as it may require for its work. The commis- 
sion, its members, officers, and employees, in the performance 
of their functions, may enter upon any land and make examina- 
tions and surveys and place and maintain necessary monuments 
and marks thereon. In general, the commission shall have such 
powers as may be necessary tv enable it to fulfill its functions, 
peor county planning, and carry out the purposes of this 
ct. 


TITLE II—SUBDIVISION CONTROL 


SECTION 11—ESTABLISHMENT OF OFFICIAL MAP; 
SCOPE OF SUBDIVISION CONTROL: From and after the 
time when the County Planning Commission shall have adopted 
a master plan which includes a major road plan, or shall have 
progressed in its master planning to the extent of the making and 
the adoption of a major road plan, and shall have certified a copy 
of such to the governing body of the county, said governing body 
may establish an official map of the county showing the location 
of the roads of the whole or any part cr parts of the county there- 
tofore existing and established by law as public roads; such 
official map may also show the location of the lines of roads on 
plats of subdivisions which shall have been approved by the plan- 
ning commission, or which were recorded before such approval 
was required. The governing body of the county shall certify 
the fact of the establishment of such official map to the County 
Judge of Probate. Upon the approval, establishment and certifi- 
cation, herein prescribed, of a major road plan of the territory 
within its jurisdiction or part therecf, then no plat of a sub- 
division of land within such territory, or part thereof, shall be 
filed or recorded until it shall have been approved by the County 
Planning Commission. For purposes of record, such approval shall 
be entered in writing on the plat by the chairman and/or secre- 
tary of the planning commission. The jurisdiction of the County 
Planning Commission, for the purpose of regulating the sub- 
division of land, shall be the unincorporated territory of the county, 
excluding part or all of any areas within the police jurisdiction 
of an incorporated municipality over which a municipal planning 
commission is already exercising subdivision jurisdiction and con- 
trol or within 90 days from the effective date of this Act adopts 
a resolution declaring its intention and plan to exercise subdivision 
jurisdiction and control. Nothing in this Act shall be construed 
to restrict the powers granted by statute to duly incorporated 
municipalities as tu territory contiguous to but outside the limits 
of such municipalities. 

Section 12. SUBDIVISION REGULATIONS: Before exer- 
cising the powers conferred in Section 11 of this Act, the planning 
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commission shall adopt regulations governing the subdivision of 
land of and in its territorial jurisdiction. Such regulations may 
provide for the harmcnious development of the county; for the 
coordination of roads or streets within subdivisions with other 
existing or planned roads or streets, or with other features of the 
master plan; for adequate open spaces tor traific, icercation, light, 
and air; for the conservation of or production of adequate trans- 
portation, drainage and sanitary facilities; for the avoidance of 
population congestion, including width and area of lots; and for 
the avoidance of such scattered or premature subdivision of land 
as would involve danger or injury tu health, safety, or prosperity 
by reason of the lack of water supply, sanitation, drainage, trans- 
portation, or other public services, or necessitate an excessive ex- 
penditure of public funds for the supply of such services. Such 
regulations may include provisions as to the extent to.which roads 
and streets and other ways shall be graded and improved and ta 
which water, sewer, and other utility mains, piping, or other facili- 
ties shail be installed as a condition precedent to the approval of 
the plat. The regulations or practice of the commission may pro- 
vide for a tentative approval of the plat previous to such installa- 
tion; but any such tentative approval shall be revocable and shall 
not be entered on the plat. In lieu of the completion of such im- 
provements and utilities prior tc the final approval of the plat, 
the commission may accept a bond, with surety, to secure to the 
county the actual construction and installation of such improve- 
ments or utilities at a time and according to specifications fixed 
by or in accordance with the resolution of the commission. The 
county is hereby granted the power to enforce such bond by all 
appropriate legal and equitable remedies. All such regulations 
shall be published as provided by law for the publication of ordi- 
nances, and, before adoption, a public hearing shall be held there- 
on. A copy therecf shall be certified to the county recorder by the 
County Planning Commission. 

Section 183. PROCEDURE: LEGAL EFFECT OF AP- 
PROVAL OF PLAT: The planning commission shall approve 
or disapprove a plat within thirty days after the submission there- 
of to it; otherwise such plat shall be deemed to have been ap- 
proved, and a certificate to that effect shall be issued by the com- 
mission on demand; provided, however, that the applicant for the 
commission’s approval may waive this requirement and consent to 
an extension of such period. The ground of disapproval of any 
plat shall be stated upon the records of the commission. Any plat 
submitted to the commission shall contain the name and address 
of a person to whom notice of hearing shall be sent; and shall also 
show the names and addresses of the owners of land immediately 
adjoining the platted land. Notice shall be sent to said person, 
and to such owners, individually, by registered mail of the time 
and place of such hearing not less than five days before the date 
fixed therefor. Every plat approved by the commission shall, by 
virtue of such approval, be deemed to be an amendment of or an 
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addition to or detail of the official master plan and a part thereof. 
Approval of a plat shall not be deemed to constitute cor effect an 
acceptance of the public of any road, street, or other open space 
shown upon the plat. The commission may, from time to time, 
recommend, to the governing budy of the county, amendments of 
the county zoning ordinance or map or additions thereto to con- 
form to the commission’s recommendations for the zoning regula- 
tion of the territory comprised within approved subdivisions. 

Section 14. PENALTIES FOR TRANSFERRING LOTS IN 
UNAPPROVED SUBDIVISIONS: Whoever, being the owner 
or agent of the owner of any land located within a subdivision, 
transfers or sells, or agrees to sell, or negotiates to sell any land 
by reference to or exhibition of or by other use of a plot of a sub- 
division, before such plat has been approved by the county Plan- 
ning Commission and recorded or filed in the office of the county 
recorder, shall forfeit and pay a penalty of $100 for each Ict or 
parcel so transferred or sold or agreed or negotiated to be sold; 
and the. description of such lot or parcel by metes and bounds in 
the instrument of transfer or other dccument used in the process 
of selling or transferring shall not exempt the transaction from 
such penalties or from the remedies herein provided. The county 
may enjoin such transfer or sale or agreement by action for in- 
junction brought in any court cf equity jurisdiction or may re- 
cover the same penalty by civil action in any court of competent 
jurisdiction. 

Section 15. JUDGE OF PROBATE’S DUTIES: A Judge of 
Probate who files or records a plat of a subdivision without the 
approval of the County Planning Commission as required by law 
shaww be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and shall be fined not 
less than $100 nor more than $500. 

Section 16. IMPROVEMENTS IN UNAPPROVED 
ROADS AND STREETS: The county shall not accept, lay out, 
open, improve, grade, pave, curb, or light any road or street, or 
lay or authorize water mains or sewers cr connections to be laid 
in any road or street, within any portion or territory for which the 
County Planning Commission shall have adopted a major road 
plan, unless such road or street (a) shall have been accepted or 
opened as cr shall have otherwise received the legal status of a 
public road or street prior to the adoption of such plan, or unless 
such road or street (b) corresponds with a road or street on the 
official master plan or with a road or street on a subdivision plat 
approved by the commission or with a road or street on a road or 
street plat made by and adopted by the commission. The gov- 
erning body of the county may, huwever, accept any road or street 
not shown on or not corresponding with a road or street on the 
official master plan or on an approved subdivision plat or an 
approved read or street plat; provided, however, that the ordinance 
or other measure accepting such road or street be first submitted 
to the County Planning Commission for its approval and, if dis- 
approved by the commission, be enacted or passed by not less than 
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a majority of the entire membership of the governing budy of the 
county. A road or street approved by the commission upon sub- 
mission by the governing body, or a road or street accepted by a 
majority vote after disapproval by the cummission shall, thereupon 
have the status of an approved road or street as fully as though it 
had been originally shown on the official master plan or on a sub- 
division plat approved by the commission or had been originally 
platted by the cummission. 

Section 17. BUILDINGS OR STRUCTURES WITHIN UN- 
APPROVED SUBDIVISIONS: From and after the time the 
County Planning Commission shall have adopted subdivision regu- 
lations, as provided in Section 12 of this Act, and a major road 
plan, as provided in Section 11 of this Act, no building permit shall 
be issued for a building and no building shall be erected in any lot 
cf a proposed subdivision or adjacent to the lines of a Proposed 
road or street, without the approvai of the County Planning Com- 
mission. 


TITLE III—-COUNTY MAPS—ROADS ACT. 


Section 18. PLATTING OF STREET LINES BY PLAN- 
NING COMMISSION: From and after the time when the 
County Planning Commission shall have adopted a master plan 
which includes at least a major road plan or shall have progressed 
in its master planning to the extent of the making and adcption 
of a major road plan, said commission shall have the power to 
make or cause to be made, from time to time, surveys for the exact 
locating of the lines of new, extended, widened, or narrowed roads 
cr street in the whole or in any portion of the county, and to make 
and certify to the governing body of the county a plat or plats of 
the area or areas thus surveyed on which are indicated the loca- 
tions of the lines recommended by the commission as the planned 
or mapped lines of future roads, road extensions, cr road narrow- 
ings. The making or certifying of a plat by the commission shall 
not in itself constitute or be deemed to constitute the opening or 
establishment of any road or street or the taking cr acceptance of 
any land for road or street purposes. 

Section 19. ESTABLISHMENT OF OFFICIAL MAP: The 
establishment of an official map of the county, by the governing 
body of such county, is provided for in Section 11 cof this Act. 

Section 20. OFFICIAL MAP: ADDITIONS AND 
CHANGES: In the event that the official map established does 
not include the whole of the county but only certain part or parts 
thereof, then the governing body of the county may add tu the 
official map by placing thereon, from time to time, the lines of the 
roads which at the date of the establishment thereof, existed and 
were established by law as public roads in other part or parts of 
the county, or had been approved as reads, public or private, in 
such other part or parts of the county. Said governing body may 
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also add to the official map by placing thereon, from time to time, 
the lines of roads or streets in accordance with the plat of any 
subdivision which shall have been approved by the planning com- 
mission of the county. Said governing body may make, from time 
to time, other additions to or modifications of the official map by 
placing thereon the lines of planned roads or road extensions 
(future), narrowings, widenings, or vacations; provided, however, 
that before making such other additions or modifications, said 
governing body shall hold a public hearing thereon, notice of the 
time and place of which shall be given not less than fifteen days 
previous to the time fixed therefor by one publication in a news- 
paper of general circulation in the county; provided, further, that 
such proposed addition to or mudification of the official map shall 
be submitted to the planning commission for its approval, and, in 
the event such commission disapproves, such addition or modifi- 
cation shall require a favorable vote of nct less than a majority 
vote of the entire membership of the governing body. Any road 
line location certified by the planning commission to the govern- 
ing body, as authorized by Section 18 of this Act, shall be deemed 
approved by the commission without further submission thereof 
to said commission. The placing of any road or road lines upon 
the official map shall not in and of itself constitute or be deemed 
to constitute the opening or establishment of any road or the 
taking or acceptance of any land for road purposes. 

Section 21. REGULATION OF BUILDING WITHIN FU- 
TURE ROADS: For the purpose of protecting the integrity of 
the official map, no building shall be built and no permit shall be 
issued for any new building to be located entirely or in part within 
the mapped lines of any road shown on the official map; no build- 
ing shall be altered nor shall any permit be issued for the struc- 
tural alteration of the part of any existing building located within 
such mapped road lines, unless such alteration is for the purpose 
of facilitating the removal of that part of the building from the 
land within such lines. Any ordinance adopting an official map 
and providing for the addition therety of the lines of planned future 
roads shall provide that the board of zoning adjustment, if any 
county have such board, or if not, that a board of adjustment cre- 
ated for the purpose of such ordinance, shall have the power, upon 
an appeal filed with it by the cwner of such land, to authorize the 
grant of a permit for a building or structure or part thereof within 
any such mapped-road location in any case in which such board 
finds, upon the evidence and arguments presented to it upon such 
appeal, (a) that the property of the appellant of which such 
mapped-road location forms a part will not yield a reascnable 
return to the owner unless such permit be granted, or (b) that, 
balancing the interest of the county in preserving the integrity of 
the official map and the interest of the owner in the use and bene- 
fits of his property, the grant of such permit is required by con- 
sideration of justice and equity. Befcre taking any such action 
the board of adjustment shall hold a hearing thereon, at least ten 
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days notice of the time and place of which shall be given to the 
appellant by mail at the address specified by the appellant in his 
appeal petition. In the event that the board of adjustment decides 
to authorize a building permit, it shall have the power to specify 
the exact location. ground area, height and other details and con- 
ditions of extent and character, and also the duration of the build. 
ing, structure, or part thereof to be permitted. 

Section 22. RESERVATION OF LOCATIONS OF MAP- 
PED STREETS FOR FUTURE PUBLIC ACQUISITION: 
The County Planning Commission may, at any time, negotiate for 
or secure from the owner or owners of lands lying within the 
mapped lines of any road shown on the official map, releases of 
claims for damages or compensation for such reservations or agree- 
ments indemnifying the county from such claims by others, which 
releases or ayieemcents shal! be binding upon the owner or owners 
executing the same and their successors in title. At any time after 
the filing of a plat with the Judge of Probate, and during the 
period specified for the reservation, the County Planning Com- 
mission and the owner of any land containing a reserved road 
location may agree upon a modification cf the location of the lines 
of the proposed road, such agreement to include a release by said 
owner of any claim for compensation or damages by reason of 
such modification; and thereupon the County Planning Commis- 
sion may make a plat corresponding to the said modification and 
transmit same to the governing body; and if such modified plat 
be approved by the governing body, the clerk of the body shal! 
transmit an attested copy thereof to the said Judge cof Probate, 
and said modified plat shall take the place of the original plat. At 
any time the county governing body may, by resolution, abandon 
any reservation and shall certify any such abandonment to the 
said Judge of Probate. 

Section 23. COMPENSATION FOR SUCH RESERVA- 
TIONS: In the resolution cf adoption of a plat the governing 
body shall appoint a board of three appraisers and shall fix the 
time and place of meetings for hearings by said board upon the 
ainounts of compensation to be paid for such reservations. There- 
upon the clerk of the governing body shall publish in at least two 
newspapers of general circulation in the county once a week for 
four consecutive weeks a notice which shall contain a general 
description of the land thus reserved, as shown on the plat, the 
provisions of the resolutions of the governing body including the 
period of time for which such reservations are made, the time 
within which claims for compensation may be filed; which shall 
be not less than three months nor more than six months, from the 
date of the notice, and the time and place of hearings by the beard 
of appraisers. The first hearing shall not be set earlier than thirty 
days after the date of the first of such publications. Such notice 
shall also be posted in at least three public places in the neighbor- 
hood of or along the line of the location of the reservation. The 
board of appraisers shall fix the amounts of compensation to be 
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paid, respectively, to the owners of the lands reserved for the 
period cof time as shown on the plat, and in the resolution adopted 
by the governing body. Whenever the clerk of the governing body 
receives, within the period fixed for the same, any claim for such 
compensation, he shall transmit it to the board of appraisers. At 
the time and place fixed for such hearings the board of appraisers 
shall hear and consider all claims presented to it in writing or in 
person, including all evidence which may be presented by the 
claimants or other persons. The board of appraisers shall have 
the right on its own initiative to investigate and ascertain data or 
evidence relevent to the question of such compensation. In case 
of the abandonment of a reservation prior to the time fixed fur 
payment of compensation, the county shall be liable to the owner 
of the land included within the abandoned reservation for the ex- 
penses, if any, incurred by such owner by reason of such reserva- 
tion. 

Section 24. REPORT OF APPRAISERS AND COUNCIL’S 
ACTION: The board of appraisers shall, within ninety days after 
the time fixed for the filing of claims, file its tentative report with 
the clerk of the governing body, setting forth its findings as to the 
amounts of compensation to be paid the respective owners of the 
lands included within the lines of such reservations as located cn 
the approved plat. Thereupon the clerk of the governing body 
shall publish once a week for two consecutive weeks in at least 
two newspapers of general circulation in the county the fact of 
the filing of the report of the appraisers and specify a pericd of 
thirty days from and after the date of the first such publication 
within which objections to the report may be filed with the clerk 
of the governing body. If objections be filed within said period, 
then the clerk of the governing body shall cause the 
board of appraisers to hold a meeting, at which said objections 
shall be transmitted to the board, and the board may modify its 
report. The report in its original form or, if modified, in its mudi- 
fied form, shall be transmitted to the governing body by its clerk. 
Before passing on the report, the governing body may return it to 
the board of appraisers for reconsideration, and the board may 
upon further consideration transmit its former or a modified report 
to the governing body. The governing body may approve or dis- 
approve the report. If the repcrt is approved, the governing body 
shall provide for the payment of amounts of compensation set forth 
in the report within ninety days after the filing of the report with 
it. In the case of those property owners who file claims, payments 
shall be made through the clerk of the guverning body, who shall 
notify the claimants at the addresses given upon the claims filed 
with him. Payments to all other persons shall be made through 
the clerk of the circuit court of the county in which the reserved 
location is situated, by the payment to said clerk of the amounts 
awarded to such persons; notice cf distribution to such persons 
to be given and made as may be provided by a rule or order of 
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said court. Payments made as aforesaid to the clerk of the gov- 
erning body or clerk of said court within said ninety days shall 
be deemed compliance with the above requirements for payment 
within ninety days. If the guverning body disapproves the report 
or fails to provide for such payment within ninety days, such dis- 
approval or failure shall be deemed a dismissal of the proceedings 
and a cancellation of the plat and an abandonment of the reserva- 
tions of the street locations as shown on the plat, with the same 
liability of the county fur expenses as above provided in the case 
of abandonment by resolution; and thereupon the clerk of the 
governing body shall cause to be transmitted to the probate judge 
of the county an attested statement of such abandonment. 

Section 25. APPEAL FROM COMPENSATION AWARDS. 
Within twenty days after the approval of any such report by the 
governing body, any person dissatisfied with the award or com- 
pensation therein contained may file with the clerk of the guv- 
erning body notice of appeal to a court of the county. Thereupon, 
and within ten days of such notice, the clerk of the governing body 
shall file with the clerk of said court the report of the beard of 
appraisers approved by the governing body, together with the 
certified copies of the resolution of the governing body and of the 
notice of appeal. Within five days thereafter the appelant shall 
give and file with the clerk of said court an appeal bund, running 
to the county and for such amount as may be fixed by the court, 
to secure the county against the cost of the appeal case in the 
event that appelant fails to obtain an award of compensation 
greater than that fixed in the said report. Thereupon said appeal 
case shall be deemed to be filed and pending as a case brought by 
the cuunty to appropriate and assess the compensation to be paid 
for the reservation of the land of the appelant as shown on the 
approved plat for the period fixed in the resolution of the gov- 
erning body, and the procedure shall be in accordance with the 
procedure specified by law in the proceedings for the taking or 
apprvpriation of property for public use for streets; and the county 
shall pay the appelant the amount fixed in said case, or, in case 
it abandons the reservations, the amount of costs and expenses 
incurred by the appelant in said case. 

Section 26. COMPENSATION FOR BUILDING IN RE- 
SERVED STREET LOCATIONS: The reservation of a street 
location, as provided in Section 22 of this title, shall not be deemed 
to prohibit or impair in any respect the use of the reserved land 
by the cwner or occupant thereof for any lawful purpose, includ- 
ing the erection of buildings thereon; but no compensation, other 
than the compensation awarded in the final report of said board 
of appraisers as approved by the governing body as provided in 
Section 24 of this title, or, in the case cf an appeal, as awarded on 
such appeal as provided in Section 25 of this title, shall at any 
time be paid by the county or public to or recovered from the 
county or public by any person for the taking of or injury to any 
building or structure built cr erected within the period fixed in 
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the resolution of the governing body upon any such reserved loca- 
tion. No compensation or damages for any such reservation shall 
be paid or recovered except as provided in Sections 23-25 of this 
title. 


TITLE IV—MISCELLANEOUS PROVISIONS 


Section 27%. SAVING CLAUSE: The invalidity of any por- 
tion or provision of this Act shall not affect the validity of any 
other portion or provision. 

Section 28. REPEAL: All laws and part of laws in conflict 
herewith, are hereby repealed. 

Section 29. TIME OF TAKING EFFECT: This Act shall 
take effect upon being signed by the governor, cr otherwise be- 
coming a law.

This is a general bill, and the amendment which I will suggest 
herein is done with the full knowledge, ccunsent and approval of 
the author of this bill.

said bill, and insert in lieu thereof, the following: 
* “Section 2. Composition and Terms cf Board—The Ala- 
bama Reform School for Juvenile Negro Lawbreakers, located at 
Mount Meigs, Montgomery County, Alabama, shall henceforth be 
designated the Alabama Industrial School for Negro Children. 
This schcol shall be governed and controlled by a board of trustees 
composed of the Governor, the State Superintendent of Education, 
the Commissioner of Public Welfare, the State Health Officer, and 
seven other trustees who are interested in the proper education and 
training of delinquent negro children. The present board of trus- 
tees of the Alabama Reform School shall remain as the board of 
trustees of the Alabama Industrial School for Negro Children for 
the remainder of their terms, and in addition shall have as mem- 
bers the Commissioner of Public Welfare and the State Health 
Officer. All succeeding appointees shall be appointed by the Gov- 
ernor and shall hold office for a term cf six years and until their 
successors are appointed and qualified. All vacancies created by 
resignation, death or otherwise, shall be filled by the Governor for 
the unexpired term. 

“The board shall hold meetings at times and places to be pre- 
scribed by rules of the board or as may be designated by the Gov- 
erncr as chairman. The presence of six members at any regular 
or special meeting shall constitute a quorum for the transaction 
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of all business. Members of the board shall receive no compensa- 
tion for their services other than the amount of their traveling and 
other expenses actually paid out while in attendance at the meet- 
ings of the board cr on business of the Alabama Industrial School 
for Negro Children; provided further that no member of the board 
of trustees shall be ‘employed i in any capacity by the said board of 
trustees nor shall he receive any compensation vihur than scot out 
in the next preceding sentence.”

Bill No. 66, abolishing the Division of Examiners of Public Ac-

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED

Relating to and regulating contracts for public works; and to 
repeal Chapter 1, Title 50, of the Code of Alabama, 1940, Sections 
1 to 15, inclusive. 


Be It Enacted By The Legislature Of Alabama: 


Section 1, ADVERTISEMENTS FOR BIDS AND 
AWARDS.—Before entering into any contract for a public im- 
provement, the awarding authority shall advertise for sealed bids 
once each week for three consecutive weeks in a newspaper of 
general circulation in the county or counties in which the improve- 
ment or undertaking, or some part thereof, is to be made; the 
awarding authcrity may also advertise in such other publications 
as it may deem advisable. Such notices shall state that plans and 
specifications for the improvement are on file in the office of the 
authority, and the time and place in which bids will be received 
and opened. All bids shall be opened publicly at the advertised 
time and place. 

Section 2. DEPOSIT TO OBTAIN PROPOSAL, PLANS 
AND SPECIFICATIONS.—Proposal, plans and specifications 
may be obtained only upon payment of a deposit, the: amvcunt of 
said deposit to be determined by the awarding authority. This 
deposit will be returned to all bona fide bidders who return said 
plans and specifications to the awarding authority within ten days 
following the bidding date. The actual cost of printing the prc- 
posal, plans and specifications may be charged to all persons taking 
out those documents but not presenting a bona fide bid. Building 
Exchanges and similar agencies may be furnished plans and speci- 
fications without payment of a deposit. 

Section 83. BIDDERS MUST FILE CHECK OR BID BOND. 
—The bidder shall be required to file with his bid either: (1) a 
certified check payable tu the awarding authority for an amount 
not less than five per cent of the awarding authority’s estimated 
cost or of the contractor’s bid, but in no event more than ten 
thousand dollars; or (2) a bid bond payable to the awarding 
authority in an amount not less than ten per cent of the bid cr 
the awarding authority’s estimated cost. Such bid guaranties as 
herein provided shall constitute all of the qualifications or guar- 
anty to be required of contractors as prerequisites to bidding for 
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public works, except as required by the State Licensing Board for 
General Contractors and the prequalification as required by the 
Highway Department or the Building Commission. 

Section 4. RETURN OF PROPOSAL GUARANTIES.—AIl 
proposal guaranties, except those of the three lowest bona fide 
bidders, sliall be icluiiicd iniucdiatcly after proposals have becu 
checked, tabulated and the relation of the pruposals established. 
The proposal guaranty of the three lowest bidders shall be re- 
turned as soon as the contract bonds and the contract of the suc- 
cessful bidder have been properly executed and approved. When 
the award is deferred for a period of time longer than fifteen (15) 
days after the opening cf the proposals, all proposal guaranties 
except that of the successful bidder shall be returned. Should no 
award be made within thirty (30) days after the opening of the 
proposals, all proposals shall be rejected, and all guaranties re- 
turned, unless the successful bidder agrees in writing to a stipu- 
lated extension in time for consideration of his bid, in which case 
the awarding authority may, at its discretion, permit the success- 
ful bidder to substitute a satisfactury bidder’s bond for the certi- 
fied check submitted with his proposal as a proposal guaranty. 

Section 5. AWARD OF CONTRACT.—The contract shall be 
awarded to the lowest responsible bidder complying with condi- 
tions of the invitation for bids, unless the awarding authority finds 
that his bid is unreasonable or that it is not to the interest of the 
awarding authority to accept it. The bidder to whom the award 
is made will be notified by telegram or letter at the earliest possi- 
ble date. Should the successful bidder fail or refuse to sign the 
contract or make bond as hereinafter provided, the awarding 
authority may award the contract to the second lowest responsible 
bidder. Should the second lowest bidder fail or refuse to sign the 
contract or make bond as hereinafter provided, the awarding 
authority may award the contract to the third lowest respunsible 
bidder. Should no bids be received at the time stated in the ad- 
vertisement for bids, the awarding authority may advertise for and 
seek other competitive bids, or the awarding authority may direct 
that the work shall be done by force account under its direction 
and conirul. if the awarding authority finds that all bids received 
are unreasonable and that it is not to the interest of the awarding 
authority to accept any of the bids, the awarding autharity may 
direct that the work shall be done by force account under its 
direction and control. On any construction project on which the 
awarding authority has prepared plans and specifications and 
received bids and which it has determined to do by force account 
the awarding authority shall submit plans and specifications, and 
an itemized estimate of cost to the Department of Examiner of 
Accounts, and upon completion of the project by an awarding 
authority, the final total cost together with an itemized list of cost 
of any and all changes made in the original plans and specifica- 
tions shall be submitted to the Department of Examiners of Public 
Accounts for its permanent record. Upon the approval of the

‘awarding authority, its duly authcrized officer or officers may, 
when proceeding upon the basis of force account, let any sub- 
division or unit of work by contract on informal bids. No pro- 
vision of this section shall be interpreted as precluding the use of 
convict labor by the State Highway Department. This section 
shall not apply to routine maintenance and repair jobs done by 
maintenance men regular employees of the awarding authority. 

Section 6. ERRORS IN BID.—In case of error in the exten- 
sion of prices the unit price will govern. In case of discrepancy 
between the prices shown in the figures and in words the words 
will govern. 

Section 7% CONTRACT AND BOND.—The bidder to whom 
award is made must, when required, enter into written contract 
on the form included in the proposal, plans and specifications and 
furnish a performance bond executed by a surety company duly 
authorized and qualified to make such bonds in the State of Ala- 
bama, in the amount of the contract price, within the period speci- 
fied, or, if nu period be specified, within ten days after the pre- 
scribed forms have been presented to him for signature. Should 
extenuating circumstances prevail, the awarding authority may 
grant an extension in time not exceeding five days for the return 
of the contract and contract bond. 

Section 8. APPROVAL OF CONTRACT.—The awarding 
authority shall approve the contractor’s bond and cumplete the 
execution of the contract within ten days after its presentation by 
the contractor, unless the successful contractor agrees in writing 
to a longer period. 

Section 9. PROCEED ORDER.—A Proceed Order shall be 
issued by the awarding authority within fifteen (15) days after 
final execution of the contract by the awarding authority unless 
both parties agree in writing to a stipulated extension in time for 
the issuance of a Proceed Order. 

Section 10. FAILURE TO EXECUTE CONTRACT.— 
(a) Should the successful bidder or bidders to whom a contract is 
awarded fail to execute a contract and furnish acceptable contract 
security required by law within the period as set forth in Section 
%, the awarding authority shall retain frum the proposal guaranty 
if it be a certified check or recover from the principal or the sure- 
ties if the guaranty be a bid bond the difference between the 
amount of the contract as awarded and the amount of the pro- 
posal of the next lowest bidder. If no other bids are receiver, the 
full amount of the prcposal guaranty shall be so retained or re- 
covered as liquidated damages for such default. Any sums so 
retained or recovered shall be the property of the awarding author- 
ity. In the event of the death of the low bidder (if an individual 
and not a partnership or corporation) between the date of the 
cpening of bids and the ten days following the date of award of 
contract, as allowed in Section 7 for furnishing of contract security, 
the awarding authority shall return the proposal guaranty intact 
to the estate of the deceased low bidder. , 
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(b) Failure by the awarding authority to complete the execu- 
tion of a contract and to issue a Proceed Order as required in 
Sections 8 and 9 hereof shall be just cause, unless both parties 
agree in writing to a stipulated extension in time for issuance of a 
Proceed. Order, for the withdrawal of the contractor’s bid and con- 
tract without forieilure of certified check or bond.  — 

Section 11. PAYMENTS TO CONTRACTORS.—(a) Uniess 
otherwise provided in the specifications, partial payments will be 
made as the work progresses at the end of each calendar month, 
or aS soon thereafter as practicable, on estimates made and ap- 
proved by the awarding authority. In preparing estimates the 
material delivered on the site and preparatory work done may be 
taken into consideration. 

(b) In making such partial payments there shall be retained 

ot more than ten per cent on contracts for the construction of 
suildings, or similar structures, and not more than seven and one- 
ha lf per cent on the construction of highways and bridges, or 
milar structures, on the estimated amount of work done and the 
vale of materials stored on the site until final completion and 
acceptance of all work covered by the contract. When maintenance 
periods are included in the contract such periods shall be consid- 
ered a component part of the contract. Provided, however, that 
on completion and acceptance of each separate building, public 
work, or other division of the contract, on which a price is stated 
separately in the contract or can be seperately ascertained, pay- 
ment may be made in full, including the retained percentage there- 
of, less authorized deductions. Nothing in this Section shall, how- 
ever, be interpreted to require the awarding authority to make full 
payment on an item of work when such item of work is an in- 
tegral part of a complete improvement. 

(c) All material and work covered by partial payments made 
shall thereupon become the sole property of the awarding author- 
ity, but this provision shall not be construed as relieving the con- 
tractor from the sole responsibility for the care and protection of 
materials and work upon which payments have been made or the 

_restoration of any damaged work, or as a waiver of the right of the 
awarding authority to require the fulfillment of all the terms of 
the contract. 

(d) Upon completion and acceptance of all work required, the 
amount due the contractor under the terms of the contract shall 
be paid upon the presentation of a properly executed and duly 
certified voucher therefor, after the contractor shall have furnished 
the awarding authority with a release, if required, of all claims 
against the awarding authority arising under and by virtue of the 
contract, other than such claims, if any as may be specifically 
excepted by the contractor from the operation of the release in 
stated amounts to be set forth therein and the presentation of 
proof of advertisement as provided by law. Nothing in this Section 
shall be interpreted to conflict with the rules and regulations of 
the Public Roads Administration.

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Section 12. RULES AND REGULATIONS.—For the pur- 
pose of carrying into effect the terms of this Chapter and insuring 
to the State the award of all contracts to competent and responsi- 
ble bidders, the awarding authority shall be empowered to prepare 
and promulgate such rules and regulations as may be deemed 
proper, not inconsistent with the terms of this Chapter.

Notice is hereby given of the intention to apply to the Legislature of Ala- 
bama for the enactment of a law containing in substance the provisions of a 
proposed bill as follows: 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To-provide funds for the maintenance and expansion of the public li- 
braries in Mobile County and to provide for the extension of the services of 
the Mobile Public Library to include the rural and municipal areas of the 
County not now being served by the Mobile Public Library. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1: That the Board of Revenue and Road Commissioners of the 
County of Mobile shall pay annually out of the general fund of such county 
to the board, commission or other governing body duly constituted by public 
law, of each public library situated in any incorporated town or city in the 
County of Mobile, sums equal to $.11 per capita of the population of Mobile 
County in such as to pay to each public library situated in any incorporated 
town or city other than the county seat, $.11 per capita of the population of 
each such incorporated town or city and to the board, commission or other 
governing body duly constituted by pubiic iaw of ithe Mobile Public Library 
situated in the county seat of such county, $.11 per capita of the population of 
such county seat together with $.11 per capita of the population of other parts 
of the county other than incorporated towns maintaining public libraries.

Section 3: The board, commission, or other governing body of the Mo- 
bile Public Library shall designate rural areas of the county to be served by 
the Mobile Public Library in such manner as to deliver to the citizens of the 
county residing in the areas thus served books of the Mobile Public Library 
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and where any municipality in the county of Mobile other than the City of 
Mobile elects to receive services surrenders the amounts which would have 
been paid it had such municipality continued to conduct its own public library, 
the board, commission, or other governing body of the Mobile Public Library 
shall provide library services to such municipality in the manner directed by 
the board, commission, or other governing body of the Mobile Public Library. 

Section 4: That all laws and parts of laws in conflict herewith are hereby 
repealed. 

Section 5: That this law shall take effect immediately upon its passage 
and approval by the Governor.

SUBSTITUTE FOR H. 729 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To provide for the establishment and administration of a sup- 
plementary retirement fund for deputy sherifis employed by the 
Sheriff in counties having a population of 400,000, or more accord- 
ing to the last or any future federal census and for the payment of 
benefits to the deputy sheriffs of the Sheriff’s office in such 
counties. 
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Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. This act is an emergency measure intended to sup- 
plement the Civil Service or Merit System Law applicable in all 
counties having a population of 400,000 according to the last or any 
future federal census, and to render more effective the law en- 
forcement in such counties by providing for the retirement from 
the positions of deputy sheriff those who have reached the age 
when they can no longer perform the active physical duties re- 
quired of a deputy sheriff. It is intended to be temporary in nature 
and shall be effective only until such time as any Retirement Sys- 
tem law applicable to such counties shall have been in effect a suf- 
ficient period of time to provide for the payment of said $100 per 
month as herein provided. 

Section 2. No appropriation shall ever be made from the 
County Treasury or any sowice except that herein provided in 
order to make up any deficit in the fund hereby established or to 
bring the pensions herein provided to a higher level than provided 
by the pistol permit fees herein required to be paid. 

Section 3. Any person who is commissioned deputy sheriff 
and is a member in good standing of the employees retirement 
system under Act #328, of the 1945 General Acts of Alabama, ap- 
proved July 6, 1945 who are deputy sheriffs under the direct su- 
pervision of the Sheriff of the respective counties and who are over 
the age of 55 years on the date of the approval of this Act by the 
Governor and who have served 10 or more years on the sheriff's 
office of such counties shall be eligible for benefits as herewith 
provided, and any person who is a commissioned deputy sheriff 
and a member in good standing under said Act #328 of 1945 and 
who is a deputy sheriff under the direct supervision of the sheriff 
of such county and who is over 50 years of age upon the date this 
act shall be approved by the Governor and who has served 10 years 
or more in the sheriff’s office of such county and who shall become 
physically disabled to perform the duties of his office and entitled 
to disability benefits under said Act #328 shall also be eligible for 
benefits as hereinafter provided in this act. 

Section 4. There is hereby created qa suppiement retirement 
fund for deputy sheriffs of the Sheriff's Office of such counties to 
be administered by the officials of the Pension Board of such coun- 
ties as now provided by law. All fees and contributions herein pro- 
vided shall be paid into said special fund and be held and distri- 
buted for the benefit of those of the deputy sheriffs of said Sheriff’s 
Office as are described in Section 3 hereof of such counties and for 
no other purpose. 

Section 5. There is hereby taxed a fee of $5.00 for each pistol 
permit issued by the Sheriff’s Office of the respective counties. 
$1.00 of said fee shall be paid to the County Treasurer for the gen- 
eral fund of said county. $4.00 of said fee shall be paid to the 
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County Treasurer of such counties for the use and benefit of said 
supplementary retirement fund. 

Section 6. In addition to deductions now being made to the 
retirement system for county employees, all deputy sheriffs over 
the age of 55 years on approval of this Act by the Governor, shall 
have deducted from his or her salary $5.00 per month for a period 
of 12 months which said deductions shall be paid to the Treasurer 
of the county as a part of said supplementary fund. 

Section 7%. When any of the deputy sheriff described in Sec- 
tion 3 hereof retires under the provisions of the present retirement 
act for superannuation and shall have paid the $5.00 deduction for 
12 months as hereinabove provided, or if any deputy sheriff retires 
for disability under such act, said deputy sheriff shall be paid from 
said special supplementary fund, in monthly installments, and in 
addition to any payments paid from the general pension fund, an 
amount which added to the amount paid from the general pension 
fund will equal but shall not exceed the sum of $100.00 per month. 
Provided, however, that if at any time said special supplemental 
fund shall be insufficient to pay to said retired deputy sheriffs the 
amount as hereinabove provided, the monthly payments to said 
deputy sheriff shall be reduced in proportion to the amount avail- 
able, and said deputy sheriff shall be only entitled to receive his 
proportionate share of said funds. 

Section 8. When the last.deputy sheriff who is a beneficiary of 
this fund dies the residue of the fund and the future income of the 
fund reverts to the general employees retirement system of such 
counties. 

Section 9. If any part or paragraph of this act be held uncon- 
stitutional, it shall not affect any other part or paragraph of this 
act. 

Section 10. All laws in conflict herewith are expressly re- 
pealed. 

Section 11. This act shall take effect when approved by the 
Governor.

HOUSE SUBSTITUTE FOR SENATE BILL 365 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To provide for the collection of delinquent court costs and fees 
in Jefferson County. 
Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. That in all cases in the courts of Jefferson County 
wherein the costs have been taxed against the plaintiff or plaintiffs 
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and execution therefor returned unsatisfied in whole or in part, or 
where the costs have been taxed against the defendant or defend- 
ants and execution therefor returned “no property found” and there- 
after a like return made on an execution issued against the plaintiff 
or plaintiffs for costs created by the plaintiff or plaintiffs, then any 
unpaid costs or fees (including library tax fees) in such cases, 
which if collected would be, under existing law ultimately covered 
into the County treasury of Jefferson County, shall be deemed de- 
linquent court costs and fees within the meaning of that term when 
used in this act, and the County may in addition to the procedure 
now authorized by law, enforce collection thereof by the methods 
and procedures provided herein. 

Section 2. That the License Inspector of Jefferson County 
shall, in addition to the duties now required of him, be charged 
with the duty and responsibility of enforcing the collection of de- 
linquent court costs and fees, in the manner and according to the 
procedure provided in this act. The License Inspector and his 
Chief Deputy hereinafter provided for shall have and exercise all 
the powers and authority, with respect to any execution for de- 
linquent court costs and fees placed in his hands for collection, as 
the Sheriff and his deputies have with respect to executions placed 
in the hands of the Sheriff. 

Section 3. That where in any case there is now court costs 
and fees delinquent within the meaning of the first section of this 
act, it shall be the duty of the Clerk of any Court or Register, with- 
in a reasonable time, to sever such delinquent court costs and fees 
from any judgment for damages and from such other costs or fees 
as may not be payable to or for the use of the County, and issue 
execution therefor which execution shall be directed to the License 
Inspector and placed in his hands for collection. That where in any 
case hereafter court costs and fees are delinquent within the mean- 
ing of the first section of this act, it shall be the duty of Clerk of 
any Court or Register within thirty days from the date that such 
court costs and fees are deemed delinquent, to sever such delin- 
quent court costs and fees from any judgment for damages and 
from such other costs or fees as may not be payable to or for the 
use of the County, and issue execution therefor which execution 
shall be directed to the License Inspector and placed in his hands 
for collection. All such executions shall certify the total amount of 
the Court costs and fees in the case which are delinquent within 
the meaning of this act and separately the amount for which each 
party is taxable, but otherwise such delinquent court costs and fees 
need not be itemized in or on the execution. All such executions 
shall run against all parties liable to execution for such delinquent 
court costs and fees and shall authorize the License Inspector to 
enforce collection from any party of the amount shown by such 
execution to be payable by such party. No such execution shall be 
issued in any case where the judgment taxing such court costs and 
fees is dormant, but in such a case the Clerk or Register may certify 
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the facts with respect to such delinquent court costs and fees to the 
License Inspector who may if he finds it advisable cause a suit at 
law to be instituted in the name of the County against any party 
deemed to be liable for all or any part thereof as upon an implied 
promise to pay the same, except where the judgment taxing such 
costs is barred bv the statute of limitations. 

Section 4. That any execution issued under the provisions of 
this act shall be a continuing authority to the License Inspector 
after it is placed in his hands and until it is recalled or expires as 
hereinafter provided, to enforce collection thereof and in accord- 
ance with the tenor thereof, and to collect in addition to the amount 
called for by such execution the same fees and commissions as are 
allowed by law to sheriffs for similar services in the collection of 
executions for costs. All such executions shall be under the con- 
tinuing control of the respective courts from which they are is- 
sued in the same manner as other processes, and for any legal 
reasons any such execution may be recalled by the court from 
which it was issued. If any such execution be recalled an alias exe- 
cution may be issued which shall have the same force and effect as 
the original. 

Section 5. That in addition to the methods and means which 
sheriffs are authorized by law to employ in the enforcement of 
executions for costs placed in their hands, the License Inspector of 
Jefferson County maw levy an execution to: dctiuiquent court costs 
and fees by summoning any person, firm or corporation indebted 
to any party against whom such execution was issued, or liable to 
him on a contract for the delivery of personal property, or for the 
payment of money which may be discharged by the delivery of 
personal property, or on a contract payable in personal 
property, or having in his or its possession or under 
his or its control, any money or effects belonging to such party. 
The person, firm or corporation so summoned as garnishee shall be 
required to answer any such writ to the court from which the exe- 
cution issued. The License Inspector shall serve notice in writing 
of the issuance of any such garnishment upon each party whose 
assets are sought to be subjected by such garnishment, if such 
party be a resident of the State. Any such garnishment writ to- 
gether with the notice and the return of the License Inspector 
showing service of the writ and notice shall be forthwith returned to 
the court from which the execution issued, and upon such return 
proceedings may be had as in other cases of garnishment, and the 
same costs and fees shall be taxed for the services of the License 
Inspector as are allowed to sheriffs for similar services in garnish- 
ment cases. The License Inspector shall have authority to execute 
or cause to be executed a release of any garnishment proceedings 
pending upon any such execution or suit upon any such execution. 
Before issuing a garnishment on such execution a notice in writing 
of not less than 10 days of intention to garnishee must be mailed 
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to party against whom the execution is pending at his then last 
known address. 

Section 6. That all executions for delinquent court costs and 
fees shall continue in force and effect for ten years from date of 
issuance unless sooner recalled in the manner hereinabove pro- 
vided. The License Inspector shall have authority to accept partial 
or installment payments thereon from time to time within his dis- 
cretion. He shall have authority to file any such execution with the 
Probate Judge, whereupon it shall be the duty of the Probate 
Judge to record, register, and index such execution in all respects 
as is required as to a certificate of judgment rendered by the Circuit 
Court, and when so filed any such execution shall be a lien in favor 
of the County on all property of any party against whom such exe- 
cution was issued, which is subject to levy and sale under execution, 
and such lien shall continue for ten years after date of issue of such 
execution, and the County shall have the same remedies for the 
enforcement of such lien as is given by law to the plaintiff in a 
registered judgment or decree. 

Section 7. That all fees and commission earned by the License 
Inspector for any service rendered by him in the discharge of the 
duties imposed upon him by this act shall be the property of Jeffer- 
son County and when collected shall be paid into the County treas- 
ury. The License Inspector shall not later than the tenth day of 
each calendar month pay into the County treasury all sums re- 
ceived by him during the preceding calendar month as collections 
on executions for delinquent court costs and fees together with all 
sums received by him during such preceding month as fees and 
commissions for services rendered in the enforcement of such exe- 
cutions. When the License Inspector has collected in full any 
execution for delinquent court costs and fees he shall promptly 
certify such fact to the Clerk of Register of the court from which 
the execution issued, which certificate shall identify the execution © 
and show the amount paid by each party, which payments shall be 
noted by the Clerk or Register on the fee book or other similar 
record where the fees and costs for which such execution was is- 
sued are charged, and the License Inspector shall mark satisfied on 
the probate records any such execution filed with the Probate 
Judge. 

Section 8. There is hereby created and established the position 
of Chief Deputy License Inspector to be appointed by the County 
Commission or other governing body of Jefferson County, Ala- 
bama. Such person to be so appointed shall be selected from the 
personnel of said County in the classified service without competi- 
tive examination, and shall have had experience in the computation 
and collection of court costs, and must have knowledge of the af- 
fairs of the courts generally and especial familiarity with the way 
and manner in which court costs are charged and collected. The 
Chief Deputy License Inspector shall be particularly charged with 
the responsibility of performing and discharging the powers and 
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duties imposed upon the License Inspector by this act. The County

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


Relating to professions and occupations: providing for the regu- 
lation, through liceiisure, of barbers, barber teaching, and the prac- 
tice of barbering; creating for the administration of this Act a 
Board of Barber Examiners for each congressional district of the 
State and a supervisory State Barber Health and Education Com- 
mission; defining violations of the Act and prescribing punish- 
ments and penalties. 


PREAMBLE 


WHEREAS it is well established that professions, occupations, 
or trades operating upon the person and thereby directly affecting 
the health, comfort, and safety of the public may be regulated by 
the Legislature under the police power of the State; and 

WHEREAS the occupation of a barber, because of its intimate 
relation to the public health, is within that class of trades, profes- 
sions, or callings which should be regulated by the laws of this 
State ; 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. The term “harbering” is defined as: Shaving or 
trimming the beard, cutting, waving, or bobbing the hair; facial 
and scalp massaging or treatment with oils, creams, lotions, or 
other preparations; singeing, shampooing, or dyeing the hair or 
applying hair tonics; applying cosmetic preparations, antiseptics, 
powders, oil, clay, or lotions to the scalp, face, or neck. The term 
“barber shop” includes any establishment or place of business 
where barbering is engaged in or carried on. The term “barber 
school” is defined as an institution or establishment where the art 
of barbering is taught. The term “barber clinic” is defined as any 
institution or establishment where instruction is provided beyond 
that given in a barber school. 

Section 2. From and after the effective date of this Act: (a) 
it shall be unlawful for any person to engage in or attempt to prac- 
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tice barbering in this State without first procuring a certificate of 
registration as registered barber, registered barber teacher, or reg- 
istered barber apprentice; (b) it shall be unlawful for any person 
to teach or attempt to teach in a barber school or clinic without a 
certificate of registration as registered barber teacher; (c) it shall 
be unlawful for any person, firm, partnership, association, or cor- 
poration to operate a barber shop which is not at all times under 
the direction, supervision, and management of a registered barber; 
(d) it shall be unlawful for any person, firm, partnership, associa- 
tion, or corporation to operate a barber shop which is not closed 
fully on all sides and overhead from any living quarters or place 
of business for the serving of eating of food. 

Section 3. (a) There shall be a State Barber Health and Edu- 
cation Commission, hereinafter referred to as “Commission”, 
which shall consist of one member to be elected from each county 
in the State coming under the jurisdiction of this bill. Members 
of the Commission shall be practicing barbers and shall be elected 
by the practicing barbers of the several counties, who shall vote by 
ballot. Members of the Commission shall be first elected within 
ninety days after the effective date of this Act and on the first 
Tuesday in October of every fourth year thereafter. The members 
of the Commission shall not be entitled to receive any compensa- 
tion or allowances for serving on the Commission. A Chairman and 
Secretary of the Commission shall be elected as provided in Section 
4, and members shall elect a Vice-Chairman from among their num- 
ber. Vacancies occuring on the Commission shall be filled by elec- 
tion for the unexpired term. The Commission shall have power to 
determine, by rules, the qualifications and requirements for regis- 
tration under this Act, and to conduct, through district boards of 
barber examiners, examinations of applicants for registration as 
registered barber, barber teacher, or barber apprentice. 

(b) Nomination to the office of commissioner shall be by writ- 
ten petition of any three or more licensed barbers who reside with- 
in the county where such nominee resides. Any licensed barber 
may become a candidate by filing a declaration to that effect, pro- 
vided such declaration is supported by the names of three or more 
licensed barbers residing within the county. Nominating petitions 
must be filed with the Secretary of the Commission not later than 
sixty days before the election is to be held. If no nomination is 
made for any county, the Chairman shall appoint a Commissioner 
for that county. , 

Section 4. (a) Within thirty days after the effective date of 
this Act, and on the first Tuesday in October of every fourth year 
thereafter, there shall be held a meeting of the licensed barbers, 
which meeting shall be open to all licensed barbers of the State. At 
such meetings, which shall be held in the City of Montgomery, a 
Chairman and a Secretary of the State Barber Health and Educa- 
tion Commission shall be elected by a majority vote, by ballot, of 
the licensed barbers present and voting. Such elections shall be 
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held under the supervision of the Clerk of the House of Represen- 
tatives and the Secretary of the State Senate. 

(b) The Chairman and the Secretary shall be the only paid 
officers of the Commission, and each shall hold office for four 
years fruii the date of his election, and until his successor is elect- 
ed and qualified. The Chairman shall receive an annual salary of 
four thousand dollars ($4,000) and the Secretary shall receive an 
annual salary of three thousand six hundred dollars ($3,600), each 
of which salaries shall be paid in installments as the salaries of 
other State officers are paid. Any vacancy occurring in either of- 
fice shall be filled for the unexpired term by a majority vote, by 
ballot, of the Commission; the election thereon shal] be conducted 
by the Vice-Chairman. 

(c) The Chairman of the Commission shall preside at all meet- 
ings of the Commission and ai a!! quadrennial meetings of licensed 
barbers. He shall be the chief executive officer of the Commission 
and shall be charged with the duty of administering and enforcing 
this Act. He shall have authority to employ, subject to the pro- 
visions of the Merit System Act, such stenographic and clerical as- 
sistance as mav be necessary in transacting the business of the 
Commission, and to employ a trained inspector approved by the 
State Health Department. 

(d) The Secretary of the Commission shall make and keep a 
register of all licensed barbers, barber schools and clinics, barber 
shops, and all persons registered under this Act, and he shall per- 
form such other duties as the Commission may authorize or direct. 
The Secretary shall give bond in the sum of five thousand dollars 
with the sufficient sureties, to be approved by the Commission, for 
the faithful performance of his duties, and the Commission shall 
pay the premitiims thereof. The Secretary shall conduct elections 
for commissioners and examiners as provided for herein. The De- 
partment of Finance shall provide necessary stationery, ballots, 
books, supplies, and postage for holding the first elections here- 
under; thereafter all elections shall be held at the expense of the 
Commission. The State Commission office shall be in Montgomery, 
Alabama. 

Section 5. (a) There shall be a Board of Barber Examiners 
for each congressional district in the State. Each Board shall con- 
sist of three licensed barbers to be elected by the licensed barbers 
of the district, who shall vote by ballot. Members of the Board 
shall be first elected within ninety days after the effective date of 
this Act and on the first Tuesday in October of every fourth year 
thereafter. The term of office of each member shall be four years 
from the date of his election, and until his successor is elected, but 
the Chairman of the Commission may remove any member for 
cause upon the recommendation of the remaining members of the 
Board, Any vacancy caused by death, resignation, or removal shall 
be filled by election for the unexpired term. Each members of the 
Board shall be entitled to receive ten dollars ($10) for each day he 
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is engaged in performing the duties of his office, not to exceed 
fifty dollars in any year. The Examining Board and State Com- 
mission may inspect barber shops. 

(b) Nomination to the office of examiner shall be by petition 
of any three or more licensed barbers who reside within the dis- 
trict where such nominee resides. Any licensed barber of the dis- 
trict may become a candidate by filing a declaration to that ef- 
fect with the Secretary of the Commission. Nominating petitions 
must be filed with the Secretary not later than sixty days before 
the election. If no nominations are made, the Chairman shall ap- 
point examiners. 

Section 6. The Board of Barber Examiners shall conduct ex- 
aminations of applicants for certificates of registration as registered 
barber teachers, registered barbers, and registered barber appren- 
tices. Except as is provided in Section 9 and 10, all applicants for 
registration shall be examined. Examinations shall be held, as near- 
ly as possible each ninety days, and may be held at such places as 
the Board shall determine; provided, however, such examinations 
shall be held in the congressional district where the applicant re- 
side. Examinations shall include practical demonstrations and writ- 
ten and oral tests, and shall embrace the subjects required in Sec- 
tion 16 to be taught in approved schools of barbering. All written 
tests of the Board must coincide, as to subject matter, with courses 
in instruction and practice of approved barber schools in the State 
of Alabama. 

Section 7. Each applicant for registration shall: (a) make ap- 
plication to the Board of Barber Examiners on blank forms pre- 
pared and furnished by the Commission, each application to contain 
a statement, under the applicant’s oath, of his qualifications and 
such other matters as the Commission may require; (b) furnish to 
the Board a certificate from the State or a county health officer in 
Alabama, dated not more than ten days prior to the date of ap- 
plication, attesting that the applicant is free from any contagious 
or infectious disease and that he has responded negatively to the 
Wasserman or some similar test. 

Section 8. Certificates of registration to practice as registered 
barber teacher, registered barber, or registered barber apprentice 
shall be issued by the Board of Barber Examiners to any applicant 
who shall make on the Board’s examination a grade of not less than 
seventy-five per cent on each part thereof, practical demonstra- 
tions, written, and oral, and who shall possess the other qualifica- 
tions required by law. No person’ may be granted a certificate of 
registration or examined for registration as a registered barber 
teacher, registered barber, unless he is at least eighteen years of 
age, of good moral character, and of temperate habits. No person 
shall be registered as a barber teacher unless he holds a valid trade 
teacher’s certificate issued by the State Department of Education. 
No person may be examined for registration as a registered barber 
unless he has practiced as a registered barber apprentice for a 
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period of eighteen months under the immediate supervision of a 
registered barber; this provision, however, shall not operate to 
prohibit the Board’s allowing the credit for service rendered by a 
barber apprentice, registered under Section 10, prior to the time 
of this Act’s taking effect. An applicant for a certificate of registra- 
tion as registered barber who fails to pass the Board’s examiina- 
tion must continue to practice as a registered barber apprentice for 
six months additional before he may again take the examination 
for registered barber. 

Section 9. A practicing barber from another State shall be 
issued a certificate of registration by the Board of Barber Exam- 
iners when the following three conditions are met: (a) the appli- 
cant complies with the provisions of Section 6; (b) the applicant 
complies with the provisions of Section 7; (c) the applicant com- 
pletes the three tests written, oral and practical. 

Section 10. A person practicing barbering, teaching barbering, 
or serving as a barber apprentice in Alabama at the time of this 
Act’s passage shall be issued a certificate of registration by the 
Board of Barber Examiners, without examination, upon the pay- 
ment of fifteen dollars registration fee, and upon his furnishing to 
the Board within ninety days thereafter the application and cer- 
tificate required in Section 7. 

Section il. Every holder of a certificate of registration shall 
display the same in a conspicuous place near his work chair or 
place of teaching. The Commission shall prepare copies of the 
provisions of Section 14, of this Act, together with any rules and 
regulations or sanitary requirements for the conduct of barber 
shops, schools, or clinics which may have been adopted by the 
Commission in furtherance of the provisions of this Act, and shall 
furnish to the owner or manager of each such barber shop, school, 
or clinic one copy to be posted in a conspicuous place therein. 

Section 12. The fees to be paid by all applicants for registra- 
tion as registered barber shall be thirty-five dollars for examina- 
tion and five dollars for issue of the certificate of registration. The 
fees to be paid by all applicants for registration as registered bar- 
ber teacher shall be fifty dollars for examination and ten dollars 
for issue of the Certificate of registration. The fees to be paid by 
all applicants for registration as registered barber apprentice shall 
be fifteen dollars for examination and five dollars for issue of the 
certificate of registration; provided, however, that a registered 
barber apprentice who later is examined for registration as regis- 
tered barber shall be allowed credit for the amount he may previous- 
ly have paid for examination as registered barber apprentice. Fees 
provided for by this Section shall accompany the application for 
registration. Any person who is not registered shall be entitled to 
the return of the fee for issue of the certificate of registration. No 
person shall be required to pay an examination fee unless examina- 
tion is required by this Act. 
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Section 13. The Board of Barber Examiners may refuse to 
issue a certificate of registration to any applicant, or may revoke a 
certificate of registration which it has issued, for any of the follow- 
ing causes: (a) conviction of a felony, as shown by a certified copy 
of the judgment of the court of conviction; (b) gross malpractice 
or gross incompetency; (c) continued practice by a person know- 
ingly having an infectious or contagious disease; (d) knowingly 
advertising by means of false or deceptive statements; (e) adver- 
tising, practicing, or attempting to practice under a trade name 
other than One’s own; (f) habitual drunkenness or habitual addic- 
tion to the use of alcoholic liquors or morphine, cocaine, or other 
habit-forming drugs; (g) immoral or unprofessional conduct. How- 
ever, no certificate of registration may be revoked by the Board 
unless the person accused has been given at least twenty day’s 
notice in writing of the charges against him and a public hearing 
is had thereon by the Board, if desired by the accused. Upon any 
such hearing the Commission, or a subcommittee thereof, may act 
in an advisory capacity and may make recommendations to the 
Board of Barber Examiners. On any such hearing the Board shall 
have the power to administer oaths and may procure by its sub- 
poenas the attendance of witnesses and the production of relevant 
books and papers. The attendance and mileage fees of all witnesses 
subpoenaed by the Board shall be the same as fees for witnesses 
subpoenaed in the circuit courts of this State, and shall be paid 
from moneys made available to the Board. 

Section 14. It shall be unlawful: (a) for any barber, barber 
teacher or barber apprentice to continue knowingly the practice of 
barbering while he has an infectious, contagious, or communicable 
disease; (b) to own, manage, operate, control, or work in any bar- 
ber shop or barber school or clinic unless continuous hot and cold 
running water is provided during business hours therein; (c) to use 
upon one patron a towel that has been used upon another patron un- 
less and until the towel has been laundered; (d) not to provide the 
head rest on each chair with a laundered towel or a sheet of clean 
paper for each patron; (e) to use in the practice of barbering any 
styptic pencils, finger bowls, sponges, lump alum, or powder puffs; 
(£) not to place around the patron’s neck a strip of cloth, towel, or 
other neck band so that the hair cloth will not come in contact 
with the neck or skin of the patron’s body; (g) to use on any 
patron any razor, scissors, tweezers, comb, rubber disks or parts 
of vibrators used on another patron unless the same are kept in a 
closed compartment and immersed in boiling water, or in a solu- 
tion of two per cent carbolic acid, or other solution approved by 
the Board of Barber Examiners, before each use. The Commission 
shall have power to make rules and regulations concerning, and 
prescribe other sanitary requirements in addition to, the foregoing 
in furtherance of the purposes of this Act, subject to the approval 
of the State Board of Health. Any member of the Board or of the 
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Commission shall have authority to enter and inspect any barber 
shop, school, or clinic at any time during business days and hours. 

Section 15. No registered barber apprentice may independ- 
ently practice barbering, but he may do any and all of the acts 
constituting the practice of barbering under the immediate super- 
vision of a registered barber or registered barber teacher. Not 
more than three registered barber apprentices may be employed in 
any barber shop, and nay shop employing less than three registered 
barbers may not employ more than one registered barber appren- 
tice. 

Section 16. No barber school or clinic shall be operated in the 
State from and after the effective date of this Act without a certifi- 
cate of authorization, issued free of charge by the Commission and 
approved thereon in writing by the State Board of Health and 


State Department of Education, evidencing compliance with the 
requirements of this Act and other laws. Such certificate of author- 
ization may be revoked by the Commission for cause in the same 
manner as certificates of registration of registered barbers, regis- 
tered barber teachers, and registered barber apprentices may be re- 
voked under the provisions of Section 12. No barber school shall be 
issued a certificate ui auiliusizaiiun uniess it requires as a pre- 
requisite to graduation therefrom a course of instruction and prac- 
tice of not less than one thousand hours, Such course of instruction 
and practice shall include the following subjects: scientific funda- 
mentals for barbering, physiology, hygiene, elementary chemistry 
related to sterilization and antiseptics, massaging and manipula- 
ting the muscles of the face, neck, and scalp, cutting, bobbing, wav- 
ing, and dyeing the hair, and trimming and shaving the beard. No 
barber school or clinic may be issued a certificate of authorization 
unless its management and faculty are registered barber teachers, 
and none shall be issued a certificate unless it requires a medical 
examination as a condition precedent to the enrollment of prospec- 
tive students. 

Section 17. The Board of Barber Examiners and the Commis- 
sion shall keep records of their proceedings relating to the issuance 
or révocalion of certificates of registration and authorization. As 
regards certificates of registration, the record shall contain the 
name, place of business, and residence of each registered barber, 
registered barber apprentice, and registered barber teacher, the 
date of issuance and number of the certificate, and the date of re- 
vocation of the certificate. As regards certificates of authorization 
issued by the Commission, the record shall contain the name and 
place of business of each school or clinic, the date of issuance and 
the number of the certificates of authorization, and the date of re- 
vocation of the certificate. 

Section 18. Before the first day in October in each year, every 
barber, barber teacher, and barber apprentice practicing within 
the State of Alabama shall procure from the Board of Barber Ex- 
aminers a license so to practice and shall pay therefor the sum of 
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five dollars. Any person practicing as a barber, barber teacher, or 
barber apprentice without the license required by this Section shall 
be guilty of a misdemeanor and shall be punished by a fine not ex- 
ceeding one hundred dollars. In addition, such person may have 
his registration revoked at the discretion of the Board. Any barber, 
barber teacher, or barber apprentice practicing within the State of 
Alabama without a license required herein shall also pay a penalty 
of two dollars and fifty cents to the Board upon his procurement of 
a license. 

Section 19. All fees and licenses collected by the Board of 
Barber Examiners under the provisions of Sections 12 and 18 shall 
be deposited in the State treasury to the credit of a fund to be 
known as the “Barbers Fund”. Except as provided in Section 20, 
such fund shall be used exclusively for the purposes of carrying out 
the provisions of this Act and paying the compensation and ex- 
penses and other costs of the Boards and the Commission. All dis- 
bursements therefrom shall be approved by the Chairman of the 
Commission and shall be signed by the Secretary. 

Section 20, It is provided that the State Department of Health 
and the State Department of Education each shall receive one per 
cent of the net annual proceeds received under this Act. 

Section 21. Any person who violates any part of this Act, ora 
rule or regulation promulgated by the Commission under Section 
14, is guilty of a misdemeanor. 

Section 22. The provisions of this Act shall not apply to: (a) 
persons authorized by the laws of this State to practice medicine 
and surgery, ostcopathy, or chiropractic; (b) commissioned medi- 
cal or surgical officers of the United States Army or Navy or Ma- 
rine Hospital Service; (c) registered nurses under the laws of this 
State; (d) persons employed in State or local public institutions or 
hospitals as barbers and practicing barbering only on the inmates 
or patients of such institutions or hospitals; (e) or any county hav- 
ing more than 400,000 according to last Federal Census. 

Section 23. This Act, except with reference to Section 18, 
shall be supplemental to all existing legislation on the same subject. 
Nothing contained herein shall be construed to prohibit any county 
or municipal government or any State or county health officer 
from enforcing ordinances and regulations governing the practice 
of barbering if such ordinances or regulations are not inconsistent 
with the provisions of this Act. 

Section 24. The provisions of this Act are declared to be sever- 
able. Should any section or part be declared invalid, such declara- 
tion shall not affect the remainder. 

Section 25. Except for the provisions of Sections 2 and 16, 
which shall take effect January 1, 1948, this Act shall take effect 
immediately upon its passage and approval by the Governor, or 
upon its otherwise becoming a law.

To require every person operating a hotel, or inn, (except a ho- 
tel or inn having a complete automatic sprinkler system,) three or 
more stories high to maintain a fire watch, providing a penalty 
for violations. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Every person operating a hotel, or inn, (except a 
hotel or inn having a complete automatic sprinkler system,): three 
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or more stories high shall maintain a fire watch daily between the 
hours of 6 p.m. and 10 a.m., and shall employ a sufficient number 
of able bodied watchmen to patrol completely all the corridors, 
passageways, storage compartments, and basement at regular thirty 
minute intervals. Watch clock stations shall be established at ap- 
propriate intervals throughout the hotel or inn, and watchmen shall 
carry suitable watch clocks capable of recording the time each 
watch clock station is visited. 

Section 2. The State Fire Marshall shall enforce the provisions 
of this Act, and he shall have the power and it shall be his duty to 
conduct periodic inspections, designate the location of watch clock 
stations, and promulgate rules and regulations for the administra- 
tion of this Act. 

Section 8. Any person who fails to comply with the provisions 
of this Act or with any rules or regulations promulgated under the 
authority of this Act shall be guilty of a misdemeanor.

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To create a Hospital Board in Tuscaloosa County, Alabama, to 
be known as the Druid City Hospital Board and to provide for its 
officers, fix its number, authorize and regulate its proceedings, 
prescribe its duties and qualifications and terms of office of its 
members; to authorize the said Druid City Hospital Board to ac- 
quire suitable sites therefor and to build, construct, equip, alter, 
change, operate, maintain and supervise said hospital owned and 
to be owned jointly by the County of Tuscaloosa and the City of 
Tuscaloosa, for the reception, treatment and care of the sick, 
wounded and infirm and of people in need of hospital care in Tus- 
caloosa County; to provide for the appointment of the members of 
said Druid City Hospital Board and of their successors and to pro- 
vide for their removal and the appointment of their successors; to 
provide that said Hospital Board shall serve without compensation 
and to provide for the reception, treatment and care of the sick, 
wounded and infirm and of people in need of hospital treatment 
and care in said Druid City Hospital, which hospital shall be a 
non-profit institution operated mainly for charity; to provide that

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


SECTION 1: ‘That there is hereby created a Hospital Board 
in Tuscaloosa County, Alabama, to be known as the Druid City 
Hospital Board, which Hospital Board is empowered to contract 
and be contracted with, and to acquire suitable sites therefor and 
to build, construct, equip, alter, change, maintain, operate and 
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supervise a public general hospital owned, and to be owned, jointly 
by the County of Tuscaloosa, Alabama, and the City of Tuscaloosa, 
Alabama, to be known as the Druid City Hospital, including the 
Druid City Hospital now being operated and maintained, for the 
reception, treatment and care of the sick, wounded and infirm and 
vf peuple in need of hospital treatment and care. Said Druid City 
Hospital Board shall make such rules and regulations as are neces- 
sary or desirable for the proper operation of said hospital and the 
admission and conduct of doctors, physicians and surgeons, pa- 
tients and others in said hospital and fix and regulate the duties 
and conduct of its officers, agents and employees and determine the 
number and remuneration thereof. Monthly reports of its opera- 
tions and financial standing and affairs shall be duly made to the 
Druid City Hospital Board. 

SECTION 2: The Druid City Hospital Board hereby created 
shall be composed of nine members, two of whom shall be appoint- 
ed by the governing body of Tuscaloosa County, two of whom 
shall be appointed by the governing body of the City of Tuscaloosa, 
two of whom shall be appointed by the Tuscaloosa County Medical 
Society from among their membership, one of whom shall be ap- 
pointed by the governing body of the City of Northport, and one 
»f them shall be appointed by each Circuit Judge of Tuscaloosa 
County, and all of whom shall be qualified electors of Tuscaloosa 
County. Such members of said Hospital Board shall be appointed 
immediately after this act becomes a law, and those first appointed 
by the governing bodies of the City of Tuscaloosa and the City 
of Northport shall serve for a period of one year from the first day 
of the first month after this law becomes effective, those first ap- 
pointed by the governing body of Tuscaloosa County and the 
Presiding Judge of the Circuit Court of Tuscaloosa County shall 
serve for a period of two years from the first day of the first month 
after this law becames effective and those first appointed by the 
Tuscaloosa County Medical Society and ony other Judge of the 
Circuit Court of Tuscaloosa County shall serve for a period of three 
years from the first day of the first month after this law becomes 
effective, and each of their successors shall serve for a period of 
three years from the expiration of the terms above fixed so that 
the terms of three members of said Board shall expire each year, 
and each member shall serve until his successor is duly appointed 
and qualifies. The term of each member of said Druid City Hos- 
pital Board shall thereafter be three years. The authorities herein- 
above designated to appoint such members shall appoint the suc- 
cessors of each members upon the expiration of his term. 

The members of such Druid City Hospital Board shall serve 
without compensation and shall be chosen because of their char- 
acter and fitness, and no person shall be appointed or elected to this 
Hospital Board who is in any way subject to the authority of the 
Hospital Board or who is a member of the Governing Board of the 
City of Tuscaloosa or of Tuscaloosa County or employed by them. 
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In the event of a vacancy in the membership of said Hospital 
Board created hereby the appointing authority originally appoint- 
ing such member who has ceased to be a member shall fill such va- 
cancy for the unexpired term. The Druid City Hospital Board 
hereby created shall meet monthly on the first Thursday in each 
month and at such other times as the board may direct. No motion 
or resolution shall be adopted without the concurrence of the ma- 
jority of the whole board. The rules generally adopted by delibera- 
tive bodies for their government shall be observed by said Druid 
City Hospital Board unless said Hospital Board shall determine 
otherwise. 

SECTION 38: The Druid City Hospital Board hereby cre- 
ated shall on the first day of the first month after this act becomes 
law supersede any and all other Boards heretofore appointed or 
elected for the government or control of said Druid City Hospital, 
now being operated jointly by the City of Tuscaloosa and Tusca- 
loosa County, and the Hospital Board created hereby shall im- 
mediately thereafter take, exercise and have complete possession, 
dominion, charge, control and direction of all the assets, property, 
personnel and income of said Druid City Hospital now being op- 
erated jointly by the City of Tuscaloosa and Tuscaloosa County, 
as well as any other hospital erected or maintained by said Druid 
City Hospital Board, and said Hospital Board hereby created may 
maintain suits for the recovery of all debts and obligations due to, 
and property and other assets of, said Druid City Hospital, and 
the protection thereof, and do all things necessary to operate and 
maintain said hospital. 

SECTION 4: It is the aim of this act to provide a Hospital 
Board of patriotic citizens actuated by humanitarian outlook and 
interest who shall serve for the common good without compensa- 
tion and at the same time to create a Hospital Board so selected as 
to be free as possible from politics and selfish interests who will 
maintain and operate ample and suitable hospital facilities for the 
sick and suffering in a scientific and economical way, and all ap- 
pointing authorities will bear this in mind in the choice and selec- 
tion of members of the Druid City Hospital Board. 

SECTION 5: The Hospital Board hereby created may form 
an Executive Committee and Building Committee and direct, au- 
thorize and empower said Executive Committee and Building Com- 
mitee to do and perform such acts as said Hospital Board may 
determine toward the construction of a new hospital and the ac- 
quiring of sites therefor and to act for said Hospital Board as to 
any other matters and things it may determine and may confer 
such powers and authority on said Executive Committee or Build- 
ing Committee as said Druid City Hospital Board may determine 
from time to time to confer and the powers and authority and duty 
of said Executive Committee or Building Committee may from 
time to time be restricted, altered, changed or enlarged as the 
Druid City Hospital Board may determine. Other committees may 
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be also created and their duties, power and authority defined and 
fixed by said Hospital Board from time to time. Said Hospital 
Board hereby created is also authorized to hire and engage a suit- 
able number of employees, nurses, architects and others to con- 
struct, maintain and operate said hospital. ' 

SECTION 6: Thai said Druid City Hospital shall ever be 
operated and maintained as a non-profit public general hospital 
where needy people who are unable to pay for hospitalization, as 
well as those who are able to pay therefor, may have and receive 
medical and hospital care, attention and treatment, and said hos- 
pital shall never be operated for gain or profit, and those who are 
able to pay shall pay reasonable charges and fees for care, atten- 
tion and treatment in said hospital; provided that all amounts re- 
ceived from pay patients shall be applied to defraying the expenses 
and costs of the oneration and maintenance of said Druid City 
Hospital and that neither the City of Tuscaloosa nor Tuscaloosa 
County shall ever get or receive or have inure to them any profit 
or gain from said hospital or the operation or maintenance thereof. 

SECTION 7%: That said Druid City Hospital Board hereby 
created shall receive and may receipt for all taxes levied or collect- 
ed for said Druid City Hospital and may accept charitable gifts 
and trusts to be used for the charitable hospital purposes herein- 
above fixed. : 

SECTION 8: That in addition to charity patients provided for 
by the Hospital Board other indigent patients in Tuscaloosa Coun- 
ty needing hospitalization may be admitted to said Druid City 
Hospital upon certificate issued by either the governing body of 
Tuscaloosa County or of the City of Tuscaloosa with the further 
proviso that said City of Tuscaloosa or County of Tuscaloosa so 
issuing said certificate shall be required to pay all hospital fees 
and charges for such patients as may be admitted to such hospital 
on their respective certificates and shall make due appropriation 
therefor. 

SECTION 9: That after said Hospital Board is appointed, as 
herein provided, it shall elect one of its members as Chairman, 
another as Vice-Chairman and another as Secretary, and shall do 
this annually thereafter and whenever a vacancy occurs. It shall be 
the duty of the Chairman, and in the absence of the Chairman of 
the Vice-Chairman, to preside at all meetings of said Hospital 
Board, and to call the Hospital Board together when requested by 
a majority of the members thereof, and when in his discretion he 
deems it necessary or advisable and to do and perform such other 
duties as may be prescribed by said Hospital Board. 

SECTION 10: Said Hospital Board created hereby is author- 
ized and empowered to adopt reasonable rules and regulations for 
the conduct of said hospital and of the patients, student nurses, 
nurses, doctors, employees and all others therein, and to fix and 
determine and prescribe who shall be permitted to nurse and pre- 
scribe and treat and care for patients in said hospital and practice 
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as nurses, doctors, physicians and surgeons in said Druid City 
Hospital, and said Board is authorized and empowered to conduct 
nurses trainiing and to train nurses in said Druid City Hospital 
and to select and supervise selection of those to be admitted and 
trained therein and thereto, and is authorized to employ all man- 
agers, supervisors, nurses and others to carry on the operation of, 
and to operate, said hospital and to fix their hours, duties, tenure 
and compensation and terminate their employment, and do all 
other things needful to carry on a general hospital in Tuscaloosa 
County for the care and treatment of human beings. 

SECTION 11: That a member of said Hospital Board may be 
removed from office for the same causes and by the same procedure 
as provided by law for the removal or impeachment of members of 
the governing body of the City of Tuscaloosa. 

SECTION 12: All personal property, accounts receivable, 
monies, bonds, mortgages, choses in action and other assets now 
held by the City of Tuscaloosa or by Tuscaloosa County for hos- 
pital purposes shall forthwith pass to the Druid City Hospital 
Board created hereby. All real estate now owned or hereafter ac- 
quired by the City of Tuscaloosa County for hospital purposes may 
be sold by the City of Tuscaloosa or by the County of Tuscaloosa, 
when requested in writing by the Druid City Hospital Board cre- 
ated hereby to do so, and the Governing Board of the City of Tus- 
caloosa and the Governing Board of Tuscaloosa County are author- 
ized and empowered to sell and convey, and to make and execute 
good and sufficient title to, any such real estate now or hereafter 
held by either of them for hospital purposes, with the proviso that 
the full proceeds therefrom shall be used for hospital purposes un- 
der the direction and control of the Druid City Hospital Board 
created hereby, but no purchaser of said real estate shall be obli- 
gated or required to trace said funds or to see that said purchase 
price therefor is used for hospital purposes. 

SECTION 13: The City of Tuscaloosa and the County of 
Tuscaloosa are hereby authorized to contributé and make appro- 
priations to the Druid City Hospital to be operated by the Druid 
City Hospital Board herein created. 

SECTION 14: The Druid City Hospital Board created here- 
by is hereby authorized to do all things necessary to qualify said 
Druid City Hospital as a member of recognized national hospital 
associations and to meet the requirements of the American Medical 
Association or other standard dating and inspection agencies for 
hospitals and for this purpose may carry on necessary training pro- 
grams and otherwise so operate and maintain said hospital as to 
qualify said Druid City Hospital as a Grade “A” general hos- 
pital. 

SECTION 15: The Druid City Hospital Board hereby cre- 
ated is, and is to be, taken, treated and construed as, an agency of 
Tuscaloosa County and the City of Tuscaloosa to construct, equip, 
carry on, maintain and operate a general public hospital mainly for 
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charity in manner and form permitted and authorized by law, and 
the Druid City Hospital Board created hereby shall have all the 
immunities, powers, rights and authority inhering in, or conferred 
upon, hospitals operated by the several counties of Alabama under 
the law of Alabama. Certain State and Federal Legislation with 
reference to hospitals has already been passed, and other legislatién 
or programs are, and are to be, projected, providing for State and 
Federal aid to hospitals, and for the creation or establishment of 
county and regional hospitals in Alabama, and the Druid City Hos- 
pital Board created hereby, if they determine it desirable so to do, 
are hereby authorized and empowered to accept such aid, or any 
part thereof, and to qualify the Druid City Hospital as one of such 
hospitals, either on a county or regional basis, or both, and is 
specifically authorized and empowered to do all things necessary 
to qualify said Druid City Hospital under said laws and under such 
programs. 

SECTION 16: If any section, clause or provision of this Act 
shall be, or declared to be, invalid, this shall not affect any other 
section, clause or provision hereof not in itself invalid. 

SECTION 17: That this Act shall become effective immedi- 
ately upon its passage and approval by the Governor, or otherwise 
becoming law.

In the event that a majority of the electors voting upon 
said question vote “yes”, this act and all of its provisions, shall be 
immediately effective and operative in this state as of the date of 
the issuance of such proclamation, but if a majority of the electors

SUBSTITUTE FOR H. 760 
A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To provide for the registration of voters and purging registra- 
tion lists in counties having a population of 300,000 or more ac- 
cording to the last or any subsequent federal census; and to pro- 
vide for the compensation of the chairman and members of the 
Board of Registrars in such counties; and to provide for em- 
ployment of clerical or secretarial employees under the provisions 
of the county Merit System Act. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. In all counties in this State which now have or 
may hereafter have a population of over 300,000 according to the 
last federal census or any succeeding federal census the Board 
of Registrars provided for in Title 17, Article 3 of the 1940 Code 
of Alabama shall meet at the courthouse at the county site on the 
following dates and for the following periods; 

a. On the first Monday or the first working day thereafter 
in the months of April, July, August, September, and October each 
year and remain in session for a period of ten (10) working days 
in each of said months. 

b. On the second Monday or the first working day thereafter 
‘in November each year and remain in session for a period of sev- 
enty-five (75) working days. 

c. The Board shall purge the list of voters during the first 
week in January, 1948, and each two years thereafter; and said 
Board shall have the power during the last five working days of 
January, 1948, and each two years thereafter to hear persons who 
desire to show cause why their names should not be purged from 
the registration lists. 

Section 2, The Board of Registrars is authorized at any time 
during the period beginning the first Monday in October and end- 
ing January 31 to meet at a specified place in any municipality in 
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such county for the purpose of registering persons entitled to be 
registered as electors, provided that at least twenty (20) days 
notice of the time and place and purpose of such meeting shall be 
given by bills posted at three or more public places in such mu- 
nicipality. . me saat ; 

Section 3. No registration shali be held by the Board of Reg- 
istrars during the two weeks prior to any regular county, state, 
federal primary or general election. — 

Section 4. Each registrar in such county shall receive com- 
pensation as fixed by law to be paid by the State, and disbursed 
by the Judge of Probate, for each day’s attendance upon the ses- 
sions of the Board. 

The Chairman of the Board of Registrars shall serve full time 
and, in addition to the regular per diem provided for this Section, 
shall also be paid a salary by the County in the amount of Three 
Thousand Dollars ($3, 000. 00) per annum, to be paid in twelve 
(12) monthly payments, out of the funds of the County treasury, 
in the same manner as other County officers are paid. 

Setcion 5. The chairman and members of the Board of Reg- 
istrars in such counties shall have the power and authority to 
employ a chief clerk and other clerical help, including a secretary, 
as may be necessary for the efficient discharge of the duties of 
said Board, provided that the Board of County Commissioners, 
or Board of like jurisdiction, shall have authority to determine 
the number and classification of such employees, subject to the 
provisions of any Merit System which may be in effect in said 
county, and provided further that all of said employees of said 
Board shal be appointed under and in accordance with the pro- 
visions of any Civil Service Act governing the classified employees 
of said county. 

Section 6. All provisions of Title 17, Article 3, 1940 Code of 
Alabama, not in conflict with specific agreements of this act shall 
apply to counties in this State which now have or may hereafter 
have a population of over 300,000 according to the last federal 
census or any succeeding federal census. 

Section 7. This act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

Messrs. Meeks, Martin and Miller offered the following sub- 
stitute for H.J.R. 48: 


SUBSTITUTE FOR H.J.R. 48 


By Messrs. Meeks, Martin and Miller: 

To create a joint legislative committee to study and make 
recommendations regarding the administration of the Alabama 
Alcoholic Beverage Control Board Act and to make studies and 
reports concerning the scope, effect, and methods of the State 
prison system and its operation; defining the committee’s powers 
and duties; and providing for legal counsel and the appointment 
of technical and clerical assistance. 

WHEREAS there has been considerable public criticism re- 
garding the administration of the Alcoholic Beverage Control 
Board Act, from its inception, the purpose of which is to protect 
the public peace and morals, to promote public health, safety, and 
welfare, and to prohibit forever the open saloon; and 

WHEREAS there has been widespread criticism of the State’s 
penal system on account of the practice of confining first of- 
fenders and minors with hardened criminals and because of the 
methods used in disciplining prisoners; and 

WHEREAS the Legislature deems it advisable and necessary 
that the conditions actually existing shall be studied and inves- 
tigated during the interim between sessions of the Legislature to 
the end that the facts may be ascertained and presented in avail- 
able form as a basis for legislation; therefore 

Be It Resolved by the House of Representatives, the Senate 
Concurring: 

1. A legislative investigation committee shall be created as 
provided in Section 2, whose duty it shall be: 1) to make a de- 
tailed study of the administration of the Alabama Alcoholic Bev- 
erage Control Board Act and the operation of the State’s liquor 
monopoly from its inception in 1937; 2) to make studies and re- 
ports concerning the scope, effect, and methods of State prison 
operation, to study prison reform in Alabama with special atten- 
tion to morals, discipline and rehabilitation. The committee may 
study and report on such other State government operations as it 
deems necessary or advisable. In studying the prison system, the 
committee shall give particular emphasis to the housing and dis- 
ciplining of prisoners and shall make this study of primary con- 
sideration and first order of business of the committee. In its 
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investigation of the liquor monopoly, the committee shall give 
particular attention and emphasis to an examination of the pur- 
chases made by the Alcoholic Beverage Control Board. 

The committee shall present a report of its findings and rec- 
ommendations to the Governor and to the Legislature within ten 
(10) days after the reconvening of the same at any regular or 
special session after the adoption of this resolution; the work and 
reports of the committee to be completed on or before July 1, 
1948. 

2.: In the event House Bill No. 811, to be entitled “an Act to 
create a joint legislative committee to conduct investigations and 
make studies and reports concerning the scope, effect, and methods 
of State Government operations; defining its powers and duties; 
and providing for legal counsel and the appointment of technical 
and clerical assistance’, does not become a law, there shall be a 
joint interim committee, which shall consist of five Representa- 
tives to be appointed by the Speaker of the House and four Sena- 
tors to be appointed by the President of the Senate, If House Bill 
No. 811 becomes a law, no committee shall be formed under this 
resolution. The membership of the committee shall include at 
least two Representatives and two Senators who have been elected 
from wet counties. The members of the committee shall elect 
from their number a member of the House of Representatives to 
be chairman. The committee shall meet at the call of the chair- 
man or upon the request of three members. Members shall receive 
no additional compensation for services performed as a member of 
the committee; but if the committee meets during an adjourn- 
ment or during a recess of the Legislature when members of the 
Legislature are not receiving compensation, the members of the 
committee shall receive their regular legislative compensation and 
expenses, as fixed by the 1947 Regular Session of the Legislature, 
which shall be paid out of the funds appropriated for the expenses 
of the 1947 Legislative Session. 

8. In the performance of its duties, the committee shall have 
the power to issue subpoenas to compel the attendance of wit- 
nesses and the production of papers necessary in the conduct of 
its investigations. In case a person refuses to obey such subpoena, 
the chairman of the committee may invoke the aid of any circuit 
court in order that the testimony or evidence shall be produced. 
Upon proper showing, such court shall issue a subpoena or order 
requiring such person to appear before the committee and produce 
all evidence and give all testimony relating to the matter in issue. 
A person failing to obey such order may be punished by the court 
as for contempt. 

4. The committee shall have power to employ technical and 
clerical assistance and to provide for the payment of their compen- 
sation out of any money appropriated for the payment of legisla- 
tive expenses, 
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5. The Attorney General and his assistants shall provide 
legal counsel for the Committee. 

6. The provisions of this resolution are severable. If any part 
-is declared unconstitutional or invalid, such declaration shall not 
affect the part which remains.

UNFINISHED BUSINESS 


The House proceeded to the consideration of the Unfinished 
Business, which was the bill: 

S. 200. To provide and create The County Board of Adminis- 
tration as an alternate system of county government and to permit 
its adoption by any county by a vote of the qualified electors; to 
provide the manner of calling and holding such election; to pre- 
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scribe and limit the duties, powers, jurisdiction, authority, and 
privileges of such County Board of Administration and of the 
members thereof, and the manner of the exercise of such duties, 
powers, jurisdiction, authority and privileges; to provide for the 
members of the County Board of Administration, their qualifica- 
tions, the time and mauner of their election, their terms of office 
and their compensation ; and to abolish the existing form of county 
government of such county, when such County Board of Adminis- 
tration is created and adopted; and to confer on the County Board 
of Administration and the members thereof all the duties, powers, 
‘jurisdiction, authority, and privileges now exercised by the gov- 
erning body and members of the existing form of government; and 
to define the jurisdiction, powers, and duties of the board with 
respect to county employees, roads and bridges, contracts, the 
acquisition and sale of property, and fiscal matters and debts. 


Mr. Harris offered the following amendment to the bill, 5. 260: 
By Mr. Harris: 
Amend Senate Bill 200 as follows: 


(A) By adding to subdivision (d) of Section 40 the following: 

“Candidates for the office of the associate commissioners shall 
designate the office for which they are candidates by Place No. 1 
and Place No. 2, and the successful candidate for Place No. 1, at 
the first general election held after the election to determine 
whether or not this Act shall take effect, shall be elected for a 
‘term of two years, and the successful candidate for Place No. 2 
shall be elected for a term of four years.” 

(B) By inserting Section 401%4 immediately following Section 
40, Section 40¥% to read as follows: 

“Section 4044. In any county in which there is in existence at 
the time of the election provided for by Section 40 a county gov- 
erning body by whatever name called, created by local act, having 
a chairman, president or other head other than the probate judge 
of the county, the person who is chairman, president or head of 
said county governing body shall be chairman of the County Board 

of Administration provided for by this Act aud shall held office as 
such concurrently with the term of office of the probate judge, 
and at the general election held in the year 1952, and each six years 
thereafter, a chairman of said County Board of Administration in 
such county shall be elected for a term of six years. In the event 
of a vacancy in the chairmanship of said Board the Governor shail 
fill the same by appointment. The chairman of such County Board 
of Administration shall be a qualified elector of the county and 
shall be at least thirty years of age. The chairman of the Board 
provided for herein shall exercise all of the authority, power and 
duty and shall be under the same obligations as are provided for 
herein for the probate judge as Chairman of the County Board of 
Administration. The compensation of the Chairman of such Board 
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shall be in accordance with the following schedule, based upon the 
assessed valuation of the taxable property within the county: 

In counties with an assessed valuation of less than ten million 
dollars—$300.00 per month; 

In counties with an assessed valuation of more than ten million 
dollars and less than twenty-five million dollars—$400.00 per 
month; 

In counties with an assessed valuation of more than twenty-five 
million dollars and less than fifty million dollars—$425.00 per 
month; 

In counties with an assessed valuation of more than fifty million 
dollars and less than two hundred million dollars—$500.00 per 
month; 

In counties with an assessed valuation of more than two hun- 
dred million dollars—$525.00 per month. 

The compensation herein provided for the chairman of said 
Board shall be paid on the first day of each month out of the 
general fund of the county.”

AMENDMENT TO HOUSE BILL 729 


Amend House Bill 729 by striking therefrom Sections 3 and 7 
and inserting in lieu thereof the following: 
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Section 3. Any person who is a commissioned deputy sheriff 
and classified under any merit system as a commissioned deputy 
sheriff and is a member in good standing of the Employees Retire- 
ment System under Act #328 of the 1945 General Acts of Alabama, 
approved July 6, 1945, who are deputy sheriffs under the direct 
supervision of the Sheriff of the respective counties and who are 
over the age of 55 years on the date of the approval of this Act 
by the Governor and who have served six years or more in the

entitled to disability benefits under said Act #328 shall also be 
eligible for benefits as hereinafter provided by this Act. 

Section 7%. When any of the deputy sheriffs described in Sec- 
tion 3 hereof under the provisions of the present retirement act 
for superannuation and shall have paid the $5.00 deduction for 
twelve months as hereinabove provided, or if any deputy sheriff 
retires for disability under such act, said deputy sheriff shall be 
paid from said special supplementary fund, in monthly install- 
ments, and in addition to any payment from the general pension 
fund, an amount which added to the amount paid from the general 
pension fund will equal but shall not exceed the sum of $100.00 
per month. Provided, however ,that if at any time said special 
supplementary fund shall be depleted to the sum of $2,000.00 or 
less, the monthly payments to said deputy sheriffs shall be reduced 
in proportion to the amount available, and said deputy sheriff shall 
be only entitled to receive his proportionate share of said funds

SENATE SUBSTITUTE FOR H. 846 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


lo establish a pension and retirement system for patrol em- 
ployees of the State Highway Patrol; creating a special fund to 
be known as the State Patrol Retirement Fund; providing for the 
composition, dedication and allocation of said fund; and creating 
a State Highway Patrol Retirement Board to administer the dis- 
bursement of said fund; and repealing conflicting laws. 
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Be It Enacted By The Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. STATE PATROL RETIREMENT FUND CRE- 
ATED. That there is hereby established in the State Treasury a 
fund to be known as a State Patrol Retirement Fund, and to ad- 
minister the disbursement of said fund, there is hereby created a 
board to be known as the State Patrol Retirement Board, which 
shall be composed of the State Treasurer, the State Auditor and 
the Chief of State Highway Patrol. 

Section 2. FUND: HOW COMPOSED. The State Patrol 
Retirement Fund, hereby created in the State Treasury, shall be 
composed of the revenues, receipts and contributions from the fol- 
lowing sources: 

(a) All patrol employees of the State Highway Patrol shall 
subscribe and pay monthly to the State Patrol] Retirement Fund’a 
sum equal to 514 per centum (5%4%) of their monthly salaries, 
beginning January 1, 1948 and the aggregate amount paid each 
month by said employees shall be credited by the State Treasurer 
to the State Patrol Retirement Fund. 

(b) The State shall also contribute to the State Patrol Retire- 
ment Fund for the fiscal year 1947-1948 and for each fiscal year 
hereafter, the sum of ten thousand dollars ($10,000.00) derived 
from surplus at end of fiscal year, and such sum is hereby appro- 
priated annually. 

Section 8. RETIREMENT BENEFITS. Any patrol em- 
ployee of the State Highway Patrol who has attained the age required 
for retirement under the provisions of this Act, and who has served in 
said State Highway Patrol for a total of fifteen (15) years, or more, 
upon filing with the State Patrol Retirement Board an application re- 
quiring retirement under the provisions of this Act, together with a serv- 
ice certificate signed by the Chief of State Highway Patrol, certifying 
the years served and the average salary paid for the year ended on 
the last day of the month preceding the date of retirement, shall 
be retired by said Board, and thereupon shall receive retirement 
pay from the State Patrol Retirement Fund as hereinafter pro- 
vided. 

(a) Any patrol employee of the State Highway Patrol who 
has attained the age of fifty-five (55) years and who has served in 
said State Highway Patrol for fifteen years, including all prior 
service, shall, upon application to the State Patrol Retirement 
Board, as hereinabove provided, be retired on a monthly salary 
equal to twenty-five per centum (25%) of the average salary re- 
ceived for the year immediately preceding the date of retirement. 

(b) Any patrol employee of the State Highway Patrol who 
has attained the age of fifty-five (55) years and who has served in 
said State Highway Patrol for twenty years, including all prior 
service, shall, upon application to the State Patrol Retirement 
Board, as hereinabove provided, be retired on a monthly salary 
equal to forty-five per centum (45%) of the average salary re- 
ceived for the year immediately preceding the date of retirement. 
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(c) Any patrol employee of the State Highway Patrol, re- 
gardless of age, who has served in said State Highway Patrol for 
twenty-five (25) years, including all prior service, shall, upon 
application to the State Patrol Retirement Board as hereinabove 
provided, be retired on a monthly salary equal to sixty per centum 
(60%) of the aveiage salaty received for the year immediately 
preceding the date of retirement. : .* * 

(d) Any patrol employee of the State Highway Patrol, re- 
gardless of age, who has served in said State Highway Patrol for 
thirty (30) years, including all prior service, shall, upon applica- 
tion to the State Patrol Retirement Board, as hereinabove pro- 
vided, be retired on a monthly salary equal to seventy-five per 
centum (75%) of the average salary received for the year imme- 
diately preceding the date of retirement. 


“AVERAGE SALARY” DEFINED. 

The term “average salary” as used herein for the purpose of 
determining pension payments and retirement pay shall be deemed 
to be the average salary received for the year ended on the last day 
of the month immediately preceding the date of retirement or date 
of death and in computing service earned for the purpose of deter- 
mining monthly pensions and retirement pay, the members of this 
pension and retirement system shall be credited with the time 
served in the State Highway Patrol as constituted since December 
5, 1935, whether or not service was continuous in said State High- 
way Patrol, including, even though not continuous, the number of 
years served prior to said date in the Enforcement Division and/or 
the State Highway Patrol of the Alabama Highway Patrol and/or 
the Bureau of Criminal Identification and Investigation. 


MEMBERSHIP IN STATE PATROL 
RETIREMENT SYSTEM. 

Section 4. Any patrol employee who shall be in the service of 
the State Highway Patrol on the effective date of this Act, shall 
be deemed to be a member of the pension and retirement system 
created by this Act, and under specific conditions, as hereinafter 
set forth, certain former patrol employees of said State Highway 
Patrol may become members of said system created by this Act. 

(a) Any former patrol employee of said State Highway Pa- 
trol who has not been out of the service for more than three years 
prior to the effective date of this Act, may become a member of 
the system herein established, provided he re-enters the service of 
said State Highway Patrol within one year after the effective date 
of this Act, and pays into the State Patrol and Retirement Fund 
the amount withdrawn therefrom on severing his connection with 
the said State Highway Patrol. 

(b) Any former patrol employee of said State Highway Pa- 
trol who has not been out of the service for more than three years 
prior to the effective date of this Act, and who on leaving the 
service of said State Highway Patrol left on deposit such assess- 
‘ments as he has previously paid into the State Patrol and Retire- 
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ment Fund, may become a member of the system herein estab- 
lished, provided he re-enters the service of said State Highway 
Patrol within two years after the effective date of this Act. 

(c) Any former employee of said State Highway Patrol who 
severed his connection with said State Highway Patrol in order to 
enter the military service of the United States, may become a mem- 
ber of the system herein established, provided he re-entrs the serv- 
ice of the said State Highway Patrol within three years after he 
has been discharged from the military service, provided, however, 
that on re-entering the service he shall within twelve months after 
so doing, pay into the State Patrol and Retirement Fund the 
amount withdrawn from said fund on leaving the State Highway 
Patrol to enter the military service of the United States. 

Section 5. Any member of the system herein established is 
eligible for retirement under the provisions of this Act, but who 
has not made application for retirement, and who shall, for any 
cause whotsoever, be discharged, removed or dismissed by said 
State Highway Patrol, shall have the right, unless he has been con- 
victed of a felony by a court of competent jurisdiction, to file appli- 
cation requesting the retirement salary to which he is entitled as 
provided for under the provisions of this Act as though he has 
voluntarily resigned and retired from said State Highway Patrol, 
provided, however, that he shall receive from the State Highway 
Patrol Retirement Fund nothing other than the amount credited to 
his account in said fund in case his dismissal was brought about 
by reason of being convicted of a felony by a court of competent 
jurisdiction. 


DISABILITY BENEFITS. 

Section 6. Any member of the system herein established who 
has become partially disabled or incapacitated because of con- 
tinued illness or as a result of an injury received in line of duty, 
and who has been a member of said system for not less than ten 
(10) years, may, upon recommendation of the Chief of State High- 
way Patrol and«the approval of the State Highway Patrol Retire- 
ment Board, be retired, regardless of age, on seventy-five per 
centum (75%) of the retirement salary provided for under the 
provisions of Section 3 of this Act; provided, however, that retire- 
ment on this basis shall not be authorized by said Board until the 
applicant has obtained certificates from at least three physicians, 
certifying that he is unable to perform the duties required of him 
by the Director of said State Highway Patrol and that said injury 
or incapacity was incurred or received in line of duty. 


PAYMENTS TO SURVIVING SPOUSE, CHILDREN, ETC. 
Section 7%. The surviving spouse, the children under eighteen 
years of age, or the dependent parent or parents of any patrol em- 
ployee, of the State Highway Patrol who shall lose his life in the 
performance of his duty, or whose death shall result from injury 
received from the performance or who shall be permanently and 
totally disabled as a result of injury received from the performance 
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of his duty, shall receive a monthly pension based on the average 
salary of the said deceased or disabled employee for the year ended 
on the last day of the month immediately preceding the date of his 
death or disability, in the amount hereinafter provided, exclusive 
of any payments or other benefits accrued to his credit under the 
provisions of the Workmen’s Compensation Act: 

(a) In case of death resulting from injury received in line of 
duty, a monthly pension equal to sixty per centum (60%) of the 
average salary of the said deceased employee for the year ended 
on the last day of the month immediately preceding the date of 
death, shall be paid to his surviving spouse so long as she is eligi- 
ble to receive said pension under the provisions of the Act. 

(b) In case of total disability of any State Highway Patrol 
employee resulting from injury received in line of duty, a monthly 
pension equal to sixty per centum (60%) of the average salary 
received for the year immediately preceding the date of retirement, 
shall be paid to said disabled employee under the provisions of 
this Act. 

PAYMENTS TO CHILDREN WHERE NO SURVIVING 
SPOUSE TO RECEIVE PENSION. 

Section 8. Should there be no surviving spouse to receive the 
pension due a widow of any patrol employee who shall lose his 
life in line of duty, the children under eighteen years of age of 
said deceased employee, if any, shall receive said pension based 
on the average salary of the deceased employee for the year ended 
on the last day of the month immediately preceding the date of 
death as hereinafter provided: 

(a) Should there be four or more children under eighteen 
years of age, the monthly pension shall be equal to sixty per 
centum (60%) of the average salary of the deceased patrol em- 
ployee as herein provided, and each child shall receive an equal 
share of said pension until he or she has attained the age of eight- 
een years, whereupon, the monthly pension shall be reduced by 
the amount previously paid to the child who has attained the age 
of eighteen years, after which time said child shall receive no 
further benefit under the provisions of this Act. 

(b) Should there be oily three children under eighteen years 
of age, the monthly pension shall be equal to fifty per centum 
(50%) of the average salary of the deceased patrol employee as 
herein provided, and each child shall receive an equal share of 
said pension until he or she has attained the age of eighteen years, 
whereupon, the monthly pension shall be reduced by the amount 
previously paid to the child who has attained the age of eighteen 
years, after which time said child shall receive no further benefit 
under the provisions of this Act. 

(c) Should there be only two children under eighteen years 
of age, the monthly pension shall be equal to forty per centum 
(40%) of the average salary of the deceased patrol employee as 
herein provided, and each child shall receive an equal share of said 
pension until he or she has attained the age of eighteen years, 
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whereupon, the monthly pension shall be reduced by the amount 
previously paid to the child who has attained the age of eighteen 
years, after which time said child shall receive no further benefit 
under the provisions of this Act. 

(d) Should there be only one child under eighteen years of 
age, the monthly pension shall be equal to thirty per centum 
(30%) of the average salary of the deceased patrol employee as 
herein provided, and said child on attaining the age of eighteen 
years, shall receive no further benefit under the provisions of 
this Act. 

(e) Should there be no surviving spouse and no children under 
eighteen years of age, or if the surviving spouse should remarry 
and thereby become ineligible to receive the widow’s pension as 
hereinabove provided, a monthly pension equal to twenty-five per 
centum (25%) of the average salary of the deceased patrol em- 
ployee for the year ended on the last day of the month immediately 
preceding the date of his death, shall be paid to the parent or 
parents of said deceased employee, if they, or either of them, de- 
rived their main support from said employee. 

(f) Should the surviving spouse of a deceased employee re- 
marry while receiving the widow’s pension under the provisions of 
this Act and there be any children who have not at that time 
attained the age of eighteen years, the widow shall thereupon 
forfeit all rights to the widow’s pension herein provided and the 
pension previously paid to her, or the portion thereof to which 
the deceased employee’s children under eighteen years of age are 
entitled under the provisions of this Act, shall be paid to said 
children in the same manner and on the same basis as hereinabove 
provided for the payment of pensions to children of deceased mem- 
bers of the system hereby established. 


REMARRIAGE OF SURVIVING SPOUSE 
SHALL FORFEIT RIGHTS. 

Section 9. The surviving spouse of any deceased patrol em- 
ployee who shall remarry while receiving the widow’s pension 
provided for under the provisions of this Act shall forfeit all of 
her rights to said pension and shall receive no further benefit from 
the State Highway Patrol Retirement Fund established under the 
provisions of this Act. 

The children of any deceased patrol employee who may be 
eighteen years of age at the time of his death shall receive no 
benefit from the system, and shall be paid no part of any pension 
payable under the provisions of this Act. No child, after attaining 
the age of eighteen years shall receive any further benefit from 
the system established by this Act, nor shall he be paid any por- 
tion of any further payments made from the State Highway Patrol 
Retirement Fund established under the provisions of this Act. 

The parents of any deceased patrol employee shall receive no 
benefit from the system herein established unless they furnish the 
State Highway Patrol Retirement Board with satisfactory proof 
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that they derived their main support from the said deceased 
employee. 


SYSTEM DEFINED. 

The term “system” as herein used refers to and shall be deemed 
to mean the pension and retirement system established under the . 
provisions of this Act. 


PAYMENT TO SURVIVING SPOUSE, CHILDREN, 
ETC. ON DEATH OF RETIRED MEN. 

Section 10. The surviving spouse, the children under eighteen 
years of age, or the dependent parents of any retired patrol em- 
ployee whose death shall occur after date of his retirement, shall 
receive as a monthly pension payment, a monthly sum equal to the 
monthly retirement pay which was being paid to said employee 
prior to his death, provided that the surviving spouse shall first 
be entitled to the pension herein provided, and if there be no sur- 
viving spouse, the said pension shall be payable to the children of 
said deceased employee who are under eighteen years of age in 
the same manner as is hereinabove provided, and if there be no 
children eligible to receive said pension, the parents shall next be 
entitled to receive said pension provided they furnish to the State 
Highway Patrol Retirement Board satisfactory proof that they 
were deriving their main support from the deceased patrol em- 
ployee. 

Section 11. No pension shall be paid to the surviving spouse 
or the heirs of any member of this system whose death shall occur 
other than in the performance of his duties, but said spouse or said 
heirs shall be paid the full amount that the deceased member paid 
into the State Highway Patrol Retirement Fund during his years 
of service. 


AUTHORITY OF DIRECTOR TO REQUEST 
RETIREMENT OF MEMBER 

Section 12. Any member of the system herein established who 
has become partially disabled or incapacitated because of continued 
illness or as a result of an injury received in or out of line of duty 
and for any of said reasons is unable to perform the duties re- 
quired of him by the Director of State Highway Patrol or whose 
services have become unsatisfactory to said Director, shall when 
requested to do so, if eligible under the provisions of this Act, 
make application for retirement and should said employee refuse 
to voluntarily retire, said Director shall have the authority to 
request of the State Highway Patrol Retirement Board that said 
employee be retired and on receipt of such request from said Di- 
rector, said employee shall automatically be retired by said Board 
and thereafter, shall receive from the Patrol Retirement Pension 
Fund the monthly retirement salary to which he is entitled under 
the provisions of this Act. 
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MEMBER OF SYSTEM LEAVING SERVICE 
OF DEPT. OF STATE HIGHWAY PATROL. 

Section 13. Any member of the System created by this Act 
who, on leaving the service of the State Highway Patrol, shall 
leave on deposit the amount he has paid into the State Highway 
Patrol Retirement Fund, shall have the right to re-enter the service 
without losing credit for service previously performed but shall 
have no service credit from the date he severed his connection to 
the date of re-entering the service of said State Highway Patrol, 
provided, however, that should an employee, on leaving the service 
of said State Highway Patrol, withdraw from the State Highway 
Patrol Retirement Fund, the amount previously paid into said 
Fund, he shall on re-entering the service, be given no credit for 
any service previously performed. 


TRANSFER OF FUNDS. 

Section 14. All contributions heretofore paid into the Annuity 
Savings Fund of the Employees’ Retirement System created by 
Act No. 515, General Atcts 1945, approved July 9, 1945, by patrol 
employees of the State Highway Patrol, together with regular 
interest thereon, shall be transferred to the State Patrol Retirement 
Fund created and established by this Act and credited to the indi- 
vidual account of the member from whose compensation such con- 
tributions were made, and after the effective date of this Act, all 
pensions previously paid to patrol employees of the State Highway 
Patrol by the Employees’ Retirement System shall be paid from the 
State Patrol Retirement Fund created and established by this Act. 


AUTHORITY OF BOARD TO INVEST IN BONDS, ETC. 

Section 15. The State Patrol Retirement Board shall have 
authority to invest in bonds or other securities of the United States 
or the State of Alabama, any portion of the State Patrol Retire- 
ment Fund created under the provisions of this Act not, in the 
judgment of said Board, required to pay current pensions and re- 
tirement salaries, payable under the provisions of this Act, pro- 
vided, however, that no bonds or other securities shall be pur- 
chased by said Board for said fund which will yield less than two 
per centum (2%) per annum interest, and in the event it should 
become necessary to do so in order to meet the payment of current 
pensions and retirement salaries, the said Board shall have author- 
ity to dispose of any of said securities, which, in its judgment may 
be disposed of without loss to the said fund. 


AUTHORITY OF BOARD TO ADMINISTER FUND. 
Section 16: The State Patrol Retirement Board created by this 
Act shall have full and complete authority to manage and admin- 
ister the State Patrol Retirement Fund established by this Act; 
to authorize the retirement of any patrol employee who may be 
eligible to retire, and to determine monthly pensions and retirement 
salaries to be paid under the provisions of this Act; and to incur 
whatever expenses may be necessary to properly administer said 
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system and said fund, and such expenses as may be incurred by 
said Board shall be borne by said fund. ; 


WITHDRAWAL FUNDS. 

Section 17. Any patrol employee, who has not attained the 
required age nor the required years of service for retirement under 
the provisions of this Act, may, on leaving ihe service, withdraw 
from the State Patrol Retirement Fund the full amount he has 
paid into said fund during his years of service. 

Section 18. This Act shall not in any manner affect the insur- 
ance laws of the State. “On and after the effective date of this 
Act, all patrol employees of the State Highway Patrol who are 
covered by the provisions of this Act shall cease to be members 
of the Employees’ Retirement System created by Act No. 515, 
General Acts 1945, approved July 9, 1945, and no further contri- 
butions iu the Employees’ Retirement System created thereby shall 


be made by such employee.” 
REPEALING CLAUSE. 


Section 19. That all laws or parts of laws in conflict with this 
Act be, and the same are hereby repealed. 


SEVERABILITY CLAUSE. 

Section 20. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any 
part of the Act is declared to be unconstitutional or invalid, such 
declaration shall not affect the part which remains. 


EFFECTIVE DATE. 
Section 21. This Act shall become effective January 1, 1948.
